CITY CHARTER AND AMENDMENTS. 


I. By an act of the legislature of Massachusetts, passed Cousin Seas 
on the twenty-third day of February, eighteen hundred and powers 
twenty-two, it was provided that the inhabitants of the ~~ 
town of Boston for all purposes, for which towns were by 
law incorporated in this commonwealth, should continue to 
be one body politic, in fact and in name, under the styie 
and denomination of the City of Boston, and as such should 
have, exercise and enjoy, all the rights, immunities, powers 
and privileges, and should be subject to all the duties and 
obligations, then incumbent upon and appertaining to said 
town, aS a municipal corporation. ‘The legislature reserved Power to amend

II. The administration of all the fiscal, prudential, and Ciy Saag 
municipal concerns of the city, with the conduct and gov- Ferret 
ernment thereof, is vested in one principal officer, to be 7 
styled the mayor, one select council, consisting of eight per- 
sons, to be denominated the board of aldermen, and one 
more numerous council to consist of forty-eight persons, to 
be denominated the common council; which boards in their 
joint capacity are denominated the city council—together 


with such other boards of officers as are hereinafter specified.

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IX. Whenever it shall appear by the regular returns 
of the elections of the city officers, that a mayor has not 
been chosen, or that a full board of aldermen has not been 
elected, such of the board of aldermen, whether they con- 
stitute a quorum or not, as may have been chosen, shall 
issue their warrant, in useal form, for the election of a 
mayor, or such members of the board of aldermen as may 
be necessary, and the same proceedings shall be had and 
repeated, until the election of a mayor and aldermen shall 
be completed, and all vacancies be filled in the said board ; 
and in case neither a mayor nor any alderman shall be 
elected at the usual time for electing the same, and after 
the powers of the former mayor, and mayor and aldermen, 
shall have ceased, it shall be the duty of the president of 
the common council, to issue his warrant, in the same man- 
ner as the board of aldermen would have done, if elected, 
and the same proceedings shall be had and repeated, until 
a mayor, or one or more aldermen, shall be elected. 


X. In case of the non-election of a mayor, the chair- 
man of the board of aldermen shall discharge all the duties 
incumbent on the mayor of the city, prescribed by the city 
charter, or any other law, or any ordinance of the city, 
which now or hereafter may be required of him, until a 
mayor shall be chosen and duly sworn to the discharge of 
his duties ; and such chairman, with the board of aldermen, 
shall discharge all the duties incumbent on the mayor and 
aldermen. 


XJ. The citizens in their respective ward meetings, to 
be held on the second Monday of December, annually, shall 
be called upon to give in their votes for eight persons, be- 
ing inhabitants of said city, to constitute the board of alder- 


*men, for the ensuing year; and all the votes so given, be- 


ing sorted, counted, and declared by the warden and in- 
spectors shall be recorded at large by the clerk, in open 
ward meeting; and in making such declaration and record, 
the whole number of votes or ballots given in shall be par- 
ticularly stated, together with the name of every person 
voted for, and the number of votes given for each person ; 
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and a transcript of such record, certified by the warden,

XVII. The mayor and aldermen, thus chosen and quali- 
fied, shall compose one board, and shall sit and act together 
as one body at all meetings, of which the mayor, if present, 
shall preside; but in his absence, the board may elect a 
chairman, for the time being. The said board, together 
with the common council, in convention, shall have power 
to choose a clerk, who shall be sworn to the faithful dis- 
charge of the duties of his office, who shall be chosen for 
the term of one year, and until another person is duly 
chosen to succeed him; removable, however, at the pleasure 
of the mayor and aldermen; who shall be denominated the 
clerk of the city, and whose duty it shall be to keep a jour- 
nal of the acts and proceedings of the said board, composed 
of the mayor and aldermen ; to sign all warrants issued by 
them, and to do such other acts in his said capacity, as 
may, lawfully and reasonably, be required of him; and to 
deliver over all journals, books, papers, and documents en- 
trusted to him as such clerk, to his successor in office, im- 
mediately upon such successor being chosen and qualified 
as aforesaid, or whenever he may be thereto required by 
the said mayor and aldermen. And the city clerk thus

His powers and 
duties, 
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chosen and qualified, shall have all the powers, and perform 
all the duties-belonging at the time of the act of incorpora- 
tion, to the town clerk of the town of Boston, as if the same 
were particularly and fully enumerated, except in cases 
where it is otherwise expressly provided. 


XVIII. The persons so chosen and qualified, as mem- 
bers of the common council of the said city, shall sit and 
act together as a separate body, distinct from that of the 
mayor and aldermen, except in those cases in which the 
two bodies are to meet in convention; and the said council 
shall have power, from time to time, to choose one of their 
own members to preside over their deliberations, and to 
preserve order therein, and also to choose a clerk, who shalk 
be under oath faithfully to discharge the duties of his office, 
who shall hold such office, during the pleasure of said coun- 
cil, and whose duty it shall be to attend said council, when 
the same is in session, to keep a journal of its acts, votes, 
and proceedings, and to perform such other services, in said 
capacity, as said council may require. All sittings of the 
common council shall be public; also all sittings of the 
mayor and aldermen, when they are not engaged in execu- 
tive business. ‘Twenty five members of the common coun- 
cil shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 


XIX. The mayor of the said city, thus ehosen and 
qualified, shall be taken and deemed to be the ehief execu- 
tive officer of said corporation; and he shall be eompen- 
sated for his services by a salary, to be fixed by the board 
of aldermen and common council, in city council convened, 
payable at stated periods; which salary shall not exceed 
the sum of five thousand dollars annually, and he shall re- 
ceive no other compensation or emoluments whatever; and 
no regulations enlarging or diminishing such compensation 
shall be made, to take effect until the expiration of the year, 
for which the mayor then in office, shall have been elected. 
And it shall be the duty of the mayor to be vigilant and 
active at all times, in causing the laws for the government 
of said city to be duly executed and put in force ; to inspect. 
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the conduct of all subordinate officers in the government 
thereof, and as far as in his power to cause all negligence, 
carelessness, and positive violation of duty to be duly prose- 
cuted and punished. He shall have power, whenever in 
his judgment, the good of said city may require it, to sum- 
mon meetings of the board of aldermen and common council, 
or either of them, although the meeting of said boards, or 
either of them may stand adjourned to a more distant day. 
And it shall be the duty of the mayor, from time to time, 
to communicate to both branches of the city council all such 
information, and recommend all such measures as may tend 
to the improvement of the finances, the police, health, se- 
curity, cleanliness, comfort, and ornament of the said city.

XXII. The city council have the power and authority 
of electing, if they see fit, the mayor and aldermen, survey- 
ors of highways for the city. 


* XXII. In the county of Suffolk, the mayor and alder- 
men of the city of Boston shall, within the said city, have 
the like powers and perform the like duties, as are exer- 
cised and performed by the commissioners of other counties, 
saving to any party aggrieved the right of trial by jury in 
the court of common pleas, in cases of laying out, alter- 
ing and discontinuing of ways, and assessing damages 
therefor. 


XXIV. All other powers by law vested, at the time of 
the act of incorporation, in the town of Boston, or in the 
inhabitants thereof, as a municipal corporation, are vested 
in the mayor and aldermen, and common council of the said 
city to be exercised by concurrent vote, each board, as 
hereby constituted, having a negative upon the other. 
More especially they shall have power to make all such , 
needful and salutary by-laws, as towns by the laws of this 
commonwealth have power to make and establish, and to 
annex penalties, not exceeding twenty dollars, for the breach 
thereof, which by-laws shall take effect and be m force from 
and after the times therein respectively limited, without the 
sanction or confirmation of any court, or other authority 
whatsoever: Provided, that such by-laws shall not be repug- 
nant to the constitution and laws of this commonwealth ;?

provision is re-enacted in the Revised Statutes, ch. 15,§ 12. The only 
difficulty in the construction of this provision has been as to what are 
‘‘ other necessary charges,” for which towns are authorized to raise money. 
Upon this point there have been several decisions. In the case of Stetson 
y. Kempton, (13 Massachusetts Reports, 272,) it was held, that towns have 
no authority in time of war and hostile invasion, to raise money to give 
additional wages to the militia and for other purposes of defence. The 
court say, that the erection of public buildings for the accommodation of 
the inhabitants, such as town houses to assemble in, and market houses for 
the sale of provisions, may also be a proper town charge, and may come 
within the fair meaning of the term necessary, for these may be essential to 


the comfort and convenience of the citizens. But it cannot be supposed

that the building of a theatre, a circus, or any other place of mere amuse- 
ment, at the expense of the town, could be justified under the term meces- 
sary town charges. Nor could the inhabitants be lawfully taxed for the 
purpose of raising a statue or a monument, these being matters of taste 
and not of necessity ; unless in populous and wealthy towns, they should 
be thought suitable ornaments to buildings or squares, the raising and 
maintenance of which are within the duty and care of the governors or 
officers of such towns. In Allen v. Inhabitants of Taunton, (19 Pick. Rep. 
485,) it was held, that a town is authorized to appropriate money for the 
repair of fire engines used for the purpose of extinguishing fires therein, 
whether they belong to the town or were purchased by private subscrip- 
tion; and in the case of Hardy v. Inhabitants of Waltham, (3 Metcalf’s - 
Rep. 163,) it was held, that a town has authority to appropriate money for 
the construction of reservoirs for water to supply fire engines. In the case 
of Spaulding v. City of Lowell, (23 Pick. Rep. 71,) it was held, that cities 
and towns in this commonwealth, by virtue of their general powers, have 
authority in their corporate capacity, to build a market house, to appro- 
priate money therefor, and to assess the same upon the inhabitants. “To 
bring any particular subject,” the court remark, “ within this description 
of necessary town charges, it must appear to be money necessary to the 
execution of some corporate power, the énjoyment of some corporate right 
or the performance of some corporate duty, as established by law, or long 
usage.” A town has no authority to raise money to aid in the construction 
of a road which by law is to be made at the expense of the county, and 
consequently a tax laid by the town for the purpose of collecting the 
money is illegal and void. A vote by a town appointing a committee to 
appropriate money for constructing such road, is an illegal and void act; 
and a contract for constructing it entered into by the committee in behalf 
of the town, will not be binding upon the town. Parsons v. Inhalitants of 
Goshen, (11 Pick. Rep. 396.) A town has authority to provide for the 
support of a public clock, and to assess the expense thereof upon the in- 
habitants of the town.. Willard v. Inhabitants of Newburyport, (12 Pick. 
Rep. 227.) A town is authorized to indemnify its officers, against any 
liability which they may incur in the bona fide discharge of their duties 
although it turn out that they have exceeded their legal rights and author- 
ity. Nelson v. Milford, (7 Pick. Rep. 186.) Bancroft v. Lynnfield, (18 ibid, .

An Act to authorize Members of City Councils to hold other 
Offices 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, m

Srot. 1. The Mayor, any Alderman, or any member of the 
common council, of any city in this Commonwealth, may, at the 
same time, hold any other office under the city government of such 
city to which he may be duly chosen : provided, that the same be 
not an office of emolument. 

Secor. 2. ‘This act shall take effect from and after its passage, 
but shall be in force in those cities only, which shall adopt the same 
by a vote of their city councils. [ Approved, April 24, 1851.

Aw Act concerning Constables. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in

Sxot. 1. Any constable, who shall have been duly appointed 
for any city or chosen for any town of this Commonwealth, and who 
shall have given bonds in the manner hereinafter set forth, may

hold their office for one year, and until at least five persons, 
members of a new board, are appointed in their place ; and said 
city council may at any time fill any vacancies which may occur 
in said board. 

So much of the eleventh section of the one hundred 
and forty-third chapter of the Revised Statutes as is inconsistent 
with this act is hereby repealed. 

‘This act shall take effect as soon as it may be ac- 
cepted by the city council of said city, by concurrent vote of the 
two branches thereof.

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An Act concerning the duties of Assessors. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in Gen- 
eral Court assembled, and by the authority of the same: 


Sect. 1. That when any person shall hereafter give notice 
in writing to the assessors of any city or town in this common- 
wealth, accompanied by satisfactory evidence that he was at the 
time of the last annual assessment of taxes im said city or town, 
an inhabitant thereof, and liable to pay a poll tax, and shall fur- 
nish, under oath, true lists of his polls and estate, both real and 
personal, not exempted from taxation, it shall be the duty of said 
assessors to assess such person for his poll and estate, if any 
estate he have, in the same manner they would have done if a list 
of his poll and estate had been duly given in to said assessors ; 
and the tax thus assessed against said person shall by said asses- 
sors be entered in the tax list of the collector of such city or 
town, and it shall be his duty to collect and pay over the same, at 
the time when and to the persons specified in the warrant of the 
assessors ; Provided, the application aforesaid shall be made .at 
least seven days prior to the day of any election. 

Sect. 2. ‘This act shall not be construed so as to interfere in 
any manner with the provisions of the twenty-eighth section of 
the seventh chapter of the Revised Statutes. [Approved, April 
30, 1852. ] ; 


An Act to regulate the use of Steam Hngines. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in Gen- 
eral Court assembled, and by the authority of the same: 


Sect. 1. The mayor and aldermen of any city, and the se 
lectmen of any town, or any person by them authorized, may, 
after notice to the parties interested, examine any steam engine 
in such city or town, and for that purpose may enter any house, 
shop, or building, and if, after such examination, it shall appear 
probable that the use of such engine is unsafe, they may issue a 
temporary order to suspend the use thereof, and then, after giv- 
ing the parties interested, so far as they may be known, an oppor- 
tunity to be heard, if they shall adjudge such steam engine unsafe 
or defective, or unfit to be used, they may pass a permanent order 
prohibiting the use thereof until it shall be rendered safe; and if 
such steam engine shall be used after the passage of such tem- 
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porary order until the final adjudication thereon, or after such 
final adjudication and order until it shall be rendered safe, con- 
trary to either of such orders, and after notice thereof to the 
owner or person having charge thereof, such engine shall be 
deemed and taken to be a common nuisance, without any other 
proof thereof than its use. 

Sect. 2. Said mayor and aldermen and selectmen shall have 
the same power and authority to abate and remove any such 
steam engine, erected or used contrary to the foregoing provis- 
ions, as are given to the board of health in the tenth and eleventh 
sections of the twenty-first chapter of the Revised Statutes. 
[ Approved, May 7, 1852. ] | 


An Act concerning Returns of Elections. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in Gen- 
eral Court assembled, and by the authority of the same: 


Sect. 1. It-shall be the duty of the mayor and aldermen and 
the clerk of each city in the commonwealth, to examine, as soon 
as may be after any election, the returns made by the returning 
officers of each ward in such city, of the results of the election in 
said ward; and if any manifest error shall appear therein, in the 
form of the return, the mayor and aldermen shall forthwith give 
notice to said ward officers of the error or deficiency in the form. 
of said return; and it shall be the duty of said ward officers 
forthwith to make a new and additional return under oath, in con- 
formity to the truth in the case,-which additional return, whether 
made upon such notice, or by the officers of any ward without 
such notice, shall be received by the mayor and aldermen or clerk 
of said city, at any time before the expiration of the day next pre- 
ceding the day on which, by law, they are required to make their 
returns, or to declare the results of said elections in said city ; 
and all the original and additional returns so made shall be exam- 
ined by the mayor and aldermen, and shall be made part of their 
returns of the results of such election. And in counting the 
votes in any election, no returns shall be rejected where the whole 
number of votes given for any officer or representative voted for, 
and the whole number of votes given for each candidate voted for, 
can be ascertained from such returns. 

Sect. 2. When returns of elections from any town are re- 
ceived at the office of the Secretary of the Commonwealth, not 
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sealed up as the law required, the secretary shall forthwith give 
notice thereof to the returning officers of said town; and upon 
the receipt of said notice, said returning officers shall make a copy 
of their record of the votes cast at said election, and shall make 
oath to the correctness of said copy; and shall transmit the same 
to the said secretary, sealed up as is required by law in the case 
of the original returns. And if, upon the opening of said copy of 
the record by the governor and council, by the legislature, or by 
any person or persons duly authorized to open the returns and 
count the votes, the original return shall be found in substantial 
conformity with the copy of the record returned as aforesaid, 
then said original return shall not be rejected because of the in- 
formality before mentioned: Provided, that said copy of the re- 
cord shall have been received by the said secretary before the 
expiration of the day next preceding that on which, by law, the 
returns of said election are to be opened, and the votes counted. 
[ Approved, May 18, 1852. | 


An Aot concerning the Attendance of Children at School. 


Be tt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in Gen- 
eral Court assembled, and by the authority of the same: 


Secor. 1. Every person who shall have any child under his 
control between the ages of eight and fourteen years, shall send 
such child to some public school within the town or city in which 
he resides, during at least twelve weeks, if the public schools 
within such town or city shall be so long kept, in each and every 
year during which such child shall be under his control, six weeks 
of which shall be consecutive. 

Sxot. 2. Every person who shall violate the provisions of the 
first section of this act shall forfeit, to the use of such town or 
city, a sum not exceeding twenty dollars, to be recovered by 
complaint or indictment. 

Sect. 3. It shall be the duty of the school committee in the 
several towns or cities to inquire into all cases of violation of the 
first section of this act, and to ascertain of the persons violating 
the same the reasons, if any, for such violation, and they shall 
report such cases, together with such reasons, if any, to the town 
or city, in their annual report; but they shall not report any 
cases such as are provided for by the fourth section of this act. 

Szot. 4. If, upon inquiry by the school committee, it shall 
appear, or if, upon the trial of any complaint or indictment under 
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this act, it shall appear that such child has attended some school 
not in the town or city in which he resides, for the time required 
by this act, or has been otherwise furnished with the means of 
education for a like period of time, or has already acquired those 
branches of learning which are taught in common schools, or if it 
shall appear that his bodily or mental condition has been such as 
to prevent his attendance at school, or his acquisition of learning 
for such a period of time, or that the person having the control of 
such child is not able, by reason of poverty, to send such child to 
school, or to furnish him with the means of education, then such 
person shall be held not to have violated the provisions of this act. 

Szot. 5. It shall be the duty of the treasurer of the town or 
city to prosecute all violations of this act. [Approved, May 
18, 1852. ] 


An Acr farther to guard against the Explosion of Steam Boilers. 


Be tt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in Gen- 
eral Court assembled, and by the authority of the same: 


Sxot. 1. . If any person or corporation shall manufacture, set 
up, or knowingly use, or cause to be used, in this commonwealth, 
a steam boiler unprovided with the safety plug, as described in 
the first section of an act entitled “‘ an act to prevent the explo- 
sion of steam boilers,’ passed in the year one thousand eight ~ 
hundred and forty-nine, such person or corporation so offending 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one thousand. dollars. 

Sect. 2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this act 
are hereby repealed. [Approved, May 18, 1852.]

An Act in relation to the City of Boston. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in Gen- 
eral Court assembled, and by the authority of the same: | 


Sect. 1. Zhe Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston shall, 
commencing with the ensuing municipal year, consist of twelve per- 
sons ; and the legal voters of each ward shall be annually called upon 
to give in their votes for one person, being an inhabitant of said 
ward, to be a member of said board of aldermen, to be chosen in the 
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same form and manner, and at the same time, as now provided by 
law for the election of members of the common council.! 

Seot. 2. The legal voters of each ward of said city shall, com- 
mencing with the ensuing municipal year, be annually called upon to 
vote for two assistant assessors, who shall be inhabitants of said ward, 
and who shall be chosen in the same manner and form, and at the 
same time, as is provided in the foregoing section for the election of 
aldermen. 

SEot. 3. Whenever the mayor and aldermen of the city of 
Boston shall adjudge that the public safety and convenience re- 
quire that any street, lane, or alley in the said city shall be laid 
out, altered, or discontinued, they shall make and record an esti- 
mate of the expense thereof, and if such estimate shall exceed 
the sum of five thousand dollars, or if such estimate, with the 
estimates of any previous alteration or discontinuance of any part 
of such street, lane or alley, during the municipal year, shall ex- 
ceed the sum of five thousand dollars, the order for such laying 
out, alteration, or discontinuance, together with an estimate of the 
expense thereof, shall be sent to the common council for its con- 
currence or rejection ; and such order shall not take effect or be 
in force until the common council shall concur therein.? 

Sxot. 4. No erection, alteration, or repair of any court house, 
jail, house of correction, fire-proof office, or any other building, 
‘for the purposes of the county of suffolk, shall be made by the 
mayor and aldermen of the said city, except as herein provided, 
to wit: whenever the mayor and aldermen shall by vote declare 
that such erection, alteration, or repair is necessary or expedient, 
they shall make and record an estimate of the expense tlgreof, 
and if such estimate shall exceed the sum of five thousand dollars, 
a copy of the said vote and estimate shall be sent to the common 
council for its concurrence, rejection or amendment; and all acts 
or parts of acts inconsistent with this act are repealed. 

Sect. 5. The first four sections of this act shall not go into 
effect unless they be approved by a majority of the legal voters of 
the city of Boston, voting thereon severally by yea and nay bal- 
lot, in their respective wards, at the annual election of state offi- 
cers in November next; and the mayor and aldermen of the said 
city shall insert in the warrant, for the aforesaid election, an 
article submitting the aforesaid question to the decision of the 
said legal voters of the city of Boston.

Any minor between the ages of six and fifteen years, 
convicted under the provisions of an act entitled ‘an act con- 
cerning truant children and absentees from school,” passed in the 
year one thousand eight hundred and fifty, of being an habitual 
truant, or of not attending school, or of being without any regular 
and lawful occupation, or growing up in ignorance, may, at the 
discretion of the justice of the peace or judicial officer having 
jurisdiction of the case, instead of the fine mentioned in the first 
section of said act, be committed to any such institution of in- 
struction, house: of reformation, or suitable situation, as may be 
provided for the purpose under the authority given in said first 
section, for such time as such justice or judicial officer may deter- 
mine, not exceeding one year. . 

Sect. 2. Any minor convicted of either of said offences, and 
sentenced to pay a fine as provided in the first section of the act 
to which this is in addition, may, in default of payment thereof, 
be committed to said institution of instruction, house of reforma- 
tion, or suitable situation provided as aforesaid, or to the county 
jail, as provided in case of non-payment of other fines. And 
upon proof that said minor is unable to pay said fine, and has no 
parent, guardian, or person chargeable with his support, able to 
pay the same, he may be discharged by said justice or judicial 
officer, whenever he shall see fit.

Szct. 4. The powers of the justice of the peace or judicial 
officer, under this act and the act to which this is in addition, in 
all unfinished cases shall continue under any reappointment to the 
same office, provided there be no interval between the expiration 
and reappointment to said office. 

Sect. 5. The third section of the act entitled “an act con- 
cerning truant children and absentees from school,” passed in the 
year one thousand eight hundred and fifty, is hereby repealed.

An Act to change the Time of assessing Taxes in the City 
of Boston. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same: 


Any person who shall have his residence in the city of Boston 
on the first day of January, shall, on the first day of May follow- 
ing, be taxed in that city, notwithstanding he may have removed 
therefrom before the first day of May; and no person so taxed 
shall be liable to assessment for his personal property in any other 
city or town on the first of May in the same year. [Approved, 
May 20, 1852. ]

An Act to provide for supplying the State Prison with Water. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same : 


Sxot. 1. The board of inspectors of the state prison are 
hereby authorized and empowered in order to supply the state 
prison with water, to lay beneath any of the public streets, roads, 
and highways, or other ways in the city of Charlestown, all such 
pipes as they may deem proper, in order to conduct the Cochitu- 
ate water to the said prison, from the main pipe belonging to the 
city of Boston, which passes through the city of Charlestown. 

Secor. 2. ‘The said board of inspectors is hereby empowered to 
enter upon and dig up any such streets, roads, highways, or other 
ways, for the purpose of laying down pipes beneath the surface 
thereof, and for maintaining and repairing the same, and, in gen- 
eral, may do any other acts and things, necessary or convenient 
and proper, in order to accomplish the objects set forth in this 
act; and for the purposes aforesaid, or any of them, they may 
employ any and all such agents under them as they shall deem 
expedient; and they shall well and sufficiently repair all such 
streets, roads, highways, or other ways as may be so entered upon 
and dug up by them; and they shall repair all drains and sewers, 
either public or private, which they may disturb, to the reasona~ 
ble satisfaction of all parties interested. 

Szot. 8. Any person who shall unlawfully hinder, obstruct, 
or impede the said board of inspectors, or any agent or agents 
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employed by them in their doing and performing any of the things 
by this act authorized to be done, shall be taken and deemed to 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punished by imprisonment in the common jail not more than six 
months, or by fine not exceeding one hundred dollars.

An Act in relation to the Powers and Duties of Jailers and Mas- 
ters of Houses of Correction. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, m 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same: 


No keeper of any jail, or master of any house of correction, 
shall confine by solitary imprisonment any convict in his custody 
for more than three days at any one time, without informing the 
sheriff of the county, or the overseers of the house of correction, 
of such confinement, and the reasons therefor. [Approved, Heb- 
ruary 28, 18538.] 


An Act regulating the Storage, Safe Keeping, and Sale of Fire- 
works in the City of Boston. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same: 


Sect. 1. It shall not be lawful for any person or persons to 
keep or sell any fireworks within the city of Boston, in any quan- 
tity, without first having obtained from the chief engineer of the 
fire department of said city a license therefor, signed by the chief 
engineer or by the secretary of the board of engineers, on which 
shall be written or printed a copy of the rules and regulations by 
them established, relative to the keeping, selling, or storage of 
fireworks within said city; and every such license shall be in 
force until the first day of May, next ensuing the date thereof, un- 
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less sooner annulled by the board of engineers, and no longer ; 
but such license may, prior to the expiration of that term, be re- 
newed by the chief engineer or the said secretary, from year to 
year, by indorsement thereon ;, provided, always, that the board 
of engineers may rescind any such license, if in their opinion the 
person or persons have disobeyed the law, or infringed on any 
rules or regulations established by the board of engineers; and 
every person who receives a license to sell fireworks, as aforesaid, 
shall pay for the same the sum of one dollar, and the same sum for 
the renewal thereof, and all such licenses shall expire on the first 
day of May, annually, and all moneys received for licenses shall 
be paid to the board of engineers, for the purpose of defraying the 
expenses of carrying this act into execution. 

Secor. 2. Any person or persons who have for sale, or keep in 
possession, any fireworks within the city of Boston, contrary to 
the rules and regulations established by the board of engineers 
herein mentioned, or who shall sell any fireworks in said city 
without first having obtained from the said chief engineer, or his 
secretary, a license as aforesaid, shall forfeit a sum not less than 
fifteen nor more than fifty dollars for each offence. 

Sect. 3. ‘This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 
[Approved, April 14, 1853.] 


An Act concerning Armories for the use of the Volunteer Militia. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same: 


Snot. 1. It shall be the duty of the mayor and aldermen of 
cities, and of the selectmen of towns, in this Commonwealth, from 
time to time, to provide each and every company of cavalry, 
artillery, infantry, light infantry, and riflemen, within the limits of 
their respective cities and towns,—which are now or which may 
hereafter be duly organized under the laws of the Common- 
wealth,—with suitable and proper armories or places ~of deposit 
for the safe keeping of the arms and equipments furnished to 
Such company or companies, from time to time, by the adjutant 
general under the authority of law; and the expense thereof shall 
be paid out of the treasury of the Commonwealth, in manner as 
hereinafter provided. ' 

Sect. 2. The said mayor and aldermen and selectmen shall 
annually, in either of the months of ‘October or November, make 
out and transmit to the office of the adjutant general, verified by 


* 
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the oath or affirmation of two at least of said mayor and alder- 
men, or selectmen, a certificate or return showimg the name of 
each company furnished with an armory, and the amount paid or 
allowed for the rent or use thereof; and said certificate or return 
shall embrace also, in substance, as follows: That the armory or 
armories so furnished by said mayor and aldermen, or selectmen, 
are such, and such only, as, in the opinion of a majority thereof, 
are necessary for the legitimate uses of such company or compa- 
nies aS an armory or armories, and that the value of the annual 
rent thereof, according to the value of real estate in the city or 
town wherein the same is or are located, is fully equal to the sum 
or sums paid or claimed therefor. 

Secr. 8. The adjutant general, the treasurer, and receiver 
general, and the auditor of this Commonwealth, respectively, for 
the time being, shall constitute a board of commissioners to exam- 
ine and audit all accounts and claims for rent of armories made in 
pursuance of the provisions of this act; and on or before the first 
day of January in each year, it shall be the duty of the said 
board to examine the several returns and certificates mentioned 
in the preceding section, and to institute such inquiries in relation 
thereto as they may deem expedient and proper, to cause the 
same to be corrected if necessary, and to allow such accounts and 
claims, either in whole or in part, as said commissioners shall 
deem to be just, and in accordance with the true intent and mean- 
ing of this act; provided, however, that in no case whatever shall 
there be allowed in payment for an armory for any one company 
a greater sum annually than three hundred dollars. And it shall 
be the further duty of the said board of commissioners to file in 
the office of the treasurer of the Commonwealth, within ten days 
after they shall have completed their said examination, a certifi- 
cate signed by them, showing the sum and sums thus allowed, and 
the names of the respective companies for whose use the same 
was allowed, and the city or town to which such companies belong. 
And the said adjutant general shall thereupon immediately notify 
the said mayor and aldermen and selectmen of the sum and sums 
thus allowed; and the amount thereof shall be paid by the treas-

Scr 4. Any person or persons named or referred to in this 
act, who shall be guilty of making any false return or certificate,

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‘therefor accordingly. And if, by reason of such false return or

An Act in addition to an Act relating to Banns of Marriage. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same: 


Szot. 1. No clerk or registrar of any city or town shall issue 
any certificate of intention of marriage to any male person under 
the age of twenty-one years, or to any female person under the 
age of eighteen years,—except it be upon the application of the 
parent, master, or guardian of such person, or with their consent 
in writing expressed,—under a penalty not exceeding one hundred 
dollars, to be recovered by indictment, to the use of the Common- 
wealth, in any court proper to try the same; provided, that if 
there be no parent, master, or guardian, in the State, competent 
to act, a certificate may be issued without the application or writ- 
ten consent aforesaid.

An Act respecting the Watch and Police of the City of Boston. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of [epresentatives, in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same : 


Sect. 1. The city council of the city of Boston are hereby 
authorized and empowered to unite, by ordinance, the watch and 
police departments of the said city into one department, and to 
organize the same, and from time to time to establish regulations 
therefor, not repugnant to the laws of the Commonwealth. 

Secr. 2. The chief of the police who may be authorized to 
act by virtue of such ordinance, shall have and exercise all the 
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powers and duties which by the laws now in force may be had 
and exercised by the head constable of the watch of the city of 
Boston; and the deputy chiefs of the police, and captains and 
lieutenants of the police who may be authorized to act by virtue 
of such ordinance, shall have and exercise all the powers and du- 
ties which by the laws now in force may be had and exercised by 
the constables of the several divisions of the watch of the city of 
Boston ; and the said officers, and the policemen who shall be ap- 
pointed under the provisions of such ordinance, shall have and ex- 
ercise all the powers and duties which may be had and exercised 
either by the watch of the city of Boston, or by the police of the 
said city, by virtue of the seventeenth chapter of the Revised 
Statutes of this Commonwealth and other existing laws. 

Szor. 38. The mayor and aldermen of the city of Boston shall 
have and exercise all the powers and duties in relation to the offi- 
cers and policemen mentioned in the second section, which by the 
laws now in force they may have and exercise in relation to the 
watch and watchmen, and the police of the city of Boston.

An Act relating to the Erection and Use of Buildings for Stables 
and Bowling Alleys. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same: 


Secor. 1. If any person shall erect, occupy, or use any build- 
ing in any city or town, fora stable for more than four horses, or 
for a bowling alley, except in such parts of said city as the mayor 
and aldermen thereof, and of such towns as the selectmen thereof 
shall direct, he shall forfeit a sum not exceeding fifty dollars for 
every month he shall so occupy or use such building, and in the 
like proportion for a longer or shorter time. And the Supreme 
Judicial Court or any one of the justices thereof, either in term 
time or vacation, may issue an injunction to prevent such erection, 
occupancy or use without such direction. 

Scr. 2. This act shall not be in force in any city, unless the 
city council thereof, nor in any town, unless the inhabitants 
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thereof, at a legal meeting, shall within sixty days from the par 
sage hereof, by. vote, adopt the same. 

Seot. 8. This act shall take effect from and after its passage.

An Act in addition to an Act relating to the Erection and Use of 
Buildings for Stables and Bowling Alleys. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in Gen- 
eral Court assembled, and by the authority of the same: 


The provisions of the second section of the three hundred and 
nineteenth chapter of the acts and resolves of the year eighteen 
hundred and fifty-one are hereby revived and extended for the 
term of nine months from the passage of this act. [ Approved, 
May 23,1853.

An Act concerning the Harbor of Boston. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in Gen- 
eral Court assembled, and by the authority of the same: 


Szot. 1. The lines hereinafter described are hereby estab- 
lished as lines of the channel of the harbor of Boston, beyond 
which no wharf or pier shall ever hereafter be extended otherwise 
than is provided in this act, into or over the tide water of the 
Commonwealth. 

SECT. 2. The inner line marked A, in three parts, on the 
commissioners’ plan hereinafter referred to, begins in South Bos- 
ton at a point in the north line of Fourth Street, extended east- 
ward one thousand feet from P Street, and runs thence northward 
parallel with P Street, fourteen hundred feet ; thence north- 
westward till it intersects the east line of P Street extended north- 
ward twenty-four hundred feet from Fourth Street; thence west- 
ward towards the south corner of Bull’s Wharf, till 1t intersects 
the harbor line on the east side of Fore Point Channel, established 
by “An Act concerning the Harbor of Boston,” passed on the 
seventeenth day of March, in the year eighteen hundred and 
forty. This is the extreme line of solid fillings. The outer line, 
marked B, in three parts, on said plan, begins in South Boston, 
at a point in the north line of Fourth Street, extended eastward 
fourteen hundred feet from P Street, and runs thence northward, 
parallel with P Street, fourteen hundred feet; thence north- 
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westward till it intersects the east line of P street extended 
northward, twenty-eight hundred feet from Fourth Street ; thence 
westward, toward the south corner of Arch Wharf, till it inter- 
sects the harbor line aforesaid, on the east side of Fore Point 
Channel. ‘This is the extreme line of any structure of any de- 
scription whatever. ‘The said lines thus described are the lines 
reported by the commissioners under resolves approved the third 
day of May, in the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty, 
authorizing the appointment of commissioners to define lines be- 
yond which no wharves shall be extended into and over the tide 
waters of the Commonwealth on the flats on the easterly side of 
Fore, Point Channel, and the northerly shore of South Boston, 
and are drawn and defined upon a plan deposited by said com- 
missioners in the State library. 

Sect. 3. No solid structure or filling shall ever hereafter be 
extended beyond said inner line, marked A; and no wharf, pier, 
or other structure whatsoever, shall ever hereafter be extended 
beyond said outer line, marked B, into or over the tide water of 
the Commonwealth; nor shall any wharf, pier, or other structure 
whatsoever, on the inner side of either of said lines, be extended 
further toward said lines, or either of them, than such wharf, pier, 
or other structure now stands, or might have been lawfully ex- 
tended or enlarged before the passage of this act, without leave 
being first obtained from the legislature; and the space between 
said lines shall be forever dedicated to dock purposes, in the shape 
of slips, wet docks, or basins, as the exigencies of commerce shall 
require, and the legislature shall hereafter order and direct. 

sect. 4. Every person or corporation offending against the 
provisions of this act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and shall be liable to be prosecuted therefor, by indictment, or 
information, in any court of competent jurisdiction, and on convic- 
tion shall be punished by a fine not less than one thousand dollars, 
nor more than five thousand dollars. for every offence; and any 
erection or obstruction which shall be made contrary to the pro- 
visions and intent of this act shall be hable to be removed and 
abated, as a public nuisance, in the manner provided by law, for 
the removal and abatement of nuisances on the public highway. 

Sect. 5. This act shall take effect from and after its passage.

Whenever two or more dwelling houses or other estates shall 
be valued together for the assessment of taxes, and whenever a 
portion only of any estate is justly chargeable for any water rate, 
it shall be the duty of the Water Registrar, under the direction 
and control of the Cochituate Water Board, to make a separate 
valuation of said dwelling houses, or other estates, and to make a 
proper valuation of such portion of any estate; and the Water 
rates, provided by the ordinance to which this is in addition, shall 
apply to such valuations respectively. [ Passed, Nov. 8, 1851. ] 
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An Ordinance in relation to Contracts with City Officers. 


Be tt ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council 
of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Sect. 1. No member of the city council, no member of any 
board, and no individual chosen by the city council, shall be in- 
terested in a private capacity, directly or indirectly, in any con- 
tract or agreement for labor or for any materials, goods, wares or 
merchandise furnished to the city, wherein the city 1s a party 
interested, unless the same be expressly authorized to be made 
and entered into with such member, by some ordinance or order ~ 
of the city council. 

Sect. 2. All contracts, agreements, purchases and sales, made 
contrary to the preceding section, shall be utterly void, at the 
pleasure of the city council, and no bill against the city arising 
out of or connected with any such contract, agreement, purchase 
or sale, shall be approved by any committee, passed by the au- 
ditor, or paid by the treasurer, unless approved and allowed by 
express vote of the city council. [ Passed, Dec. 23, 1850. ] 


An Ordinance establishing a Fire Department, and providing for — 
Preventing and Extinguishing Fires. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Couneil 
of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Srot. 1. The fire department shall consist of a chief engineer, 
of nine other engineers, and of as many enginemen, hydrant-men, 
and hook and ladder men, to be divided into companies, as the 
number of engines and the number and quantity of other fire ap- 
paratus belonging to the city shall from time to time require. 

Sect. 2. There shall be chosen annually, by the city council, 
in the months of January or February, a chief engineer and nine 
other engineers, who shall hold their offices one year and until 
others are chosen in their places; provided, however, that no 
assistant engineer shall hold over in case five of the new board 
are elected: and in all cases of holding over, preference shall be 
given to seniority of age. 

Sect. 8. The city council may, by a concurrent vote at any 
time, remove from office the chief engineer, or any of the other 
engineers ; and the mayor and aldermen may at any time discharge 
any or all of the officers or members of either of said companies. 
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Srot. 4. Each engineer shall, upon his appointment, receive 
a written or printed certificate or warrant, in the words following, 
viz: “ This certifies that A. B. is appointed an engineer, (or chief 
engineer) of the fire department of the city of Boston, and is en- 
titled to all the immunities belonging to said office. 
Given under my hand this day of NAD ad Bo 
Mayor. 
City Clerk.” 
And the respective rank of the engineers shall be determined 
by the mayor and aldermen. | 
Sect. 5. The engineers, so chosen, shall meet and organize 
themselves into a board of engineers, a majority of whom shall 
form a quorum, and of which, in the absence of the chief engineer, 
the senior engineer present shall be presiding officer; and they 
may appoint such secretary or other officers, and make such rules 
and regulations for their own government, as they may see fit, 
and such secretary shall receive such compensation as the city 
council may deem expedient. ‘They shall be responsible for the 
discipline, good order, and proper conduct of the whole depart- 
ment, both officers and men, and for the care of all houses, en-. 
gines, hose carriages, and other furniture and apparatus thereto 
belonging. They shall have the superintendence and control of 
all the engine and other houses used for the purposes of the fire 
department, and of all furniture and apparatus thereto belonging, 
and of the engines and all other fire apparatus belonging to the 
city, and over the officers and members of the several companies 
attached to the fire department, and over all persons present at 
fires, and they may make such rules and regulations for the bet- 
ter government, discipline and good order of the department, and 
for the extinguishment of fires, as they may from time to time, 
think expedient, the same not being repugnant to the laws of this 
commonwealth, or to any ordinance of the city, and being subject 
to the approbation of the mayor and aldermen. ‘The assistant en- 
gineers shall report their absences from fires to the chief engineer, 
with the reasons therefor, who shall keep a record of the same, | 
and make a report thereof, stating all the facts, to the city council, 
every year prior to the election of engineers. In the absence of 
the chief engineer the clerk shall make said record and report. 
SEcT. 6. It shall be the duty of said engineers, whenever a 
fire shall break out in the city, immediately to repair to the place 
of such fire, and to carry with them a suitable staff or badge of 
their office ; to take proper measures that the several engines and 
other apparatus be arranged in the most advantageous situations, 
and duly worked for the effectual extinguishment of the fire; to 
require and compel assistance from all persons, as well members 
of the fire department as others, in extinguishing the fire, remoy- 
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ing furniture, goods, or other merchandise, from any building on 
fire, or in danger thereof, and to appoint guards to secure the 
same: and also in pulling down or demolishing any house or 
building if occasion require, and further to suppress all tumults 
and disorders. It shall also be their duty to cause order to be 
preserved in going to, working at, or returning from fires, and at 
all other times when companies attached to the department are on 
duty. 

Sd, 7. Whenever any fire occurs in either of the adjoming 
towns, it shall be the duty of only such and so many of said en- 
gineers to repair to such towns, as shall have been previously. 
designated for such purpose by the board of engineers. 

Seot. 8. The chief engineer shall have the sole command at 
fires over all the other engineers, all members of the fire depart- 
ment, and all other persons who may be present at fires, and 
shall direct all proper measures for the extinguishment of fires, 
protection of property, preservation of order, and observance of 
the laws, ordinances and regulations respecting fires; and 1t shall 
be the duty of said chief engineer to examine into the condition 
of the engines and all other fire apparatus, and of the engine and 
other houses belonging to the city and used for the purposes of 
the fire department, and of the companies attached to the said 
department, as often as circumstances may render it expedient, 
or whenever directed so to do by the mayor and aldermen, or by 
the committee of the board of aldermen on the fire department, 
and annually to report the same to the mayor and aldermen, and 
oftener if thereunto requested ; also, to cause a full description 
of the same, together with the names of the officers and members 
of the fire department, to be published annually in such manner 
as the mayor and aldermen shall direct; and whenever the en- 
gines or other fire apparatus, engine or other houses used by the 
fire department, require alterations, additions, or repairs, the 
chief engineer, under the direction of the board of aldermen or of 
the committee on the fire department shall cause the same to be 
made; and it shall be moreover the duty of the chief engineer to 
receive and transmit to the board of aldermen all returns of offi- 
cers, members and fire apparatus, made by the respective compa- 
nies as hereinafter prescribed, and all other communications relat- 
ing to the affairs of the fire department; to keep fair and exact 
rolls of the respective companies, specifying the time of admission 
and discharge, and the age of each member; to report in writing 
to the city clerk, who shall keep a record of the same, once in 
each year, or oftener if directed so to do by the mayor and alder- 
men, all accidents by fire which may happen within the city, with 
the causes thereof as well as can be ascertaimed, and the number 
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and description of the buildings destroyed or injured, together 
with the names of the owners or occupants. 

Sect. 9. In case of the absence of the chief engineer, the en- 
gineer next in rank who may be present shall execute the duties 
of his office, with full powers. 

Srcr. 10. As many engine, hydrant and hook and ladder 
companies shall from time to time be formed by the mayor and 
aldermen, as they shall deem expedient, and each of said compa- 
nies shall consist of as many men as said mayor and aldermen 
may determine, who shall be appointed exclusively by them. 

SEect. 11. No person under twenty-one years of age shall be 
employed as a member of the fire department; nor shall any per- 
son be so employed, who is not a citizen of the United plete and 
a legal voter in the city of Boston. 

[Szot. 12. The terms of service for the members of the fire 
department shall commence on the first day of the month, and 
shall continue for periods of six months each. And every officer 
or member who shall not serve the whole of said period of six 
months, and in the same company in which he enters, except in 
‘cases of sickness, death, or removal from the city, or who shall be 
removed therefrom for cause, shall forfeit any and all compensa- 
tion that would otherwise have been due to him at the time when 
such service ceased, or such removal took place. | 

[Szot. 18. Hvery company shall have a foreman, an assistant 
foreman, a clerk, and a steward, who shall be nominated by the 
members to the board of engineers; and being by them approved, 
their names shall be sent to the board of mayor and aldermen for 
approval or rejection, and, in case of rejection, another person 
shall be nominated as aforesaid, before the next meeting of the 
mayor and aldermen; and these officers when elected shall receive 
certificates of appointment signed by the mayor, and shall hold 
their places until removed, or until others are appointed in their

SEoT. 14. Whenever any person shall have received his cer- 
tificate of appointment to any office under this ordinance, he shall 
thereby be immediately invested with all the authority conferred, 
and subject to all the duties imposed by the laws, the city ordi- 
nances, and the rules and regulations of the fire department, until 
discharged therefrom, either by death or resignation, or by order 
of the mayor and aldermen or the board of engineers, as herein- 
after provided for; and the vacancy occasioned by his discharge 
shall be filled, as soon as may be, in the manner herein prescribed. 

Szot. 15. It shall be the duty of the foreman to see that the 
several engines and apparatus committed to their care, and the

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several buildings in which the same are deposited, and all things in 
or belonging to the same, are kept neat, clean, and in order for 
immediate use ; ; it shall also be their duty to preserve order and 
discipline at all times in their respective companies, and require 
and enforce a strict compliance with the city ordinances, the rules 
and regulations of the department, and the orders of the engineers. 
They shall also keep or cause to be kept by the clerks of their 
respective companies, fair and exact rolls, specifying the time of 
admission, discharge and age of each member, and accounts of all 
city property entrusted to the care of the several members, and 
of all absences and tardiness among the same, in a book provided 
for that purpose by the city, which rolls or record books are always 
to be subject to the order of the board of engineers and the mayor 
and aldermen. ‘They shall also make or cause to be made to the 
chief engineer, true and accurate returns of all the members, with 
their ages, and the apparatus entrusted to their care, whenever 
called upon so to do. 

Sect. 16. It shall be the duty of the officers and members of 
the several engine, hydrant, and hook and ladder companies, when- 
ever a fire shall break out in the city, to repair forthwith to their 
respective engines, hose, hook and ladder carriages, and other 
apparatus, and to convey them in as orderly a manner as may be, 
to or near the place where the fire may be, in conformity with the 
direction of the chief or other engineers ; to exert themselves in 
the most orderly manner possible, in working and managing the 
said engines, hose, hooks and ladders, and other apparatus ; and 
in performing any ‘duty that they may be called upon to do, by any 
engineer; and upon permission of the chief or other engineer, 
shall in an orderly and quiet manner return said engines, hose, 
hook and ladder carriages, and other apparatus, to their respec- 
tive places of deposit. Provided, that in the absence of all the 
engineers such direction and permission may be given by their 
respective foremen. 

Sect. 17. Any officer or other member may be removed or 
dismissed from the fire department by a vote of the chief engineer 
and two thirds of the assistant engineers and said vote shall be 
final unless in the case of officers, the same shall be reversed by 
the mayor and aldermen within fourteen days after it shall have 
been passed. 

Sect. 18. In all cases of removal from office by the engineers, 
the name of the party removed, with a statement of the reasons 
therefor, shall be entered on their records, and a copy of the same 
shall be transmitted to the board of mayor and aldermen, before 
their next regular meeting. 

SecT. 19. No officer, who may have been dismissed or re- 
moved from the fire department, shall be reinstated therein, unless 
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by a vote of the chief engineer and two thirds of the assistant en- 
gineers, and, in such case, said vote shall not take effect until 
confirmed by the board of mayor and aldermen, and no member 
shall be reinstated except by a vote of three fourths of the mayor 
and aldermen. 

Szor. 20. Every company shall have two or more suction hose 
men and three or more leading hose men to be appointed by the 
foreman of such company, subject to the approval of the board of 
engineers, and they shall hold their places for six months, unless 
sooner removed by the said board. For the purpose of discharge 
and removal, suction and leading hose men shall be regarded as 
members and not as officers. 

Sxct. 21. The steward shall hold his office in like manner for 
not less than six months. It shall be his duty to keep clean the 
house, the engine, hose, or other apparatus which may belong to 
the company, to clear the snow in winter from the sidewalk con- 
nected with the house, and generally to see that the engine and 
apparatus are ready for immediate use. 

Sect. 22. The engineers and members of the several compa- 
nies regularly appointed shall wear such caps, badges, or insignia, 
as the mayor and aldermen shall from time to time direct, to be 
furnished at the expense of the city, and no other person or per- 
sons shall be permitted to wear the same, except under such re- 
strictions and regulations as the mayor and aldermen may direct. 

Sect. 23. No uniform, unless such caps, badges, and insignia 
as are prescribed from time to time by the mayor and aldermen, 
shall be allowed to be worn on any occasion, as firemen, by either 
officers or men belonging to the department. 

Sect. 24. No company shall have power to appoint or dis- 
charge any officer or member. 

Szcr. 25. No company shall leave the city, in case of fire in 
the neighboring towns, excepting by the express order of the chief 
engineer or one of the assistant engineers; and no company shall 
leave the city on an excursion, or appear in the streets, as firemen, 
except in case of an alarm of fire, unless by the express direction 
and permission of the City Council. 

SEoT. 26. The lower story only of the engine, hydrant, and 
hook and ladder houses, shall be appropriated to the use of the 
department; and no furniture or decorations shall be allowed, 
except such as is furnished by the city. 

Szot. 27. No associations or organized societies or clubs of 
firemen, as such, shall be allowed, except by the express permis- 
sion of the City Council. 

[Szor. 28. No company shall be allowed to impose fines upon 
its members ; but it shall be the duty of the clerk of each company 
to enter in the roll book provided by the city, all absences and

tardiness of each officer and member of said company; and to 
make a monthly return of the same to the board of engineers. 
And for every absence or tardiness, except in cases of sickness, 
there shall be deducted from the pay of such officer or member, 
such sum, not exceeding fifty cents, as the said board may order 
and determine. And if any officer or member shall have been 
absent or tardy at more than one third of the fires or alarms of fires, 
except in case of sickness, during the month, such absences or 
tardiness shall be considered good cause for his discharge from the 
department, if more than five. ] 

Sect. 29. Any officer or member of the fire department who 
shall wilfully neglect or refuse to peform his duty, or shall be 
guilty of disorderly conduct or disobedience to his superiors in 
office, shall for such offence, be dismissed from the department, 
and any officer or member, who shall offend against any ordinance 
of the city relating to the fire department, shall, in addition to the 
liability of dismission, be liable to a penalty of not less than five, 
nor more than twenty dollars for each offence. 


Sect. 80. Every member and every officer of the fire depart- 


ment shall sign the following statement, to be deposited with the 
board of engineers. ‘‘I, A. B. having been appointed a member 
“ of the Boston Fire Department, hereby signify my agreement to 
‘abide by all the ordinances of the City Council, and the rules 
‘and regulations of the Mayor and Aldermen, and the board of 
‘engineers relating thereto.” And any officer or member who 
shall neglect or refuse to sign the same, shall not be entitled to 
any compensation whatsoever. 

Secor. 81. It shall be the duty of the chief engineer, or other 
engineers, to report to the mayor and aldermen, the name of every 
person not a member of either of said companies, who shall, con- 
trary to law, refuse or neglect to obey any orders of any engineer, 
given at any fire. 


Sror. 82. It shall be the duty of such of the constables or 


police officers of the city, as may be selected by the engineers for 
that service, to repair with their staves, or such other badges of 
office as the mayor and aldermen shall direct, on the alarm of fire, 
immediately to the place where the fire may be, and there to use 
their best skill and power under the direction of the chief engineer, 
for the preservation of the public peace, and the prevention of 
theft and destruction of property, and the removal of all suspected 
persons; for which service the constables or police officers shall 
receive such compensation as shall be in each case ordered by the 
mayor and aldermen. 


Section 28, in brackets, repealed by subsequent ordinance. 
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Szot. 33. Immediately on the alarm of fire, during the night, 
it shall be the duty of the’ respective watchmen to give notice 
thereof within their respective districts, by springing their rattles, 
erying “ fire,’ or ringing a bell, and mentioning the street or di- 
rection where it may be ; and if any watchman shall neglect so to 
do, he shall forfeit and pay two dollars, and if it shall happen that 
a chimney only shall be on fire, either by night or day, the bell 
shall not be rung, but only when a building is proclaimed to be on 
fire. 

SEoT. 34. Whenever it shall be adjudged at any fire, by any 
three or more of the engineers, of whom the chief engineer, if pres- 
ent, shall be one, to be necessary, in order to prevent the further 
spreading of the fire, to pull down or otherwise demolish any 
building, the same may be done by their joint order. 

Se0r. 35. It shall be the duty of the chief and other engineers 
to inquire for and examine into all shops and other places, where 
shavings or other such combustible materials may be collected and 
deposited, and at all times to be vigilant in taking care of the 
removal of the same, whenever in the opinion of any “two of them, 
the same may be dangerous to the security of the city from fires, 
and to direct the tenant or occupant of said shops or other places, 
to remove the same; and, in case of such tenant’s or occupant’s 
neglect or refusal so to do, to cause the same to be removed at the 
expense of such tenant or occupant, who shall in addition be liable 
to a penalty not exceeding twenty dollars for such neglect or re- 
fusal and any person who shall obstruct the engineers or any 
of them in carrying out the provisions of this section, shall also be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding twenty dollars. It shall also be 
the duty of said engineers to take cognizance of, and to cause 
prosecution to be instituted in all cases of infraction of the laws 
relative to the erection of wooden buildings, or of any other laws 
or ordinances for the prevention of fire within the limits of the 
city. 

Sect. 86. The power of making and establishing rules and 
regulations for the transportation and keeping of gunpowder within 
the city of Boston, and of granting licenses for the keeping and 
sale thereof in the city, according to the provisions of an act en- 
titled ‘“‘ an act further regulating the storage, safe Keeping, and 
transportation of gunpowder in the city of Boston,” and of any 
other act or acts on the same subject, shall be exercised and per- 
formed by the chief and other engineers, and the power and duty 
of seizing any gunpowder kept or being within the city or harbor 
thereof, contrary to the provisions of the said act or acts, shall be 
exercised and performed by the said engineers or any of them ; 
and in case of any seizure being made, by any engineer other than 
the chief, he shall forthwith report to the chief engineer, who shall 
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cause said gunpowder to be libelled and prosecuted in the manner 
prescribed in the said acts, and all the other powers and duties 
granted and eujoined in and by the said act or acts, shall be per- 
formed by the said chief or one of the other engineers. 

Sect. 87. All moneys received for fines, forfeitures, and pen- 
alties, arising under this ordinance and the laws of this common- 
wealth, regulating the storage and transportation of gunpowder, 
the erection of buildings within the city of Boston, and the pre- 
vention and extinguishment of fire, unless by such laws otherwise 
specially provided, shall be paid into the treasury of the city, to 
be applied in such way as is provided in the acts of this common- 
wealth. 

Sect. 88. Every person who shall have served according to 
law in the fire department for seven successive years, shall be en- 
titled to receive a certificate thereof, signed by the mayor of said 
city, and all persons who shall receive said certificate as afore- 
said, shall be entitled to wear the badge of the department, and 
to do duty therein, when desired so to do by the mayor and alder- 
men, under such organization and management as they may deter- 
mine. 

Sect. 89. There shall be paid annually to each member of the 
department such sum as the City Council may, from time to time, 
determine ; and in case of the temporary absence from the city of 
any member, for forty-eight hours or more, he shall provide a 
substitute, to be approved by the foreman of his company, whose 
name he shall return to the clerk of the same, failmg in which he 
shall forfeit one month’s compensation, provided the same may be 
due him up to the time of such absence. 

Sect. 40. The members of the several companies shall not 
assemble in the houses entrusted to their care, except for the pur- 
pose of nominating officers, taking the engine or apparatus on an 
alarm of fire, and of returning the same to the house, and taking 
the necessary care of said apparatus after its return. 

Sect. 41. This ordinance shall take effect on and after the 
first day of July next; and an ordinance “ establishing a fire de- 
partment and providing for preventing and extinguishing fires,” 
passed June 4th, 1850, shall on said day expire, and be thereafter 
of no effect and void: with the exception of the section thereof 
relating to the burning of chimneys, stove pipes or flues. And 
all officers and members of the Fire Department appointed under 
said ordinance shall on that day be removed therefrom, and shall 
be entitled to pay pro rata to that time. 

[ Passed, June 2, 1851.] 
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An Ordinance in relation to the Boston Lunatic Hospital. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council 
of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Sect. 1. The Board of Visitors of the Boston Lunatic Hos- 
pital shall elect annually in the month of June, and whenever a 
vacancy may occur, some suitable Physician, as Superintendent of 
the said Hospital, who shall constantly reside at the same, and 
they shall prescribe his duties. He shall be removable at their 
pleasure, and shail receive such compensation as the city council 
may from time to time determine. ‘The said Superintendent shall 
also perform the duties of Physician to the House of Correction, 
provided the Overseers of said House of Correction shall so elect. 

Secor. 2. An ordinance in relation to the Boston Lunatic Hos- 
pital, passed June 19th, 1851, is hereby repealed.

An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance providing for the care 
and management of the Boston Water Works. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council 
of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Szot. 1. The Cochituate Water Board shall have the like 
powers and perform the like duties in relation to the property es- 
tates, rights and privileges of the Boston Aqueduct Corporation, 
now belonging to the City, which they have and perform in rela- 
tion to the Boston Water Works by virtue of the Ordinance, to 
which this is in addition, passed October 31, 1850. 

SxoT. 2. The said Water Board shall also have power to adopt 
such lawful regulations, establish such Water rates, and make 
such agreements as they may deem expedient for the sale and 
delivery of the water from Jamaica Pond to any persons in the 
city of Roxbury. 

Sect. 5. It shall be the duty of the Water Registrar, under 
the direction of the said Water Board, to assess the amounts to be 
paid according to the said rates or agreements, and to make out 
_ and distribute bills therefor, and to perform the like duties in rela- 
- tion to the same, as he is now required to do in relation to the said 
Boston Water Works. [Passed Sept, 29, 1851. ] 
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An Ordinance in relation to Faneuil Hall Market. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Council 
of the City of Ltoston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


The second section of an Ordinance entitled ‘‘ An Ordinance 
in addition to an ordinance for the regulation of Faneuil Hall 
Market,’ passed on the thirtieth day of May, in the year 
eighteen hundred and fifty, and being section numbered twenty, 
on the one hundred and seventeenth page of the Revised Ordi- 
nances, 1s hereby repealed, and the seventh section of an ordi- 
nance for the regulation of said market, passed on the twenty- 
sixth day of October, in the year eighteen hundred and forty-six, 
and being section seven on the one hundred and twelfth and one 
hundred and thirteenth pages of the Revised Ordinances, is here- 
by revived, and shall be in full force and effect. 

[ Passed Dec. 29, 1851. ] 


An Ordinance in relation to the Police. 


Be tt ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council, of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled as follows : 


Srct. 1. The police officers appointed by the mayor and alder- 
men, according to law, shall receive such compensation as the city 
council may determine. 

Sect. 2. The mayor and aldermen shall annually, in the month 
of May or June, appoint one of said officers to be Chief of Police, 
who shall be removable at their pleasure, and who shall give satis- 
factory bonds in the sum of two thousand dollars, for the faithful 
performance of the duties of his office. 

Sect. 8. The said Chief of Police may appoint from said police 
officers one or more deputies, subject to the approval of the mayor 
and aldermen, who may act for “him in his absence by consent of 
the mayor. 

Seor. 4. The Chief of Police and his deputies shall receive 
such compensation respectively as the city council may deter- 
mine. 

Sect. 5. The Chief of Police shall have precedence and con- 
trol over constables and police officers, when engaged in the same 
service ; and shall have the general superintendence over police 
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officers, and may establish such rules and regulations as he may 
deem expedient, subject at all times to the approval of the mayor 
and aldermen. 

Sect. 6. The office of Chief of Police shall be open at all 
suitable times, under the direction of the mayor and aldermen, for 
the purpose of receiving complaints of the inhabitants respecting 
offences against the laws and ordinances, and he shall institute 
prosecutions in all proper cases, and shall attend to the trial of the 
same. 

SECT. The said Chief of Police shall keep a correct record 
of all the doings of his office, and shall make a regular report 
thereof to the city council, as often as once in three months, and 
at such other times as they shall require. 

Sect. 8. The said Chief of Police shall devote his whole time 
to the municipal affairs of the city of Boston, to preserve the 
peace, order and cleanliness thereof, and to this end he shall 
execute and enforce the special Jaws relating to the city, the 
orders of the city council, and the orders of the mayor and alder- 
men. 

Sect. 9. All and singular the duties now required by any 
ordinance of the city, or orders of the mayor and aldermen, to 
be performed by the City Marshal, or his deputies, shall be per- 
formed by the Chief of Police and his deputies respectively. 

Seot. 10. The said Chief of Police shall take notice of all 

* . . s : ¢ 
nuisances, impediments and obstructions in the streets, lanes, 
aileys, courts, public places and squares of the city, and shall 
remove the same, or take all proper measures in relation thereto, 
according to law, under the direction of the mayor and alder- 
men. | 

Sect. 11. An ordinance providing for the appointment of a 
City Marshal, passed September 12, 1850, is hereby repealed.

An Ordinance in relation to the Survey of Lumber. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


In all cases it shall be competent and lawful for the Surveyor 
General of Lumber to notify and direct his deputics in the survey 
of lumber in rotation, or in such other order or manner as he 
shall deem expedient, any thing in the Ordinances of the city to 
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the contrary, notwithstanding. Provided, however, that no deputy 
shall be allowed to survey for one person or firm more than forty 
days in any year; and the Surveyor General shall keep a record 
of the time each deputy shall survey for any and all persons or 
firms, with the amount of fees received by cach, which record 
shall at all times be open to the inspection of any member of the 
city council. [Passed July 12, 1852.] 


An Ordinance in relation to Faneuil Hall Market. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows: 


Sect. 1. The mayor and aldermen shall annually in the month 
of June or July, appoint a superintendent of Faneuil Hall Mar- 
ket, who shall be removable at their pleasure, and shall receive 
such compensation for his services as the city council shall annu- 
ally direct. 

SzctT. 2. The Superintendent of Faneuil Hall Market shall, 
whenever authorized by the mayor and aldermen, employ one or 
more deputies, who shall be approved by the mayor and aldermen, | 
and who shall have power and authority to assist the Superintendent 
in the execution of his office, and on any occasion, when said Su- 
perintendent is not present, to officiate for him in his stead, and to 
perform his duties; but no deputy shall remain in office longer 
than during the approbation of the mayor and aldermen, and the 
said Superintendent shall be responsible for the conduct of each 
of his deputies, and such deputies shall receive such compensation 
for their services as the city council shall annually direct. The — 
mayor and aldermen may invest the Superintendent and his 
deputies with police powers. 

Szot. 8. The Superintendent of Faneuil Hall Market and his 
deputies shall, under the control of the mayor and aldermen, have 
the care and superintendence of said market; and it shall be 
their duty to preserve order in said market ; to execute and carry 
into effect all the regulations, orders and ordinances, which may 
be duly made and established from time to time by the city 
council, or the mayor and aldermen, for the due regulation of the 
same ; and to keep open at all hours of every market day, after 
the hour of 8 o’clock A. M., the south part of South Market 
street, through the entire length of said street, to the width of 
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thirty-five feet from the outside limits of the sidewalk of said 
South Market street. This space shall be kept open and unob- 
structed for the passage of vehicles; and it shall be the duty of 
the Superintendent and his deputies to enter and prosecute com- 
plaints for any violations of said regulations, orders and ordi- 
nances. 

Sect. 4. The limits of Faneuil Hall Market shall include the 
lower floor, porches, and cellars of the building called Faneuil 
Hail Market, and the streets on each side thereof called North’ 
Market street and South Market street, except the northerly side- 
walk of North Market street, and the southerly sidewalk of South 
Market street; and shall also include all those parts of Commer- 
cial street and the street lying between the Market building and 
Faneuil Hall, which lie between the inner lines of said sidewalks, 
extending easterly and westerly across said street. 

Sect. 5. ‘The said Superintendent and his deputies, under the 
direction of the mayor and aldermen, shall have the control of all 
carts, wagons, sleighs, and other vehicles and carriages within the 
limits of Faneuil Hall Market, and may assign stands within the 
limits of the said market, for the sale of provisions and other 
articles ; and no person shall occupy any stand other than such 
as may be assigned him, or keep any cart, wagon, sleigh, or other 
vehicle, or carriage, horse, or other beast, within the limits ot said 
market, for any longer space of time, or shall range or locate 
them in any other manner or form than such as may be directed 
by said Superintendent or either of his deputies; and said Super- 
intendent and his deputies shall have power and authority to 
remove from place to place within the limits, (if the owners or 
possessors thereof neglect or refuse, after request so to remove 
them, or if the owner or possessor be absent therefrom,) all such 
carts, wagons, sleighs, vehicles and carriages, with their contents 
remaining therein, and all horses and other beasts as shall be 
ranged or formed in any other manner than as directed by said 
Superintendent or either of his deputies, and the owner or person 
haying charge of any cart wagon, sleigh, other vehicles, or car- 
riages, or any box, barrel, cask, crate, basket, package, tub, or 
other vessel whether empty or not, occupying any place within 
the limits of said market, shall, when directed by said Superin- 
tendent or either of his deputies, remove the same, with their 
contents, or cause the same with their contents to be removed 
without delay, (either without the limits of such market or to 
such place within the same,) as the said superintendent or either 
of his deputies may direct ; and in case of neglect or refusal so 
to do by such owner or possessor, or the absence of them so that 
the direction to remove cannot be given by said Superintendent or 
either of his deputies and immediately complied with, the owner 
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or possessor thereof, besides being liable to the penalty herein- 
after mentioned for violation of this ordinance, shall be liable to 
pay the expense of such removal by the Superintendent or either 
of his deputies, and the keeping of the same, and shall not be 
entitled to re-delivery or possession of such property so removed 
by the Superintendent or either of his deputies, until the expen- 
ses of such removal and keeping are paid; and if said expenses 
are not paid within twenty-four hours after such removal, so much 
of said property so removed may be sold at public auction, after 
being advertised for twenty-four hours, as may be necessary to 
produce the amount in money of said expenses of the removal and 
keeping, and the cost and charges of the sale and advertising 
thereof; and the residue of said property shall be subject to the 
disposal of the owner or person having charge thereof. 

Sxct. 6. All horses and other beasts shall be taken from the 
carts, wagons, sleighs, and other vehicles having provisions or 
articles of any kind for sale therein, and which shall stand within 
the limits aforesaid; and the same shall be conducted to a stable 
or otherwise removed from said limits, by the owner or driver 
having charge of the same; and it shall be lawful for the said 
Superintendent or either of his deputies, whenever he or either 
of them shall find any cart, wagon, sleigh, or vehicle or other car- 
riage, or any ox, horse or other beast, standing or beg within the 
said limits in a manner or in a place not authorized by law and by 
the ordinances of said city, and not permitted by the consent and 
direction of said Superintendent or either of his deputies, or 
abandoned and left unprotected, or found within the limits of the 
market on any part of the Lord’s day or evening, to cause such 
cart, wagon, sleigh, vehicle or other carriage, with its contents 
therein, and such ox, horse or other beast, to be conducted to 
some stable or other suitable place, and the owner or person 
having the care or keeping thereof shall be liable to pay, before 
the re-delivery thereof to him, the entire cost and expense of the 
removal and keeping thereof during the time it shall be in said 
stable, or other suitable place, together with such further sum of 
money to the city, not exceeding two dollars, for the trouble aris- 
ing in that behalf, as the said Superintendent or either of his 
deputies shall demand, the same to be paid to, and accounted for 
by said Superintendent or his deputies to said City. 

Sect. 7. No person shall at any time, without the permission 
of said Superintendent or either of his deputies, occupy any 
stand within the limits of said market, with cart, wagon, sleigh, 
vehicle, carriage, bench, box, basket, barrel, cask, crate, tub, or 
other vessel or otherwise, for the purpose of vending any articles 
within the limits of said market, unless he shall before selling or 
offering for sale such articles, satisfy the Superintendent or either 
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of his deputies, upon the request of either of them, by his own 
certificate or otherwise, that all the said articles, enumerating 
them, are the produce of his own farm or some farm not more 
distant than ten miles from his own dwelling house; and every 
person occupying any such stand in any of the above mentioned 
manners, or with any of said carriages or vessels, contrary to the 
provisions of this ordinance, shall, when directed by the said 
Superintendent or either of his deputies, forthwith remove without 
the limits of said market, and cause his cart, or other carriage, 
and all his boxes and other vessels, with their contents also, to be 
removed out of the limits of said market; and if said certificate 
be false, the signer thereof shall forfeit and pay a penalty not ex- 
ceeding twenty dollars, and also the said Superintendent and his 
deputies shall have power and authority to remove the same in 
the manner provided in the fifth and sixth sections of this ordi- 
nance, or either of them. The Superintendent or his deputies 
under the direction of the mayor and aldermen, may assign stands, 
allowing them to be taken the evening previous to any one market 
day, to those persons who come a distance greater than fifteen 
miles from Boston, with produce for the market. 

SEoT. 8. When any person occupying any stand, in the 
streets within the limits of said market, shall employ any agent 
or servant to sell in said market, any articles for him, or on his 
account, such servant or agent shall not sell any articles upon 
account of or for any other person than the person so employing 
him, nor shall any person occupying a stand as aforesaid, or his 
servant or agent, be permitted to purchase any provisions or other 
articles within the limits of said market.for the purpose of selling 
the same therein again, or exposing the same therein for sale, or 
permitting any person to sell the same for him therein; nor shall 
he be permitted to sell within said limits, or expose for sale 
therein, any provisions or other articles for, or on account of, any 
person not entitled to a stand therein by the terms of this ordi- 
nance. 

Sect. 9. All the butter brought within the limits of said 
market for sale, shall be sold by weight, and if it is in lumps, 
each lump shall contain one or more even or integral pounds, half 
or quarter pounds, weight; and the Superintendent and his depu- 
ties shall have power and authority to take and weigh all butter 
in lumps so exposed for sale in said market, and if found deficient 
in weight, to destroy the form of said lumps. 

Szor. 10. If any person shall, within the limits of said mar- 
ket, sell or offer to sell, or exhibit for sale, any article which 
shall be deficient in the weight or measure for which he sells the 
same, or offers or exhibits the same for sale, or shall practice any 
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fraudulent dealing within said limits, and shall be convicted thereof 
or shall be convicted of any breach of this ordinance, or either of 
the offences enumerated in it, he shall not be permitted to use or 
hire a stall, or have or occupy a stand within the limits of said 
market, either as principal, servant or agent, for the purpose of 
selling or offering for sale any articles in said market, for the 
term of one year from and after such conviction, unless specially 
authorized by the mayor and aldermen go to do, after such con- 
viction, and their knowledge of the same. 

Srot. 11. The several stalls in said market shall be leased to 
the respective occupants by written leases, the conditions of which 
shall be prescribed by the mayor and aldermen ; and the rent 
thereof, together with the rent of the cellars unde said stalls, 
shall be paid to the said Superintendent of the market, or to such 
person as the mayor and aldermen shall appoint, and at such 
times as the mayor and aldermen shall determine; and such les- 
sees shall not underlet the same, or any part of said stalls or cel- 
lars, nor permit the same or any part thereof, to be occupied by 
any ‘other person without the assent of the mayor and aldermen, 
under the penalty of forfeiting the right to their respective cellars, 
stalls, and leases. 

Sect. 12. The said lessees shall not throw, or permit to be 
thrown, or to remain within the precincts of their respective stalls, 
any offal, animal substance, scrapings, or any kind of dirt, filth, 
useless or offensive matter, but shall forthwith remove the same 
or cause the same to be deposited in some tight vessel, to be 
approved of by the said Superintendent or either of his deputies, 
and to be removed by said lessee as the said Superintendent or 
either of his deputies shall direct. 

Sect. 18. No person shall throw or sweep any offal, animal 
or vegetable substance, scrapings or sweepmgs, damaged salt or 
pickle, or foul water from the stalls or cellars into the passage- 
ways, or on the side-walks, or into the streets adjoining said 
market house, at any time during the day or night. Nor shall 
any person within the limits of said market sell, or offer to sell or 
expose for sale, or have in his possession, any meat, fish, bread, 
vegetables, tallow, skins, pelts, poultry, or other articles, which in 
the opinion of said Superintendent or either of his deputies, shall 
be diseased, corrupted, tainted or unwholesome ; but such person 
shall, when directed by said Superintendent or either of his depu- 
ties, forthwith remove all such articles from said limits to such ! 
suitable place as the said Superintendent or either of his deputies 
shall order; and if such person shall refuse or neglect to comply 
with such direction, or if the owner or person having charge of 
such articles be absent for more than one hour’s time, the said 
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Superintendent or either of his deputies shall forthwith remove 
the same, er cause the same to be removed from said limits to 
such suitable place as aforesaid, at the expense of such person; 
and if in the judgment of said Superintendent or either of his 
deputies, it shall be necessary for the public health, it shall be 
their duty to destroy the same; and if any person shall hinder, 
obstruct or molest said Superintendent or any of his deputies in 
the premises, he shall forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding twenty 
dollars for each offence. 

Secor. 14. When the lessee of any stall, or occupant of any 
cellar in said market house, shall from any cause whatever vacate 
the same, or shall receive notice from the mayor and aldermen to 
vacate the same, or shall neglect or refuse to pay his rent for the 
space of twenty-four hours, or shall neglect or refuse to comply 
with any regulations established for the good order and cleanli- 
ness of the said market house, and its entries, passage-ways, side- 
walks and the streets adjoining said house, the stall or stalls and 
cellar of such lessce shall thereupon revert to the city, and be at 
the disposal of the mayor and aldermen. 

Sect. 15. No person shall, within the walls of Faneuil Hall 
Market House, or on the side-walks of the same, or within the 
aforesaid limits of the said market, play at any game, or lie down 
or sleep, or behave in a disorderly, noisy, or riotous manner; nor 
shall any person within the limits of said market smoke, or have 
in his possession any lighted pipe or segar. And it shall be the 
duty of the said Superintendent and his deputies to prevent idle 
and disorderly persons, itinerant pedlers, and transient persons 
selling newspapers, matches or other articles, or making outcries 
or noises, from frequenting or tarrying in said market house or 
within the limits of said market, and to cause all such persons so 
offending to be removed and to be prosecuted. 

- Sxor. 16. No horse or other beast, and no cart, wagon, sleigh 
or other vehicle, shall be permitted to stand within the limits of 
said market on any part of the Lord’s day or evening, nor shall 
any person continue to do any business within the limits of said 
market on any week day after the sunsetting of such day, ex- 
cepting on the evenings immediately preceding Thanksgiving and 
Christmas days, nor on any evening after the closing of the market 
house; and if any person shall place or leave any wagon, cart, 
sleigh or other vehicle, box, barrel, crate, cask, or other vessel, 
empty or otherwise, within the limits of said market on any part 
of the Lord’s day or evening, or any week day after sunset, ex- 
cepting on the evenings immediately preceding Thanksgiving and 
Christmas days, or on any evening after the closing of the market 
house, he shall forfeit a penalty not exceeding twenty dollars ; 
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and the said Superintendent or either of his deputies may cause 
the same to be removed, in the manner provided in the fifth and 
sixth sections of this ordinance or either of them. 

Sect. 17. Lessees of stalls and occupants of stands shall not 
incumber the main passageway or cross passages within the said 
market-house, nor the passageways outside of said house in front 
of the doorways and leading into the middle of the streets, nor 
any of the avenues leading to and from the said market, with any 
casks, barrels, meat, or other articles or incumbrances. | 

Sect. 18. Any person may offer and sell, from house to house, 
in any of the public streets, lanes, alleys, or squares in the city 
from out of carts, wagons or sleighs, any meat, poultry, vegetables, 
fruit or other articles of provisions on all days when Faneuil Hall 
Market is open; subject, however, to any order of the mayor and 
aldermen respecting the standing of carriages in the streets, and 
to the ordinances regulating the sale of provisions and the throw- 
ing of offal into the streets. No person, unless duly authorized 
by the mayor and aldermen, shall place any stall, bench, box, 
basket, barrel, block or table, in any of the streets, lanes, alleys, 
squares, or public places of the city, on which to exhibit any arti- 
cles of meat, poultry, vegetables, or other articles of provisions, 
for sale. 

Szot. 19. During the two days next preceding the annual 
Thanksgiving and Christmas, and during the evening market 
hours of the day preceding the annual Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas, any person may be allowed to retail within the limits of 
Faneuil Hall Market, any provisions of any kind, wherever ob- 
tained, either from cart, wagon, or other vehicle, or from any box, 
basket, barrel, bench or table, provided they shall occupy such 
stand, thus to retail and sell, as the Superintendent or either of 
his deputies may assign to them, and conforming to, and subject 
to the same regulations and penalties, as intended and expressed 
in the several sections of this ordinance. 

Szot. 20. Every person offending against any of the provis- 
ions of this ordinance, shall in addition to the penalties before 
prescribed, forfeit and pay a sum not less than two dollars, nor 
more than twenty dollars, to be recovered on complaint before the 
Police Court of the City of Boston; but in no case shall all the 
penalties for one offence exceed the sum of twenty dollars. 

Sxct. 21. The said Superintendent shall pay over all moneys 
by him received to the city treasurer, and ‘shall make a quarterly 
report to the mayor and aldermen of all sums so received and 
paid over. 

Sect. 22. An Ordinance providing for the appointment of 
a Clerk of Faneuil Hall Market, passed October 14, 1833, 
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and any other Ordinance inconsistent herewith, is hereby re- 
pealed. Provided, however, that the passage of this Ordinance 
shall not affect any act done or any right accruing or accrued, or 
established, or any suit or proceeding had or commenced in any 
civil case, nor any offence committed, nor any penalty or forfeiture 
incurred, nor any suit or prosecution pending for any offence 
committed, or for the recovery of any penalty or forfeiture in- 
curred under any of said Ordinances hereby repealed; and all 
persons who hold any office under said Ordinance shall continue 
to hold the same according to the tenor. thereof, and no Ordinance 
which has heretofore been repealed, shall be revived by the repeal 
before mentioned. [Passed, September 9, 1852.] 


An Ordinance to establish the office of Messenger to the City 
Council. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Couneit 
of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Sot. 1. There shall be annually chosen in the month of 
April or May, by concurrent vote of both branches of the city 
council, a Messenger to the city council, who shall hold his office 
for one year and until another is chosen in his place, subject to 
removal at any time by the city council. 

Sxot. 2. ‘The said officer shall devote his whole time to the 
service of the city, and shall attend all mectings of the mayor 
and aldermen and of the common council and of the grammar 
and primary school committees. He shall have the general care 
and custody of the City Hall and of the various apartments 
thereof. He shall wait upon all committees and boards when in 
session at the City Hall, and, in general, shall perform all services 
required by the mayor, by either branch of the city council, or by 
such committees or boards. 

Sect. 38. The said officer shall appoint an assistant, subject to 
the approval of the city council, who shall hold his office one year 
unless sooner removed by him or by the city council. 

Sect. 4. The said Messenger and his assistant shall receive 
such compensation as the city council may from time to time 
determine. [ Passed, Oct. 14, 1852. | 
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An Ordinance in relation to the Public Library. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council 
of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Srct. 1. There shall be chosen annually in the month of 
January, by concurrent vote of the two branches of the city 
council, one member of the board of mayor and aldermen, one 
member of the common council, and five citizens at large, to con- 
stitute a Board of Trustees for the Public Library, who shall hold 
their offices until others are chosen in their places, and any va- 
cancy in said board shall be filled immediately, as aforesaid. 

Sect. 2. The persons so chosen shall meet and organize 
themselves into a board by the choice of one of their number as 
President, and they may make such rules and regulations for 
their own government and in relation to subordinate officers by 
them appointed, as they may deem expedient. 

Sgot. 8. The said Trustees shall have the general care and 
control of the Public Library and of the expenditure of all 
moneys appropriated therefor; they may make such rules and 
regulations in relation to the same and may appoint such subordi- 
nate officers, as they may consider necessary and expedient, and 
may fix their compensation, provided that the same shall not ex- 
ceed in the whole, the sum appropriated therefor by the city 
council. But the provisions mentioned in this section shall at all 
times be subject to any limitations or restrictions by the city 
council. 

Secor. 4. The said Trustees on or before the 15th of Novem- 
ber annually shall present to the city council a report containmg 
a statement of the condition of the Library, the number of books 
that have been added during the past year, with an account of all 
receipts and expenditures, together with such information or sug- 
gestions as they may deem important, and they shall at the same 
time transmit to the city council the annual report of the exami- 
nation of the Library hereinafter mentioned. 

Sect. 5. There shall be chosen annually in the month of 
October, and whenever a vacancy occurs, by concurrent vote of 
the two branches of the city council, a Librarian for the City 
Library, who shall be a citizen of Boston, and who shall hold his 
office until a successor is appointed or he is removed. He shall 
be removable at the pleasure of the city council, and shall receive 
such compensation as the council may determine. 

Sect. 6. The Librarian shall have the immediate care and 
custody of the Public Library; he shall perform any and all of 
the services in relation to the same, and shall obey all rules that 
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may be prescribed by the said Trustees, and he shall act as their 
secretary, and shall keep full and accurate records of. all their 
doings as a board. 

Sect. 7. The Trustees shall annually appoint a committee of 
five citizens at large, who, together with a Trustee as chairman, 
shall examine the Library and make report of its condition to the 
Trustees. 

Sect. 8. No payment of money shall be made on account of 
the Library, except by order of the board and in pursyance of a 
warrant signed by the President. 

Srot. 9. A letter of acknowledgment signed by the President, 
and countersigned by the Librarian, shall be promptly returned to 
each person making a donation to the Library. 

Sect. 10. In prescribing the regulations relative to the care 
and use of the books, it shall be the duty of the Trustees to adopt 
such measures as shall extend the benefits of the institution as 
widely as practicable throughout the community. 

[ Passed Oct. 14, 1852. ] 


An Ordinance in relation to Dogs. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council 
of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


The fee for a license, which is required to be paid to the City 
Clerk by the second section of an Ordinance restraining the going 
at large of Dogs within the City of Boston, passed June 4, 1850, 
shall hereafter be paid to the Chief of Police, and all acts required 
by said Ordinance to be done by the City Clerk, shall hereafter be 
performed by the said Chief of Police. [Passed Dec. 20, 1852.]

An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance in relation to Water 
Rates. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council 
of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Sect. 1. ‘The Cochituate Water Board is hereby authorized 
to ascertain hy meters or otherwise, the quantity of water used in 
any case, and to establish the water rate to be paid therefor. 
Provided, that the said water rate shall in no case be less than 
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the price now directed to be paid for large quantities of water for 
uses not specified under specific regulations for determining the 
quantity. 
Szct. 2. So much of the ordinance to which this is in addition 
as is inconsistent herewith is hereby repealed. 
[ Passed December 23, 1852. | 
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An Ordinance in addition to an *‘ Ordinance in relation to the 
Common, the Public Squares, and Public Fountains of the 
City,’ passed May 13, 1850. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Couneil 
of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Szot. 1. No person, except by permission of the mayor and 
aldermen shall climb, break, peel, cut, deface, either by posting 
up bills of any description or otherwise, remove, injure, or destroy, 
any of the Trees growing, or which shall hereafter be planted on 
the Common, or either of the Malls adjoinmg the Common, or on 
the Common Lands of the city, or in any street, or public place 
of the city; and no person shall in any way fasten any horse or 
other animal to any of said trees, or allow any horse or other 
animal owned by him, or under his control, to stand so near to the 
same that they may be gnawed or otherwise injured by any horse 
or other animal so fastened, or permitted to stand. 

Szor. 2. Any person who shall offend against any of the pro- 
visions of this Ordinance, shall be liable to the penalty prescribed 
in the Ordinance to which this is in addition. 

Sect. 8. The fifth section of “‘ An Ordinance in relation to 
the Common, the Public Squares and Public Fountains of the 
City, passed May 13, 1850,” is hereby repealed. 

[Passed December 27, 1852. ] 


An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance in relation to the Fire 
Department, passed June 2d, 1851. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Couneil 
of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Sect. 1. The term of service for the members of the Fire 
Department shall commence on the first day of the month, and 
shall continue for periods of six months each. And every officer 
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or member who shall not serve the whole of said period of six 
months, except in cases of sickness, death, or removal from the 
city, or who shall be removed therefrom for cause, shall forfeit 
any and all compensation that would otherwise have been due to 
ve at the time when such service ceased, or such removal took 
place. 

Sect. 2. Every company shall have a foreman, an assistant 
foreman, a clerk, and a steward, who shall be nominated annually 
in the month of January by the members of the Board of Engi- 
neers; and being by them approved, their names shall be sent to 
the board of mayor and aldermen for approval or rejection, and 
in case of rejection, another person shall be nominated as afore- 
said before the next meeting of the mayor and aldermen; and 
these officers, when elected, shall receive certificates of appoint- 
ment, signed by the mayor, and shall hold their places until re- 
moved, or others are appointed in their stead. 

Szot. 8. No company shall be allowed to impose fines upon 
its members; but it shall be the duty of the clerk of each com- 
pany to enter in the roll book provided by the City, all absence 
and tardiness of each officer and member of said company; and 
to make a monthly return of the same to the Board of Engineers. 
And for every absence or tardiness, except in case of sickness, 
there shall be deducted from the pay of such officer or member 
the sum of twenty-five cents, which amount so deducted shall be 
paid over at the end of each month to the treasurer of the com- 
pany to which the member so fined shall belong, to meet the inci- 
dental expenses of the company. And if any officer or member 
shall have been absent or tardy at more than one third of the 
fires, or alarms of fires, except in case of sickness, during the 
month, such absence or tardiness shall be considered good cause 
for his discharge from the Department, if more than five. 

Sect. 4. The 12th, 13th and 28th sections of the Ordinance 
- entitled “ An Ordinance establishing a Fire Department, and pro- 
viding for preventing and extinguishing fires,” passed on the 
second day of June, in the year one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty-one, are hereby repealed. [Passed Dec. 31, 1852. ] 
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An Ordinance in relation to the weighing and marking of Lighters 
and other vessels employed in the transportation of certain 
articles. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council of 
the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows: 


[Sect. 1. There shall be chosen annually in the month of 
March or April, by concurrent vote of the two branches of the 
city council, one or more weighers and one or more inspectors of 
Lighters and other vessels employed in the transportation of 
stones, gravel, sand or other ballast, who shall hold their offices 
one year and until others are chosen in their places. They shall 
severally have power to appoint one or more assistants subject to 
the approval of the city council, and shall be removable at the 
pleasure of the city council. } 

Sect. 2. Lighters and other vessels employed in the trans- 
portation of stones, gravel or sand, or other ballast, shall be 
marked on the stern and stem post with a good and sufficient iron 
bolt, driven through said stem and stern post, and clinched. 
From the centre of the head of said bolt, all other marks shall 
take their distance in feet, inches and parts of mches, as the dis- 
tance may require, from the centre of the head of the said sta- 
tionary bolts to the lower edge of the other marks, which marks 
shall be as follows, namely, light water marks not less than four 
inches in length and one inch and a half in breadth; and every 
four tons above said light water marks, legibly cut or cast im 
figures of 4, 8,12, 16, 20, and so forth, up to the full capacity 
of the Lighter or vessel, and said figures shall express the weight 
which such vessel is capable of carrying, when the lower part of 
the respective numbers aforesaid shall touch the water, and shall 
be fastened on the stem and stern post of each Lighter or vessel 
with sufficient nails not less than one inch in length; and other 
marks shall be set on the stern and stem post of every Lighter or 
vessel between every two marks, that the tonnage of the same 
may be distinguished by a regular progression of two tons. 

SEctT..3. Every such weigher shall furnish all the requisite 
marks and nails, when thereto requested, and shall cause all such 
Lighters and other vessels to be weighed and marked in con- 
formity with the provisions of the preceding section: and during 
the time of so weighing and marking, all the persons on board of 
such Lighter or vessel shall be stationed between the bulk head 
and the fore chains thereof. The weigher shall keep a correct 
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account of the distance of each mark from the centre of the head 
of the stationary bolts in feet, inches and parts of inches, in a 
book to be kept for that purpose, and shall give a certificate 
thereof, expressing the distances as aforesaid, to the master of 
every such Lighter or vessel weighed and marked as aforesaid. 

Sect. 4. In taking the tonnage of every such Lighter or ves- 
sel, a deduction may be made, after such vessel shall have dis- 
charged its loading, of one ton for each and every ton the light 
water marks may be under water. 

Sect. 5. Every person, on board of any Lighter or vessel, 

who shall not keep within the bounds of the bulk head and fore 
chains during the time of taking her marks, unless in case of abso-_ 
lute necessity, shall forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty dollars for 
every offence. 
- Sect. 6. In case of the sale, by weight, of stones, gravel, 
sand, or other ballast, to be delivered at any place in the city of 
Boston, or into any vessel in the harbor of said city, it shall be 
the duty of one of said inspectors, upon application by either the 
purchaser or seller thereof, to go on board of the Lighter or other 
vessel containing the same, and inspect the marks of such Lighter 
or other vessel before and after the delivery of such stones, gravel, 
sand, or other ballast, and the persons having charge of such 
Lighter or other vessel for inspection of which application shall 
have been made as aforesaid, shall, before such delivery, trim the 
same, so as to make said Lighter or other vessel swim at equal 
marks at the stem and stern, and shall pump all the water out: 
and in case any person shall wilfully hinder any inspector acting 
under this ordinance from going on board such Lighter or other 
vessel, or shall begin to deliver therefrom the stones, gravel, sand, 
or other ballast sold by weight, before such Lighter or other ves- 
sel shall be trimmed to swim at equal marks and the water pumped 
_ out, he shall forfeit not exceeding one hundred dollars for every 
such offence. 

Szot. 7. Every person who shall deliver stones, gravel, sand, 
or other ballast sold by weight when the inspection of the same 
shall have been demanded as is provided in the preceding section, 
or when an inspection of the same is required by this ordinance, 
from any Lighter or other vessel which shall not have been 
weighed, marked and inspected, as is provided in this ordinance, 
or which shall not have been weighed and marked under the pre- 
-vious law or ordinance, or shall alter or counterfeit the marks or 
certificate of any Lighter or other vessel as aforesaid, shall forfeit 
a sum not exceeding three hundred dollars for every offence. 

Sect. 8. Every weigher appointed as aforesaid, shall be enti- 
tled to receive, from the owner or master of each Lighter or other 
vessel weighed and marked by him as aforesaid, the following 
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fees, to wit: fifteen cents for every ton of such vessel, and three 
dollars for furnishing marks, nails and bolts, and other necessary 
articles, and fastening the same: and for giving the certificate, as 
before provided, he shall receive one dollar and fifty cents: pro- 
vided, that no Lighter or other vessel which has been once 
weighed and marked under this or the former law or ordinance, 
by the weigher of the city of Boston, shall be subject to any 
charge for a second weighing or marking, unless it shall appear 
that her former weight or marks are incorrect or have been 
changed: and all such Lighters or vessels shall be subject to the 
examination and inspection of every weigher or inspector, without 
charge, for the purpose of ascertaining whether their weight and 
marks are correct or have been altered. 

[Sect. 9. It shall be the duty of the inspectors to give a 
certificate, in such form as is hereinafter provided, to the owner 
or vender of all the stones, sand, gravel or other ballast inspected . 
under the provisions of this ordinance, and to keep an account of 
all articles inspected in a book, which shall always be kept open 
to the inspection of owners, venders or purchasers of stone, sand, 
gravel, or other ballast sold by weight. | 

Sxot. 10. The accounts to be kept by said inspector, and the 
certificates to be given to the owners or venders of stones, sand, 
gravel, or other ballast, as described in the preceding sections, 
shall specify the name of the vender, the kind of ballast, sand, or 
gravel, or other stone, the weight and the deduction of light water 
marks, the amount of fees received, and the date of certificate. 

[Sect. 11. The fees for inspecting the weight of stones, sand, 
gravel, or other ballast, shall be three cents for every ton in- 
spected and delivered, which shall in all cases be paid by the 
vender of the same. | 

Sect. 12. The inspectors appointed as aforesaid, shall keep 
an office, and keep the same open, from sunrise to sunset, with 
liberty to close the same from seven to eight o’clock in the fore- 
noon, during the months of April, May, June, July, August, and 
September, and from eight to nine o’clock during the other six 
months, and from one to two o’clock in the afternoon through the 
whole year, Sundays, Public Fasts, Thanksgivings, and the 
anniversary of American Independence excepted. 

Sect. 13. Every owner or master of any such vessel, who 
shall neglect to have the same weighed, marked and examined, 
according to the provisions of this or the former law or ordinance, 
or who shall remove any marks, or alter his certificate, shall forfeit 
a sum not exceeding three hundred dollars for every offence. 


Sections 9 and 11, in brackets, repealed by a subsequent ordinance. 
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Szot. 14. Every such weigher who shall be guilty of placing 
any such mark, contrary to the provisions of this ordinance, or 
who shall give a false certificate, shall forfeit a sum not exceeding 
three hundred dollars for every offence. 

Sect. 15. The master of any Lighter or vessel that has bal- 
last for sale, shall, on arrival, report himself to the office of the 
inspector. 

Sect. 16. The master of any Lighter or vessel that has stones, 
sand, gravel or other ballast for sale, shall produce for exami- 
nation the certificate of marks and measurements of his vessel 
whenever the same shall be demanded by the inspector, and in 
case of neglect or refusal to produce them he shall forfeit a sum 
not exceeding twenty dollars. 

Szor. 17. No officer or agent of the city of Boston shall pur- 
chase any stones, gravel, sand or other ballast for said city, or 
make any contract therefor, or accept the delivery of the same, 
unless the same shall have been, or before the delivery thereof 
shall be, weighed and inspected according to the provisions of this 
ordinance, and a certificate thereof given as is herein before pro- 
vided, and no bill against the city, arising out of, or connected 
with any such purchase, shall be approved or allowed by any 
committee, passed by the auditor, or paid by the treasurer, unless 
the said certificate shall accompany the bill for the same. 

Sxot. 18. ‘This ordinance shall take effect immediately on its 
‘ passage, and the officers herein mentioned may be chosen forth- 
with: provided, that no person who is owner or agent, in whole 
or in part, of any Lighter or vessel, or who has any interest 
therein, having stones, gravel, sand or other ballast for sale, shall 
be chosen, or shall continue to be, an officer under this ordinance. 

Sect. 19. The “ Ordinance in relation to the weighing and 
marking of Lighters and other vessels employed in the transporta- 
tion of certain articles,’’ passed on the 27th of December, 1852, 
is hereby repealed. [Passed April 14, 1858. ] 


An Ordinance providing for the care and management of the 
Public Lands. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council of 
the City of Boston, in Oity Council assembled, as follows : 


Szct. 1. There shall be chosen by concurrent vote of the two 
branches of the city council, in the month of January or Febru- 
ary, one alderman, one member of the common council, and five 
citizens at large, to constitute the Board of Public Land Commis- 
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sioners, the first two to hold their offices for one year, or until 
removed or others are chosen in their places, and the last five for 
five years, or until removed or others are chosen in their places. 
Immediately after they shall be assembled in consequence of the 
first election, the persons chosen at large shall be divided into five 
classes: the seats of the first class shall be vacated at the expira- 
tion of the first year, of the second class at the expiration of the 
second year, of the third class at the expiration of the third year, 
of the fourth class at the expiration of the fourth year, of the 
fifth class at the expiration of the fifth year ; so that one-fifth may 
be chosen each year; and they and each of these commissioners 
shall be removable at the pleasure of the city council. 

Sect. 2. The persons so chosen shall meet, and organize 
themselves into a Board, by the choice of a president from their 
own number, and of a clerk, and they may make such rules and 
regulations for their own government and in relation to all subor- 
dinate officers by them appointed, as they may deem expedient. 

Sxot. 8. The said Board may appoint all necessary subordi- 
nate officers, agents and assistants, and may fix their compensa- 
tion and that of the clerk before mentioned. 

Sect. 4. The said Board on or before the fifteenth day of 
December annually, shall present to the city council a report, con- 
taining a statement of the condition of all the public lands and 
other property connected therewith, with an account of all re- 
ceipts, expenditures and sales, together with any information or 
suggestions which they may deem expedient; and they shall at 
the same time transmit to the city council the report of the Super- 
intendent of Public Lands, hereinafter mentioned. 

Sect. 5. The said Board shall have the care and management 
of the public lands belonging to the city, so far as relates to the 
improvement, sale and disposal of the same, subject to the limita- 
tions, mentioned in this and other ordinances of the city, and to 
such rules, orders and regulations, as the city council may from 
time to time adopt. 

Sect. 6. The said Board are authorized to lay out and make 
such streets, passage ways and squares on the public lands, to lay 
such sewers therein, and to make such alterations in the lots, as 
they may deem expedient, subject to the approval of the mayor 
and aldermen. 

Sect. 7. No member of the said Board, and no person ap- 
pointed to any office, or employed, by virtue of this ordinance, 
shall be interested, directly or indirectly, in any contract, bargain, 
sale, or agreement, in relation to the public lands, or any matter 
or thing connected therewith, wherein the city is interested, with- 
out an express vote of the city council; and any and all contracts, 
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bargains, sales or agreements, made in violation of this section, 
shall be utterly void as to the city. 

Sect. 8. ‘There shall be chosen annually in the month of April 
or May, and whenever a vacancy occurs, by concurrent vote of 
the two branches of the city council, a superintendent of public 
lands, who shall hold his office until a successor is appointed, or 
he is removed. He shall be removable at the pleasure of the city 
council, and shall receive such compensation as the said council 
may from time to time determine. . 

Sgot. 9. The said superintendent, before entering on the du- 
ties of his office, shall give bond, with one or more sureties, to the 
approbation of the mayor and aldermen, with condition that he 
will not, directly or indirectly, for himself or others, or by others 
in trust for him, or on his account, have any interest or concern 
in any purchase, lease, contract or agreement, to be made in pur- 
suance of this ordinance. 

SzoT. 10. The said superintendent shall devote himself to the 
eare, improvement and sale of the public lands, and under the di- 
rection of the said Board, shall cause them to be surveyed and 
laid out into convenient lots, and contract for the sale, and act- 
ually sell or lease the same at public or private sale. But this 
and the sixth section, shall not apply to the Common, the land and 
flats west of Charles Street, Deer Island, the lands connected with 
the public institutions at South Boston, or to any other lands pur- 
chased or held for specific purposes, unless by special vote of the 
city council. 

Szcr. 11. The said superintendent may, under the direction 
of the said Board, contract and agree, for defraying in part, or in 
whole, the cost or expense incident to, or arising out of the per- 
formance of any acts which he is by this ordinance authorized to 
do and perform, by transfer of lands to the contracting parties, in 
dieu of money, when the same can be done with advantage to the 
city. 

Sect. 12. The said superintendent shall at all times perform 
such services as may be required of him by the mayor and alder- 
men, in the laying out, alteration or widening of streets, and in 
the trial or settlement of any and all claims for damages, in con- 
sequence of such laying out, alteration or widening, and in the 
care and improvement of the common and public squares. 

Szot. 13. The said superintendent shall, at least once in 
three months, and as often as required, make a true and correct 
report of his proceedings under this ordinance, and exhibit proper 
schedules and accounts of all lands sold, moneys received and 
securities taken, to the mayor and aldermen, which shall be by 
them sent to the common council. 

ll 
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Sect. 14. The said superintendent shall keep an accurate 
record or account of all the vacant Jands belonging to the city ; 
and whenever any land shall be purchased by the city, for any 
purpose, it shall be the duty of the person or’ persons so purchas- 
ing the same, to make report thereof forthwith to the said super- 
intendent. | 

Sect. 15. All contracts, deeds, conveyances and leases, made 
by virtue of this ordinance, shall be signed and executed by the 
mayor, in the same manner as if the same were made by order of 
the city council, and shall be countersigned by the said superin- 
tendent and by the president of the Board of Public Land Com- 
missioners. 

Szot. 16. In case the mayor shall refuse to execute any con- 
tract, deed, conveyance, or lease made in pursuance of this ordi- 
nance, he shall within ten days of such refusal, send his reasons 
therefor, to the said Board, and the same shall be entered at 
length on their records, and no such contract, deed, conveyance 
or lease shall be valid or bindimg on the city, unless signed and 
executed by the mayor. 

Sect. 17. In case the superintendent of public lands, or the 
president of the said Board shall refuse to countersign any con- 
tract, deed, conveyance or lease made by virtue of this ordinance, 
the same shall be effectual and binding on the city, if executed by 
the mayor and countersigned by either of said officers, and also 
by five members of the said Board. 

Sect. 18. All money agreed to be paid by any purchaser or 
lessee of the public lands, and all notes, bonds, mortgages, and 
securities for moneys, arising or accruing from or in virtue of any 
contract made by said superintendent, shall be paid to and depos- 
ited with the treasurer. 

Sect. 19. No conveyance of any estate in fee or for life in 
any lands belonging to the city, shall be delivered, until the pur- 
chase money is paid, or secured by a mortgage of the same land 
or other land of equal value; and the mayor may from time to 
time release to any mortgagor or his assigns, any part of the 
mortgaged premises, on payment of an equivalent portion of the 
purchase money. And in all cases where lands other than those 
sold are proposed to be taken as collateral security, the consent 
and approbation of the mayor in writing shall be first obtained. 

Sect. 20. There shall be no expenditure of money, or con- 
tract requiring the expenditure of money to be made, under or by 
virtue of this ordinance, without the sanction of the city council, 
by an appropriation first made to meet such expenditure. 

Sect. 21. This ordinance shall take effect from and after the 
first of June next, and the first election of the Board of Public 
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Land Commissioners may be made within three months of the 
passage hereof. 
Sect. 22. An ordinance entitled “ An Ordinance concerning 
the Public Lands,” passed July 22, 1850, is hereby repealed. 
| Passed April 14, 18538. | 


An Ordinance to establish the office of a Superintendent of Health. 


Be tt ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council 
. of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Sect. 1. There shall be chosen, annually, in the month of 
January or February, and whenever a vacancy occurs, by con- 
current vote of the two branches of the city council, a Superin- 
tendent of the Health Department, who shall hold his office until 
a successor is appointed, or he is removed. He shall be remova- 
ble at the pleasure of the city council, and shall receive such com- 
pensation as the said council may from time to time determine. 

Sect. 2. The said Superintendent is authorized to appoint an 
assistant, to act under his control and direction, who shall be ap- 
proved by the mayor and aldermen, and who shall receive such 
compensation as the city council may from time to time determine. 
The said assistant may be removed at any time by the said Super- 
intendent, or the mayor and aldermen. 

SEcT. 3. The said Superintendent shall attend at his office a 
portion of each day. He shall keep a record of all his proceed- 
ings, and a set of books, in which shall be entered, under appro- 
priate heads, the receipts and expenditures in his department, 

-with the names of all persons who have furnished materials, and 
of all workmen, and the amount paid to each individual; and he 
shall make a quarterly report thereof to the city council. On or 
before the tenth day of January, annually, he shall make a report 
to the city council, containing a general statement of the expenses 
of his department during the preceding year, the amount ex- 
pended in each branch thereof, and such other information as he 
may consider desirable, together with an estimate in detail of the 
property under his charge belonging to the city. 

Secr. 4. The said Superintendent shall report annually, on or 
before the fifteenth day of February, to the auditor of accounts, 
a detailed estimate of the wants of his department for the next 
financial year; which estimate shall contain such a subdivision of 
the amount to be expended as shall give a good idea of the various 
necessities of the department. 
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Sror. 5. The said Superintendent, under the direction and 
control of the mayor and aldermen, shall have the care and super- 
intendence of the city carts and stables, and shall make all neces- 
sary arrangements for cleaning the streets, disposing of manure, 
and removing house dirt and house offal. He shall, from time to ~ 
time, furnish to the superintendent of streets such carts and 
horses as he may need, and they shall be charged to the depart- 
ment of paving and repairs of streets. 

Sect. 6. The execution of the laws and ordinances, relating 
to the subject of internal health, shall be under the superintend- 
ence of the said Superintendent and his deputy; and it shall be 
their duty, and each of them shall have power, to enforce all laws, 
ordinances, regulations and orders, relating to causes of sickness, 
nuisances and sources of filth, existing within the city, except as 
is otherwise provided in the ordinances of the city, subject always 
to the direction, authority and control, of the mayor and aldermen, 
and of the board of health for the time being; and he shall per- 
form any other services that may be required of him by the said 
Boards, or either of them. 

Sect. 7. The said Superintendent of the Health Department 
shall give bond with one or more sureties, to the approbation of 
the mayor and aldermen, with condition, that he shall faithfully 
perform all the duties of his office, and account for all moneys en- 
trusted to him, and that he will not, directly or indirectly for him- 
self or others, or by others in trust for him, or on his account, 
have any interest or concern in any purchase, lease, contract, or 
agreement to be made in pursuance of this ordinance. 

Secor. 8. All ordinances and parts of ordmances inconsistent 
herewith, are hereby repealed. [Passed April 26, 1853. ] 


An Ordinance in relation to Posting Notices and Placards on 
Buildings. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows: 


Szot. 1. No person shall post up, or affix, in any manner, any 
bill, placard, or notice, either written or printed, upon the fences, 
walls, or upon any part of any building in the city of Boston, 
without the previous consent of the occupants thereof, or if there 
be no occupants, without the previous consent of the owners 
thereof; nor upon any part of any building belonging to the city 
of Boston, without the previous consent of the mayor.

Srot. 2. Any person offending against any of the provisions 
of this ordinance shall be punished by fine, not exceeding Twenty 
Dollars. 

SEct. 8. This ordinance shall take effect in thirty days after 
its passage. [Passed April 28, 1853. | 


An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance in relation to Streets. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Sect. 1. The Superintendent of Streets shall give bond, with 
one or more sureties, to the approbation of the mayor and alder- 
men, with condition that he shall faithfully perform all the duties 
of his office, and account for all moneys entrusted to him, and that 
he will not directly or indirectly, for himself or others, or by others 
in trust for him, or on his account, have any interest or concern 
in any purchase, lease, contract or agreement, to be made in pur- 
suance of the ordinance to which this is in addition, or any ordi- 
nance in addition thereto. [Passed May 17, 1853. ] 


An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance respecting Truant 
Children and Absentees from School. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council, of the 
City of Boston, in Oity Council assembled, as follows : 


Srot. 1. The Justices of the Police Court of the city of Bos- 
ton shall have jurisdiction of the offences arising under the several 
laws relating to truant children and absentees from school. 

SxoT. 2. The act “in addition to the acts concerning truant 
children and absentees from school,” passed on the sixteenth day 
of May, in the year 1853, is hereby accepted. 

Sect. 38. The House for the Employment and Reformation of 
Juvenile Offenders is hereby assigned and provided as the institu- 
tion of instruction, house of reformation or suitable situation men- 
tioned in the said act. [Passed June 2, 1853.] 
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An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance in relation to the 
weighing and marking of Lighters and other vessels employed 
in the transportation of certain articles. ’ 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council of 
the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Sect. 1. There shall be chosen, annually, by concurrent vote 
of the two branches of the city council, one or more weighers and 
one or more inspectors of Lighters and other vessels employed in 
the transportation of stones, gravel, sand and other ballast, who 
shall hold their offices one year, and until others are chosen in 
their places. ‘They shall severally have. power to appoint one or 
more assistants, subject to the approval of the city council, and 
shall be removable at the pleasure of the city council. 

Sect. 2. It shall be the duty of the inspectors to give a cer- 
tificate, in such form as is hereinafter provided, to the owner or 
vender of all the stones, sand, gravel or other ballast mspected 
under the provisions of the ordinance, to which this is in addition, 


and to keep an account of all articles inspected in a book, which 


shall always be kept open to the inspection of owners, venders or 
purchasers of stone, sand, gravel or other ballast sold by weight, 
and report quarterly to the city council. 

Szot. 8. ‘The fees for inspecting the weight of stones, sand, 
gravel or other ballast, shall be three cents for every ton inspected 
and delivered, which shall in all cases be paid by the vender of 
the same. 

Sect. 4. The first, ninth and eleventh sections of the ordi- 
nance to which this is in addition are hereby repealed. 

[| Passed June 24, 1853. ] 


An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance relating to Public 
Buildings. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council 
of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Sect. 1. The city council, whenever they shall deem it expe- 
dient, may, by order, authorize and direct the Committee on Pub- 
lic Buildings, to cause any alterations or repairs of any building 
specified in such order to be made, although the expense thereof 


may exceed the sum of five hundred dollars, without advertising | 
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for proposals, and without making a contract in writing therefor 
signed by the mayor, as heretofore required by ordinance. 

“Szor. 2. All ordinances and parts of ordinances inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed. [Passed July T, 18538. ] 


An Ordinance in relation to the Superintendents of Streets, 
Internal Health, and Public Buildings. 


Be tt ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council 
of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Sxot. 1. Whenever the Superintendent of Streets, of Internal 
Health, or of Public Buildings, shall sell any articles or materials 
belonging to the city, or shall do, or cause to be done, any work 
for any individual from which money shall become due to the 
city, the said Superintendent shall enter in books to be kept for 
that pupose all such sales and work done, with the price thereof, 
and shall forthwith make out bills for the same and deliver them 
to the city treasurer for collection, and the said treasurer shall 
forthwith demand payment of the said bills, and in case any bills 
or dues under this ordinance shall remain unpaid at the expiration 
of three months after demand for payment as aforesaid, the said 
treasurer shall cause the same to be collected, by a resort to the 
proper legal process. 

SEcT. 2. The pay rolls of the laborers employed under the 
direction of the Superintendent of Streets and of the Superin- 
tendent of Internal Health, shall be made up and certified by the 
said Superintendents respectively, and upon being duly allowed 
and audited shall be paid by the city treasurer, at such times and 
places as he shall appoint, and he may employ a clerk for that 
purpose. [Passed July 18, 1853. ] 


An Ordinance in further addition to an Ordinance in relation to 
Water Rates. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council 
of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Sect 1. Hotels, taverns and boarding houses, (said boarding 
houses being valued for the assessment of taxes over $10, 000,) 
not including water for baths or for uses without the house, will 


be charged for each bed for boarders and lodgers within the same, 
three dollars. 

Srct. 2. “Whenever the proprietor or persons having charge 
of any of the said hotels, taverns or boarding houses, shall place 
at their own expense, within their premises, a sufficient water | 
meter, for the purpose of measuring the quantity of water by 
them respectively used, it shall be lawful for the Cochituate 
Water Board to establish a water rate to be paid therefor accord- 
ing to the quantity so used, instead of the specific rates provided 
in this ordinance, or in that to which this is in addition. 

Sect. 8. The Cochituate Water Board are hereby authorized 
to adopt such regulations as they may deem expedient for the 
construction of water closets, hereafter, and the water shall not 
hereafter be supplied to any building, unless the said water closets 
shall be made conformably to such regulations. 

Sect. 4. The right to attach a hose in livery and other stables, 
for washing carriages or other purposes, shall not hereafter be 
granted, and it shall not be lawful to use a hose so attached, in 
the said stables, hereafter, except for extinguishing fire. 

Secor. 5. All ordinances and parts of ordinances inconsistent 
with the provisions of this ordinance, are hereby repealed.

An Ordinance to repeal in part an Ordinance concerning poe 
Children and Absentees from School.

Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Couneil 
of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows: 


So much of the second section of an ordinance concerning truant 
children and absentees from school, passed in the year eighteen g 
hundred and fifty, as gives jurisdiction to the senior justice of the 
police court of the offences set forth in the statute of the Com- 
monwealth adopted by the said ordinance, be, and the same is 
hereby repealed. [Passed Dec. 23, 1853. ] 
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An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance establishing a Fire 
Department, and providing for preventing and extinguishing 
Fires. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council 
of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Szcr. 1. In the month of January in each year, there shall be 
appointed a jot committee of the city council, to be called the 
Committee on Fire Alarms, to consist of two aldermen and three 
members of the common council. 

SEzoT 2. The said Committee shall have the care and manage- 
ment of the rooms, apparatus and machinery connected with the 
system of Telegraphic Fire Alarms, and shall also have the power 
to appoint, upon the nomination of the Superintendent of Fire 
Alarms, suitable persons to assist in the management of said sys- 
tem of Hire Alarms, and to establish the compensation of the 
same, unless the same shall be specially provided by the city 
council; and the said Committee shall have power to determine 
the persons to whom shall be entrusted keys of the signal boxes 
connected with said system of Fire Alarms, and, generally, shall 
have charge of said apparatus and control over the management 
of the same, subject to any special order of the city council. 

Sxot. 3. ‘There shall be annually appointed by the city coun- 
cil, in the months of April or May, a suitable person to be Super- 
intendent of Fire Alarms, who shall have charge of the system of 
Telegraphic Fire Alarms, under. the direction of the Committee on 
Fire Alarms, and see that the same is kept in good repair and in 
working condition, and be considered responsible for the same. The 
said Superintendent shall hold his office until a successor is elected, 

shall be at all times removable by the city council, and shall re- 
ceive such compensation as the city council shall determine. 

Sect. 4. Alarms of fire shall be given by means of the system 
of Telegraphic Fire Alarms in accordance with the rules and di- 
rections heretofore established by the Joint Special Committee on 
Fire Alarms, and contained upon the 104, 105, 106 and 107th 
pages of the Municipal Register, of the year 1853, which are 
hereby declared to be the rules for giving alarms of fire within 
the City of Boston. 

Sect. 5. The Joint Committee on Fire Alarms shall have 
power from time to time to alter or change said rules and direc- 
tions, and the same shall be binding upon all persons after said 
rules and directions, as altered, shall have been placed on file in 
the office of the engineers of the Fire Department and with the 
city clerk. And the same shall then be published in the same 
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manner as ordinances of the city are published, but the city 
council shall at all times have power to alter, amend or annul the 
same. 

SzcT. 6. Immediately upon an alarm or discovery of fire, it 
shall be the duty of the members of the Police and Watch De- 
partments to communicate the fact to the central station by 
means of the signal boxes in the district in which the fire may be, 
in accordance with said rules and directions. And it shall be the 
duty of the watchmen in the night time, upon an alarm of fire be- 
ing given, or sounded upon the bells connected with the fire 
alarm apparatus, to give further notice thereof within their re- 
spective districts by springing their rattles, crying “fire,” and 
mentioning the number of the district in which the fire exists. 
And if any watchman shall neglect so to do, he shall forfeit and 
pay a fine of two dollars for every such offence. 

SEoT. 7. No person shall open any of the signal boxes con- 
nected with the Telegraphic Fire Alarms for the purpose of giving 
a false alarm, or interfere in any way with said boxes, by break- 
ing, cutting, mjuring or defacing the same, or turn the cranks 
therein except in case of fire, or tamper or meddle with said boxes 
or any part thereof; or cut, break, or injure in any way the wires 
connected with the same, or with any part of said system of Fire 
Alarms; nor connect the same by any communication so as to in- 
terrupt the proper working of said system, or with mtent so to do, 
or injure, break, or destroy any of the machinery or fixtures con- 
nected with said system, or any part of the same. 

Sect. 8. Any person, who shall be guilty of a breach of any 
of the provisions of this ordinance, shall forfeit and pay a fine of 
not less than two dollars nor more than twenty dollars for each 
offence. [Passed Dec. 29, 1853.] 
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An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance in relation to 
Water Rates. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Council 
of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Sot. 1. The Water Rate to be charged annually for Omni- 
bus Stables, shall be one dollar and fifty cents for each horse. 

Srecr. 2. So much of the Ordinance in relation to Water Rates 
passed November 17th, 1850, as is inconsistent herewith, is hereby 
repealed. | 

Sect. 8. This Ordinance shall take effect on and after the first 
day of January, 1854. [Passed Feb. 6, 1854. ]

A Committee on the Institutions at South Boston 
and on Deer Island— 

To consist of the Mayor, two Aldermen, and five 
members of the Common Council ; 

A Committee on Fuel— 

To consist of two members of the Board of Mayor 
and Aldermen, and three members of the Common 
Council ; 

A Committee on Water— 

To consist of the Mayor, two Aldermen, and five 
members of the Common Council ; 

A Committee on the Treasury Department— 

To consist of two Aldermen, and three members of 
the Common Council ; 

A Committee on the Assessors’ Department— 

To consist of two members of the Board of Mayor 
and Aldermen, and three members of the Common 
Council ; 

A Committee on Boston Harbor— 

To. consist of two members of the Board of Mayor 
and Aldermen, and three members of the Common 
Council ; 

A Committee on Printing— 

To consist of one member of the Board of Mayor 
and Aldermen, and two members of the Common Coun- 
cil; 

A Committee on the Public Library— 

To consist of the Mayor and two Aldermen, and five 
members of the Common Council ; 

A. Committee on Ordinances— 
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To consist of three Aldermen, and five members of 
the Common Council. 7 

A Committee on Telegraphic Fire Alarms— 

To consist of two Aldermen, and three members of 
the Common Council; who shall have the superinten- 
dence and control of the Telegraphic System of Fire 
Alarms, and the appointment of all officers necessary 
for its practical operation, until otherwise provided. 

A Committee on Claims— 

To consist of two Aldermen and three members of 
the Common Council, who shall have full power and 
authority to investigate all claims against the City, and 
to take any measures for the defence of such claims 
that they may deem expedient, and also, under the ad- 
vice of the Mayor, to adjust and settle all claims not 
exceeding the sum of $500. 

On all Joint Committees, wherein it is provided that 
the Mayor shall be a member, in case of the non-elec- 
tion, decease, inability, or absence of that officer, the 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen shall act ex-officio. 

The members of the Board of Aldermen and of the 
Common Council, who shall constitute the Joint Stand- 
ing Committees, shall be chosen or appointed by their 


respective Boards. 


The Mayor, the President of the Common Council, 
and the Chairman of the Committee of Finance on the 
part of the Common Council, shall, according to the 
ordinance, constitute the Committee on the Reduction 
of the City Debt. 

The member of the Board of Aldermen first named 
on every Joint Committee, of which the Mayor is not a 
member, shall be its Chairman; and in case of his re- 
signation or inability, the other members of the same 
Board, in the order in which they are named, and after 
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them, the member of the Common Council, first in or- 
der, shall call meetings of the Committee and act as 
Chairman. | 

Srct. 2. In every case of disagreement between the 
two branches of the City Council, if either Board shall 
request a conference, and appoint a Committee of Con- 
ference, and the other Board shall also appoint a Com- 
mittee to confer, such Committee shall, at a convenient 
hour, to be agreed upon by their Chairman, meet and 
state to each other verbally or in writing, as either shall 
choose, the reasons of their respective Boards, for and 
against the matter in controversy, confer freely thereon, 
and report to their respective branches. 

Secr. 3. When either Board shall not concur in any 
action of the other, notice of such non-concurrence 
shall be given by written message. 

Sect. 4. Either Board may propose to the other, for 
its concurrence, a time to which both Boards shall ad- 
journ. 

Sect. 5. All By-Laws passed by the City Council, 
shall be termed “Ordinances,” and the enacting style 
shall be:—Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Common Council of the City of Boston, in City Council 
assembled. 

Secr. 6. In all votes, when either or both branches 
of the City Council express any thing by way of Com- 
mand, the form of expression shall be “‘ Ordered ;” and. 
whenever, either or both branches express opinions, 
principles, facts, or purposes, the form shall be “ Re- 
solved.” 

Secr. 7. In the present and every future financial 
year, the specific appropriations for the several objects 
enumerated in the general appropriation bill shall be 
deemed and taken to be the maximum amount to be ex- 
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pended by the several Committees having the charge 
thereof for the entire financial year, and shall be ex- 
pended with a proper regard thereto; and after the an- 
nual order of appropriations shall have been passed, no 
subsequent expenditures shall be authorized for any ob- 
ject, unless provisions for the same shall be made by 
special transfer from some of the appropriations con- 
tained in such annual order, or by expressly creating 
therefor a City Debt; in which cases the order shall not 
be passed, unless two-thirds of the whole number of 
each branch of the City Council shali vote in the af- 
firmative, by vote taken by yea and nay. 

Sect. 8. In all contracts or expenditures to be made 
under the authority of the City Council, whenever the 
estimates shall exceed the appropriations specially made 
therefor, or whenever any committee shall have expend- 
ed the sum specially appropriated for their use, in the 
order of appropriation for the year, and in either case 
shall require a further sum; it shall be the duty of such 
Committee having such matter in charge, to submit the 
fact to the City Council for instructions, accompanied 
with a detailed statement of the cause or causes which 
have created the necessity for such application, and the 
object for which the same is needed. And no contract 
shall be made, or expenditure authorized in either case, 
unless by a specific vote of the City Council first mak- 
ing the necessary provision for the payment resulting 
therefrom, and no debt shall be created, or transfer from 
one specific appropriation to another be made, until 
such report or statement shall have been submitted to 
the City Council, by the Committee requiring the same. 

Sect. 9. Joint Standing Committees shall cause 
records to be kept of their proceedings, by a Secretary 
to be chosen at their first meeting, in books provided 
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by the City for that purpose. No Committee shall act 
by separate consultations, and no report shall be re- 
ceived, unless agreed to in Committee actually assem- 
bled. 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of every Joint Com- 
mittee, to whom any subject may be specially referred, 
to report thereon within four weeks, or to ask for fur- 
ther time. | 

Sect. 11. All reports and other papers submitted to 
the City Council, shall be written in a fair hand, and no 
report or endorsement of any kind shall be made on the 
reports, memorials, or other papers referred to. the Com- 
mittee of either branch. All reports shall be signed by 
the writers thereof, unless otherwise directed by the 
Committee. And the Clerks shall make copies of any 
papers to be reported by Committees, at the request of 
the respective Chairman thereof. 

Sect. 12. No Chairman of any Committee shall 
audit or approve any bill or account against the City, 
for any supplies or services, which shall not have been 
ordered or authorized by the Committee.

The following Rule was passed by the City Council 
after the adoption of the General Rules and Orders. 


Whenever any committee, charged with the expendi- 
ture of money under the annual order of appropriation 
shall make to the City Council application for an addi- 
tional sum in conformity with the eighth Joint Rule of 
the City Council, they shall make their wr and 
application in print. 


RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


¥ Duties and Powers of the President. 


Sect. 1. The President shall take the chair precise- 
ly at the hour, to which the Council shall have ad- 
journed ; shall call the members to order; and on the 
appearance of a quorum, cause the minutes of the pre- 
ceding meeting to be read, and proceed to business. 

Srcr. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order; may 
speak to points of order in preference to other mem- 
bers; and shall decide all questions of order, subject to 
an appeal to the Council, by motion regularly seconded ; 
and no other business shall be in order till the question 
on the appeal shall have been decided. 

Sect. 3. He shall declare all votes, but if any mem- 
ber rises to doubt a vote, the President shall cause a re- 
turn of the members voting in the affirmative, and in 
the negative, without further debate on the question. 

Srcr. 4. He shall rise to address the Council, or to 
put a question, but may read sitting. 

Sect. 5. In all cases the President may vote. 

Secr. 6. When the Council shall determine to go 
into a Committee of the Whole, the President shall ap- 
point the member who shall take the chair. The Pre- 
sident may at any other time, call any member to the 
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chair, but such substitution shall not continue beyond 
an adjournment. 

Secr. 7. On all questions and motions whatsoever, 
the President shall take the sense of the Council by 
yeas and nays, provided one-fifth of the members pre- 
sent shall so require. 

Sect. 8. The President shall propound all questions 
in the order in which they are moved, unless the sub- 
sequent motion shall be previous in its nature, except, 
that in the naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and longest time shall be put first. 

Sect. 9. After a motion is stated or read by the 
President, it shall be deemed to be in possession of the 
Council, and shall be disposed of by vote, but the mover 
may withdraw it at any time before a decision or amend- 
ment. | 

Secr. 10. When a question is under debate, the 
President shall receive no motion, but to adjourn, to 
lay on the table, for the previous question, to postpone 
to a day certain, to commit, to amend, or to postpone 
indefinitely ; which several motions shall have prece- 
dence in the order in which they stand arranged; and 
a motion to strike out the enacting clause of an Ordi- 
nance shall be equivalent to a motion to postpone in- 
definitely. 

Sect. ll. The President shall consider a motion to 
adjourn as always in order; and that motion, and the 
motion to lay on the table, or to take up from the table, 
shall be decided without debate. 

Sect. 12. He shall put the previous question in the 
following form: “Shall the main question be now put 2” — 
and all debate upon the main question shall be suspend- 
ed until the previous question shall be decided. After 
the adoption of the previous question, the sense of the 
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Council shall forthwith be taken upon amendments re- 
ported by a Committee, upon all pending amendments 
and then upon the main question. 

Sect. 13. On the previous question, no member 
shall speak more than once without leave; and all in- 
cidental questions of order, arising after a motion is 
made for the previous question, shall be decided with- 
out debate, except on an appeal; and on such an ap- 
peal, no member shall be allowed to speak more than 
once without leave of the Council. 

Sect. 14. When two or more members happen to 
rise at once, the President shall name the member who 
is first to speak. 

Sect. 15. All Committees shall be appointed and 
announced by the President, unless otherwise provided 
for, or specially directed by the Council. 


Rights, Duties, or Decorum of Members. 


Sect. 16. In the absence of the President, the senior 
member present shall call the Council to order, and 
preside until a President pro tempore shall be chosen 
by ballet; and if an election is not effected on the first 
trial, on a second ballot a plurality of votes shall elect. 

Sxcr. 17. Every member when about to speak, shall 
rise and respectfully address the President; shall con- 
fine himself to the question under debate, and avoid 
personalities ; and shall sit down when he has finished. 
No member shall speak out of his place, without leave 
of the President. 

Sect. 18. No member speaking, shall be interrupted 
by another, but by rising up to call to order. 

Sect. 19. No member shall speak more than twice 
on one question, without first obtaining leave of the 
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Council; nor more than once, until the other members, 
who have not spoken, shall speak, if they desire it. 

Srcr. 20. When a vote has passed, it shall be in or- 
der for any member who voted in the majority, to move 
a reconsideration thereof, at the same or the succeeding 
meeting, but not afterward ; and when a motion for re- 
consideration is decided, that vote shall not be recon- 
sidered. | 

Srct. 21. No member shall be obliged to be on more 
than two Committees at the same time, nor Chairman 
of more than one. 

Sect. 22. No member shall be permitted to stand 
up to the interruption of another, while any member is 
speaking; or to pass unnecessarily between the Presi- 
dent and the person speaking. 

Sect. 23. When any member shall be guilty of a 
breach of either of the rules and orders of the Council, 
he may, on motion, be required by the Council to make 
satisfaction therefor ; and in such a case, he shall not 
be allowed to vote, or speak, except by way of excuse, 
till he has done so. | 

Srct. 24. No member shall be permitted to vote, or 
serve on any Committee, on any question where his 
private right is immediately concerned, distinct from 
the public interest. | 

Sect. 25. Every member, who shall be present when 
a question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, 
shall give his vote, unless the Council for special rea- 
sons, shall excuse him; application to be so excused, on 
any question, must be made before the Council is divid- 
ed, or before the calling of the yeas and nays, and such 
application shall be accompanied by a brief statement 
of the reasons, and shall be decided on without debate. 
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Sect. 26. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, 
if the President shall so direct. 

Sect. 27. Any member may-require the division of 
a question, when the sense will admit of it. A motion 
to strike out and insert, shall be deemed indivisible ; but 
a motion to strike out, being lost, shall not preclude 
amendment, or a motion to strike out and insert. 

Sect. 28. No motion or proposition, of a subject 
different from that under consideration, shall be admit- 
ted under color of amendment. ! 

Sect. 29. Motions and Reports may be committed 
or recommitted, at the pleasure of the Council. 

Sect. 30. At every regular meeting of the Council, 
the order of business shall be as follows :— 

1. Papers from the Board of Mayor and Aldermen. 

2. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

3. Communications and Reports from City Officers. 
Presentation of Petitions, Remonstrances, and Memo- 
rials. 

4. Reports of Committees. 

9. Motions, Orders or Resolutions. 

And the above order shall not be departed from but 
by the votes of a majority of the members of the Coun- 
cil present. 

Sect. 31. When a vote is doubted, the members for, 
and against the question, when called on by the Presi- 
dent, shall rise and stand till they are counted. 

secr. 32. All questions relating to priority of busi- 
ness to be acted upon, shall be decided without debate. 

Sxct. 383. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different Committees are proposed, the 
question shall be taken in the following order :— ° 

A Standing Committee of the Council ; 

A Select Committee of the Council ; 
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A Joint Standing Committee ; 

A Joint Select Committee. ; 

Srcr. 34. The seats.of the members of the Council 
shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the Council, by drawing the names of mem- 
bers, and the numbers of the seats, simultaneously; and 
each member shall be entitled for the year, to the seat. 
bearing the number so drawn against his name; and ~ 
shall not change it except by permission of the Presi- 
dent. 

Srct. 35. No member shall call another member by 
his name, in debate, but may allude to him by any in- 
telligible and respectful designation. 

Sect. 36. If the reading of any paper is called for, 
and any member objects thereto, it shall be decided by 
the Council. | 

Sect. 37. No rule or order of the Council shall be 
dispensed with, altered or repealed, unless two-thirds 
of the members present consent thereto. 


Petitions, Memorials, &c. 


Secr. 38. All papers addressed to the Council, shall 
be presented by the President, or a member in his 
place, and shall be read by the President, Clerk, or 
such other person as the President may request; and 
shall be taken up in the order in which they are pre- 
sented, except when the Council shall otherwise deter- 
mine; provided, that the reading of petitions, memori- 
als, remonstrances, and papers of a like nature, shall in : 
all instances be dispensed with, unless specially ordered : 
by the Council. 
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Powers and Duties of Commiitees, &c. 


Sect. 389. The rules of proceeding in the Council, 
shall be observed in Committee of the Whole, so far as 
they are applicable, excepting the rule limiting the 
times of speaking; but no member shall speak twice 
upon any question, until every member choosing to 
speak, has spoken. A motion to rise, report progress 
and ask leave to sit again, shall be first in order, and 
shall be decided without debate. 

Secr. 40. A Standing Committee on Elections and 
Returns, shall be appointed at the commencement of 
the municipal year, and shall consist of five members. 

Srcr. 41. No Committee shall sit during the ses- 
sions of the Council, without special leave. 

Sxct. 42. All Committees of the Council, chosen by 
ballot, or consisting of one or more from each ward, 
shall be notified of their first meeting by the Clerk, by 
the direction of the President; they shall organize at 
their first meeting, by the choice of a Chairman, and 
shall report the same to the Council; and members on 
the part of the Council, of Joint Committees, chosen as 
aforesaid, shall choose a Chairman at their first meet- 
ing, and report to the Council in like manner. 

In all cases where the President appoints a Commit- 
tee, unless otherwise provided for, the member first 
named shall be Chairman, and in his absence the mem- 
ber next in order, who shall be present, shall be Chair- 
man pro tempore. 

Sxct. 43. All Select Committees of the Council shall 
consist of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

Sect. 44. No Report of any Committee shall be en- 
titled to be received, unless agreed to in Committee 
assembled. 
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Srcr. 45. No meeting of any Committee shall be 
called upon less notice than twenty-four hours. 


Secr. 46. It shall be the duty of all Standing Com- _ 


mittees, to keep record of their doings, in books pro- 
vided by the City for that purpose. 

Secr. 47. Committees of the Council, to whom any 
matter is specially referred, may be required to report 
within four weeks, or ask for further time. 


Ordinances, Orders, &c. 


Sect. 48. All Ordinances, Orders and Resolutions 
shall have two several readings, before they are finally 
passed; and no Ordinance, Order or Resolution, impos- 
ing penalties, or authorizing the expenditure of money, 
whether the same may have been appropriated or not— 
and no Order or Resolution authorizing a loan, shall 
have more than one reading on the same day; provided, 
however, that nothing herein contained shall prevent 
the passage of an Order at any meeting of the Council, 
to authorize the printing of any document incase to 
the affairs of the City. | 


Elections, §c. 

Sect. 49. In all elections by ballot on the part of 
the Council, the number of blanks and ballots for 
ineligible persons, shall be reported, but shall not be 
counted in the returns. 

Sect. 50. All salary officers shall be voted for by 
written ballots. 


Duties of Clerks, §c. | 
Secr. 51. The Clerk shall keep minutes of the votes 


and proceedings of the Council, enter thereon such or- — 


ders and resolutions, as are adopted, by their title or 
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otherwise,—shall notice Reports, Petitions, Memorials 
and other papers which are presented,—and shall enter 
all accepted Reports of Select Committees of the Coun- 
cil, at length in a separate journal, to be kept for that 


_ purpose, and provided with an index,—shall draw up 


all messages to the Mayor and Aldermen, and send 
them by the Messenger, and shall attend the meetings 
of Committees of the Council, and make their records 
when. required. 

Sect. 52. The members of the Council shall not 
leave their places on adjournment, until the President 
shall declare the Council adjourned.

No operator is permitted to sleep during his watch, unless ex- 
pressly relieved by some one else. 

Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for any omis- 
sions or mistakes that may occur at the Central Office during his 
hour of duty.

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each alarm, and 
of the District and Station from whence it originates. 

Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office from the Signal Sta- 
tions or Boxes by turning the crank in the Box. The Police, Watch, 
and a person resident near each Box, have each a key to the 
Boxes. | 

Alarms are usually given in less than a minute from the time the 
crank is turned in any Box, which is done in accordance with the 
following directions :— 


DIRECTIONS TO THOSE WHO HOLD SIGNAL KEYS. 


1. Ifa fire is discovered in your Vicinity go to the nearest box in 
the District. 


2. ‘Turn the crank twenty-five times, rather fast at first, then quite 
slowly at last. If convenient, wait at the box so as to direct the 
Firemen where to go. 


3. Ifyou hear no reply at the box, or on the bells, turn again. 
If still no reply, go to another box in the District. 


4. The Watch upon hearing the bells, will spring their rattles 
and call the number of the District. 


The alarms will be given from the Central Station by striking the 
number of the District on the bells, and tapping the number of the 
Station in the boxes. 


CAUTIONS. 
1. Be sure that your box is locked before leaving it. 


2. Never open the box or touch the apparatus except in case 
of fire. 


3. Never let the key go out of your possession, unless called for 
by the City Authorities.

REGULATIONS. 


LAWS. 


SEcTIoN 1. All vessels in the upper harbor are to anchor according to the 
directions of the Harbor-master. 

SEcTION 2. All vessels in the upper harbor, not intended to be hauled into 
some wharf immediately, must anchor below the range of India Wharf, and the 
easterly point of East Boston, either on the notrh or south side of the channel, 
designated by the following marks, viz.: on the south by the tall steeple in Han- 
over street, in range with the Granite block on Long Wharf, and on the North by 
Long Island Light, in range with the half moon battery on Governor’s Island. 

SEcTIoNn 3. The master, commander, or owners of vessels, shall, as soon as 
practicable, after having hauled to the end of any wharf that extends to the chan- 
nel in said harbor, cause her lower yards to be cock billed, and her topesail yard to 
be braced fore and aft, and her jibeboom to be rigged in, and the yards and jib- 
boom shall be kept so arranged, while such vessel lies at the end of the wharf, as 
aforesaid, and until she is preparing immediately to leave her berth. 

Section 4. All vessels found lying in the stream, not anchored according to 
the regulations, and not having a sufficient crew to move them, will be moved by 
the Harbor-master at the vessel’s expense. 

Section 5. No person shall throw or deposit in said harbor, or any part 
thereof, any stones, gravel, ballast, cinders, ashes, dirt, mud, or other substances, 
which may, in any respect, tend to injure the navigation thereof. 

Sxction 6. No warp or line shall be passed-across the.mouth of any slip, for 
the purpose of hauling any vessel by the said slip, before the vessel shall be within 
one hundred feet of said slip, if the owners or occupants thereof object, unless the 
Harbor master may think it necessary. 
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Section 7. All vessels at anchor in the harbor of Boston, shall keep an 
anchor-watch at all times, and shall keep a clear and distinct light suspended at 
least six feet above the deck, during the night, and whenever the provisions of 
this section shall be violated on board any vessel, the master or owners shall be 
liable to a penalty of not more than twenty dollars, to be recovered in the manner 
provided in the Act to which this is in addition, and shall be held liable to pay all 
damaves that may be occasioned by such violence. 

Under no circumstances whatever are vessels permitted to anchor in the track 
of the ferry boats, or in Four Point Channel. 


An Act in addition to an Act to establish Regulations concerning the Harbor of Boston, 


Section 1. The Harbor-Master shall have authority to regulate the anchorage 
of all vessels in the upper harbor of Boston, and when necessary, to order the re- 
moval of such vessels, and to cause the same to be removed in obedience to such 
order, at the expense of the master or owners thereof; and if any person shall 
obstruct said Harbor-master in the performance of any of his duties, as prescribed 
by this Act, or by the Act to which this is in addition, or shall neglect or refuse to 
obey any lawful order made by said Harbor master, he shall be liable to a penalty 
not exceeding fifty dollars for each offence.

PRELIMINARY REMARKS. 


During thirty municipal years, one being but eight months, when 
the time of the City election was changed in 1825, one hundred and 
twenty-one citizens have served as Aldermen, forty-two have deceas- 
ed, two while in office. Of this number, forty-nine have served one 
year ; forty-two, two years ; fourteen, three years ; seven, four years ; 
six, five years; three, six years; one, eight years; one eleven years. 


Seven hundred and twelve citizens have served in the Common 
Council since 1822. Of whom one hundred and fifty are deceased, 
seven while in office. Fifty-three have represented two wards, and 
two citizens have represented three wards,

MAYORS. 


The election of Mayor for 1845, was more warmly contested than 
on any former year. ‘There were not less than eight several ballot- 
ings by the citizens. At the eighth trial, on the 21st of February, 
Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

In the meantime, from January to February 27, 1845, William 
Parker, one of the Aldermen, having been elected Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, performed the duties of Mayor. 

On the 6th of October, Thomas A. Davis, being in declining health 
resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, however, was not 
accepted by the City Council, and on the 22d of November he died, 
being the first Mayor who has died in office, since the organization of 
the City Government in 1822. 

On the 11th of December, Josiah Quincy, jr., was elected Mayor, 
by the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1840. 

Bensen Leavitt, one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Chairman 
of the Board in the interval between the death of Mr. Davis and the 
election of Mr. Quincy. 

In 1851, Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an Alder- 
man of the City, was afterwards chosen Mayor. 


At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, he — 


resigned as an Alderman and accepted the office of Mayor. 

The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through three bal- 
lotings, from December 12, 18538, to January 9, 1854. In the mean- 
time the duties of Mayor were performed by Benjamin L. Allen, 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen.

Nathaniel P. Russell, Daniel Baxter, Joseph H. Dorr, re-elected, 
and Thomas B. Wales and Redford Webster, elected 1825, declined. 

George Blake, re-elected for 1826, declined. 

John Stevens, elected for 1832, died prior to the organization. 

James Savage, elected for 1834, declined. 

William Parker, elected for 1845, resigned. 

George E. Head, elected for 1848, resigned—haying been chosen 
one of the principal Assessors. 

In 18538, Lyman Perry, Esq., who had been duly elected an Alder- 
_ man, died before his qualification. 

At the Municipal Election in 1852, nine Aldermen had a majority 
of ballots—but, in accordance with the statute, the eight who had the 
highest number of votes were declared elected.

William Bowes Bradford, Ward 3, elected 1822, did not qualify 
himself, declining to be sworn, there being then no provision for 
affirmation, except for Quakers. 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 6, elected for 1827, declined. 

Henry D. Gray, and Isaac Harris, Ward 1; Eleazer Howard, 
Ward 2, and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected for 1828, also 
Holmes Hinckley, Ward 11, for 1845, declined prior to the organiza- 
tion. 

Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Bowles, Ward 3, re-elected for 1838, declined. 

The Junior of George Morey, omitted 1829. 

Asa Adams, Ward 3, took the intermediate name of Perry, 1830. 

The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln, omitted 1851. 

Washington P. Gragg, Ward 4, spelt Gregg since 1836. 

Ezra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, and was elected 
Superintendent of Health. 

There have been six successfully contested Elections. 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 6, on the ground that “closing the poll before the hour at 
which the voters were notified it would be closed, was a violation of 
the rights of the voters.” 

The second, May 7, 1855, vacated the seats of the members of 
Ward 3, who were returned as having been elected at an adjourned 
meeting, December 11, 1834, on the ground of irregular proceeding 
to render the whole number of votes certain by taking the highest 
number of votes for candidates on each opposing ticket ; adjournment 
of the meeting by the sole authority of the Warden, and other irregu- 
larities at the annual election, December 8. 

22 
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The third case, March 7, 1839, vacated the seats of three members 
of Ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal ihe sufficient 
to effect the choice, voted at the polls. 

The fourth, February 9, 1843, vacated the seats of three members 
from Ward : returned as elected at the adjourned meeting, Decem- 
ber 14, on the ground that four votes for non-resident candidates, 
(after having been first thrown out by the Ward officers,) *were 
counted at the annual election, December 12, thereby preventing the 
choice of two other candidates, who, by excluding the said four votes, 
were by the decision of the Council, declared elected, leaving one 
vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two members 
from Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting which was illegally held. At the subsequent trial the same 
members were again returned to the Common Council. 

The sixth, January 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three members 
from Ward Gj on the eround that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting which was illegally held. 

The seventh, in accordance with the report of the Committee on 
Elections, vacated the seats of three members from Ward 11, on the 
ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had no right to issue warrants 
for election of members of the Common Council, after the annual 
Election, and before the organization of the Government elect. But 
inasmuch as the elections in question were conducted bona fide, and 
no other informality was apparent, and as this custom of supple- 
mentary elections had been in vogue for twenty years, the members 
thus elected were by the vote of the Common Council declared enti- 
tled to their seats. The passage of the Plurality Law, of 1854, will 
remedy most of these cases for the future.

Your Committee have carefully examined the Rules 
and Orders of the last City Council, and recommend 
that they be adopted as the Rules and Orders of this 
City Council, with the following amendments in the 
first section—add at the bottom of the first page :—“ A 
Committee on Streets, to consist of three members of 
the Board of Mayor and Aldermen, and five members 
of the Common Council.’”’ Also in same section, on the 
oth page, ninth line from the top, after the word City, . 
“of less than five hundred dollars.”

Sect. 8. In all contracts or expenditures to be made 
under the authority of the City Council, whenever the 
estimates shall exceed the appropriations specially made 
therefor, or whenever any committee shall have ex- 
pended the sum specially appropriated for their use, in 
the order of appropriation for the year, and in either 
case shall require a further sum; it shall be the duty 
of such Committee having such matter in charge, to 
submit the fact to the City Council for instructions, 
accompanied with a detailed statement of the cause or 
causes which have created the necessity for such appli- 
cation, and the object for which the same are needed. 
And no contract shall be made, or expenditure author- 
ized in either case, unless by a specific vote of the City 
Council first making the necessary provision for the 
payment, resulting therefrom, and no debt shall be 
created, or transfer from one specific appropriation to 
another be made, until such report or statement shall 
have been submitted to the City Council, by the Com- 
mittee requiring the same.

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REPORT, 


To His Honor the Mayor, the Board of Aldermen, and 
the Common Council. 


The undersigned respectfully submits his Annual 
Report in compliance with the Ordinance, passed June 
23d, 1852. | 

Lhe Police Department under its present organiza- 
tion, consists of two Deputies, one of which is associa- 
ted with me in the Office, and officiates in my absence ; 
the other has charge of that part of the Internal 
Health Department connected with this Office, receives 
money for licenses for hackney carriages, wagons, 
&c., &c., and pays it to the City Treasurer, grants 
permits for building, &c., &c. 

There are four Officers who have special duties 
assigned them, viz: 

A Clerk of Police, who has the care of all the books 
and keeps a record of every thing reported at the Of- 
fice, makes out the pay rolls, takes receipts for all 
goods returned to their owners, at the specified valu- 
ation. He calls the roll twice each day, at 8 A. M., 
and 2 P. M., through the year. 

A Superintendent of Hackney Carriages, who keeps 
a record of all owners and drivers, with the number of 
all Cabs, Carriages and Omnibusses, and sees that the 
Rules and Ordinances of the City in relation thereto 
are observed. 

A Superintendent of Trucks, Carriages and Carts, 
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whose duty is similar to that of the Superintendent of 
Carriages. 

An Officer to look after Intelligence Offices and 
dealers in second hand articles; in relation to the for- 
mer, it is his duty to examine into all complaints which 
may be made against them, and to guard against abuses 
which not unfrequently occur in large cities. In re- 
gard to the latter, it is his duty to see that they do not 
become receivers of stolen goods, and that they make 
no purchases from children of either sex. He is spe- 
cially authorized by the Mayor and Aldermen to ex- 
amine at all times the books of these Offices, that the 
Ordinances in relation to them may be observed. 

Three Officers are stationed at the Office, ready to 
answer all calls made at the Police Office at all hours 
of the day. 

The Police force consists of 47 men, who have dis- 
tricts assigned them throughout the City, and it is 
their duty to protect the persons, and guard the prop- 
erty of the citizens to the extent of their ability, and 
to see that the laws and ordinances of the City are 
observed and obeyed. They report at 8 A. M. and 
2 P.M., each day at the Office, and at these periods 
receive such instructions as may be considered neces- 
sary to communicate to them. 

Two Officers are stationed at the East Boston Ferry 
at the request of the Ferry Company, who pay for 
their services. 

Two Officers are also stationed at the British Steam 
Ships at East Boston, who also pay for their services. 

The average time of duty for the Police force is 
twelve hours; they receive $2 per day. 

Their time of duty commences throughout the year 
at 8 A. M., and ends for four months ending March 
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Ist, at 7 P.M. For the months of March, April, Sep- 
tember and October, at 8 P. M. 
For four months ending September Ist, at 9 P. M.

minors. 
_ During the early part of summer it was found that 
very frequent robberies were committed on board ves- 
sels while laying in the harbor, as well as at the 
wharves; the frequency, boldness and daring which 
characterized these outrages, became somewhat alarm- 
ing. On the twenty-third of July, under the direction 
of His Honor the Mayor, a “ Harbor Police” was es- 
tablished, who were directed to patrol the wharves, 
scour the harbor, and to ferret out, if possible, this 
band of desperadoes. The success of the enterprise was 
most triumphant; during the first week of its organi- 
zation, Capt. William B. Tarleton, under whose com- 
mand this force was placed, captured in an open boat 
two of the ringleaders of this infamous band, after a 
most desperate resistance, in which revolvers were 
freely used, fortunately without effect. The capture 
of these two men led to the arrest of an accomplice the 
day following ; upon their persons and at their resi- 
dence was found several gold watches, several hundred 
dollars in money and a lot of clothing, the greater part 
of which was identified as having been stolen from 
vessels in the harbor. 

Capt. Tarleton is deserving of great credit for his 
bold and daring conduct, his cool intrepid courage, in 
breaking up this lawless band of marauders.

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ADDRESS. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE Crty CouncIL:— 


Having been selected by our fellow citizens to act in 
various capacities in the public service, the first inquiry 
that naturally presents itself, is to ascertain the precise 
nature and extent of our duties, and then proceed to the 
discharge of them, with discretion, energy and firmness 
of purpose. 

In assuming a position so entirely new, beset with 
eares and perplexities, unlike those to which I have been 
accustomed, your indulgence and earnest co-operation 
will be the more necessary, that we may all be enabled 
to meet the just expectations of those who have confided 
their highest civil interests to our hands. 

It is not my province to comment upon the official 
labors of our predecessors, beyond the general proposi- 
tion, that each successive City Council, from the com- 
mencement of the present form of municipal organiza- . 
tion, has embraced men of distinguished ability, whose 
endeavors to advance the prosperity of Boston, illustrates 
the pages of its history. 

We are now to take upon ourselves the responsibilities 
from which they have been relieved, and I shall proceed 
without further preliminary remarks, to the consideration 
of those subjects which will hereafter, in some measure, 
become prominent topics for deliberation. 
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It is admitted that a debt of imposing magnitude rests 
upon our City, but from the repeated representations of 
those who are presumed to be acquainted with all its 
bearings, I am led to believe that the burden may be 
easily borne, and without any serious embarrassment, by 
a cautious and exact system of management. Neverthe- 
less sound policy dictates that such a course of prudent 
measures should be adopted at the beginning of our 
stewardship, as shall tend to diminish, rather than to add 
to its weight. 

From some cause or combination of circumstances, the 
taxes have been gradually increasing, and the fact cannot 
be concealed, that an anxiety is generally manifested to 
understand how it happens, while the population and 
revenues of the City have been steadily augmenting. 
We must make the effort to keep the annual expendi- 
tures within the income, to meet the reasonable expecta- 
tions of our constituents. A strict and inflexible plan of 


accountability, as applicable to each and every disbursing - 


officer, where any imperfection is discoverable in that 
respect, should be forthwith instituted. 

Every individual who gives his time exclusively to the 
City, deserves a proper recompense, proportioned always 
to his position and the qualifications required. Compe- 
tent persons in every instance, should be impartially se- 
lected, and then well supported. There is infinitely 
more lost, than saved, by not offering in connection with 
an office, sufficient emolument to command the best 
talents and preparation for all places in the gift of the 
City. Neither proxies or supernumeraries are required. 
The appropriate functions of every office must be dis- 
charged by the incumbent, himself. 

There are several subjects of a special nature, inti- 
mately interwoven with the future prospects and devel- 
opments of Boston, which this opportunity is favorable 
for presenting. 
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I, THE PUBLIC LANDS. 


It has been fearlessly asserted by gentlemen whose 
opinions are entitled to marked respect, that the prices 
at which the City have held the public lands, have uni- 
formly ranged above their true marketable value. 

This circumstance, according to their theory, has led 
to the improvement of all the neighboring towns, while 
extensive tracts in the southern section of the City, still 
remain unimproved, and consequently unproductive. 

There is no impropriety in holding out such induce- 
ments to those wishing to become purchasers, as are cal- 
culated to inspire them with confidence,—carefully guard- 
ing against the grasping aspirations of mere speculators. 
A large population have accommodated themselves just 
upon the borders of the City, who doubtless would have 
preferred to remain in town. While all their business 
relations and transactions are in Boston, they contribute 
but sparingly and indirectly towards the support of those 
facilities by which they accumulate fortunes. | 

It is not essential that more than one per cent. of the 
purchase money be paid down. Enterprising men with 
limited means, are prevented from entering into nego- 
tiations for land on account of being unable to build, 
after making a payment of ten per cent., which not un- 
frequently absorbs all the ready money at their control. 
By the erection of structures of a stipulated character, 
and dimensions, the security would be ample, when the 
deed was given. 

By pursuing an entirely new and liberal policy, equally 
secure and more advantageous to the City, 1 am per- 
suaded that extensive sales would follow, and a gratify- 
ing impulse be given, where there is nothing now but a 
wide waste of neglected territory.

Give the purchaser of City lots an opportunity to 
thrive, by asking of him an interest upon his purchase of 
five per cent. only per annum, and the public lands will 
find a ready sale. Under such auspices, the amounts ac- 
cruing from interest and taxable property thus brought 
into being, would soon commence flowing steadily and 
uninterruptedly into the treasury, from sources heretofore 
contemplated, never fully realized. 

All the public lands are exceedingly valuable, if prop- 
erly cared for by the City Government aided by the 
counsel of the Land Commissioners. They have in past 
times been triumphantly referred to as a choice reserved 
fund for ultimately cancelling a debt of millions, by the 
easiest imaginable process. Still, the debt has been un- 
interruptedly enlarging, while the annual sales seem not 
to have been appropriated in a manner to be viewed as a 
relief. Proceed in the same manner a few years longer, 
and a well grounded apprehension may be entertained, 


that a magnificent property is in absolute danger of being 


frittered away, without essentially contributing to the 
specific object for which it has been held in reserve. 

I trust it will be pardonable in me to dwell thus forci- 
bly upon a subject that is of immense importance to the 
welfare of Boston. 

At the South Bay, the outlay has been quite large, to 
prepare the land for occupancy, without actually finish- 
ing any part of the contemplated improvements. If it 
shall be deemed wise that measures be immediately 
adopted for completing the wharves, which I regard as 
the first proper step, 1 shall recommend that they be 
forthwith leased at auction for periods of from five to ten 
years, subject to taxation, and thus opening another pros- 
pect of revenue. At the expiration of such leases the 
property would return to the City with enhanced value. 
Another effect of these improvements, would be to ex- 
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tend population in that direction, where there are now 
neither shops, dwellings, nor conveniences of any descrip- 


~ tion. 


Past experience proves that it is not best to drive hard 
bargains with those desiring to become customers. On 
the contrary, a reasonable extension of encouragement 
stimulates to industry, and directly contributes to the 
advantage of the whole community. | 

A misunderstanding between the contractor for filling 
the South Basin and the City Authorities, has very un- 
fortunately brought about a suspension of the work. If 
thus left, incomplete, all that has been paid in further- 
ance of the undertaking, is unprofitably expended. City 
litigations rarely terminate very satisfactorily, and when 
a citizen constitutes one of the parties, they should, if 
possible, be avoided. 

Measures having been already taken with a view to 
the removal of the public institutions at South Boston, 
to some other place, a large and eligible section of land 
is prospectively presented for residences, and it will de- 
volve upon the City Council to take action in reference 
to that matter. 

In June last, the commissioners on Boston Harbor, in 
behalf of the Commonwealth, made a proposal to the 
late City Government, the acceptance of which would 
have added nearly eleven acres to the west of the Public 
Garden. JI understand the conditions to be altogether 
favorable in the new form in which they may hereafter 
be presented. | 

From the proximity of the Back Bay to the most val- 
uable part of the City, it would be gratifying to have the 
whole of it within our jurisdiction. As a measure of pro- 
gress, I respectfully suggest that it might be well to ap- 
ply to the Legislature, the present session, to mature a 
plan for laying it out to conform to the general scheme 


Pas — 
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for beautifying and adorning the public grounds in that 
Vicinity. 

Streets and squares are to be multiplied with the 
growth of the City, while those in use, cannot with any 
show of propriety be diminished in number, while the 
public health is held to be the first element of prosperity. 

IT am bold to declare my conviction that a sale of the 
Public Garden would be a calamity. While other cities 
at home and abroad are striving to open extensive grounds 
for thé express purpose of giving stability to the publie 
health, it would redound to our lasting misfortune, in a 
sanitary point of view, to dispose of that most charming 
spot, the delight of a large proportion of the citizens, at 
least, and certainly the admiration of all intelligent stran- 
gers of taste. There is no immediate necessity for doing 
so; and as the value of the property is losing nothing by 
being at rest, we should be satisfied to leave it to our 
successors a century hence, to determine what disposition 
shall be made of the rarest gem, next to the Common, in. 
the possession of any municipality in the United States. 


II. PUBLIC STREETS. 


No feasible opportunity for widening narrow thorough- 
fares should pass unimproved, in the centres of increasing 
traffic, even if accomplished at a heavy expense. We 
are not to legislate exclusively for this generation, but , 
also for succeeding multitudes, destined to traverse these 
identical streets, hundreds of years to come, and inhale 
the fresh, invigorating, life-preserving air, in the same 
beautiful squares and openings which were provided by 
those who preceded us. Reference, therefore, is to be 
had to the advancing future, rather than confining our- 
selves to the exigencies of to-day. 

Whenever new streets are laid out, a sufficient sewer- 
age, gas and water pipes could at once be permanently 
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placed, with service tubes branching off at right angles 
under the sidewalk, to be paid for pro rata, by builders, 
as they are needed. Thousands upon thousands of dol- 
lars could be thus saved yearly, that are now worse than 
wasted, by the bad practice of frequently tearing up the 
pavements. 

I beg to present for your consideration in this con- 
nection, the expediency of choosing a board, to whom 
may be referred the whole matter of laying out new, 
and widening old and inconveniently narrow streets. 

Boston is in the infancy of its commercial and indus- 
trial greatness. Some of the principal avenues already 
need widening, to accommodate the influx of busy hu- 
manity. Tremont Street is one of them. When Har- 
rison Avenue is continued northerly, Washington Street 
opened into Hanover, and Friend into Union,;—changes 
which another age may achieve, corresponding improve- 
ments may be anticipated in other directions, no less 
beneficial to the moving masses of beings who will 
throng them. 


II. FUTURE PROSPECTS OF THE CITY. 


Through the numerous railroad communications with 
the interior, it is morally certain that the business activ- 
ity vnd wealth of the City will increase many fold in the 
life time of many who are listening to this address. The 
agricultural riches of the far off West, at this moment are 
choking up every line of conveyance, it being impossible 
to transport the continually accumulating products as 
fast as they arrive for transit to the ocean. 

Such being the fact now, what may not be anticipated 
in the next five and twenty years, when the harvests 
of those same productive regions shall be more than 
quadrupled ? 

All this is calculated to enhance the activity of Bos- 
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ton, incalculably beyond any thing belonging to its 
present stirring activity. 

When the Troy and Greenfield Railroad is completed, 
by tunnelling the Hoosac Mountain, the noblest and 
grandest enterprize ever proposed for the glory and 
advancement of the State, a shorter, less elevated and 
more direct route will open to the waving fields beyond 
the Hudson, to swell the commerce of this Metropolis in 
a manner not to be estimated in dollars, all of which 
will be brought about without injuring or interfering 
with any other road or corporation. Even then, with 
the facilities of a new line through northern Massachu- 
setts, there will be more business than all of them can 
do; and Boston must rise in mercantile importance, and 
necessarily extend its maritime relations, to keep pace 
with a sure and unfailing influx of capital, individual 
enterprize and intelligence. 


IV. PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


No relaxation in the plan of public instruction is 
likely to obtain, while entrusted to a committee of en- 
lightened citizens. Let us continue to improve and 
sustain the Schools in that spirit of generosity which 
reflects the highest praise on the wisdom of our fore- 
fathers. 

Instructors of children lead a life of confinement and 
anxiety, for which they deserve no stinted compensation. 
Those in Grammar Schools have had their reasonable 
claims recognized, and why not grant the same boon to 
teachers of the Primary and Intermediate Schools? They 
are quietly toiling in obscure apartments, giving the 
first lessons to their little pupils in virtue, morality and 
useful knowledge. 

A feeling is daily gaining ground, that a High School 
for girls is due to the people, which cannot be readily 


/ 
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winked out of sight. A cogent objection to having one, 
in the minds of those who have reflected upon the sub- 
ject, is this, viz., that no one School can be so located, 
as to accommodate the whole City. Whether there 
shall be a High School for girls, will depend upon you. 
Certain it is that the education of females must corres- 
pond to that of the other sex, or they can be neither 
suitable companions or equals. 

Wherever female education is elevated and thorough, 
men are refined, intelligent and patriotic. Lower the 
standard of female education, and the whole fabric of so- 
ciety will suffer a marked deterioration in manners and 
morality. 

With this sentiment, the whole subject is left for fu- 
ture inquiry and consideration. 


V. PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


Hach and every institution belonging to the City, will 
require a searching examination. If they are judiciously 
conducted, the closer the inspection, the more honorable 
for those in charge of them. ‘Their internal administra- 
tion, discipline and outgoes, together with the fitness of 
those in custody of them, will suffer nothing from official 
scrutiny, where no abuses exist. 

The pauper establishment at Deer Island will come in 
for a share of vigilant oversight. It has been contem- 
plated in the light of a prodigious mistake by some, both 
on account of its unfavorable location, and the enormous 
expenditures attending the erection of the principal edi- 
fice, independent of the cost of a daily maintenance. 
So perfect are the domestic conveniences, and such the 
reputation of that celebrated station, that many strongly 
believe that pauperism, through its agency is actually 
invited to Boston. ‘There is a current impresssion also, 
not to be concealed, that a complicated and unnecessarily 


one 
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expensive supervision exists at Deer Island, which might 
be advantageously simplified. 


VI. WATER AND FIRE DEPARTMENTS, 


Both the Water Works and the Fire Department claim 
your watchful attention. If the price of water can be 
safely reduced to a lower rate, the inhabitants have a 
claim to the favor. A high tariff of prices, beyond the 
pecuniary ability of the mass of consumers, should be 
avoided if practicable. Neither institutions or manufac- 
turing establishments without the limits of the city, 
ought to be furnished with that essential element, to the 
deprivation of the citizens, for whom it was designed. 

No division of sentiment is to be apprehended respect- 
ing the urgency of placing the Fire Department in a 
condition for every emergency. Lofty warehouses are 
multiplying, and improvements, therefore, in apparatus, 
are called to meet the contingencies of conflagrations in a 
different form. - 

Steam fire-engines, if they are found to equal the 
reputation they sustain elsewhere, are needed here. On 
account of the difficulty of concentrating forces at Hast 
Boston, in consequence of the intervention of a ferry, 
that portion of the City should be provided with the best 
and latest invention for subduing fires. 

Boston may safely challenge the world to produce a 
parallel to the Fire Telegraph. Itis a triumph of sci- 
ence, made subservient to man, in giving him timely 
warning to defend himself against the destructive agency 
of fire. It is a glory, too, that the application of elec- 
tricity to a perfect system of fire-alarms, originated in 
the mind of a native born citizen, Dr. William F. 
Channing. 
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VII. CITY CHARTER. 


There are considerations worthy of your investigation, 
touching the expediency of applying to the Legislature 
for some alterations in the charter, having reference to 
municipal improvements and economy. Whenever the 
inhabitants of Boston are authorized to elect aldermen 
by wards, they will be more satisfactorily represented. 
Their duties are arduous, while the service is gratuitous. 
As counsellors of the Mayor, and for actual labor per- 
formed, they place the citizens under peculiar obliga- 
tions. 

Another topic, not to be overlooked, requires legisla- 
tive leave, if it shall be favorably entertained. Were the 
Mayor and Aldermen authorized, discretionarily, to im- 
pose labor on the public works, upon convicts of the 
House of Correction, and thus expose them to the gaze 
of their acquaintances, under circumstances so disgrace- 
ful, it would have a direct tendency to prevent the per- 
petration of crimes. I[epeatedly, the subjects of that 
prison have purposely offended against the laws, for the 
sole object of securing a comfortable residence through 
an inclement season, where they were sure of being fed 
and clothed at the public expense. 


VIII. POLICE AND WATCH. 


The proposition for the re-organization of the police 
and watch has been long agitated. ‘Two distinct bodies 
are alternately guarding the lives and property of the 
citizens, while one is quite sufficient. These two forces 
are at the mercy of the appointing power, liable to in- 
stantaneous dismissal, through prejudice or the gratifi- 
cation of a whim, however meritorious,—and a case 
might occur, when the members of those departments 
would not dare to exercise the inalienable privileges of 
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a freeman at the polls, for fear of calling down the ven- 
geance of the executive. Besides it is unsafe as a prece- 
dent, in a city like Boston, to place several hundred 
men, thus circumstanced, at the free disposal of the chief 
magistrate, who, under some unforeseen combination of 
circumstances, might insult and overawe those whom 
they were appointed to protect. 

To obviate this difficulty, were an independent board 
elected annually by the people, one from each’ of the 
twelve wards, under the name of Commissioners of Police, 
on whom the selection of police officers should devolve, 
subject to the confirmation of the Mayor and Aldermen, 
many embarrassments surrounding the old system, which 
is very objectionable, would at once pass away. ‘This 
would require leave of the Legislature. The chief, the 
principal executive officer of the board, should be nomi- 
nated and confirmed in the customary manner. 

Objections may be arrayed against disturbing an 
ancient and very awkward system, because a few persons 
might possibly lose employment, who have no other reli- 
able income. Those possessing the strongest claims on 
the score of character, efficiency, and experience, could 
not conveniently be spared. 


IX. QUINCY MARKET, 


Allow me to suggest an alteration of the Quincy Mar- 
ket, with a view to a profitable investment and increased 
revenue, without running any pecuniary hazard. By 
elevating the roof, and adding one, if not two additional 
stories, very many excellent apartments could readily be 
prepared for rent, possessing extraordinary facilities, in 
the centre of activity. The second story, by the simple 
construction of flights of stairs, would almost double the 
capacity of the market, in the increase of stalls for the 
sale of fruits and vegetables, and which would possess 
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eminent advantages. If there is no desire to sell the 
property, a safer disposition could hardly be proposed. 


we GUNATICCOHOSPITRAL 


The claims of mercy in behalf of the insane poor at 
South Boston, cannot be delayed much longer, without 
ageravating their melancholy condition. More ample 
accommodations are to be sought in a new edifice, and 
not in their present habitation. 


XI. CITY IMPROVEMENTS. 


All enterprises, however originating, clearly calculated 
to advance the prosperity of Boston, may be safely coun- 
tenanced, when they do not conflict with reserved rights. 
We shall be justified in pursuing a generous course 
towards those who are developing new plans that promise 
good results, without being called upon to surrender a 
single interest. 

Boston cannot safely, it must not, be allowed to stand 
still. If it does not progress, it will inevitably begin to 
exhibit an apathy and the gloomy features of decay. Pro- 
gress 1s the leading doctrine of the day, and I heartily 
subscribe to the principles it inculcates and upholds. 

The Metropolitan Railroad is one of the new things 
presenting itself for consideration and approval. There 
is room enough for a double track in many streets, with- 
out interfering or interrupting ordinary travel. In a 
short time, it would be hailed as an improvement quite 
indispensable to comfort. Avoiding contracted, crowded 
thoroughfares, and permitting the rails to be placed only 
where no inconvenience is to be anticipated, before many 
months, all the theoretical objections brought against that 
easy, cheap mode of conveyance, would die away and be 
forgotten. 
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A modification of the charter of the company is indi- 
cated before any favors are granted. The City cannot, 
and ought not if it could, to relinquish the right to re- 
move the rails at any moment, if they fail to answer 
general expectation, or become a dangerous nuisance. 

Again,—a precaution is necessary to preclude the 
possibility of giving adjacent towns and cities a claim to 
come over the streets of Boston in cars, on a rail track, 
should the City, at some after period, decide to remove 
the rails for valid and well grounded reasons. 


XII. PATRONAGE OF LABOR. 


Thousands of industrious laborers reside in our midst, 
whose straightened circumstances oblige them to seek 
employment under disadvantages. I frankly acknowl- 
edge myself favorable to enterprises in the City, which 
will make labor in demand. The construction of a new, 
beautiful and broad avenue to South Boston, is a cher- 
ished idea in certain quarters. Should it be realized, 
and circumstances warrant the seasonable commence- 
ment, the project will confer a peculiar blessing upon 
out-door laborers, and keep many a family happy and 
comfortably together, whose necessities in a compact 
city,.can hardly be comprehended by the affluent. In 
the employment of mechanics, it is praiseworthy on the 
part of the Heads of Departments, to give out work as 
far as practicable, in the districts where the service may 
be required. Small as the patronage may be, it would 
nevertheless be gratefully received, and often afford im- 
portant relief. 


, XI. ANNEXATION. 

We are frequently hearing of preliminary attempts at 
annexation to Boston, from bordering cities, and uni- 
formiy, the press and the people appear to be thoroughly 
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convinced, that by enlarging the territorial dimensions 
of the City, an impulse would be given to its character 
and influence, not otherwise attainable. 

Without sufficient territory, how can the population 
be increased, commensurate with the ambition of its 
ardent friends? Under these circumstances, it would 
not compromise the dignity of the City Government, I 
conceive, to inquire upon what terms our neighbors 
would be willing to unite their destiny with ours. 


XIV. EXECUTION OF LAWS. 


Among other grave circumstances belonging to our 
new relations, we have individually sworn allegiance to 
this Commonwealth. If any of its laws are oppressive, 
- or contrary to the exercise of the inherent rights and 
privileges of the sovereign people, let them go at once to 
the Legislature in the majesty of their strength, and 
demand a repeal. We have nothing to say or to do, 
respecting the constitutionality or the unconstitutionality 
of any enactments of the General Court. 

It is our unquestionable duty to have them respected 
and executed. In this, however, we are to proceed with 
extreme caution, even when no clouds of doubt surround 
the subject, and never, under any pressure or contin- 
gencies, unadvisedly. 

When one law is disregarded, another may be set 
aside upon the same principle, with equal impunity. 
Thus the bands of civil society would be sundered, and 
reputation, property, and even life, be at the mercy of 
incendiaries, thieves, robbers, and murderers. 

Through a long succession of years, Boston has been 
distinguished for a love of order and good government ; 
and for the honor of the age in which we live, may that 
fair fame be transmitted, unimpaired, to posterity, that 
all the people may exclaim in the fulness of hope,—God 
save the Metropolis of Massachusetts.

The Superintendent of Streets in compliance with 
the 4th Section of the Ordinance concerning Streets, 
dated September 30th, 1850, has the honor to submit 
the annual report of the expenditures of the Paving 
Department during the year 1853, and the financial 
year 1853-54, to the 1st of January, 1854. 

The present Superintendent of Streets entered upon 
the discharge of the duties of his office.in May last. 
The bills for work done for the Paving Department up 
to the 25th of May last were certified to by Col. Thos.

The amount charged for grade damages, as allowed 
by the Committee on Paving, it will be seen, amounts 
to $15,478 40, and there was paid in addition to this 
amount for damages, in consequence of the change of 
grades of streets during the five months ending June 
Ist, 1853, as follows:—Church Street, $2,800; Old 
Harbor Street, $554 42; Webster Street, $50—Total 
amount during the year, $18,882 82. With the ex- 
ception of $700, the whole amount was for damages 
incurred in 1852. In addition to the amount charged 
for grade damages, orders have been passed and drafts 
drawn on the Treasury, chargeable to the appropria- 
tion for Paving, &c., to pay damages for changing the 
“grade of Church Street, amounting to $5,950; Old 
Harbor Street, $1000; Commercial Street, $25. To- 
tal, $6,975, which was incurred in 1852. In the final 
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report of the Committee on Paving, of 1853, to the 
Board of Mayor and Aldermen, dated December 19th, 
it says:—‘ The amount appropriated for the Paving 
department for the present year, was $180,000. When 
asking for this amount, the large damages incurred by 
the Committee on Paving of last year, were not known 
to the present committee, and were not included in this . 
appropriation, but have been paid from it.”

The amount expended for sidewalks comes back to 
the City Treasury, but not to the appropriation for 
paving, &c. The paving department is merely credited 
with having paid the amount into the Treasury. 

In the Auditor’s estimate of April, 1853, of the in- 
come of the present financial year, it was estimated that 
there would be paid in, on account of the Paving de- 
partment, §2,500. This estimate, I understand, was 
made by the then Superintendent of Streets. It will be . 
seen that the amount already paid into the City Treas- 
ury, exceeds that sum $5,810 23, and at the end of the 
year will probably exceed it $10,000. 


The Superintendent of Streets, in presenting his 
annual report, would most respectfully ask the atten- — 
tion of the City Council to the injury done, especially 
to the paved streets of the City, by very many of those 
who enter the common sewers. There are those who 
break open the streets under the authority of the per- 
mits granted to them, with perfect recklessness, and 
with all the diligence of the efficient Superintendent of 
Sewers and Drains, it is impossible to have the streets 
repaired as they should be, even after several attempts 
being made to do so by those who opened them, in 
consequence of the non-employment of competent per- 
sons to perform the work. ‘The persons who have their 
work done in this manner, consider it of no conse- 
quence how the street is left, so long as they have en- 
tered the sewer. ‘he streets belong to the City, say. 
they, and the City will see that the pavement is repair- 
ed. I would respectfully suggest whether it would not 
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be for the interest of the City, as well as for the citi- 
zens at large, to have certain persons authorized by the 
Superintendent of Sewers and Drains, to enter the com- 
mon sewers, and the rates to be paid by the citizens, 
should be fair and reasonable, and the persons so per. 
forming the work should be held for its faithful per- 
formance. 

The paved streets are also much injured by being so 
often necessarily ‘opened by the gas companies, and 
those having charge of the Water Works; but the 
parties having charge of the respective works, have 
had all defects caused by them, generally promptly and 
thoroughly repaired, when notified of the fact by the 
Superintendent of Streets. 

The manner in which the streets have been watered 
during the past summer season, needs mentioning. 
Many of the principal thoroughfares have been render- 
ed completely impassable at times to ladies, and very 
bad to all pedestrians, in consequence of the mud cre- 
ated by the large quantities of water thrown upon the 
streets. Besides, the large quantity of fresh water 
thrown upon paved streets, is injurious to the pave- 
ment, as it loosens the gravel and thereby undermines 
the stone. Upon inquiry, I feel satisfied that if the 
streets were watered during the summer season, not ex- 
ceeding three times per day, with salt instead of fresh 
water, it would give better satisfaction, and be of no 
injury to the pavement, as the salt water when it dries 
up, leaves a hard crust upon the top of the gravel, 
which keeps the paving stones firm, and prevents the 
dust from rising. 

Immediately after the late severe snow storm, in con- 
sequence of the carting of the snow from the yards, 
alley-ways, &c. into the streets, many narrow streets 
were made impassable, and quite wide streets made 
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dangerous to travel. The ordinances of the City allow 


the inhabitants to remove the snow from their premises 
into the street; but at the same time requires that it 


shall be levelled down. In default thereof, they are 
liable to pay a fine and costs. This, however, is very 
seldom done. 
It would seem worthy of consideration, whether it 
would not be well to vest the power in the Superinten- 
dent of Streets, of granting permission to empty snow 
into the streets, whenever it would not be dangerous to 
travel; and without such permit, no person should be 
allowed to remove snow into the street, from any yard 
or alley-way.

In the amount expended for the abatement of nui- 
sances, it will be observed that of the amount, say 
$6,053 386 charged to Internal Health Department, 
$2,925 73 was expended by the Superintendent of 
Sewers and Drains, and the same charged to Internal 
Health Appropriation, and I would most respectfully 
suggest to the Council, whether it would not be advisa- 
ble to have all moneys expended for the construction 
of sewers and drains, charged to the appropriation 
for sewers and drains, thereby showing the full amount 
expended in that Department. For a concurrence in 
the above opinion, I would refer you to the Report of 
City Auditor, April, 1853, page 48. 

I would also. recommend toe, the City Council, the 
expediency of selling at private sale or otherwise, the 
nine large Wagons for conveying house offal out of the 
City, as the same have not been used sine¢é the con- 
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struction of the railroad on South City Lands, for the 
purpose of filling in the same, and unless they are put 
to some use, soon must become worthless. 

There is run at the expense of this department, a 
two wheeled carriage, for the purpose of conveying lu- 
natics, paupers and prisoners, to and from the different 
Institutions, and to and from the Jail, from only one of 
which is any payment made to the credit of this de- 
partment, viz, the House of Industry. It will be seen 
that but a small portion of the expenses is paid for 
running this carriage, and I would respectfully call the 
attention of the Council to’the expediency of running 
the above wholly at the expense of this Department.

JAIL. 


The Inspectors of Prisons, on the seventh day of 
December current, visited and inspected the Jail in 
Boston, and inquired of the prisoners alone in their 
cells, and found them satisfied with their food and 
lodging, and with their treatment by the officers of the - 
prison. 

The Jail, its cells and offices appeared clean, and its 
air comfortably warm and healthful. The kitchen was 
also found by the Inspectors, neat and clean and or- 
derly in its arrangements. 

The health of the prisoners has been generally good 
since the last inspection, but since that time there have 
been three deaths; to wit: William Burns, August 10, 
of delirium tremens; James Nesbit, August 22, of 
same, and James Muney, who died of disease of the 
brain produced by intemperate habits, according to the 
verdict of a Coroner’s Jury. 

The requisitions of law, as regards food, beds, bed- 
ding, fuel, drying of clothes, water for washing and 
drinking, buckets, covers, vaults, shaving and white- 
_ washing, have been complied with. 

The prisoners have had the means of religious in- 
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struction as heretofore. A copy of the Bible, with 
religious tracts and papers, has been given to each one 
of them, by different clergymen. 

The Inspectors were pleased to notice the great Im- 
provements made in the Lock-up, in the prison yard. 
This building, in which are detained the prisoners 
taken up and committed by the Watch during the 
night, has been remodelled and increased to twice its 
original size, and the number of cells have been doubled. 
It is now well lighted, and the ventilation is excellent, 
and the cells comfortable and pleasant. Of these cells, 
two have been specially prepared for the reception of 
prisoners, who from delirium tremens, insanity or any 
other cause, are in danger of injuring themselves against 
naked stone wallseand floors. The walls of these cells 
have been lined throughout with soft leather, which is 
stuffed with cotton and the floor covered with matting 
or bedding, so that none of these unfortunates can be 
injured by beating themselves against the walls, or fall- 
ing on the floor. This has been much needed, and is a 
most humane improvement.

LUNATIC HOSPITAL. 


The Inspectors examined this Institution on the 
fifteenth day of December current. They passed through 
all the Halls and places, and carefully examined them 
and all their unfortunate inmates. These persons were 
comfortably clad and lodged, and were as cleanly in 
their persons as circumstances would allow. ‘Their 
bedding also appeared clean and neat. The kitchen 
also appeared to be in good order, and the bread and 
other food prepared for the inmates appeared to be of 
good quality, and in sufficient quantity; and from the 
return of the Superintendent, it appears that since the 
last inspection, their personal cleanliness has been care- 
fully attended to, and their diet substantial and abund- 
ant, and their individual comfort and well-being in all 
respects has been earnestly and to a good degree suc- 
cessfully sought after.

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HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


The Inspectors visited this Institution on the twenty- 
second day of December current. They examined the 
prisoners in their several working establishments, and 
each separately and apart from their officers. ‘There 
were but very few complaints made; some two or three 
wished for more bread, and one prisoner. in the black- 
smiths shop complained of the quality of his food and 
lodging, but on further inquiry it appears that he was 
in ill health, and that caused his restlessness and want 
of appetite. In other respects all appeared satisfied 
with their treatment. 

The Inspectors visited the dormitories, the hospital, 
kitchen and bakery, and found them clean, well white- 
washed and ventilated; and they are satisfied both 
from inspection and the report of the Master which 
has been returned to them, that the requirements of 
law with regard to these, as also those regarding the 
personal cleanliness and comfort of the prisoners, as 
to bedding, clothing, bathing, &c., have been fulfilled. 
The Inspectors also learn from the above report, that 
the discipline, moral and religious instruction, contin- 
ued as heretofore, and as heretofore reported, and also. 
that the punishments inflicted have been, the depriva- 
tion of occasional rations and being kept in solitary 
cells on. bread and water. 

Since the last inspection there has been erected a 
small building for washing and bathing, for the female 
prisoners and adjoining the workshop. This luxury, 
together with regular employment by them, in making 
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porte monnaies, appears to have added much to their 
comfort and apparent contentment. 

The Library also, which now consists of two hun- 
dred and fifty volumes, appears to be a great means of 
order and contentment throughout the entire Institu- 
tion, and the Inspectors earnestly recommend measures 
for its increase.

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HOUSE OF REFORMATION. 


The Inspectors visited this Institution on the 28th 
day of December current, and found therein seventy- 
five boys, all of whom they questioned apart from their 
Officers, relative to their treatment, and they heard no 
complaints by them worthy of notice. They visited 
the dormitories, and found them whitewashed, clean 
and well aired, and with comfortable bedding, and kept 
as Warm as is consistent with health. ‘They also vis- 
ited the clothes room and kitchen, and found them in 
like good condition. 

The personal appearance of the boys was cleanly, 
comfortable and healthful. They have good food three 
times a day; for breakfast and supper they have choc- 
olate and bread, as much as they want; for dinners 
they have soup, beef, fish, rice, baked beans and pork, 
and bread and vegetables; each day having its allotted 
fare from this variety. 

Since the last report the health of the boys has been 
good, with the exception of a few slight indispositions, 
lasting a day or two. 

As a measure of discipline, the boys are divided into 
four grades, denoted by Nos. 1, 2, 3,4. When a boy 
enters the Institution he is placed in Grade Three; 
but if he behaves ill, he is reduced to Grade Four; but 
if he behaves well he goes up to Two and even to One, 
as the highest point known among them. 

In their work rooms the boys appeared industrious 
and contented. They are mostly engaged in the man- 
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ufacturing of misses shoes, and for the past six months 
they have made 388,859 pairs, for which there has been 
received $571.82. A small part of the boys have been 
employed in knitting socks for the Institution, and 
four of them in the domestic work of the house, and 
all have been fully employed six hours a day. 

The Inspectors examined the boys in their school 
room, in the branches of learning taught there, and 
were well satisfied with their progress. 

Of the whole number since the last inspection, fifty- 
seven have attended to Mental Arithmetic, forty-seven 
to Written Arithmetic, seventy-eight to Geography, 
ten to Grammar and seventy to Writing, and all to 
Reading and Spelling. 

At this season of the year the boys rise at half past 
five o’clock, A. M., and retire at eight, P.M. ‘They 
are in school four hours in the day, and they labor six. 
This leaves them nine and one half hours for sleep, 
and four and a half for incidental duties and recreation. 

The religious exercises and instruction of the boys, 
since the last inspection, have been the same as here- 
tofore; namely, morning and evening devotions and 
Sabbath services, consisting of Sabbath School in the 
morning and a regular religious service by the Chaplain 
in the afternoon.

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HOUSE OF INDUSTRY.

They appeared cleanly and health- 
ful and declared themselves to be well treated. 

All the other inmates had been removed to Deer 
Island, and on the thirty-first day of December, the 
Inspectors ,visited that place also. They found here 
on the day of inspection eighty-six males and eighty 
females. These on being questioned apart from the 
Officers, made no complaints as to their food and 
usage. But afew complained that during storms and 
high winds their sleeping rooms and beds were cold 
and damp. ‘The Superintendent was putting up stoves, 
while we were making our inspection, that would en- 
tirely remedy this difficulty. All the prisoners were 
found in the new building, and they all appeared clean- 
ly, comfortable, and in good health; and the Inspectors 
were satisfied that they were well cared for, and had 
no just complaint, but very abundant cause for grati- 

. tude. 

The Inspectors visited the Bakery, Kitchen and Hos- 
pital, and found them clean, orderly and comfortable ; 
and the quality, quantity and condition of the food of 
the inmates of the Institution were ample and sufficient 
in all respects; and from inspection and the best in-

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formation they could obtain, they are satisfied that 
the requirements of law have been complied with.

REPORT. 


@While Boston was a Town it had been the custom 
for a long period to choose the Selectmen, Surveyors of 
Highways, thereby avoiding all conflict betwcen the 
two bodies. 

When the City Charter was granted and the duties 
of the Selectmen were transferred to the Mayor and 
Aldermen, there was a doubt whether the City Council 
could choose the Mayor and Aldermen, one of its con-. 
current branches, Surveyors of Highways, and three 
of the citizens were chosen by the City Council to 
perform the duties imposed by law upon the Surveyors 
of Highways. This body at once came into conflict 
with the Mayor and Aldermen, and so much trouble 
arose that in 1823, an amendment to the Charter was 
obtained from the Legislature empowering the City 
Council to choose the Mayor and Aldermen, Surveyors 
of Highways. ‘The City Council have uniformly ex- 
ercised the power since that time,—and of course there 
has been no conflict between the two Boards, composed 
of the same individuals. . 

By law the Mayor and Aldermen of Boston are the 
County Commissioners of Suffolk, and also have the 
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power over town ways which belongs to the Selectmen 
of Towns. In these two capacities, until 1852, they 
could lay out and widen Streets at their pleasure, and 
the Common Council could have no control over their 
action. By an Act of the Legislature passed in 1852, 
and accepted by the citizens, the Common Council 
must act in concurrence in all cases where the laying 
out or widening will involve an expense of over $5,000. 
This Act gives to this Board an important check upon 
the action of the Mayor and Aldermen. 

By the present laws and ordinances, the powers and 
duties of the Mayor and Aldermen, and of the Survey- 
ors of Highways, are so intermingled, that in many 
cases it is diffieult to determine the boundaries of eaéh, 
and there is a liability to conflict between the two 
Boards. For instance: the Surveyors of Highways 
can raise or lower the grade of a street, as they shall 
judge expedient, but the Mayor and Aldermen must 
fix the amount of damage to be paid to those aggrieved 
thereby; the Surveyors of Highways may order per- 
sons to pave the sidewalks in front of their land, but 
those so directed can appeal to the Mayor and Alder- 
men; the Mayorand Aldermen may permit the streets 
to be opened for laying down gas pipes and other pur- 
poses, but the Surveyors of Highways must see that 
it is properly paved afterwards. 

Other cases might be cited, but enough has been 
stated to show that if we choose any other persons than 
the Mayor and Aldermen Surveyors of Highways, an 
extensive and careful revision of the Charter and Ordi- 
nances must be made to define the powers and duties 
of the two Boards, and enable them to act without con- 
flicting. But as this matter will properly come before 
the Committee upon the Revision of the Charter, and 
as there is a pressing necessity for the immediate choice

of Surveyors of Highways to enable the work necessary 
to keep our streets in a passable condition, to be 
legally performed, we recommend that for the present 
year the Mayor and Aldermen be chosen Surveyors of 
Highways, hoping that during the year such changes 
may be made in the Charter as will give the popular 
branch of the City Council more control over the large 
expenditures for Streets. 

But your Committee cannot recommend that the 
Council concur in the Order of the Mayor and Alder- 
men to choose the individual members of that Board, 
by ballot, Surveyors of Highways. If so chosen they 
may act as a Committee in private and with closed 
doors. But if we choose the Mayor and Aldermen as 
a Board, then all their action upon the important mat- 
ters of the paving department and the repairs of streets 
must be in public session, where all tax-payers may 
attend, and see how their money is expended. Another 
matter of great practical importance is, that if they are 
chosen as a Board, all their acts will be matter of re- 
cord and will be recorded by the City Clerk, a sworn 
officer, and thus will be admissible as evidence in the 
trial of the numerous suits that arise out of the altera- 
tions of the Streets. If they act as a Committee they 
may either keep no records, or they must be kept by 
one not sworn, and therefore will not be of use as 
evidence, like the records of the City Clerk. 

It has been the custom heretofore: to choose the 
Mayor and Aldermen as a Board, and not by individual 
name. Your Committee therefore recommend the 
adoption of the following Order, which is in the form 
that has commonly been used.

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To the Honorable Mayor and City Council : 


In obedience to a City Ordinance and usage, in rela- 
tion to the Registration of Births, Marriages and Deaths 
the following tabular statements for the year 18538, 
comparisons with past years, and explanatory remarks, 
are presented :— 

Five thousand, five hundred and ninety-six births 
have been registered; namely, 2815 males, and 2781 
females ; children of 1679 American fathers and 1689 
American mothers, of 3788 fathers and 3803 mothers 
of foreign nativity; the birthplaces of 77 fathers and 
52 mothers being unknown. 

The intentions of marriage of three thousand and 
ninety-two couples, one or both parties in every case 
described as residing in Boston, have been entered and 
certificates issued; namely, 1390 male and 13869 fe- 
male Americans, and 1702 males and 1723 females of 
foreign birth. 

Two thousand eight hundred and fifty-five actual re- 
turns of marriages by Clergymen and Magistrates have 
been recorded, the parties, as to origin, being in the 
same proportion. 

Four thousand two hundred and eighty-four deaths 
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have been registered; namely, 2203 males and 2081 
females. As nearly as can be ascertained, 3078 were 
born in the United States, 1345 being children of for- 
eign parents, and 1206 were born in foreign countries. 

The registration of increased numbers, in each de- 
partment, indicates a very decided advance in popula- 
tion over preceding years. 

More extended details will be found in the Tables 
under the several heads. 
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BIRTHS. 


The principal feature of interest in regard to Births, 
the last year, is the very considerable increase. Astonish- 
ing numbers have occurred in some localities which are 
crowded with a foreign population. In several instan- 
ces as many as eight births are recorded as having taken 
place in a single house. The remarkable fruitfulness 
of Foreign, over American Mothers is in striking con- 
trast; while the mortality among the young offspring 
of the former is proportional. 

A case of triplet births occurred in that flourishing 
section, East Boston. ‘Twin births have been about as 
usual. In one instance the second child is recorded, on 
good authority, as having been born two days after its 
mate. 

With his usual industry and enthusiasm, Mr. George 
Adams has acted as Assistant Registrar in this depart- 
ment, and in the following letter and table, tells his 
story :— 


Boston, Jan. 26, 1854. 
To the City Registrar : 


Dear Sir,—For the last five years, ending Dec. 31, 
1853, it has been my pleasant duty to annually report 
to you the number of births in Boston, with the partic- 
ulars required by law. ‘The system so carefully put in 
operation at first, has been uniformly followed up by 
persons experienced in the work ; and the result, this 
year, is as satisfactory as any formerone. ‘The number 
of births this year (5596) is somewhat larger than in 
any former returns. 
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The average yearly increase has been 182; in the 
greatest increase in any year (1853) 288 ; decrease in 
1852, one year only 30. 

At the close of the canvass of the fifth year, I deem it 
proper and a fit occasion to express congratulation upon 
the success which has crowned the work. When the 
collection of these statistics Were determined upon, it 
was regarded by some as an experiment, of doubtful 
expediency, impracticable, useless, &c. Even some of 
its friends entertained fears that the facts would be 
withheld, or that the inquiries to elicit information, ne- 
cessary to render the returns of use, would be offensive. 
Experience has dissipated these fears and views, and the 
measure has proved successful and popular. 

Established thus upon a foundation which must se- 
cure the confidence of all, its continuance should ever 
be maintained with the interest and care necessary from 
the nature of the work and the difficulties which attend 
it. The facts already collected can, and no doubt will 
become more and more valuable, if carefully and tho- 
roughly collected.

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MARRIAGES. 


The many irregularities in regard to banns of mar- 
riage and marriages, occasioned by the peculiarities and 
obscurity of the Massachusetts laws, and differing laws 
and usages of neighboring States are much to be re- 
eretted. 

The following is the construction of the laws of Mas- 
sachusetts as to the duties of Clerks, Clergymen and 
Magistrates in regard to certificates of Intentions of 
Marriages, actual Marriages and the return of the same 
as understood in this office, and regarded generally by 
officiators in‘ Boston and the immediate vicinity. 

If the intended bridegroom and bride reside in the 
same town or city in this State, the Intention is to be 
entered in the office of the Clerk or Registrar of the 
town or city. The Clerk or Registrar records the 
names, ages, birthplaces and parents name of each, and 
the occupation of the male, and issues a certificate ac- 
cordingly. When the parties to a Marriage reside in 
different places in this State, the entry must be made, 
and a certificate procured, from each; but if only one 
of the parties reside in Massachusetts, a certificate from 
the place of his, or her residence, is sufficient to author- 
ize the Marriage. 

If a male be under the age of twenty-one years, or 
the female under the age of eighteen years, no certifi- 
cate can be issued until the consent of the parent or 
guardian is obtained, if there be any in the State. 

Clergymen residing in this State, who have been reg- 
ularly inducted into the Ministry, agreeably to the 
usages of their several denominations, and who continue 
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to exercise the vocation, may marry in any part of the 
State, provided that either the Clergyman, the bride- 
groom or the bride resides at the place of marriage. 
But a Clergyman who resides in Boston cannot legally 
marry in Salem parties who belong in Worcester, and 
Clergymen who reside in other States are not authorized 
to solemnize marriages in this State. Justices of the 
Peace (except, perhaps Justices throughout the Com- 
monwealth) can only marry in the Counties for which 
they are commissioned, and at least one of the parties 
to a Marriage, must be a resident of the same County. 
Before solemnizing a Marriage, the officiator should re- 
ceive the certificates required. ‘The certificates of Mar- 
riage Intentions now issued by Clerks in the form pre- 
scribed and furnished by the Secretary of State, have 
blanks at the bottom for the place, date of Marriage, 
and signature of the Clergyman, and the whole certifi- 
cate or a certified copy is to be returned to the Clerk 
or Registrar of the place where the Marriage is solemn- 
ized, on or before the tenth day of the following month. 

Within the last year the Marriages of minors have not 
been numerous. ‘The greater part of such, are parties 
who have no parent or guardian to object, and) hence 
are strictly legal. In other instances, even if girls of 
15 or 16 years of age, legal consent was given. 

Ié is feared that spurious documents, in regard to 
such consent, or age of parties, are imposed upon this 
office. It is believed the new law on the subject of 
Marriages of minors has but little effect, so long as 
loose usages prevail in other States. On the other hand 
it is a fact, that in this community a much greater pro- 
portion delay Marriages to an advanced period of life. 
Of the first Marriage of males during the last year 409 
were between 30 and 40 years, 42 between 40 and 50 
and 4 over 50 years of age. And of the first Marriages 
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of females 156 were between the ages of 30 and 40, 21 
between 40 and 50, and 4 over 50 years. A sprightly 
widower of 72 from the West has borne away a Boston 
widow of 71 years. In another instance a widower of 
70 has been united to a widow of 60. 

Commendation is due to Clergymen and Magistrates, 
for their general prompt compliance with the law, re-. 
quiring monthly returns of Marriages solemnized. Still 
there is reason to believe, that a large number of Boston 
Marriages in 1853, are not recorded. Of the 8092 
couples who received ‘certificates of Intentions of Mar- 
riage during the year, probably very few remain unmar- 
ried. ‘The recorded Marriages are 2855 which include 
3834 couples whose certificates came from other cities 
and towns. Admitting that as many who entered their 
Intentions in Boston went abroad to be married, which 
is improbable, there would still be a deficiency of be- 
tween two and three hundred. Clergymen or Justices 
of the Peace who receive fees for solemnizing Marriages, 
even if they do not regard laws, or fear a fine for neg- 
lect, surely ought in justice to the parties, and for the 
future benefit of widows and orphans, place the eyi- 
dence on record. 
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DEATHS. 


Without any unusual prevalence of epidemics, eigh- 
teen hundred and fifty-three has been marked by a 
greater mortality than any former year, except eighteen 
hundred and forty-nine, the epoch of cholera in Boston. 
The last twelve months have also been remarkable for 
the demise of many well-known and highly respectable 
individuals. The increased mortality may be accounted 
for, in a great degree, by increase of population. 

The uncertainty of reported causes of death has been 
alluded to in former reports. ‘The returns from funeral 
undertakers and friends of the deceased, of diseases are 
often so indefinite, and improbable, that inquiries are 
repeated with a view of revision. In some instances 
satisfactory answers are obtained; in others it becomes 
necessary to leave the column for the cause of death 
blank in the record. 

It is believed that from ten to twenty per cent. too 
many are reported, and recorded, as dying of consump- 
tion. Itis not to be denied that phthisis is the great 
life-destroyer of our climate; but it is believed by many 
intelligent and professional observers that too much is 
charged to this malady, while scrofula, marasmus—a 
general wasting without pulmonary affection—and dis- 
eases induced by vicious indulgences do not bear their 
true proportion. On this subject the City Inspector of 
the city of New York, in his Report for 1852 justly re- 
marks—“ Consumption, in all bills of mortality that we 
have access to, stands conspicuously forth in its array 
of figures. ‘The mortality from this cause greatly ex- 
ceeds that of any other; in this, however, it is only pur- 
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suing its usual course. It is not at all presumable, 
though, that phthisis as understood, is properly charge- 
able with all included under the term Consumption. It 
has even been found an exceedingly convenient hiding- 
place for a host of ailings that prefer another guise ; 
there’s a prestige about it, and a protecting character in 
its influence, that cause it to be constantly sought, to 
shield others of not such distinctive favor; hence its 
ranks are always crowded, and it would not be surpris- 
ing, upon due investigation if the discovery were made, 
that like ‘ charity,’ it covereth a multitude of sins. 

“'The proportion of those said to have died of this 
malady, to the total mortality, will be found to be elev- 
en and a half per cent., or about one-ninth; there is 
little reason, however, to suppose that this disease in 
this city prevails to this extent. There isno other way, 
though, for this department at present, than to receive 
and record the certificates of death as they purport to 
be. 

‘The undefined character of the returns, attaches no 
responsibility to the city Inspector; and if more minute 
and correct statements are required, the reform must 
commence elsewhere.” 

In New York a formal certificate from a Physician 
or Coroner of the cause of death is required by the City 
Inspector before an interment or removal of a body can 
take place; still it would seem by the above extracts 
that New York statistics are, in this particular, nearly 
as unreliable as our own. 

In regard to the greater mortality and less average of 
human life in Boston than in other parts of the State, 
as seen in the Massachusetts Summary ‘lable of Regis- 
tration for 1852, prepared under the superintendence of 
the Secretary of State it is very properly remarked that 
“It will be observed that the County of Suffolk shows 
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a considerable proportional mortality when compared 
with other Counties. In this connection it must not be 
forgotten that a large number of deaths in the capital 
arise from the great number of sickly immigrants who 
are constantly arriving, and from the great mortality that 
occurs among the young offspring of the same class of 
persons, with which the city of Boston abounds. Nor 
must it be forgotten that many sick and infirm persons 
from all parts of the State resort thither for the benefit 
of the munificent public Institutions with which the 
city is endowed, and others, often as a last hope, for a 
change of medical attendance and systems of treatment. 
Besides these causes, it must be remembered that no 
allowance has been made for the large relative increase 
of population in Suffolk, which has been much greater 
than that in any other County within the Common- 
wealth.” 

It might have been added, that retired Merchants 
and others in advanced age, in very considerable num- 
bers, remove from Boston to close their lives in rural 
residences; a circumstance favorable to the apparent 
longevity of the Country over the Metropolis.

During the year about fifty interments have occurred 
in the City proper of persons who died abroad, their 
family tombs being here. 

On the other hand a much larger number have been, 
or soon will be, removed to rural cemeteries. 

Notwithstanding the increased number of deaths, 
the number of City Interments have diminished, show- 
ing the continued interest taken by the citizens in pro- 
viding family burial places abroad. 
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The present Ordinances of the City, in regard to 
burials, are substantially the same as they were many 
years ago, when intramural interments were common 
and removals unfrequent. Although the present sys- 
tem has generally worked well, it is the opinion of 
some that an important change ought to be made, so 
that Undertakers, instead of the City, shall provide 
funeral cars. ‘This subject will probably be brought 
before the City Council for consideration. 

The undersigned, in submitting a Fifth Annual Re- 
port, desires to express to the City Government his 
gratitude for the interest and indulgence extended to 
his imperfect endeavors to promote a useful system of 
Registration. The embarrassments and discourage- 
ments have been many. The labors have been ardu- 
ous; requiring much more service than he has been 
able to accomplish in the prescribed office hours. 

The undersigned bears cheerful testimony to the 
faithfulness and efficiency of William Palfrey, Esq., as 
Permanent Clerk in this Office, and to valuable occa- 
sional aid of Messrs. Abraham W. Blanchard, Elisha 
Vinton and Calvin Whiting. 

It is also due to the Funeral Undertakers to state 
that their general and intelligent co-operation in re- 
porting full particulars of deaths is regarded with much 
satisfaction.

To the City Council: 

The Committee on Paving and Repairs of Streets, 
having been notified by the Auditor of Accounts that 
the Appropriation for these purposes is nearly or quite 
exhausted, and that a further sum will be required in 
this branch of the public service, in obedience to the 
joint rules and orders of the City Government, and in 
compliance with a standing order of the City Council, 
passed Feb. 6th, 1851, respectfully submit the follow- 
ing “statement of the causes which have led to such a 
result, and the objects for which said sums are needed.” 

Lhe Committee at the present time having charge 
of this particular part of the public expenditures can- 
not be presumed to know anything personally of the 
details of this service during that part of the financial 
year prior to January Ist, 1854, except so far as the 
same may be obtained from the public records. They 
have availed themselves of the services of the Superin- 
tendent of Streets, and invite your attention to his 
statement hereto annexed, marked A. 

From this it will appear that the deficiency in the 
appropriation for the balance of the present financial 

year is estimated at $14,975, and that $6,975 of this 
sum is required to pay damages for change of grade in 
Streets already ordered to be paid. 

In addition to this sum there has been already paid 
from this Appropriation the sum of $18,820.82, most 
of which was incurred by change of grade in Streets 
in 1852. 
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In addition to this sum there has also been paid 
from this appropriation for paving Sidewalks the sum 
of $15,947.91. 

For these two items, as well as the remaining sum 
unliquidated of $6,975, amounting to $41,743.73, an 
estimate was only made of about $7,500; for grade 
damages, $5,000; for Sidewalks, $2,500. 

The sums charged for paving Sidewalks are to be 
repaid to the City Treasury by the abuttors, and are 
collectable at law. Hence this amount, whatever it 
may be, remains in the Treasury, and at the close of 
the year becomes by the Ordinance a part of the Ap- 
propriation for the purchase and the reduction of the 
City debt, and can in no way become ayailable to this 
Appropriation. The Committee of 1853 directed the 
Superintendent of Streets in all cases in paving new 
Streets to cause the abuttors to be notified to have the 
Sidewalks laid, and if they failed to do it, to cause the 
same to be done, and charge the expense to the respec- 
tive owners of the abutting estates. In most cases 
they allow the City to do it and pay the bills. 

These are the causes so far as the present Committee 
know, which have exhausted the Appropriation and 
which have led to the necessity of an additional sum. 
The objects for which the said sum is needed, are first 
to pay the debt already incurred, as before stated ; and 
secondly, to meet the necessary expenses constantly 
arising, of keeping the Public Streets in repair and in 
passable condition during the remainder of the finan- 
cial year.

Thus it will be seen that the amount which will be 
needed for the Paving Department is $14,975.00, and that 
there is a balance of the Appropriation to meet this of 
$3,895.24. Showing that there will be needed an addi- 
tional Appropriation of $11,079.76. 
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This excess of $11,079.76 over the Appropriation of the 
year 1853-54, is in consequence of the large amount of 
damages occasioned by the change of grade of Streets, in 
1852, which damages the Committee on Paving of 1853, did 
not contemplate when asking for the sum appropriated. 
The amount expended for grade damages, and ordered to 
be expended, amounts to $25,795.82. ‘The Committee on 
Paving in their final Report to the Board of Mayor and Al- 
dermen, dated Dec, 19th, 1853, say: ‘When asking for 
this amount ($180,000.00) the large damages incurred by 
the Committee on Paving of last year, (1852), were not 
known to the present Committee and were not included in 
this Appropriation, but have been paid from it. The amount 
the Committee estimated for grade damages for 1852, was, I 
understand, only $5,000. 

The amount also expended of the Appropriation for con- 
structing Sidewalks, which is paid back into the City 
Treasury, but not available to the Paving Appropriation, 
is $15,947.91. 

In the Auditor’s Estimate of the payments into the City 
Treasury during the financial year, the Paving Department 
is credited with the sum of $2,500.00. ‘The amount paid 
into the City Treasury to this date exceeds that amount 
$6,691.43. The estimate of the sum which would probably 
be paid in was, as I understand, made by the then Superin- 
tendent of Streets.

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GAS FIXTURES.

To the City Council : 


Having been notified by the Auditor of Accounts 
that the Appropriation for Gas Fixtures, to extend the 
use of gas in lighting the City, has been exhausted, and 
that an additional Appropriation is now needed,—the 
Committee on Lamps, Bells and Clocks, in compliance 
with the Joint Rules and Orders of the City Council, 
and especially in conformity with the requirements of 
a Standing Order of the City Council, passed Feb. 6, 
1851, submit the following “ statement of the causes 
which have led to such a result and the objects for 
which said sums are needed.” 

At the commencement of the financial year the Com- 
mittee asked for an Appropriation of $15,000, based 
upon the usual increase of Gas Lamps, according to 
the extension of the service pipes of the Company; this 
sum was finally reduced to $10,000. At this time no 
extra increase of Lamps was contemplated—nor was it 
known that new Gas Works would be erected in East 
Boston in season to supply Gas to the inhabitants, or 
to the City, during the present financial year. No esti- 
mate was made for this service, nor for any unusual 
increase in the number of Lamps in the City proper. 

Since the commencement of the present financial 
year there has been added to the original Appropriation 
the sum of $6,000, making in all $16,000 for the year. 
But there have been added to the number of Street 
Lamps during the present year, 439 Gas Lamps, which 
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would, at the lowest possible cost of putting up, ex- 
ceed the additional Appropriations. Wherever gas 
pipes are laid in the Streets, the residents on such 
streets will no longer be satisfied with dull oil Lamps. 
Furthermore, the Committee having charge of this 
branch of the public service, during the last year, be- 
lieved it to be good economy for the City to substitute 
gas for oil whenever they could do so, and also to in- 
crease the number of Lamps in the City proper, with a 
view of an essential reduction ultimately in the service 
and expenses of the night watch. These are the 
causes which have led to such a result and which have 
exhausted the Appropriation. 

The Auditor estimates the deficiency of the Appro- 
priation for the necessary service at $3,500; this is 
quite small enough, and the Committee are of opinion 
that it should be enlarged. 

The object for which said sums are needed, are for 
the usual repairs of Lamps and fgxtures, and for the 
extension of Lamps in the City for lighting the streets, 
and the substitution of gas for oil Lamps.

To the City Council : 


The Committee on Lamps, Bells and Clocks have 
been notified by the Auditor of Accounts that the ap- 
propriation for Lamps has been exhausted and bills to 
the amount of $1500 in excess of the appropriation are 
now outstanding. 

The appropriation for Lamps was $70,000, and it is 
estimated that $19,000 additional will be required to 
meet the necessary expenditures for Lamps during the 
present financial year. 

The present Committee cannot enter into all the de- 
tails of the expenditures of the Committee which pre- 
ceded them. But when it is considered that 489 Gas 
Lamps have been added to our streets during the last 
year, it is easy to calculate the expense of the same at 
the present contract price with the Gas Company, (say 
1 cent per hour)» amounting at an average of twelve 
hours per night to the sum of $20,228.20. This how- 
ever is not a fair estimate as a small portion of these 
lamps have been in operation the whole year, and con- 
sequently the additional appropriation is not wholly re- 
quired for the additional number of lamps. ‘The bills 
for Lamps have increased monthly during the past year, 
apparently in an increased ratio beyond the proportion- 
ate increase of lamps. ‘The cause of such increase will 
be made a subject of inquiry, but the Committee are 
not in possession of any evidence at present to justify 
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such increase in the expenditure for street light beyond 
the increase in the number of lamps. 

At the present time there remains but a single alter- 
native—to grant the supply or to order the lamps in the 
streets to be extinguished till a new appropriation shall 
be made. The Committee will approve no bills for 
Lamps so long as the appropriation is exhausted. 

But the Committee are of opinion that the appropri- 
ation was insufficient at the commencement of the finan- 
cial year and that the Committee acted more from a de- 
sire to reduce the expenditure by curtailing the appro- 
priation than from a full knowledge of the actual wants 
of the City and a proper appreciation of the public de- 
mand for street hight. 

The Committee are of opinion that the full sum esti- 
mated by the Auditor for the remainder of the year will 
be required; and in conformity with the requirements 
of the Joint Rules and Orders and especially of the 
Standing Order of the City Council, passed February 6, 
1851, the Committee submit the foregoing reasons and 
‘statements of the causes which have led to such re- 
sult.” 

The “ objects for which said sums are needed” are to 
supply the Street Lamps with oil and gas for the re- 
mainder of the financial year.

Sir,—I transmit, agreeably to your request, an es- 
timate of the amount which will be required for the 
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expenses of the Water Works, the rest of the present 
financial year, amounting to ten thousand dollars, as 
calculated by the City Engineer. To this is to be ad- 
ded twenty-five hundred dollars for salaries and other 
expenses in the Registrar’s Office and in the Office of 
the Water Board, making in all the sum of twelve 
thousand five hundred dollars. The deficit in the 
Appropriation must be attributed to an unforeseen 
rise in the price of iron (from about $50 to $65 and 
$70 per ton) and of lead (about 50 per cent.) and to 
the much greater quantity of work than was anticipat- 
ed, which it has been necessary to do in laying pipes 
and extension of the works. 

To the foregoing amount of $12,500, will also have 
to be added the law expenses in the suits against the 
City for damages to the Mills in Billerica and the 
Middlesex Canal, (not including their damages,) the 
amount of which it is impossible now to state with 
any precision, but at least $1,500.

RULES 


OF THE 


BOARD OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Lstablishment of the Publie Schools. 


By a special enactment of the Legislature of the Com- 
monwealth, passed in the year 1835,* twenty-four per- 
sons are annually elected, two in each Ward of the City, 
who, with the Mayor, and President of the Common 
Council, constitute the School Committee, and have the 
superintendence of the Public Schools. These are, one 
Latin Grammar School, one English High School, one 
Normal School, twenty Grammar Schools, and one hun- 
dred and ninety-six Primary Schools, in which instruc- 
tion is freely given to Children of both sexes, who reside 
in the City, commencing at the age of four years. .

4 RULES. [Cuap. I. 


CHAPTER I. 
Orgamzation of the Board. 


Srct. 1. The first meeting of the Board shall be held 
early in January. The Mayor shall be Chairman. A 
Secretary shall be chosen by the Board. A visiting 
Committee for each School, consisting of five for the Lat- 
in School and English High School, respectively, and 
three for each of the other Schools; a Committee on 
Books, consisting of five members ; a Committee of Con- 
ference with the Primary School Committee, consisting of 
three members; a Committee on the Erection, Alteration, 
and Ventilation of School Houses, consisting of three 
members; a Committee on Temporary Instruction, con- 
sisting of three members; and a Committee on Accounts, 
consisting of three members; shall be appointed by the 
Chairman, subject to the approval of the Board. 

Sect. 2. Stated quarterly meetings of the Board shall 
be held on the first Tuesday of February, May, August 
and November, at 4 o’clock, P. M., at such place as the 
Chairman may direct ; and special meetings may be held 
whenever necessary. No meeting shall be called, how- 
ever, upon shorter notice than twenty-four hours. 

Sect. 3. A majority of the Board shail be requisite 
to constitute a quorum, and a less number shall not be 
competent to transact any business PREY to adjourn or 
to send for members. 

Sect. 4. In January, or February, annually, this 
Board shall appoint a suitable number of gentlemen, 
whose duty shall be to provide instruction for chil- 
dren between four and eight years of age, by means 
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of the Primary Schools. The persons so appointed shall 
meet on the first Tuesday after their appointment, for 
the purpose of organization, and shall have authority to 
regulate their proceedings as they may deem most con- 
venient, and to remove such members as, in their opinion, 
do not attend to their duties, and to fill all vacancies 
which may: occur in the same, and they shall report to this 
Board, at its quarterly meeting in August, as follows :— 

ist. The plan of their organization, including the 
names of the officers and committees, the rules and regu- 
lations which govern their Board, and the classification 
adopted in the schools. 

2d. The number of schools under their charge, their 
location, together with the number and names of the 
Teachers. 

ad. The number of scholars, male and female, and 
the studies required. 

Ath. A schedule of the Primary School rooms owned 
by the City, the number of the same hired by the City, 
the number vacant of the same, owned by the City, the 
number new of the same which will be required during 
the year, and the Districts in which they must be pro- 
vided. 

5th. They shall nominate and report to this Board 
the names of the persons whom they desire to have ap- 
pointed as Teachers. 

And this Board will respectfully receive such other 
communications, as from time to time, they may deem 
expedient to make, relating to the Primary Schools. 


6 RULES. [Cuap. IT. 


CHAPTER IL. 
Rights and Duties of the Chairman. 


Sect. 1. The Chairman shall take the chair precisely 
at the hour appointed for the meeting of the Board; he 
shall call the members to order, and on the appearance 
of a quorum, shall cause the minutes of the preceding 
meeting to be read, and proceed to business. In the ab- 
sence of the Chairman, the President of the Common 
Council shall take the Chair; and in the absence of both, 
the Board shall choose a Chairman pro tempore. 

Sect. 2, The Chairman shall call a special meeting of 
the Board, whenever he may deem it necessary, or at the 
request in writing of any two members; and, except 
when otherwise provided for, he shall be the organ of 
communication with the other branches of the City Gov- 
ernment, in matters relative to any votes or doings of this 
body, which may have respect to a co-operation with them 
in the transaction of business. 

Srcr. 3. He shall preserve decorum and order in the 
meetings; he may speak to points of order in preference 
to other members, and shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal to the Board, on motion of any mem- 
ber, regularly seconded. 

Sect. 4, He shall declare all votes; but if any mem- 
ber doubt the vote, the Chairman, without further debate 
upon the question, shall require the members voting, to 
rise and stand until they are counted, and he shall declare 
the result. 

Szcr. 5. He shall rise to address the Board, or to put 
a question, but may read sitting. 
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Sect. 6. The Chairman may call any member to the 
chair; provided such substitution shall not continue 
longer than one meeting. When the Board shall deter- 
mine to go into Committee of the Whole, the Chairman 
shall appoint the member who shall take the chair. The 
Chairman may express his opinion on any subject under 
debate; but in such case, he shall leave the chair, and ap- 
point some other member to take it; and he shall not re- 
sume the chair while the same question is pending. But 
the Chairman may state facts, and give his opinion on 
questions of order, without leaving his place. 

Srcr. 7. When any member shall require a question 
to be taken by Yeas and Ways the Chairman shall take 
the sense of the Board in that manner, provided one-third 
of the members present are in favor of it. 

Secr. 8. He shall propound all questions in the order 
in which they are moved, unless the subsequent motion 
shall be previous in its nature; except that in naming 
sums and fixing times, the largest sum, and the longest 
time, shall be put first. 

Secr. 9. After a motion is seconded, and stated by 
the Chairman, it shall be disposed of by vote of the Board, 
unless the mover withdraw it before a decision or an 
amendment. 

Secr. 10. The Chairman shall consider a motion to 
adjourn as always in order, unless a member has posses- 
sion of the floor, or any question has been put and not 
decided; and said motion to adjourn shall be decided 
without debate. 

Srcr. 11. He shall put the previous question in the 
following form: “ Shall the main question be now put ?’— 
and all amendments or further debate of the main ques- 
tion shall be suspended, until the previous question shall 


have been decided. 
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Sror. 12. When two or more members happen to rise 
at the same time, the Chairman shall name the member 
who is first to speak. 

Srcr. 13. <All Committees shall be nominated by the 
Chairman, unless otherwise ordered. 


CHAPTER IIL 


Rights and Duties of Members. 


Sect. 1, When any member is about to speak in de- 
bate, or to deliver any matter to the Board, he shall rise 
in his place, and respectfully address the Chairman ; shall 
confine himself to the question under debate, and avoid 
personality. He shall sit down as soon as he has done 
speaking. | 

Secr. 2. No member, in debate, shall mention another 
member by his name; but may describe him by the ward 
he represents, the place he sits in, or such other designa- 
tion as may be intelligible and respectful. 

Secr. 3. No member speaking shall be interrupted 
by another, but by rising to call to order, or to correct a 
mistake. But if any member in speaking, or otherwise, 
transgress, the Rules of the Board, the Chairman shal, or 
any member may, call him to order; in which case the 
member so called to order, shall immediately sit down, 
unless permitted to explain; and the Board, if appealed 
to, shall decide on the case, but without debate. 

sect. 4. If amember violate any of the Rules and 
Orders of the Board, and the Board shall determine that 
he has so transgressed, he shall not be allowed to speak, 
unless by way of excuse for the same, until he shall have 
made satisfaction therefor. 
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Sect. 5. No member shall speak more than five min- 
utes at any one time, on any motion or order under dis- 
cussion, before the Board, nor more than twice to the 
same question, without first obtaining leave of the Board ; 
nor more than once, until all other members, choosing to 
speak, shall have spoken. 

Srcr. 6. When a motion is made and seconded, it 
shall be considered by the Board, and not otherwise ; and 
no member shall be permitted to submit a motion in writ- 
ing, until he has read the same in his place, and it has 
been seconded. 

Sect. 7. When a question is under debate, no motion 
shall be received but to adjourn; to lay on the table ; for 
the previous question; to postpone to a day certain; to 
commit; to amend; or to postpone indefinitely; which 
several motions shall have precedence, in the order in 
which they stand arranged. 

Sect. 8. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the Chairman direct, or any member of the Board request 
it. 

SecT. 9. When a motion has once been made, and 
carried, in the affirmative or in the negative, it shall be 
in order for any member to move for a reconsideration, 
and if such motion is seconded, it shall be open to debate, 
and be disposed of by the Board. And in case the mo- 
tion be made at the same meeting, it shall be competent 
for a majority of the members present to pass a vote of 
reconsideration :—but if it be made at a subsequent meet- 
ing, the subject shall not be reconsidered, unless a major- 
ity of all the members of the Board shall vote therefor. 
But no more than one motion for the reconsideration of 
any vote shall be permitted. _ 

Secor. 10. No member shall be permitted to stand up, 
to the interruption of another, whilst any member is 
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speaking; or to pass unnecessarily between the Chair- 
man and the person speaking. 

Secr. 11. Every member, who shall be present when 
a question is put, shall give his vote, unless the Board, 
for special reasons, excuse him. 

Sect. 12. On the “previous question,’ no member 
shall speak more than once without leave. 

Sect. 13. All motions and reports may be committed 
or recommitted, at the pleasure of the Board. 

Sect. 14. The division of a question may be called 
for, when the sense will admit of it. 

Sect. 15. When the reading of a paper is called for, 
and the same is objected to by any member, it shall be 
determined by a vote of the Board. 

‘Srcr. 16. The consent of three-fourths of the mem- 
bers present at any meeting of the Board, shall be re- 
quisite for the repeal, amendment, or suspension of any 
standing Rule of the Board, or Regulation of the schools, 
unless the proposal for the same shall have lain upon the 
table for one week. 


CHAPTER IV. 
Duties of the Seeretary. 


Sect. 1. The Secretary shall have charge of the re- 
cords of the Board, and of all papers directed by them 
to be kept on his files; he shall keep a fair and full re- 
cord of all the proceedings of the Board ; he shall notify 
all stated and special meetings ; he shall notify the Chair- 
man of every Committee appointed, stating the commis- 
sion, and the names of the members; he shall notify the 
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meetings of all Committees when requested by their 
Chairman ; he shall notify the instructors of their appoint- 
ments; he shall notify the persons appointed to take 
charge of the Primary Schools and send to that body, at 
their first meeting, a copy of the Rules and Regulations 
of this Board; and shall give such other notices as the 
Board may require. 

Srcr. 2. He shall prepare the annual report required 
by the statute of the Commonwealth. [ fev. St. 23, § 
22, 63, 64. ] | 

sect. 3. At the quarterly meetings, in February and 
August, he shall present to the Board an abstract of the 
semi-annual returns of the Grammar and Writing Schools, 
and a schedule showing the number of teachers then em- 
ployed in each school. | 

Secr. 4. He shall receive a suitable salary, which 
shall be determined and voted at the time of his election. 


CHAPTER V. 
Appointment of Instructors. 


Secr. 1. In August annually, all the instructors of 
the public schools shall be elected, and their salaries 
voted; and no alteration in the amount of salary of any 
instructor shall be made at any other time. Said in- 
structors shall rank as follows: Ist, Masters; 2d, Sub- 
Masters; 3d, Ushers; 4th, Assistants; 5th, Primary 
School Teachers. 

Sect. 2. The Masters of the several schools shall be 
elected by ballot, and ten votes at least shall in all cases 
be necessary to a choice: the other instructors shall be 
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elected on nomination of their respective Sub-Committees, 
after conference thereupon with the masters with whom 
said instructors are to be associated, and the Primary 
School Teachers shall be elected on the nomination of the 
Primary School Board, and no new assistant or Primary 
School Teacher shall be elected by the Board until after 
they shall have been on trial three months. 

Srcr. 3. Whenever a new master is to be elected for 
any of the Public Schools, the Secretary shall give pub- 
lic notice of the proposed election in such newspapers, 
and for such length of time, as the Board may direct, and 
the notice shall specify that the Board will receive appli- 
cations for the office until a day to be named therein. 

Secr. 4. All applications for the office of master shall 
be made in writing, and shall be lodged with the Secre- 
tary, together with any written evidence of qualification 
which the candidate may wish to present, on or before 
the day fixed in the notice above mentioned. 

Sxecr. 5. At the meeting of the Board holden next 
after the expiration of the notice above mentioned, all 
the applications and written evidence shall be taken from 
the Secretary’s files, and referred to an examining Com- 
mittee, to be composed of the Sub-Committee of the 
School in which the vacancy exists, and of the members 
from the two wards numerically nearest to the ward in 
which the School is situated, and they shall have inter. 
views with the applicants, and make personal examina- 
tions and inquiries as to their qualifications; and any va- 
cancies in said examining Committee, shall be filled by 
the Chairman of this Board. 

SEct. 6. Said Committee at a meeting appointed for 
the purpose, shall examine the candidates, according to 
the direction of the Statute, [ Rev. St. ch. 23, § 13,] and 
always with reference to the office that is then to be fill- 
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ed; and none but said Committee, members of this Board, 
and the candidates under examination, shall be present. 

Secr. 7. In case of vacancies in the Latin School, or 

the English High School, the examining Committee shall 
consist of the Sub-Committee of the School in which the 
vacancy exists, and two other members of this Board to 
be chosen by ballot. 
- Secr. 8. The examining Committee shall report to 
the Board, at some subsequent meeting, the names of all 
the applicants, and whether they are graduates of any 
College, and if so, when graduated, and if not graduated, 
how and where educated, and what has been their em- 
ployment, and the names of the persons recommending 
them severally, with their opinion of their qualifications 
severally, and the Board shall then proceed to a choice 
by ballot. 

Secr. 9. The instructors shall hold their offices for 
one school year, unless sooner removed by vote of the 
Board. And in case any Sub-Committee have decided 
not to nominate any teacher for re-election, such Commit- 
tee shall give notice of their intention to the individual 
so situated, before the annual election. 

Secr. 10. The school year shall be understood to 
commence on the first day of September, and end on the 
thirty-first day of August. 


CHAPTER VI. 
Duties of Sub-Committees. 


Secr. 1, The Sub-Committees shall examine the classes 
in their respective schools, at least once in each quarter 
of the year; and, according to the provisions of the stat- 
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ute, [ Rev. Sz. ch. 23, § 16,]| shall visit them not less than 
once each month, without giving previous notice to the 
instructors, and shall, at each quarterly meeting of the 
Board, make a report of the results of such monthly ex- 
aminations. 

Secr. 2. The Chairman, or some member of such Sub- 
Committee, shall, at each quarterly meeting of the Board, 
make a report in writing, of their quarterly examination | 
and its results, of any occurrences affecting the standing 
or usefulness of the schools, of any accommodations or 
indulgences they may have granted to any instructor, or 
any alterations they may have authorized in their partic- 
ular school, and of the average quarterly attendance of 
the school reported on. And, at each quarterly meeting, 
the Chairman, or any member of each Sub-Committee 
who may be present, shall be called upon for such report ; 
and in case of omission to make it, the Board shall pass 
a vote, enjoining the Sub-Committee to proceed without 
delay in the performance of theit duty, and shall adjourn 
to receive their report. 

Sect. 3. The Sub-Committee shall determine on the 
scholars who are to receive the medals in their respective 
schools, and return the names to the Secretary, at least 
four days previous to the exhibition. It shall also be 
their duty, on the day of exhibition, to present the med- 
als. 

Sect. 4. The number of medals and certificates of 
merit to be awarded in each school, shall be based upon 
the number of pupils belonging to the school. Hach 
school shall be entitled to one medal and one of each of 
the Certificates of Merit for every sixty scholars upon 
the School Register. But, in any school where the num- 
ber of scholars in the first class 1s comparatively small, 
the number of medals awarded shall be proportionably 
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less; and it. shall never exceed one-third of the number 
of candidates examined. In any school where there are 
no scholars, much advanced in improyement, no medal 
shall be awarded. 

Srcr. 5. General scholarship and good conduct shall 
be taken into consideration in awarding the medals ; and, 
in order that a just assignment may be made, the Sub- 
Committee shall critically examine the candidates, and 
inspect the class bill. 

Sect. 6. The Sub-Committees shall give their advice 
to the instructors on any emergency; and take cogni- 
zance of any difficulty which may have occurred between 
the instructors and parents of pupils, or between the in- 
structors themselves, relative to the government or in- 
struction of the-school. An appeal however to the whole 
Board is not hereby denied to any citizen or instructor. 

Sect. 7. In case of a vacancy in any school, in the 
place of either of the instructors, the Sub-Committee of 
the school may, if they think proper, appoint an instruc- 
tor pro tempore, and shall give notice of such vacancy to 
the Board, in order that it may be filled by election; and 
whenever instructors are nominated to any of the Gram- 
mar Schools, subject to the usual probation, they shall be 
considered entitled to the usual compensation, to com- 
mence with the time of their entering upon their duties. 

Srecr. 8. No pupil shall be admitted to, or retained in 
any school, except that for the Section in which such 
pupil resides, without the written consent of the Sub- 
Committees, both of the school to which the pupil be- 
longs, and of that to which admission is sought ;—the 
latter Committee shall report the case to the Board of 
School Committee, at the next meeting of the Board, with 
the reasons for such transfer, and if the action of the Sub- 
Committees is not confirmed by the Board, or if said Re- 
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port is not made to the Board at said meeting, it shall be 
the duty of the master or masters of the school, into 
which the child shall have been admitted, immediately to 
discharge said pupil. 

Secr. 9. The Sub-Committee, in their periodical visi- 
tations of the schools, shall examine into the condition of 
the school houses, and yards and out buildings connected 
therewith, and the result of such examination shall be 
stated in their quarterly reports. And in their quarterly 
report in February, they shall submit an estimate of the 
expenses, except for fuel, of their schools for the current 
year. 

Sect. 10. In addition to these specific duties of the 
Sub-Committees it shall be their duty, generally, to make 
any temporary arrangement which they may find neces- 
sary, relative to their schools, or the convenience of the 
instructors, in cases not provided for by the general reg- 
ulations. 

Secr. 11. All the official acts of Sub-Committees 
shall be done in meetings of the same, duly notified, and 
shall, in every instance, be expressive of the sense of a 
majority of any such Committee, and, when reported to 
the Board, shall be submitted in writing. 

Secr. 12. Although the interest of the schools de- 
mands Sub-Committees of the Board, each member shall 
consider it his duty to watch over all the public schools 
in the city, to attend their visitations, exhibitions, and 
examinations, and to visit them at other times according 
to his ability. 

Sect. 13.. At the quarterly meeting in February, an 
examining Committee shall be appointed, consisting of 
nine members, for the English Grammar and the Writing 
Schools; which Committee shall be joined by as many 
other members of the Board, as can conveniently attend, 
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This Committee shall, in May, June or July, visit all the 
above described schools and critically examine the pupils 
of all the classes in all the studies prescribed by the Regu- 
lations, in order to ascertain the condition of the schools ; 
and shall report previously to the annual election of the 
Instructors; that the appointments of the Board on that 
occasion may be judiciously made. A similar annual and 
critical examination shall be made in May, June or July, 
of the Latin, English High, and Normal Schools by the 
respective Visiting Committees of those schools; and a 
similar report for the same purpose, and embracing the 
same objects, shall be made by each of these Committees, 
the report in each and every instance shall be the report 
of a majority of the Committee, and all the Reports of 
these Committees, after they shall have been accepted, 
shall be printed and distributed among the citizens in 
sufficient numbers, to give at least one copy to each fam- 
ily. 

Sect. 14. Instruction in Music shall be given to the 
first and second classes in each of the Grammar Schools 
of this City, in addition to exercises in vocal music, in 
which the whole school may take a part; there shall be 
two lessons, of thirty minutes each, to each school every 
week ; the day and the hour, at which said lessons are 
given, to be determined by the Sub-Committee of each 
school. 

2. The Sub-Committee shall nominate to this Board, 
for confirmation, some suitably qualified person, as teach- 
er of Music, in the school, of which said Sub-Committee 
has charge, and the compensation of said Teacher of 
Music shall be one hundred and twenty-five dollars per 
annum for each school; this sum to include the consider- 
ation for the use of a pianoforte, which instrument each 
teacher shall provide for himself 
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8. Each Music Teacher so appointed, shall be required 
to instruct personally, in his school, except when prevent- 
ed by sickness, or other unavoidable casualty. 

4, The musical text-book now used in any school, 
shall be continued in said school until otherwise ordered 
by this Board. 

5. The several Sub-Committees shall make the char- 
acter, condition, progress, &c., of musical instruction in 
their several schools a part of their quarterly reports. 

Secr. 15. Whenever it is proposed to build or alter 
any school house, the Sub-Committee on the Hrection, 
Alteration and Ventilation of School Houses, shall send 
a message to the Common Council of the City of Boston, 
respectfully requesting the Committee on Public Build- 
ings to confer with them respecting such construction or 
alteration. And it shall be the duty of said Sub-Com- 
mittee, early in the month of January, to ascertain and 
consider all applications for the erection of new school 
houses, and all requisite repairs and alterations, and to 
bring such wants to the attention of the City Govern- 
ment in season to be incorporated with the annual appro- 
priation. It shall also be the duty of said Committee to 
exercise a general supervision over the warming and ven- 
tilation of the several school houses throughout the year. 

Sxecr. 16. Whenever it is proposed to erect or alter 
any School House, the Sub-Committee of that School shall 
be joined with the Committee on the Erection of School 
Houses, and together, they shall constitute the Committee 
on the Erection, Alteration, and Ventilation of such school 
house. 

Sror. 17. It shall be the duty of the Committee on 
Accounts to authorize the purchase of all articles for the 
use of the Schools not otherwise provided for ; and, with- 
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out their authority and approval, no expenditure as above 
shall be considered valid. 

Sect. 18. It shall be the duty of the Book Commit- 
tee to give early notice to the Board of any application 
made by any author or publisher, to introduce any new 
text-book into the Grammar Schools, and to see that such 
author or publisher furnish every member of the Board 
with a copy of such text-book for examination, as a con- 
dition of its being presented to them for acceptance ; and 
said Committee shall fully consider such application, ex- 
amine thoroughly such text-book, and at such time as 
they may be prepared within three months from the date 
of the application, they shall make a written report to 
the Board, setting forth the reasons for or against the in- 
troduction of said text-book into the Public Schools. 

Srecr. 19. Whenever any new text-book is adopted 
by the Board, to the exclusion of another already in use, 
it shall be on the condition that the publisher will ex- 
change the former without cost to those pupils who may 
have been provided with the latter; and it shall be the 
duty of the Book Committee to see that this condition is 
fulfilled, and that said book comes into use at the com- 
mencement of the Public Schools, after the August vaca- 
tion, at which time only shall any new text-book be in- 
troduced. 

Sect. 20. Whenever any proposition is submitted to 
this Board to extend the salary of any teacher beyond 
the time of actual service, or to change the regular salary 
of a teacher in any way, said proposition shall not be act- 
ed upon before it has been referred to the Committee on 
Temporary Instruction ; who shall report in writing, such 
recommendations as they may deem expedient in the 
case. 
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CHAPTER VIL. 


Duties of the Superintendent. 


The office of Superintendent of the Public Schools of 
the City, was instituted by the School Committee, m 
April, 1851, after conference with both branches of the 
City Government, and with their approval, expressed by 
an appropriation for his salary. 

To this office the following rules and regulations ap- 
ply. 

Sect. 1. The Superintendent of Public Schools shall 
be elected annually by ballot, at the quarterly meeting 
of the Board in May, to enter upon the duties of his of- 
fice on the first day of June next ensuing. At the same 
meeting the salary of said Superintendent shall be de- 
termined and voted, and no alteration in the amount of 
said salary shall be made during the year for which he 1s 
elected. 

Secr. 2, The duties of the Superintendent shall be 
the following : 

Ist. He shall devote himself to the study of our 
school system, and of the condition of the schools, and 
shall keep himself acquainted with the progress of in- 
struction and discipline in other places, in order to sug- 
gest appropriate means for the advancement of the Public 
Schools in this City. 

2d. He shail, as far as practicable, exercise a personal 
supervision over all the schools, visit and examine each 
of them as often as his other duties will permit, and dur- 
ing the month of December he shall present to the Board — 
an annual report on their condition, and shall suggest by 
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what measures their. efficiency and usefulness may be 
increased, and whether by any means the expenses of our 
school system can be diminished without prejudice to its 
interests. 

od. He shall at all times render such aid, and com- 
municate such information to the Sub-Committees as they 
may require of him; and he shall also assist in the an- 
nual examination in such manner, as shall be desired by 
the annual Examining Committee. 

4th. He shall make investigations as to the number 
and the condition of the children in the City, who are 
not receiving the benefits offered by the Public Schools, 
and as far as is practicable, he shall find out the reasons 
and suggest the remedies. 

Sth. He shall consult with the different bodies who 
have control in the building and altering of school houses, 
and with those through whom, either directly or indirect- 
ly, the school money is expended, that there may result 
more uniformity in their plans and more economy in their 
expenditure. 

6th. He shall perform such other duties as the School 
Committee shall prescribe, or from time to time direct. 


REGULATIONS 


OF THE 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


CHAPTER I. 


Regulations common to all the Public Schools under the wm- 
mediate Superintendence of the School Committee. 


Sect. 1. The instructors shall punctually observe the 
hours appointed for opening and dismissing the schools ; 
and, during school hours, shall faithfully devote them- 
selves to the public service. 

Sect. 2. Thé morning exercises of all the schools 
shall commence with the reading of the scriptures, in 
each room by the teacher thereof, and the Board recom- 
mend ‘that the reading be followed with prayer. 

Srcr. 3. Instruction in morals shall be daily given in 
each of the schools, in conformity with the provisions of 
the Rev. Stat. ch. 23, § 7. 

Secr. 4. In the relation existing between the instruct- 
ors, the masters shall hold priority of rank; and their 
direction shall be followed by the other instructors, in 
the business of the schools. 

Sect. 5. Every master shall keep a register of his 
school, in which he shall record the names, ages, dates of 
admission, and places of residence of his scholars. In 
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addition to this register, class-bills shall be kept, in which ° 
shall be entered the daily absence of the scholars, and 
such notes of their class exercises, as may exhibit a view 
of their advancement and standing. 

Sect. 6. All school registers and other books for rec- 
ords, as well as all blanks for monthly reports and circu- 
lars required in the several schools, shall be after uniform 
patterns, to be determined by the Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Schools, to whom all teachers are expected to apply 
whenever such articles are needed by them. 

Sect. 7. ‘The master shall examine the pupils under 
the care of the other teachers in the school, as often as 
he can, consistently with proper attention to those whom 
he has immediately in charge. 

Secr. 8. During the weeks preceding the quarterly 
meetings in February and August, the masters shall make 
to the Secretary of the Board semi-annual returns of the 
number of pupils belonging to their schools, comformably 
to the blanks prepared for this purpose. 

Sect. 9. Hach master, within one week after the ap- 
pointment of a teacher, shall send to the Secretary of 
this Board the full name of such teacher, with the precise 
date of his or her commencing service in his school; and 
if the person appointed has previously been in service as 
teacher, he shall state where, when and how long such 
service was rendered. In like manner he shall give no- 
tice when any teacher shall have relinquished service in 
his school. 

Sect, 10. The instructors shall practice such disci- 
pline in the schools as would be exercised by a kind, ju- 
dicious parent in his family ; and shall avoid corporal pun- 
ishment in all cases where good order can be preserved 
by milder measures. And it shall be the duty of the 
several masters and teachers in the public schools in the 
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“immediate charge of this Board, to keep a record of all 
inflictions of corporal punishment, which shall be sub- 
mitted to the quarterly examination of the Sub-Commit- 
tees. By “corporal punishment” is understood all in- 
flictions of bodily pain. Said record shall. not be pre- 
served beyond each quarterly examination. 

Sect. ll. For violent or pointed opposition to his au- 
thority, in any particular instance, a master may exclude 
a child from school, for the time being, and thereupon he 
shall inform the parent or guardian of the measure, and 
shall apply to the Sub- Committee for advice and direc- 
tion. 

Srecr. 12. When the example of any pupil is very in- 
jurious, and in all cases where reformation appears hope- 
less, it shall be the duty of any master, with the appro- 
bation of the Sub-Committee, to suspend or expel such 
pupil from the school. But any child under this public 
censure, who shall have expressed to the master his re- 
eret for his folly or indiscretion, as openly and explicitly 
as the nature of the case may require, and shall have 
given evidence of amendment, shall, with the previous 
consent of said Committee, be reinstated in the privileges 
of the school. 

Secr. 18. To promote the well-being of their pupils, 
it shall be the duty of the instructors, as far as is practi- 
cable, to exercise a general inspection over them, as well 
out of school as within its walls; and on all suitable oc- 
casions to inculcate upon them the principles of truth 
and virtue. 

Srct. 14. In cases of difficulty in the dike of 
their official duties, or when they may desire any tempo- 
rary indulgence, the instructors shall apply to the Sub- 
Committees of their respective schools for advice and di- 
rection, 
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Sect. 15. Whenever any instructor shall be absent . 
from school, and a temporary instructor rendered neces- 
sary, the amount required for said substitution shall be 
withdrawn from the salary of the absentee; unless, upon 
a representation of the case by petition, and a report on 
said petition from the Standing Committee on Temporary 
Instruction, the Board should order an allowance to be 
made. 

Sect. 16. It shall be the duty of the masters to give 
vigilant attention to the ventilation and temperature of 
the school rooms. A regular system of ventilation shall 
be practised, as well in winter as in summer, by which 
the air in the rooms shall be effectually changed, at the 
end of each school-session, before the house shall be 
closed. 

Sect. 17. The masters, ushers and teachers, in the 
Grammar and Writing Schools, shall so arrange the daily 
course of exercises in their respective classes, that every 
scholar shall have daily in the forenoon and afternoon 
some kind of physical or gymnastic exercise; this exer- 
cise to take place, as nearly as practicable, midway be- 
tween the commencement of the session and recess, and 
between recess and the end of the session. 

Sect. 18. In assigning lessons to be studied out of 
school hours, the instructors shall not assign a larger les- 
son daily than a scholar of good capacity can acquire by 
an hour’s study. 

Sect. 19. The masters of the several schools shall 
prescribe such rules for the use of the yards and out- 
buildings connected with the school houses, as shall in- 
sure their being kept in a neat and proper condition, and 
shall examine them as often as may be necessary for such 
purpose, and they shall be holden responsible for any 
want of neatness or cleanliness about their premises.

Secr. 20. No instructor in the public schools shall be 
allowed to keep a private school of any description what- 
ever, or to attend to the instruction of any private pupils, 
before 6 o’clock, P. M., except on Wednesday and Satur- 
day afternoons, nor be engaged as editor of any newspa- 
per, or of any religious or political periodical. 

Sect. 21. The instructors shall not award medals or 
other prizes, to the pupils under their charge. 

Secr. 22. No subscription or contribution, for any 
purpose whatever, shall be introduced into any public 
school. 

Sect. 23. No person whatever shall read to the pupils 
of any school, or post upon the walls of any school build- 
ing or fences of the same, any advertisement. Nor shall 
any agent or other person be permitted to enter any 
school, for the purpose of exhibiting either to teacher or 
pupil, any new book or article of apparatus. 

Sect. 24. The books used, and the studies pursued, 
in all the public schools, shall be such, and such only, as 
may be authorized by the Board. 

Secr. 25. No pupils shall be allowed to retain their 
connexion with any of the public schools, unless they are 
furnished with the books and utensils regularly required 
to be used in the schools respectively, except by permis- 
sion of the Sub-Committee. 

Srecr. 26. In cases where children are in danger of 
being deprived of the advantages of education, by reason 
of inability to obtain books, through the poverty or neg- 
ligence of parents or guardians, the Book Committee are 
authorized, on behalf of the School Committee, to carry 
out the pyoMisians of the statute on this subject. [ Rev. 
Stat. chap. 23, §§ 20, 21, 22.] 

Srcr. 27. Tardiness shall be considered a violation of 
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school regulations, and shall subject delinquents to such 
penalty as the nature of the case may require. 

Sxcr. 28. The school yooms of all the schools shall 
be opened, and the teachers expected to be present, both 
morning and afternoon, fifteen minutes before the time 
prescribed for commencing the school. 

Secr. 29. Pupils shall not be absent from school ex- 
cept on account of sickness, or other urgent reason. 

Secr. 30. There shall be a recess of from five to ten 
minutes for every pupil each half day. 

Secr. 31. No pupil shall be allowed to depart be- 
fore the appointed time for closing school, except in 
case of sickness or some pressing emergency; and the 
teacher’s consent must first be obtained. 

Secr. 32. No pupil shall be admitted to the privi- 
leges of one school, who has been expelled from anoth- 
er, or while under sentence of suspension, unless by a 
vote of the Board. 

Scr. 33. No child whose parent or guardian has 
not a legal residence in the city of Boston, shall be ad- 
mitted to the Public Schools, and except by a special 
vote of this Board, no child shall be retained in the 
Public Schools after said legal residence has been 
changed by the removal of the child’s parents or guard- 
ian from the city. No child, having only a temporary 
residence expressly for the purpose of attending the 
Public Schools, shall be allowed to attend them. 

Srcr. 34. No pupil shall be admitted into any of 
the Public Schools without a certificate from a physi- 
cian that he or she has been vaccinated or otherwise 
secured against the smallpox, but this certificate shall 
not be required of pupils who go from one public school 
to another. 

Srcr, 35. There shall be annually an exhibition of 
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the Latin School, on the Saturday preceding the third 
Wednesday in July; an exhibition of the Normal 
School on the Tuesday preceding the third Wednesday 
in July; and an exhibition of the English High School 
on the Monday preceding the last Wednesday in July ; 
and, on the day succeeding the exhibition of the En- 
glish High School, there shall be an exhibition of the 
several Grammar and Writing Schools; at which ex- 
hibitions the medals and prizes shall be conferred upon 
the pupils. ‘The hours for the exhibitions of the seve- 
ral schools shall be arranged by the Chairman of -the 
Board. 

Sect. 36. The following holydays and vacations 
shall be granted to the schools, viz:—every Wednesday 
and Saturday afternoon, throughout the year; Christ- 
mas day, May day, and Fast day; Artillery Election ; 
Thanksgiving week; the Fourth of July; one week 
commencing on the Monday preceding the last Wed- 
nesday in May; seven weeks after the exhibition of the 
Latin School in July to said Latin School; the remain- 
der of the week after the exhibition of the English 
High School, in July, and the six succeeding weeks to 
said English High School; the remainder of the week 
after the exhibition of the Normal School, and the six 
succeeding weeks to said Normal School; and the re- 
mainder of the week after the exhibition of the Gram- 
mar and Writing Schools, in July, to the first Monday 
in September, to said Grammar and Writing Schools ; 
and the Chairman of the Board is authorized to suspend 
the schools on such public occasions as he may think 
proper, not exceeding three days in the year. In addi- 
tion to these holydays the Latin and English High 
Schools shall be entitled to the two days of public ex- 
hibition at Harvard University. No other holydays 
shall be allowed except by special vote of the Board. 
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: CHAPTER IL 
Regulations of the Grammar and Writing Schools. 


Sect. 1. These schools are the second in order in 
the system of public education established in this city. 
The following are their names, situation, and date of 
establishment.

Secr. 2. In these schools are taught the common 
branches of an English education. ‘They are organized 
on three different plans. 

First Plan. In the Boylston, and the Wells Schools, 
there are two halls, occupied by two departmerts, one 
of which is a Grammar, and the other a Writing School. 
The pupils are organized in two divisions. While one 
division attends the Grammar, the other attends the 
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Writing School. Thus the two departments exchange 
pupils half-daily. In the Grammar department, the 
pupils are taught chiefly Spelling, Reading, English 
Grammar, Geography, and History; and in the Writing 
department, Writing, Arithmetic, Algebra, Natural 
Philosophy, and Drawing. 

Second Plan. In the Lyman, Dwight and Chapman 
School houses, there are two schools, entirely distinct, 
each under the control of separate instructors. 

Third Plan. ‘The Bigelow, Brimmer, Bowdoin, Eliot, 
Franklin, Hancock, Hawes, Mather, Mayhew, Phillips, 
Quincy, Smith, and Winthrop Schools, are each under 
the charge of one head master, who has the direction 
of the whole course of education. 

In the schools on the first plan, for boys exclusively, 
each department shall be instructed by a master, an 
usher, and a female assistant. In the schools on the 
first plan, for girls exclusively, each department shall 
be instructed by a master and three female assistants. 
In the mixed schools on the first plan, each department 
shall be instructed either by a master, an usher, and 
one female assistant, or by a master and three female 
assistants, at the option of the Sub-Committee. 

In the schools on the second plan, each department 
shall be instructed by a master and three female assist- 
ants, or by a master, usher, and one female assistant. 

The schools on the third plan shall each be instruct- 
ed by a master, a sub-master, an usher, and three female 
assistants. 

Any existing exceptions or alterations in the forego- 
ing organization, authorized by special votes of the 
Board, shall remain until otherwise ordered. 

Sect. 8. Each school or department shall be allowed 
a teacher for every sixty pupils on the register, and an 
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additional female assistant may be appointed whenever 
there are thirty scholars above the complement for the 
teachers already in the school department; and when- 
ever the number of pupils on the register shall be re- 
duced to thirty less than such complement, one female 
assistant shall be removed from such school or depart- 
ment. 

Sect. 4. Any pupil may be admitted into the Gram- 
mar and Writing Schools, who, on examination by the 
master, or either of his assistants, shall be found able 
to read at first sight, easy prose; to spell common words 
of one or two syllables; to distinguish and name the 
marks of punctuation ; to perform mentally such sim- 
ple questions in addition, subtraction and division, as 
are found in Part First of Emerson’s North American 
Arithmetic; to answer readily to any proposed combi- 
nation of the Multiplication Table, in which neither 
factor exceeds ten; to read and write Arabic numbers 
containing three figures, and the Roman numerals as 
far as the sign for one hundred; and to enunciate, clear- 
ly and accurately, the elementary sounds of our lan- 
guage. And no pupil who does not possess these qual- 
ifications, shall be admitted into any Grammar School, 
except by special permit of the Sub-Committee. 

Sect. 5. In case any applicant shall be rejected by 
the master, an appeal may be made to the Sub-Commit- 
tee of the School. 

Secr. 6. Pupils from the Primary Schools can be ad- 
mitted into the Grammar Schools only on the first Mon- 
days of September and March, and all other pupils 
shall be admitted only on the first Mondays of the cal- 
endar months; provided, however, that transfers from 
one Grammar School to another may be made at any 
time, and that the Sub-Committee shall have discretion- 
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ary power to admit pupils, possessing the necessary 
qualifications, at other times than those mentioned. 
This rule shall not apply to children coming from the 
Intermediate Schools. 

Sect. 7. Every pupil who shall be transferred from 
one School to another, shall be the bearer of a certifi- 
cate from the master or masters of the school which he 
leaves, expressing his standing and character, which 
shall be demanded of him, as a condition of his admis- 
sion, by the master to whom he applies for that pur- 
pose. In this case no examination of qualifications 
shall be required. 

Sect. 8. Boys shall not be permitted to retain their 
places in these schools beyond the day of the next an- 
nual exhibition, after they shall have arrived at fourteen 
years of age, unless by special leave of the Sub-Com- 
mittee. Girls shall be allowed to attend these schools 
until the next annual exhibition, after they shall have 
arrived at the age of sixteen. 

Sect. 9. If in the schools under their charge there 
are any pupils who are incorrigibly, or habitually truant, 
the masters on the first Monday of each month shall 
report to the Mayor their names, their residences and 
the names of their parents when known.* 


* STATUTES OF THE COMMONWEALTH. 


Act of 1850. Chapter 294. 


Sect. 1.. Each of the several cities and towns, in this Commonwealth, is au- 
thorized and empowered to make all needful provisions and arrangements con- 
cerning habitual truants, and children not attending school, without any regular 
and lawful occupation, growing up in ignorance, between the ages of six and fif- 
teen years; and also all such ordinances and by-laws, respecting such children, as 
shall be deemed most conducive to their welfare, and the good order of such city 
or town; and there shall be annexed to such ordinances, suitable penalties, not 
exceeding for any one breach, a fine of twenty dollars: provided, that such ordi- 
nances and by-laws shall be approved by the Court of Common Pleas for the 
County, and shall not be repugnant to the laws of the Commonwealth. 
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Srcr. 10. Pupils in the schools on the first plan 
shall attend equally in both departments, unless spe- 
cially permitted by the Sub-Committee to attend gener- 
ally or exclusively in one. 


Sect. 2, The several cities and towns, availing themselves of the provisions 
of this act, shall appoint, at the annual meeting of said towns, or annually by the 
mayor and aldermen of said cities, three or more persons, who alone shall be au- 
thorized to make the complaints, in every case of violation of said ordinances or 
by-laws, to the justice of the peace, or other judicial officer, who, by said ordinan. 
ces, shall have jurisdiction in the matter, which persons, thus appointed, shall 
alone have authority to carry into execution the judgments of said justices of the 
peace or other judicial officer. 

Secor.3. The said justices of the peace, or other judicial officers, shall, in all 
cases, at their discretion, in place of the fine aforesaid, be authorized to order chil- 
dren, proved before them to be growing up in truancy, and without the benefit of 
the education provided for them by law, to be placed for the periods of time as 
they may judge expedient, in such institutions of instruction, or houses of refor- 
mation, or other suitable situation, as may be assigned or provided for the purpose, 
under the authority conveyed by the first section, in each city or town availing it- 
self of the powers herein granted. 


Act of 1852. Chapter 283. 


Secor. 1. Any minor between the ages of six and fifteen years, convicted under 
the provisions of an act entitled “ an act concerning truant children and absentees 
from school,” passed in the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty, of being an 
habitual truant, or of not attending school, or of being without any regular and 
lawful occupation, or growing up in ignorance, may, at the discretion of the justice 
of the peace or judicial officer having jurisdiction of the case, instead of the fine 
mentioned in the first section of said act, be committed to any such institution of 
instruction, house of reformation, or suitable situation, as may be provided for the 
purpose under the authority given in said first section, for such time as such justice 
or judicial officer may determine, not exceeding one year. 

Secor. 2. Any minor convicted of either of said offences, and sentenced to pay 
a fine as provided in the first section of the act to which this is in addition, may, 
in default of payment thereof, be committed to said institution of instruction, 
house of reformation, or suitable situation provided as aforesaid, or to the county 
jail, as provided in case of non-payment of other fines. And upon proof that said 
minor is unable to pay said fine, and has no parent, guardian, or person chargeable 
with his support, able to pay the same, he may be discharged by said justice or ju- 
dicial officer, whenever he shall see fit. 

Sor. 3. If any person so convicted be not discharged as aforesaid, he shall be 
discharged according to the provisions of the third section of the one hundred and 
forty-fifth chapter of the Revised Statutes. 

Secor. 4. The powers of the justice of the peace or judicial officer, under this 
act and the act to which this is in addition, in all unfinished cases shall continue 
under any reappointment to the same office, provided there be no interval between 
the exviration and reappointment to said office. 
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Secr. 11. From the first Monday in May, to the 
first Monday in October, annually, the hours for keep- 
ing the schools shall be from 8 o’clock, A. M., until 11, 
and from 2 o'clock, P. M., until 5; and from the first 
Monday in October, to the first Monday in May, from 
9 to 12, and from 2 to half past 4. 


Sect.5. The third section of the act entitled “an act concerning truant chil- 
dren and absentees from school,” passed in the year one thousand eight hundred 
and fifty, is hereby repealed. 


Act of 1852. Chapter 240. 


Sect. 1. Every person who shall have any child under his control between the 
ages of eight and fourteen years, shall send such child to some public school with- 
in the town or city in which he resides, during at least twelve weeks, if the public 
schools within such town or city shall be so long kept, in each and every year 
during which such child shall be under his control, six weeks of which shall be 
consecutive. 

Sect. 2. Every person who shall violate the provisions of the first section of 
this act shall forfeit, to the use of such town or city, asum not exceeding twenty 
dollars, to be recovered by complaint or indictment. 

Srct. 3. It shall be the duty of the school committee in the several towns or 
Cities to inquire into all cases of violation of the first section of this act, and to as- 
certain of the persons violating the same the reasons, if any, for such violation, 
and they shall report such cases, together with such reasons, if any, to the town or 
city, in theifannual report; but they shall not report any cases such as are pro- 
vided for by the fourth section of this act. 

Sect. 4. If, upon inquiry by the school committee, it shall appear, or if, upon 
the trial of any complaint or indictment under this act, it shall appear that such 
child has attended some school not in the town or city in which he resides, for the 
time required by this act, or has been otherwise furnished with the means of edu- 
cation for a like period of time, or has already acquired those branches of learning 
which are taught in common schools, or if it shall appear that his bodily or mental 
condition has been such as to prevent his attendance at school, or his acquisition 
of learning for such a period of time, or that the person having the control of such 
child is not able, by reason of poverty, to send such child to school, or to furnish 
him with the means of education, then such person shall be held not to have vio- 
lated the provisions of this act. 

Sect. 5. It shall be the duty of the treasurer of the town or city to prosecute 
all violations of this act. 


ORDINANCE OF THE CITY. 


Srct.1. The City of Boston hereby adopts the two hundred ninety fourth 
chapter of the laws of the Commonwealth, for the year one thousand eight hun- 


dred and fifty, entitled “ An Act concerning Truant children, and absentees from 
school.” 
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‘Sect. 12. The masters of the Grammar Schools for 
Girls may keep school till one o’clock on days when 
the weather is such as, in their judgment, renders it ex- 

™ pedient; and may dispense with the afternoon session 
on those days. And they shall keep a record of the 
days, on which they have exercised this privilege, and 
shall report the same quarterly to the Sub-Committees 
of their respective schools, who shall insert the days in 
their Quarterly Reports to this Board. 

Secr. 13. The recess in all the schools shall take 
place as nearly as may be at the expiration of one-half 
of each school session, but in schools where there are 
two departments, there shall be an interval of fifteen 
minutes between the times of recess of the departments. 

Sect. 14. The order of attendance in the schools on 
the first plan, where both sexes attend, shall be as fol- 
lows:—On the first week after the summer vacation, 
the boys shall attend the Grammar School and the girls 
the Writing School in the morning; and the boys shall 
attend the Writing School and the girls the Grammar 
School in the afternoon. ‘The week following the or- 
der shall be reversed, and this alternation shall continue 
through the year; the weeks of vacation not being 


counted. 


Sect. 2. Any of the persons described in the first section of said act, upon 
conviction of any offence therein described, shall be punished by fine not exceed- 
ing twenty dollars: and the senior justice by appointment, of the police court, shall 
have jurisdiction of the offences set forth in said act. 

Secor. 3. The house for the employment and reformation of juvenile offenders 
is hereby assigned and provided as the institution of instruction, house of refor- 
mation or suitable situation, mentioned in the third section of this act. [Passed 
October 21, 1850.] 


This Ordinance was presented to the Court of Common Pleas for the county of 
Suffolk, at the October Term, 1850, and was approved by the Court. And at a 
meeting of the Mayor and Aldermen of the city, held on the thirty-first day of 
January, 1851, three officers were appointed in accordance with the second section 
of the statute, whose duty it is to attend to all cases of truancy reported to the 
Mayor by the masters or Sub-Committees of the several schoals. 
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Secr. 15. Each school or department of a school 
shall be divided into four classes. Each class shall be 
divided into two or more sections, each of which sec- 
tions shall pursue the studies, and use the text-books* 
assigned to its class; but whenever it shall appear that 
a section of a lower class has in any particular branch 
of study made the attainment requisite for promotion 
to a higher class, at a period earlier than the regular 
time for general promotion, then such section may at 
the discretion of the master, and with the approval of 
the Sub-Committee, enter upon the study of one of the 
text-books prescribed for the next higher class. 

Sect. 16. The books and exercises of the several 
classes in the boys’ schools shall be as follows: 

Class 4. No.1. Swan’s Spelling Book. 2. Swan’s 
Primary Reader. 3. Writing in Books, on Root’s, 
Northend’s, Badlam’s, or Winchester’s system. 4. Green- 
leaf’s Mental Arithmetic; the edition heretofore used. 

Class 3. No.1. Swan’s Spelling Book. 2. Swan’s 
Grammar School Reader. 3. Writing, as in fourth 
class. 4. North American Arithmetic, Part Second. 
5. Parley’s First Book of History, combined with 
Geography, to be used chiefly as a reading book, and 
the medium of oral instruction in Geography.

2. Tower and Walker’s Reader. 3. Writing in the 
Boston School writing books, with written or engraved 
copies.

order arranged, as follows, and in no other. 

1. Jarvis’s Practical Physiology. 

2. Smellie’s Philosophy of Natural History. 

3. Sherwin’s School Algebra. 

4, Tillmghast’s Plane Geometry. 

Sect. 18. In those schools which are still organized 
in two departments, the foregoing course of studies 
shall be divided between them as follows: in the Gram- 
mar Department shall be taught Spelling, Reading, 
Geography, Grammar, Composition and Declamation, 
History, and of the allowed Studies, Physiology, Phi- 
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losophy of Natural History. In the Writing Depart- 
ment shall be taught Writing, Arithmetic, Book Keep- 
ing, Drawing, and of the allowed studies, Natural Phi- 
losophy, Algebra and Geometry. 

Sect. 19. Colburn’s Mental Arithmetic and F. A. 
Adams’s Arithmetic, in two parts, may be used in any 
school for occasional exercises, but not to the neglect 
of any of the prescribed studies or text-books ; and the 
masters shall prohibit the use of keys to Arithmetic or 
Algebra by their pupils. 

Secr. 20. ‘The Book Committee in connection with 
the Sub-Committees, may furnish each school with 
Green’s Chart of Sentences, one or more sets of Pel- 
ton’s Outline Maps, Fowle’s large map of Massachusetts, 
Loring’s twelve inch Terrestrial Globe, on a metal stand, 
and a set of Wightman’s Philosophical Apparatus, in 
conformity with a list and schedule, adopted May 19th, 
1847. 


CHAPTER IIL. 


Regulations of the Snuth School. 


Sscr. 1. This school is situated in Belknap street. 
It was instituted in 1812, and designed for the instruc- 
tion of colored children of both sexes. The expenses of 
the school are defrayed in part by the income of a legacy 
from the late Abiel Smith, Esq. 

Secr. 2, The colored population in the City not being 
sufficiently numerous to require more than one school, it 

has been thought proper to provide in this, the means of 
instruction in all the branches of learning, which are 
taught in the several orders of schools for white children. 
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Sect. 3. The instructor in this school shall be a mas- 
ter who shall have been educated at some respectable 
college, with as many assistants as the Sub-Committee of 
the School with the approval of the Board shall deem 
necessary. : 

Sect. 4. The text-books shall be the same as are 
used in the other public schools, except when the Sub- 
Committee shall otherwise direct ; and the division of the 
school into classes, and the arrangement of the studies, 
shall be left to the discretion of the master, subject to the 
control of the Sub-Committee. No pupil, however, shall 
be permitted to begin the studies pursued in the Latin or 
High School, until he is well versed in the studies pur- 
sued in the Grammar and Writing Schools. © 

Secr. 5. At the exhibition in July, such rewards shall 
be bestowed upon the more deserving pupils as the Sub- 
Committee may judge proper. 


CHAPTER IV. 
Regulations of the City Normal School. 


Sect. 1. This school is situated in Mason street, in 
the same building with the City Library. It was insti- 
tuted in 1852, with the design of furnishing to those 
pupils who have passed through the usual course of study 
at the Grammar Schools for girls, and at other girls’ 
schools in this city, an opportunity of qualifying them- 
selves in the best manner for the duties of teachers, 

Sect. 2. The course of study and instruction com- 
prises a thorough review of all the studies taught in the 
Grammar Schools, with the addition of such collateral 
branches ag are important for the explanation and illus 
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tration of those studies. Such of the more useful and 
higher studies as it may be found expedient to add to the 
course, may be from time to time introduced, at the dis- 
cretion of the Sub-Committee. The design is to give 
the pupil an accurate acquaintance with the details of 
the various branches, and at the same time an enlarged 
and comprehensive view of the principles involved in 
each, and its relation to other departments of knowledge. 

Sect. 3. The aim of the whole course is to fit the 
pupils for the practical duties of teachers, by making 
them familiar with all the most approved methods of 
teaching, and by giving them such command of the 
knowledge they have acquired, and such facility in im- 
parting it, as shall enable them to originate methods of 
their own, and to apply them successfully in the instruc- 
tion of those who may afterwards come under their care. 

_ Sect. 4. In addition to the ordinary course of study, 
lectures on the various branches shall be given by the 
instructors and by other qualified persons, and a library 
of books of reference, with charts, mathematical and phi- 
losophical apparatus, and other useful aids to illustration, 
shall be furnished for the use of the school. Instruction 
in music and drawing forms a part of the regular exer- 
cises of the school. A favorable influence is intended to 
be exerted upon the moral character, the general deport- 
ment, and the physical health of the pupils, as well as 
upon their intellectual progress. 

Sect. 5. The school is divided into two departments, 
viz. a Normal department, containing those pupils who 
are preparing themselves for the duties of teachers, and 
a Model school composed of pupils of the age and qual- 
ifications of those in the third and fourth classes of the 
Grammar Schools. The pupils of the Normal department 
are required to assist frequently in the Model School, for 
the purpose of acquiring practical experience in the ap- 
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plication of correct principles of instruction and disci- 
pline, under the direction of skilful teachers. The fol- 
lowing are the regulations of this school, in addition to 
those common to all the schools. 

Sect. 6. The instructors of this school shall be a mas- 
ter, a principal assistant, and as many additional assist- 
ants as may be found expedient, but the whole number 
of. assistants shall not in any case exceed the ratio of one 
for every thirty-five pupils. 

Sect. 7. The examination of candidates for admis- 
sion to the School, shall take place annually, on the 
Thursday and Friday next succeeding the day of the 
annual exhibition of the Grammar Schools in July. 

Sect. 8. Candidates for admission must be over six- 
teen and not more than nineteen years of age. They 
must present certificates of recommendation from the 
teachers whose schools they last attended, and must pass 
a satisfactory examination in the following branches, viz. 
Spelling, Reading, Writing, Arithmetic, English Gram- 
mar, Geography and History. 

Sect. 9. The examination shall be conducted by thé 
Instructors of the School, both orally and from written 
questions previously prepared by them, and approved by 
the Sub-Committee. It shall be the duty of the Sub- 
Committee of the School and of the Superintendent, to be 
present and to assist at the examination, and the admis- 
sion of candidates shall be subject to the approval of the 
Sub-Committee. 

Sect. 10. In case of vacancies occurring in the 
School, new pupils may be admitted to advanced stand- 
ing, upon satisfactory examination, at such times as may 
be appointed by the Sub-Committee in consultation with 
the Master. 7 

Secor. 11. An application for admission shall be con- 
sidered as a sufficient declaration on the part of a candi- 
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date, of an intention to engage in the pursuit of teaching 
after leaving the School. 

Secor. 12. The School shall be divided into two Class, 
es, a Senior and a Junior, and each Class into such divis- 
ions and sub-divisions as may be found convenient. 

Sucr. 13. There shall be one session of five hours 
each day, in the Normal Department, viz, from 8 A. M. 
to 1 P. M. from May to October, and from 9 A. M. to 2 
P. M. from October to May. In the Model School, the 
hours of the daily sessions shall correspond generally 
with those of the Grammar Schools. | 

Sror. 14. The plan of study shall be arranged for 
two years. Pupils who have attended for that period, 
and who have completed the course in a manner satisfac- 
tory to the Teachers and to the Sub-Committee, shall be 
entitled to receive a diploma or certificate to that effect 
on leaving the school. 

Sect. 15. The Model School shall be subject to the 
general regulations of the Grammar Schools, under the 
direction of the Master of the Normal School. The pu- 
pils shall be of the age and qualifications of the pupils 
in the third and fourth classes of those schools, and shall 
be from time to time transferred to the Grammar Schools 
of the Section in which they may reside. 


CHAPTER V. 


Regulations of the English High School. 

Secr. 1. This school is situated in Bedford street. It 
was instituted in 1821, with the design of furnishing the 
young men of the city, who are not intended for a col- 
legiate course of studies, and who have enjoyed the 
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usual advantages of the other public schools, with the 
means of completing a good English education, and fit- 
ting themselves for all the departments of commercial 
life. The prescribed course of studies is arranged for 
three years, and those who attend for that period and 
complete that course, are considered to have been grad- 
uated at the school. Those who wish to pursue further 
some of the higher departments of mathematics, and 
other branches, have the privilege of remaining another 
year at the school. This institution is furnished with a 
valuable mathematical and philosophical apparatus, for 
the purpose of experiment and illustration. To this 
school apply the following regulations, in addition to 
those common to all the schools. 

Secr. 2. The instructors in this school shall be a mas- 
ter, two sub-masters, and as many ushers as shall give 
one instructor to every thirty-five pupils, but no addi- 
tional usher shall be allowed for a less number. The 
Sub-Committee may furnish the master with an assistant 
in his room whenever the number of pupils remaining in 
the school through the fourth year shall in their judgment 
make it necessary. The salary of said assistant shall not 
exceed the salary paid to an usher in this school during 
his first year of service. It shall be a necessary qualifi- 
cation in all these instructors, that they have been edu- 
cated at some respectable college, and that they be com- 
petent to instruct in the French language. 

Sect. 8. Candidates for admission to this school shall 
be examined on the Wednesday and Thursday next suc- 
ceeding the exhibition of the school in July, and such 
candidates as are not successful at this time, may +be ex- 
amined again, at such other time as the principal may 
appoint during the week previous to the commencement 
of the Fall Term; and at the close of this second exam- 
ination the Sub-Committee of the School shall make a 
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full report of both examinations and the results of each. 
Any boy then offering himself, as a candidate for admis- 
sion, shall present a certificate from his parent or guard- 
ian, that he has reached the age of twelve years, also a 
certificate of good moral character, and of presumed lit- 
erary qualifications from the master of the school which 
he last attended, and shall pass a satisfactory examina- 
tion in the following studies, viz: Spelling, Reading, 
Writing, English Grammar, Arithmetic, Modern Geogra- 
phy, and the History of the United States. 

Sect. 4. It shall be the duty of the Sub-Committee 
of the English High School to be present at the annual 
examination of candidates for admission, but said exami- 
nation shall be conducted by the instructors, from ques- 
tions previously prepared, on all the branches, and sub- 
ject to the approval of the Committee. The examina- 
tion shall be strict; and a thorough knowledge of the 
required studies shall be indispensable to admission, 

Sect. 5. On admission, pupils shall be arranged in 
divisions according to their respective degrees of profi- 
ciency. Individuals, however, shall be advanced according 
to their scholarship and no faster; and no one shall re- 
main a member of the school longer than four years. 

Szcr. 6. It shall be the duty of the master to exam- 
ine each division as often as may be consistent with the 
attention due to those under his immediate instruction. 
EKach class or section shall be occasionally reviewed in 
its appropriate studies, and once a quarter there shall 
be a general review of all the previous studies of that 
quarter. , 

Srcr. 7. From the first Monday in November to the 
first Monday in May, the School shall hold one session 
each day,—commencing at 9 A. M., closing at 2 P. M- 
From the first Monday in May to the first Monday in 
November, there shall be two school sessions each day, 
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—one from 8 A. M.to ll’ A. M—another from 3 P. 
M. to 5% P. M., except on such stormy days as the mas- 
ter shall think it best to keep till 2 o'clock, P. M., and 
dispense with the afternoon session. 

Secr. 8. The course of study and instruction in this 
school shall be as follows : 

Class 8. 1. Review of preparatory Studies, using the 
text-books authorized in the Grammar and Writing 
schools of the City. 2, Ancient Geography. 3. Wor- 
cester’s General History. 4. Sherwin’s Algebra. 5. 
French Language. 6. Drawing. 

Class 2. 1, Sherwin’s Algebra, continued. 2. French 
Language, continued.. 8. Drawing, continued. 4. Le- 
gendre’s Geometry. 5. Book Keeping. 6. Blair’s Rhet- 
oric. 7. Constitution of the United States. 8. Trigo- 
nometry, with its application to Surveying, Navigation, 
Mensuration, Astronomical Calculations, &c. 9. Paley’s 
Hividences of Christianity,—a Monday-morning lesson. 

Class 1. Trigonometry, with its applications, &c., | 
continued. 2. Paley’s Evidences, continued,—a Monday- 
morning lesson. 3. Drawing, continued. 4. Astron- 
omy. 0. Natural Philosophy. 6. Moral Philosophy. 
7. Political Economy. 8. Natural Theology. 9. Cleve- 
land’s Compendium of English Literature. 10. French, 
continued,—or the Spanish language may be commenced 
by such pupils, as in the judgment of the master, have 
acquired a competent knowledge of the French. 

Hor the pupils who remain at the school the fourth 
year, the course of studies shall be as follows: 

1. Astronomy. 2. Intellectual Philosophy. 3. Logie. 
4, Spanish. 5. Geology. 6. Mechanics, Engineering, 
and the higher Mathematics, with some option. 

Sect. 9. The several classes shall also have exercises 
in English Composition and Declamation. The instrue- 
tors shall pay particular attention to the penmanship of 
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the pupils, and give constantly such instruction in Spell- 
ing, Reading and English Grammar as they may deem to 
be necessary to make the pupils perfect in these funda- 
mental branches of a good education. 


CHAPTER VI. 
Regulations of the Latin Grammar School. 


Sect. 1. This school is situated in Bedford Street. 
It was instituted about the middle of the 17th century. 
The Latin Grammar School and the English High School, 
complete the system of public education, enjoyed alike 
by all classes in this City. 

Sect. 2. In the Latin Grammar School the rudiments 
of the Latin and Greek languages are taught, and schol- 
_ ars are fully qualified for the most respectable colleges. 
Instruction is also given in Mathematics, Geography, His- 
tory, Declamation, and English Grammar and Composi- 
tion, and im the French language. ‘To this school apply 
the following regulations, in addition to those common to 
all schools. 

Sect. 3. The instructors in this school shall be a mas- 
ter, a sub-master, and so many assistants as shall give 
one instructor to every thirty-five pupils, but no addition- 
al assistant shall be allowed for a less number. 

Srot. 4. It shall be a necessary qualification in all 
the instructors of this school that they have been edu- 
cated at some respectable college. 

Sxecr. 5. Candidates for admission shall have attained 
to the age of ten years, and shall produce, from the mas- 
ters of the schools they last attended, certificates of good 
moral character. They shall be able to read common 
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English authors correctly and fluently, to spell all words 
of common occurrence, to write a running hand, shall un- 
derstand mental arithmetic, and the simple rules of writ- 
ten arithmetic, shall be able to answer the more impor- 
tant of Parker’s Geographical Questions, and shall have 
a sufficient knowledge of English Grammar to parse com- 
mon sentences in prose. A knowledge of Latin Gram- 
mar shall be considered equivalent to that of English. 

SEct. 6. Boys shall be examined for admission into 
this school only once a year, viz.: on the Friday and Sat- 
urday of the last week of the vacation succeeding the 
exhibition of the school in July. 

Sect. 7. The regular course of instruction shall con- 
tinue six years, and no scholar shall enjoy the privileges 
of this school beyond that term, unless by leave of the 
Sub-Committee. But scholars may have the option of 
completing their course in five years or less, if willing to 
make due exertion, and shall be advanced according to 
scholarship. 

Secr. 8. From the first Monday in May, to the first 
Monday in November, annually, this school shall begin 
at 8 o'clock, A. M., and end at 12% o'clock, M. 

Secor. 9. T’rom the first Monday in May, to the first 
Monday in November, the school shall begin at 3 P. M., 
and end at 5 P. M.; from the first Monday in Novem- 
ber to the first Monday in May, the school shall com- 
mence at 9 A. M., and close at 2 P. M., thus holding 
only one session each day. 

The master of the Latin school shall be allowed to 
keep school until 2 o’clock on days when the weather is 
stormy, and to dispense with the afternoon sessions, on 
such occasions from April to November. 

Sect. 10. The school shall be divided into classes, 
with such sub-divisions as the master may think advisa- 
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ble, subject to the approbation of the Sub-Committee of 
the school. 

sect. 11. The master shall examine the pupils under 
the care of the other teachers in the school, as often as 
he can, consistently with proper attention to those whom 
he has immediately in charge. 

The books and exercises required during 
the course of instruction in this school, are the following:

ALDERMAN Frost: 


Dear S1r,—In order that the publication of the 
Municipal Register may be completed, which is now 
suspended on account of the disagreement of the two 
branches of the City Council in the matter of a “Joint 
Committee on Streets,’ I address you as the Chairman 
of the Joint Committee who reported the provision for 
such Committee; presuming also that you would be 
placed upon the “Committee of Conference,” if such 
Committee should be appointed by your Board, in con- 
formity with the second sections of the “Joint Rules of 
the City Council.” If, however, your Board are deter- 
mined to insist, I do not think it worth while to confer, 
as our branch have unanimously approved of such Com- 
mittee, and I do not think will be likely to recede, even 
if a Committee should avise thereto. I do not say this 
to influence you, or your Board, in your action upon 
the subject of disagreement, but only to set the matter 
at rest, which a vote to adhere would, by the operation 
of parliamentary law and usage. I will state (what I 
should state to you, were I addressing you as in con- 
ference) the grounds upon which I claim such “Com- 
mittee,” both legally and as a matter of expediency. 
I will here premise, that permission allowing a co- 
ordinate branch of the Government to do a certain 
thing or act does not necessarily compel that branch 
to insist upon the right to do that thing or act, and 
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further in the granting of powers conferring authority 
upon an agent it should be construed strictly and as 
conferring no more power than is expressly given, or is 
necessary to enable the agent to accomplish the work 
for which the power was given, and especially is this 
rule to be observed where the power is taken from the 
people and given to agents, whether such agent or 
agents are by appointment, or chosen by the people. 
I will now proceed to state my positions. 

The first section of the City Charter, statute of 1821, 
declares, ‘that the inhabitants of the town of Boston, 
for all purposes for which towns are by law incorpo- 
rated, in this Commonwealth, shall continue to. be one 
body politic, in fact and in name, under the style and 
denomination of the City of Boston, and as such, shall 
have, exercise and enjoy all the rights, immunities, 
powers, and privileges, and shall be subject to all duties 
and obligations, now incumbent upon, and appertain- 
ing to, said town as a municipal corporation. And the 
administration of all the fiscal, prudential and municipal 
concerns of said City, with the conduct and government 
thereof, shall be vested in one principal officer, to be 
styled the Mayor; one select council, consisting of 
eight persons, to be denominated the Board of Alder- 
men; and one more numerous council, to consist of 
forty-eight persons, to be denominated the Common 
Council; which Boards, in their joint capacity, shall 
be denominated the City Council, together with such 
other board of officers, as are hereinafter specified.” 

By the section of this law.(City Charter) recited, all 
the powers belonging to towns, or rather the inhabit- 
ants of towns, are vested in the City Council, and un- 
less there is somewhere an abridgment of these powers, 
clearly, and specifically stated, it seems to me they are, 
and should be exercised by the City Council. It is 
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claimed that these powers are abridged by the thir- 
teenth section of the Charter. Let us examine this: 
It says, “that the administration of police, together 
with the executive powers of the said corporation gen- 
erally, together also with the powers heretofore vested 
in the Selectmen of the town of Boston, either by the 
general laws of this Commonwealth, by particular laws 
relative to the powers and duties of said Selectmen, or 
by the usages, votes, or by-laws of said town, shall be, 
and hereby are vested in the Mayor and Aldermen, as 
hereby constituted, as fully and amply as if the same 
were herein specially enumerated.” It then goes on to 
provide for licensing, taking of bonds, &c. &c. 

It will be seen that this section treats entirely of ex- 
ecutive duties, and not legislative, and as such I do not 
consider it to be inconsistent with the powers vested in 
the City Council; but this is not the construction that 
has been put upon it, but a construction which abridges 
the grant contained in the former section, if we suppose 
that all the powers granted to the Selectmen by the 
votes of the town, or by the statutes of the Common- 
wealth, are to be continued without repeal; but it must 
be admitted, I think, that the powers vested by the 
votes of the town can be changed or annulled by the 
votes of the town; the City Council stand now in the 
place of the town, and so also could the usages be su- 
perseded by the grant of express powers, and the pow- 
ers derived by general laws could also be annulled by 
statute, either expressly or by implication. Has this 
been done? It seems to me it has. The 28th section 
of the Charter, after enumerating several acts which 
are expressly repealed, it says, “and all such acts and 
parts of acts as come within the purview of this act, 
and which are inconsistent with, or repugnant to, the 
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provisions of this act, shall be, and the same are ineteby 
repealed.” 

The question then is, is the authority claimed by 
the Mayor and Aldermen under the clause in the 
13th section of the Charter, transferring to the Mayor 
and Aldermen the powers exercised heretofore by the 
Selectmen, inconsistent with the powers and duties im- 
posed upon, and vested in, the City Council? I think 
it is. Not only in the first section of the Charter is 
the financial and prudential administration of the City 
vested in the City Council, but the same idea runs 
through the whole Charter. ‘There was a necessity of 
vesting in some board, for the time being, that is until 
the new government could be put into successful op- 
eration, the powers to perform the duties heretofore 
performed by the Selectmen, and further there might 
have been public interests which might have suffered 
unless for certain purposes this power was conferred 
upon some board in continuation of the authority of 
the Selectmen, but these were cases where other cor- 
porations or individuals were parties, and could not 
have been intended to abridge the powers of the peo- 
ple represented by the City Council. My position is 
strengthened by the note at the bottom of page 369th 
of the Revised Ordinances; notwithstanding the au- 
thority had been claimed, and acted upon ever since 
the adoption of the Charter until that time, Mr. Chan- 
dler says, “ whether the authority of the Mayor and 
Aldermen to lay out and widen streets depends upon the 
Revised Statutes, chap 24th, § 54, or upon statute 1799, 
chap. 31, § 3, statute 1806, chap. 73, and statute 1821, 
chap. 110, § 13, (City Charter,) appears to be an open 
question. ‘The practice has been to proceed rile the 
latter statute. | 

Now the doubt here raised in the mind of Mr. Ge

dler is unquestionably only a doubt having reference 
to the question of the co-ordinate powers of the two 
branches of the City Government, because, as between 
the City and individuals, it had long before this time 
had the sanction of the highest judicial tribunal. See 
Stone v. City of Boston, (2 Metc. 22;) Parks v. City of 
Boston, (8 Pick. 218,) and other cases not necessary to 
mention, as both of the above cases were ably contested 
by the most eminent counsel of the State and City. 
But I would ask you to examine the statutes of 1799 
and 1804, they both relate to the same subject, the last 
being in addition and an amendment of the first. The 
title of the Act of 1799 is “ An Act to regulate paving 
of Streets, in the town of Boston, and for removing ob- 
structions in the same.” Section Ist provides for the 
paving of all streets in the town of Boston, agreeable to 
the following regulations, viz: Footwalk one-sixth of 
the street, and paved with bricks or flat stones, with 
_ beam or edge-stones on the side; middle of street or 
cartway four-sixths; pave a gutter on each side, and 
pave with good and sufficient paving stones; provis- 
ions for squares, and narrow streets. Section 2d pro- 
vides for the laying of sidewalks forthwith by the abut- 
tors; if they neglect so to do, for twenty days, surveyors 
of highways are enjoined and required to do it at the 
expense of the town, and may recover of the owner, be- 
fore any court competent to try the issue: Provided, &c., 
individuals may make their objections to the Selectmen, 
or surveyors of highways, who are directed to take 
such objections into consideration: Provided, further, 
in the case of vacant lots, they may be allowed to plank 
sidewalk, but to be removed when the surveyors di- 
rect them so to do. The next section contains, or is 
supposed to contain the power in question, and is in 
these words: 
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Section 8. That the Selectmen of the said town of 
Boston, for the time being, whenever in their opinion 
the safety and convenience of the inhabitants of said 
town shall require it, shall be, and they hereby are em- 
powered to lay out or widen any street, lane, or alley 
of said town, and for that purpose to remove any build- 
ing or buildings, of what nature soever; and the owner 
or owners of such building shall be entitled to receive 
compensation for the damages which he or they may 
sustain by such removal, which damages shall be ascer- 
tained, determined and recovered, in the way and man- 
ner pointed out in the Act of this Commonwealth, en- 
titled. “An Act directing the method of laying out 
Highways.” 

Section 4th. No canopy, balcony, platform of cellar 
door, or steps, shall project more than one-tenth of the 
street, or more than 3 feet; cellar door to have upright 
cheeks, not to project more than 6 inches; penalty for 
violation. 

Section 5th. Prevent the putting up posts in streets, 
except with the permission of surveyors of highways; 
no trees to be planted without permission ; no horse or 
cart, or wheelbarrow, or carriage, to go on sidewalk; 
penalty, how recovered; provisions against porticoes, 
bow windows, or other windows, projecting into the 
street more than 1 foot, or sign; or place goods be- 
yond 1 foot; penalty for same, after notice by surveyors, 
or person authorized by them. 

Section 6th. Merchandise placed in streets may be 
removed by surveyors, and they may keep them, not to 
be restored until expenses are paid; penalty, and how 
recovered. 

Section 7th. Provides for removal of carriages after 
one hour, unless by permission of surveyors of high- 
ways; penalty, and how recovered. But no prosecu- 
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tion to be commenced against country drivers of teams, 
unless under the particular direction of the Selectmen. 

Section 8th. Forfeitures divided between the Poor 
of Boston and Surveyors of Highways. ; 

Statute of 1804, title, ““An Act, in addition to an 
Act, entitled An Act to regulate the paving of streets in 
the town of Boston, and for removing obstructions in 
the same. Be it enacted,” &c. “ That the Selectmen of 
the town of Boston, for the time being, whenever in 
their opinion the safety or convenience of the inhabit- 
ants of said town shall require it, shall be, and they 
hereby are, empowered to lay out any new street, or to 
widen any street, lane, or alley of said town, and for 
that purpose to take any land that may be required for 
the same, and to remove any building or buildings, of 
what nature soever; and the same street, lane, or alley 
being recorded in the town’s books, shall be thereby 
established as such. And the owner or owners of the 
land or buildings that shall be so taken or removed, 
shall receive such recompense for the damages which 
he or they may thereby sustain, as the party interested 
and the Selectmen shall agree upon, to be paid by the 
town or the individual person or persons for whose 
use such streets, lane, or alley is laid out or widened, 
or as shall be ordered by the Justices of the Court of 
General Sessions of the Peace, upon an inquiry into the 
same, by a jury to be summoned for that purpose, who 
shall be drawn out of the jury box of the Supreme Ju- 
dicial Court, of the town of Boston, by the Selectmen 
of said town, upon the application of the Sheriff of the 
county of Suffolk, and if by accident or challenge there 
should not be a full jury, said officer shall fill the pan- 
nell de talibus circumstandibus, as in other cases, or 
by a special Committee if the parties agree thereto.”. 

I think you will agree with me that the statute of 1799 
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does not confer the power that is claimed in the third 
section, which treats of the matter of laying out and 
widening streets, gives no power to lay out new streets 
and take land therefor, ‘they are, whenever in their 
opinion the public safety and convenience require it, to 
lay out and widen any street, lane or alley of said town, 
and for that purpose to remove any building,” &c. 
Now this does not propose the taking of land to make 
a new street, at all; they may lay out any street, lane, 
or alley, by and for said town, that has been laid out 
by individuals, or has been used by the public, and if 
such street, lane or alley, needs widening, may remove 
buildings, but cannot take land other than that occu- 
pied by the buildings. In fact, this power to widen 
streets thus given, was given as an incident to the 
power of paving streets and sidewalks, and for the per- 
fecting of the work by straightening the sides of the 
streets, and thereby improving the cartway, and secure 
the greater safety and convenience of the public. This 
was evidently the construction put upon it by the au- 
thorities of that day, and induced to the passage of the 
statute of 1804; this, which was in addition to that of 
1799, was intended to supply deficiencies in that act, 
which were clearly the omission to provide for taking 
land for the purpose of laying out or widening streets ; 
but this, no more than the former statute, was intended 
to originate and lay out streets, as is now done by the 
Mayor and Aldermen, but merely to assume, in behalf 
of the town, street, lanes and alleys, that have been laid 
out or indicated by the proprietors of the land, and, if 
need be, to take land that has not been so far dedicated 
to public use as to cut off, all claims for compensation 
from the public therefor. If it did give the power as- 
sumed, it will be perceived that neither the statute of 
1799 or 1804 are complete in themselves ; they require 
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a reference to preceding enactments and to general laws 
to make them complete; the adjudication of damages 
contemplates, that such adjudication, where the parties 
in interest are the town on the one side, and the indi- 
vidual claimant on the other, that a third party or tri- 
bunal shall adjudicate in the first place. 

The statute of 1827, establishing the board of County 
Commissioners, which was superseded by the Revised 
_ Statutes, Chapter 24th, has made ample provisions for 
the laying out and improving streets and highways; it 
contains within itself all the powers complete to insure 
the proper exercise of the powers granted, and it pro- 
vides, by the 54th to the 58th sections inclusive, that 
the Mayor and Aldermen of the City of Boston shall 
exercise the powers conferred upon the County Com- 
missioners of the several counties, and, although it does 
not specifically repeal the special statutes of 1799 and 
1804, upon which the Mayor and Aldermen have here- 
tofore and now act, it-seems to me it does repeal them 
by implication, and for this reason: it does away with 
the Court of General Sessions, thereby compelling a 
recurrence to this statute in the settlement of damages 
resulting to individuals by the laying out or widening 
of streets; for it is by the authority derived from the 
statute of 1836 that your Board adjudge what amount 
of damage is sustained by individuals) Now why 
should the authority to take rest upon one statute, and 
then resort to another for authority to settle the dam- 
age for so taking, when the latter statute contains both; 
and the authority to take is particularly defined, and 
the rights of all parties particularly guarded? It there- 
fore seems to me that the authority for widening and 
laying out streets is derived from the 24th Chapter of 
the Revised Statutes, and should be exercised in con- 
formity thereto. And how does this differ from the 
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earlier statutes? It seems to me to differ essentially— 
a difference perfectly obvious; County Commissioners 
are to act in the matter of laying out or widening 
highways, upon petition, and not otherwise; they are 
then to notify all parties, when a hearing is to be had, 
and especially to towns who have to pay for such high- 
way, that they may be heard by the Commissioners 
against or for it. It cannot be said, because the Board 
of Mayor and Aldermen are a part of the City Council, | 
they therefore appear for the City; it might as well be 
said, that in the case of a party against the Common- 
wealth, the Judge, being an inhabitant, is a sufficient 
representative of the Commonwealth; and this brings 
us to the question of expediency. 

The Board of Mayor and Aldermen have the author- 
ity to take private property for public use, no matter . 
how cherished that property may be, by association or 
otherwise, it may and can be taken by your Board; 
and can any one doubt that the exercise of such a 
power, so necessary, it is true, and yet so repugnant to 
the genius of our Constitutions, State and Federal—can 
any one doubt that such a power should be exercised 
with extreme caution, with the utmost deliberation, 
and under the most favorable circumstances? Has that 
power heretofore been so exercised, can it be so exer- 
cised, under the mode of proceedings heretofore adopt- 
ed? Ithink not. Let us suppose a case. ‘The Com- 
mittee of your Board think the public interest would 
be subserved by continuing Washington Street to Han- 
over Street, near Friend Street,—that it would be a de- 
cided improvement, and come to that conclusion, not 
upon petition and hearing, but upon their own volition ; 
you vote to lay out the street accordingly, it is sent to 
the Common Council for their approval, under the — 
prestige of such a vote, it passes the Council and thus 
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becomes a law; you order the obstructions to be re- 
- moved, and have a hearing of parties who are to be 
individually disturbed ; the objections are overruled and 
the street is laid out, the obstructions removed, the. 
parties petition for redress, and they are heard by you, 
sitting as judges between them and the City, who are 
to pay. The measure does not meet with the favor 
from the public you had anticipated; the prospective 
taxes begin to haunt the public imagination, and find 
utterance in the public journals, in the shape of, “ ex- 
travagant public servants,’ ‘municipal prodigality,” 
&c. &c. Can your Board, under such circumstances, 
be in a condition to adjudge fairly between the indi- 
vidual claimant and the City? Is such a tribunal as 
impartial as the lot of humanity allows? Is it not 
rather as partial as could well be devised? I would 
not be understood as saying, or intimating, that the 
Board would knowingly misjudge, but I say it must 
influence, unknowingly it may be, the judgment of the 
Board. It may be said the individual has the right of 
appeal to a tribunal that is impartial, that is true; but 
this is attended with expense to him that he may be 
unable to bear; at any rate it must take from him part 
of that full compensation which, under the Constitu- 
tion, he was entitled to; and more, the case goes to 
that tribunal prejudged, and perhaps misjudged, and 
carrying with it the influence of such prejudgment and 
misjudgment, powerful it may be, against an humble 
individual. 

In conclusion, it seems to me there is no legal objec- 
tion to having a “Joint Committee on Streets,” who 
shall first judge of the expediency of all improvements 
petitioned for, and suggest and recommend such as 
they shall deem of public utility and convenience; ob- 
taining, if possible, such terms from individuals inter- 
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ested, as conditions precedent to such improvements, as 
they can, and it is for the public interest they should 
obtain; and then to obtain the sanction of the Mayor 
and Aldermen, and if necessary the Common Council, 
and to petition for the action of the City Council, or 
Mayor and Aldermen, should it be necessary to take 
private property by authority of laws. Upon such pe- 
tition and advice the Board would act; and then, if a 
case of damage came before them for adjudication, they 
could adjudge the same without fear or affection, it be- 
ing a duty imposed and not sought. I will not pursue 
the subject further, but conclude by invoking your fa- 
vorable consideration of the reasons I have offered, and

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COMMUNICATION, 


The late City Council of Boston not having seen fit 
to accept the offer of conveyance made to them in June 
last by the Board of Commissioners on Boston Harbor 
and the Back Bay, said Commissioners now respectfully 
offer for the consideration of the present City Council 
the following Proposal: 

To release to the City of Boston that tract of land 
which, on the accompanying plan, is included between 
the Public Garden on the east and Avenue No. 1 on 
the west, bounded northerly by the Mill Dam and south- 
erly by Avenue No. 2, upon the following conditions, 


Viz : 
1. That the City shall proceed, with reasonable 


speed, to fill up said released premises, and shall add 
the same to the Public Garden as part thereof, and that 
the Garden, thus enlarged, shall be forever kept open 
by said City for the common use, benefit and enjoyment 
of the citizens, free from all buildings except green- 
houses and other similar garden structures. 

2. ‘That within one year from the acceptance of this 
proposal the City will construct the northerly half part 
of Avenue No. 2, from the end of Boylston Street to 
the westerly line of Avenue No. 1: will permit the 
Boston Water Power Company, at the same time to 
construct the southerly half of the said portion of Av- 
enue No, 2: will, when said portion is constructed, lay 
it open as a public street, and will, at any and all times 
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hereafter, at the request of said Board of Commission- 
ers, lay out said Avenue as a public way to what may 
then be the westernmost limit of Boston. — 

3. ‘That, within the year aforesaid, the City will fill 
up, to the height of the Mill Dam, that portion of the 
released premises one hundred and fifty feet wide lying 
nearest the Mill Dam, and extending from the present 
western wall of the Public Garden to Avenue No. 1. 

4, That the City will adopt and construct the sys- 
tem of streets laid down, or to be laid down, by said 
Board of Commissioners upon said plan, or within the 
Back Bay, so far as said streets do or shall extend upon 
lands owned by the City, and will release to the Com- 
monwealth any and all right, title, and interest, which 
it now owns or claims in the empty basin west of Av- 
enue No. 1. 

5. That within such period as said Board of Com- 
missioners may, on consultation with the Mayor and 
Aldermen of Boston, deem reasonable the City will, at 
the joint and equal expense of said City and of the Com- 
monwealth, construct and complete that part of Avenue 
No. 1 which extends from the Mill Dam to Avenue No. 
2; the City, on the completion of said work to the 
Commissioners reasonable satisfaction, to receive pay- 
ment of the Commonwealth’s proportion of said ex- 
pense in lands or flats abutting on the south side of the 
Mill Dam, at an appraisal to be made by said Board of 
Commissioners jointly with a Committee of equal num- 
bers selected and appointed for the purpose by His 
Honor the Mayor for the time being of the City of 
Boston. f 

6. That said City shall, as said Board of Commis- 
sioners system of streets, sewers, drains, and all other 
public works, or any part thereof, shall be completed 
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within what may then be the bounds of Boston, and at 
the request of said Board, accept and maintain the same 
as parcel of the public streets and works of the City ; 
and this condition includes all that portion of the Mill 
Dam which may at the time of such requests be com- 
prehended within the limits of Boston and open to 
travel free of toll. |

OrFice oF THE CocnITUATE Water Boarp. 
Boston, January 15, 1854. 
To the City Council of Boston. 


The Cochituate Water Board respectfully submit, 
in compliance with an Ordinance of the City Council, 
their Annual Report for the year 1853. 


Supply of Water. 


The experience of the past year fully agrees with 
that of previous ones, in confirming the anticipations 
originally formed, of the entire sufficiency of the Water 
Works for affording an ample supply of water, for “ all 
the public, domestic and manufacturing uses of the in- 
habitants.” The supply in Lake Cochituate was quite 
abundant, the quantity wasted at the outlet dam 
having been more, by upwards of a hundred million 
of gallons, than what was drawn from the Brookline 
Reservoir for the consumption of the city. 

A comparison of the total rain-fall during the year, 
as estimated from observations made at the Lake, and 
at the Marlborough, and Hopkinton Reservoirs, under 
the direction of the Water Board, with the quantity of 
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water received into the Lake, as stated in the returns of 
the several Superintendents, shows a near conformity 
with the original calculations of the Water Commis- 
sioners, that we might rely on receiving four-tenths of 
the whole yearly rain-fall on the water-shed. 

The rain-fall over the whole water-shed is estimated 
to have been 50 inches, which would be equal to 
2,069,100,000 cubic feet, or 15,528,250,000 wine gal- 
lons. The tables of the consumption of water in the 
city show that 3,117,939,500 gallons were drawn from 
the Brookline Reservoir, and the amount wasted at 
the Lake was 3,486,817,500 gallons, to which adding 
172,000,000 as the quantity indicated by the difference 
of level of the water in the Lake at the beginning and 
end of the year, the whole number of gallons received 
into the Lake from the rain-fall appears to have been 
6,726,757,000, or about 43 per cent. The quantity 
which leaked into the brick aqueduct is presumed to 
have been about equal to that discharged at the waste 
weirs, in the process of making the repairs on the 
aqueduct. 

The gates at the outlet dam were closed on the 17th 
of June for the purpose of retaining, for consumption 
during the dry season, the water which had been pre- 
viously collected. The height of the water was then 
7 feet 274 inches above the flume, and 9%4 inches below 
the point of high water to which the city is authorized 
to raise it. The gates were kept closed until the twenty- 
first of November, when the fall rains had again raised 
it to 7 feet 434 inches. ‘The lowest point to which it 
fell during the summer was 8 feet 2% inches below the 
high water level, on the 24th of October. There then 
remained in the Lake 3 feet 1174 inches, or more than 
one-half of the quantity which had been retained. 

From the 17th of June to the 24th of October, the 
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rain-fall was twenty inches, being equal to 6,207,300,- 
000 gallons on the water-shed. During*%the same peri- 
od there was drawn from Brookline Reservoir 1,128.,- 
228,840 gallons, and wasted from the Lake 119,600,- 
000, from which sums deducting 321,650,000, the 
quantity indicated by the difference of level at the two 
periods, the amount received from the rain-fall appears 
to have been 926,178,840 gallons, or about 15 per 
cent. of the rain-fall. 

While the quantity drawn from the Brookline Receiv- 
ing Reservoir annually has been constantly increasing, it 
will be seen, by reference to the tables in the Report of 
the City Engineer of the average monthly depths in the 
Beacon Hill and South Boston Distribution Reservoirs, 
that the average depths for the year have been gradu- 
ally diminishing. The former having fallen from 11.01 
feet in 1850 to 6.80 in 1858, and the latter from about 
14 feet in 1850 to 8% feet in 1853 ; and during the pre- 
sent month, since these tables were formed, the depth at 
the latter has for several days been but about 3 feet and 
under. | 
_ The great and principal cause of this is undoubt- 
edly to be looked for in the continually increasing 
consumption. ‘There are other causes, however, some 
of which are temporary and others permanent, and 
becoming more and more efficient, to which it must 
be in some measure attributed. 

In the first. place, the necessity of completing the 
repairs in the brick aqueduct, which were commenc- 
ed in 18538, as stated in the last annual report, has 
required that the water should be drawn off for three 
and sometimes four days every week, by which the 
height at the Brookline Reservoir was lessened about 
four feet on an average, and in the city it has been 
about two feet less than it would otherwise have been, 
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These repairs are now nearly completed, and it is hop- 
ed that the whole work will be done in May next. 

The other cause is found, in the reduced capacity 
of all the iron mains and pipes, occasioned by the 
accumulation of accretions, which permanently adhere 
to their interior surface. The Water Board, in their 
report of last year, gave a somewhat detailed account 
of the state of the pipes in relation to this subject, 
and also of all the facts which they could learn in 
regard to the existence of the same trouble in other 
places, and of the efforts which had been made to ascer- 
tain their origin, and to prevent or remove them. 
During the year they have been carefully watched, and 
Professor Horsford has continued to give his very valu- 
able services to the subject. His communication the 
Committee beg leave to annex and make part of their 
report. The extent to which these accretions have 
affected the discharge of water from the pipes, by di- 
minishing their area and increasing the friction, has 
been satisfactorily ascertained by observations made by 
the City Engineer with great care on one of the thirty- 
inch mains across Charles River; and is found to be 
much greater than was anticipated. The loss of dis- 
charge under the common head of six inches was found 
to be upwards of twenty per cent. of the known dis- 
charge of a new main of like diameter. Similar obser- 
vations made on the thirty-inch main from the Brook- 
line Reservoir, under the ordinary head of eight fect, 
gave the same result. The level in the city has been 
accordingly reduced from this cause, usually not less 
than three feet. 


Consumption of. Water. 


The quantity drawn from the Brookline Reservoir 
and used in the City during the year was, as has been 
stated, 3,117,939,500 wine gallons, being a daily aver- 
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age for the year of 8,542,300 gallons, and affording a 
supply to every inhabitant, of the present population, 
of fifty-five gallons daily. The quantity thus used ex- 
ceeds that of the last year by more than 152,000,000 
gallons. ‘This excess seems to have been confined to 
the month of June and the four last months of the 
year, as in the other months the consumption was less 
than that of the corresponding months of the previous 
year. ‘The difference in the consumption of the two 
years is probably to be attributed to the fact that dur- 
ing all the early months of the year the weather was 
much milder than the year before, and thus one great 
and usual source of waste of water caused by letting it 
run to prevent freezing in the pipes, was in a degree 
obviated; and during the other months, when the con- 
sumption was less than the year previous, the de- 
ficiency was probably entirely owing to the unusual 
amount of rain-fall, which rendered the customary use 
of the water for many purposes unnecessary. ‘There is 
an evidence of this in the comparative consumption of 
the months of June and August. In the former there 
was hardly any rain, (0.30 in.) and the daily consump- 
tion then exceeded that of the last year by 912,817 
gallons ; but in the latter month, when the rain-fall 
amounted to the large amount of 9.40 in., the daily 
consumption was less than that of the previous year by 
947,358 gallons. 

Since the month of September the excess of con- 
sumption over the last year has been continually in- 
creasing, so that during the month of December it 
amounted to 2,032,582 gallons daily—the daily aver- 
age for the month being 9,228,400 gallons.* 

* An unavoidable delay in finishing this report at the time fixed by the Ordi- 
nance enables us to state a more inordinate excess of consumption which took 


place the latter part of January. The daily average continued about the same as 
in December until the 25th, when the cold became more intense; on that day, for 
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It has been deemed important to the Board to ascer- 
tain the time and places where any excess of consump- 
tion generally takes place, and more particularly to 
measure, with as much precision as possible, the 
draught at times when there would probably be the 
smallest quantity used, and in places where the use 
might be presumed to be unusually large. 

In reference to the first point, the Report of the City 
Engineer describes an elaborate course of observations 
made by him. Their result will, we think, excite the 
surprise of the City Council, as it has that of the Water 
Board. The time taken was between midnight and four 
o’clock in the morning, October 19th. It was found that 
the consumption at that time amounted to 885,000 wine 
gallons, which was at the rate of 5,310,000 gallons in 
twenty-four hours; and these results were confirmed by 
subsequent observations. That is to say, at a period of 
time when the vast majority of water takers are pre- 
sumed to have ceased entirely to draw any water, and 
when the consumption every where must have been 
quite a small fraction compared with that of any other 
part of the day, and at a season of the year when it could 
not have been run to waste to prevent freezing, the con- 
sumption was at a greater rate, by nearly a million of 
gallons a day, than was originally anticipated to be 
necessary for all the wants of the present population, 
supposing it to be 155,000. A result so extraordinary, 
at first led to the suspicion that there might be one 
or more leaks in some of the mains. A farther course 


24 hours, the consumption was 11,600,000. On the 26th, it was 18,100,000. On 
the 28th and also the 29th, it was upwards of 14,000,000. And the average for 
the month has been 10,800,000. The consequence has been that the Reservoirs 
on Beacon Hill and at South Boston, were drained, and that at East Boston re- 
duced at one time to 8 feet 6 inches. ‘There was an entire failure of supply to 
many houses on Mount Vernon, and also on Fort Hill, and the higher parts of 
Broadway, South Boston. 
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of experiments, however, proved that this could not be 
the case, and that there could not be any important 
leak in any of the mains or distributing pipes in the 
streets, or in those which cross the channels to South 
and East Boston. An attempt was also made to ascer- 
tain the quantity discharged from the different sewers, 
during the same hours, and though it could not be 
done with entire completeness, it appeared sufficiently 
proved, that the consumption was more than equalled 
by that discharge. 

In order to ascertain the quantity actually used 
in certain places where it was supposed to be unusu- 
ally large, the Board have, during the summer of the 
past year, caused water meters to be placed in some of 
the principal hotels and livery stables, for measuring 
the quantity actually drawn. ‘They have found that in 
one hotel there was an average daily consumption of 
25,539 gallons, for 58 days—and in another, an average 
daily consumption of 17,441 gallons, for 70 days. By 
the present tariff the former paid at the rate of about 
one cent for 4% hogsheads of water. In one livery 
stable there was a daily average consumption of 5,540 
gallons for 385 horses, or about 158 gallons to each 
horse; in another, a daily average of 5,019 gallons for 
55 horses, about 90 gallons for each horse; in another, 
a daily average of 2,818 gallons for 45 horses, about 
62 gallons for each horse. In all these stables the 
hand hose was used for washing carriages, &c., and it 
was obvious that much of the waste could be attributed 
to that fact, by comparing the consumption with that 
in stables where no hose was used, in one of which 
there was a daily average of 1,666 gallons for 50 
horses, about 32 gallons for each horse, and in another 
it was 558 gallons for 36 horses, or 15 gallons for each 
horse.

Waste of Water. 


The Water Board regret that they have no evidence, 
on which they can attribute the diminished consump- 
tion, which appears to have taken place at certain pe- 
riods of the year, to a more prudent use of the water 
than has heretofore prevailed; and they continue to be 
duly sensible of the necessity of repressing the wasteful- 
ness which so great a consumption during the year indi- 
cates. The quantity used has been about double what 
was originally, and is now, believed to be sufficient, for 
all the “public, manufacturing and domestic” uses of 
the present population; and more, by 1,300,000 gal- 
lons than was deemed ample for 250,000 inhabitants. 
Nearly one half of the consumption may fairly be con- 
sidered as absolutely wasted. ‘They cannot help beliey- 
ing that one cause of it may be found in the fact that, 
to a vast majority of the water takers, it has hitherto 
been of no injury, and that probably by them its future 
consequences are little appreciated, or indeed known. 
There is, however, even at this early period in the his- 
tory of the water works, a large and increasing number 
on the higher part of the city who already at times 
feel no small inconvenience from a deficiency of supply, 
whose complaints are becoming more grave and well 
founded daily; and for which some remedy must ere 
long be found. The Board have effected this to some 
extent heretofore, by causing the effluent main of the 
Beacon Hill Reservoir to be closed from 7 o’clock in 
the evening to 6 o’clock in the morning, for the pur- 
pose of accumulating, if possible, a quantity sufficient 
to supply the reservoirs in the houses of those tenants, 
in the early part of the day. The draught, however, has 
been recently so great, and the quantity accumulated so 
comparatively small, that the supply has been entirely 
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insufficient, even for many houses which were provided 
with reservoirs; and for those which had none the re- 
lief was still less effectual. There is but a foot or two 
of water frequently left in the Beacon Hill Reservoir, 
and it sometimes stands four and even ten feet below 
the bottom of it; of course at those times there are but 
few houses in the neighborhood, where the water rises 
above the first floor; in many it flows but imperfectly 
and interruptedly even into the lowest rooms; and in 
some it has failed altogether.* 

But far more serious consequences may be appre- 
hended if a greater head of water cannot be kept up 
on the high service, and in the Beacon Hill and South 
Boston Reservoirs. 

The whole district of South Boston is supplied by a 
single main of twenty inches diameter, carried under 
the bridge, having an inverted syphon beneath the 
draw. The main has hitherto continued perfectly 
tight and uninjured; it is however liable to accidents, 
and should any happen, by which the flow through it 
should be interrupted, that district would be entirely 
deprived of water, not only for extinguishing fire, but 
also for the ordinary purposes of life, unless a greater 
quantity can be retained in the reservoir than we now 


* The recent extremely cold weather, and consequently inordinate consumption, 
has made it necessary to supply the high service by a very essential change in the 
mode of operating the works. It has been effected by separating a part of the 
City from the rest for the high service, and devoting the 30-inch main to it. This 
removes the difficulty on the high service. As by it, however, the low service is 
supplied at a level ordinarily twenty-five feet lower than the high, or about twelve 
feet lower than the bottom of the South Boston Reservoir, and the same distance 
below the level of top water in the East Boston Reservoir, it is impossible, while 
the separation continues, to fill the latter or get any water into the former, and it 
becomes necessary again to connect the two services for this purpose from time to 
time; but the connection cannot be continued long, lest serious inconvenience 
should again be felt on the high service. This mode of operating requires constant 
attention and labor, and also involves some risk of injuring the gates by con- 
tinually moving them. 
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can do. And there is apprehension of similar difficul- 
ties in the high service, if the head of water cannot be 
kept up in the Beacon Hill Reservoir. 

For the purpose of obtaining all the infofmation 
which it was possible might throw any light on the 
subject of the waste of water, the Water Registrar was 
requested, in the early part of the year, to make an 
examination of all the water-fixtures in the several 
dwelling houses and other places, where the Cochituate 
Water is used; and to report the same to the Board. A 
very careful and thorough inspection was accordingly 
made, and the result submitted by the Water Board to 
the City Council. 

The Water Registrar stated in his report, that he 
caused the premises of every water taker to be visited, 
the fixtures to be examined, and the various ways of 
using the water to be ascertained; and also an account 
to be taken of the places where the fixtures were out 
of order and the water found running to waste. He 
returned “a full statement of the number and kind of 
water-fixtures contained within the premises of all the 
water takers in the city” a copy of which is annexed to 
his report, herewith transmitted. 

He also reported some prevalent modes of using the 
water, particularly in urinals and certain descriptions 
of water closets, as very objectionable, in being the 
cause of a great waste without any proportionate bene- 
fitto any one. ‘That the present use of tt at all in 
urinals very imperfectly accomplishes the purposes of 
cleanliness, and that the hopper closet and self-acting 
closet, require, when properly used, about nine times 
the quantity of water that the pan closet does; and 
that by substituting the latter for the two former de- 
scriptions, there would be a saving of 239,960 gal- 
lons daily, even supposing there were no unnecessary 
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waste in either. He therefore recommended that the 
use of the water in urinals and in the hopper and _self- 
acting water closets, and also of the hose in stables, 
should hereafter be prohibited. 

The Water Board, after due consideration of the 
facts communicated by the Water Registrar, fully 
agreed with him in the alterations proposed, and sub- 
mitted the same to the City Council. An ordinance 
was accordingly passed proscribing the use of the hose 
in stables for the future, and increasing the water rate 
in boarding-houses (of a certain value) and _ hotels ; 
with permission, however, for those having charge of 
them to place meters in them, and have the water rate 
assessed according to the quantity actually used; and 
also authorizing the Board to regulate the subject of 
water closets. The Board was also subsequently di- 
rected “to revise the present Tariff of Water Rates, and 
to report the same, at an early day during the ensuing 
Municipal year, to the City Council of Boston.” 

The Water Board have used and will continue to use 
all the means in their power to prevent the waste 
which prevails, by enforcing the provisions of the ordi- 
nances on the subject. It is their intention to this 
end, to appoint proper persons, whose special duty it 
shall be to ascertain, as far as possible, all places where 
the water is suffered to run to waste, and forthwith to 
report the same; and the Water Registrar will be di- 
rected at once to cut off the supply from such places, 
without waiting to give notice to any parties interested. 
And the Board have also renewed their appeals to their 
fellow-citizens to attend to the use of the water in their 
own households. 
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If, however, their endeavors should continue to be, 
as heretofore, fruitless, they think that it will be neces- 
sary to supply the high service by some means which 
we do not now possess. Not only because common 
justice requires that that portion of our fellow-citizens 
who have been subjected, and will continue to be so, to 
no small share of the burdens which the introduction 
of the water has imposed, should enjoy all its bene- 
fits equally with the others, but for reasons in which 
those living on the highest part of the city are not 
alone interested. The danger of fire makes it an ob- 
ject of the deepest concern to all parts of the city.* 

It is for the City Council to determine the necessi- 
ty of such further supply, and also of the mode of 
effecting it. Three different ways have abegented 
Eiemteaives to the Water Board. 

The first is, the laying another main to the Brook- 
line Reservoir, by which the quantity brought into the 
city will be actually increased and devoted to the high 
service. 

The second is, the employment of steam, to raise a 
sufficient quantity into the Beacon Hill Reservoir, 
which may be brought in by the present mains. 

And the third is, the requiring the use of water 
meters by the water takers, and charging a water-rate 
in some proportion to the quantity of water used; by 
which it is thought that the waste will be prevented, 
and the quantity now brought in be found amply sufii- 
cient for all parts of the city. The City Engineer has 
been requested to report on the practicability and the 
cost of each of the above modes, which will be the sub- 


* It would have been difficult to foresee the extent of the calamity had a fire 
occurred, on several nights recently, when Mt. Vernon, part of Fort Hill and of 
South Boston were entirely deprived of a supply of water. 
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ject of a special communication hereafter, if the Water 
Board find it necessary. 


General Condition of the Works. 


The general condition of the various structures at the 
Lake and Reservoirs, and of the brick aqueduct, mains 
and distributing pipes, continues to be highly satisfac- 
tory. ‘The repairs on the aqueduct have been contin- 
ued successfully during the year. The work has been 
exceedingly arduous, and is found to be of the most 
vital importance to the security of the structure. By 
using the English hydraulic cement, the stoppage of 
the leaks has been, it is believed, fully effected, though 
the cost has been much increased. We have every 
reason to believe that these highly important defects in 
the original construction, which had been a source of 
anxiety from the beginning, will be now effectually and 
permanently remedied. About three thousand feet, out 
of the fourteen thousand originally deemed necessary to 
be repaired, now remain unfinished. ‘The vegetable 
substance which is mentioned in the City Engineer’s 
Report as having made its appearance lately in the 
aqueduct, is stated by botanists to be a species of 
spongilla or fresh water sponge. ‘There is probably no 
way of preventing its growth; it 1s however’ easily 
removed. ‘The only injury it is known to do, is the 
clogging up the screens at the reservoirs; and on this 
account it has become quite troublesome. 

On the subject of the accretions in the iron mains and 
pipes, Professor Hosford is of opinion, from his own ob- 
servations from time to time, that their growth is less 
rapid than at first. Our experience would therefore go 
to confirm the opinion expressed by Mr. Mallet, in his 
report to the “ British Association,” that the rate of 
increment must be a decreasing one. An analysis has 
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been made of specimens of iron, from various pipes of 
the Boston Water Works, which had been more or less 
covered with tubercles; and also from pipes used in 
the Croton Aqueduct; and that at Baltimore; but there 
could be discovered no principle of correspondence, be- 
tween the rapidity of the formation of the accretions 
and the relative proportion of carbon, or the propor- 
tion of graphite on the one hand, and silica and other 
insoluble matters on the other; or the appearance of 
the grain and lustre. There was, however, a striking 
coincidence between the specific gravities of the differ- 
ent specimens and the scale of accretion—the rapidity 
of formation of the tubercles appearing to be in a direct 
ratio with the specific gravity. This has thrown some 
light on the subject, which will be the subject of future 
observation. Professor Horsford is disposed to recom- 
mend a coating of hydraulic cement to protect the 
pipes, if, on the trial which is now making, it is found 
to adhere; and he states, that after the result of the 
experiments now in progress is known, he has no doubt 
that the cause of the accretions and the mode of pre- 
venting them will be ascertained. 

For information more in detail of the state of the 
various parts of the works, the Board would respectfully 
refer the City Council to the full Report of the City 
Engineer, hereto annexed. 


Extension of the Works. 


The amount of Distributing Pipes, of 12, 6, 8, and 4 
inches diameter, laid during the year, is 15,090 feet, 
and 19 Stopcocks were affixed to the same. The whole 
length of all the pipes, of 4 inches and upwards in 
diameter, including hydrant branches and_ bends, is 
now a little more than 109 miles. 

The whole number of Stopcocks, 941. 
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The number of Service Pipes laid during the year, is 
687, or 19,588 feet. The whole number, is 17,340 pipes. 

Lhe number of Hydrants established during the year 
is 25. The whole number is 1,185. 

The whole number of leaks, which eeesees and 
were repaired, in pipes of 4 inches and upwards, was 
85; the last year, 82; in those of less than 4 inches, 
260; the last year, it was 241. 


Compensating Reservoirs. 


The Compensating Reservoirs, at Hopkinton and 
Marlborough, are also in a satisfactory condition, and 
have fully answered the purpose for which they were 
designed, viz., the supplying Concord River with a 
quantity of water for the use of the Mills at Billerica, 
and also the Middlesex Canal, sufficient to compensate 
for supposed loss which they might sustain, by reason 
of our having diverted the water of Lake Cochituate 
from the same. ‘The estimated amount discharged from 
both Reservoirs, from June 1 to October 1, was 1,418,- 
712,000 gallons. 

The natural supply of the Lake, during the same 
period, was 548,908,600 gallons, besides what was 
wasted at the natural outlet, which also continued to 
supply the River. 

The quantity discharged from the Reservoirs was 
more than two and a half times greater than what 
would have been the natural supply of the Lake. In 
fact the amount actually wasted from the latter, during 
the months of July and August, is believed to have 
been nearly or quite as much as would have flowed 
from the Lake, during the same period, if the dam had 


not been built. 
3 
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Lands belonging to the Water Works. 


The lands and other property purchased for the City, 
at the time of the construction of the works, continue 
in the same state as at the last annual report, with the 
exception of a small lot which has been sold ‘for $100 
and the amount paid into the ‘Treasury.

Water Tenants and Water Rents. 


By the Annual Report of the Water Registrar, it ap- 
pears that the whole number of water takers, now en- 
tered for the present year, is 17,911, being an increase 
for the past year of 1,049, to which must be added 
259, being for Public Buildings which have been assess- 
ed, pursuant to an order of the City Council. 

The number of cases where the water has been shut 
off for repairs on the pipes has been 1,238, of these 
1,126 have been afterwards let on. 

The number shut off for non-payment of water rates 
was 532, and of these 459 were afterwards let on. 

The number let on for the first time was 804. No 
abatements have been made. 

The whole amount receiyed for the year was $196,- 
352.32, of which $2,363.88 was due for previous years. 

And there has been received for letting on water pre- 
viously shut off for non-payment of rates, $838; mak- 
ing the whole amount received BIOTA 2. OF the

CITY ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


Crry Eneinerer’s Orrice, 
Boston, Jan. 5, 1854. 


Tuomas Wetmore, Hsa., _ 
President of the Cochituate Water Board: 


Sir,—Pursuant to the 13th section of the City Ordinances 
of Oct. 31st, 1850, the following Report is made, relative 
to “the general condition of the Water Works,” and to 
other matters of interest connected therewith. The same 
order that was followed in the last Annual Report will be 
observed in this. 


Lake Cochituate. 


The gate house, outlet dam, roads, culverts, and other 
structures, together with the grounds around the Lake, are 
all in good order. 

The same precautions that were taken in 1852, to avoid 
having the marshes at the south end of the Lake uncovered 
during the warm season, were taken in 1853; and no cases 
of sickness, supposed to have been caused by malaria arising 
from these marshes, have come to the knowledge of any one 
connected with the Water Works. 

The least average depth of water, in both divisions of the 
Lake, above the level of low water, (or 3 feet 10 inches 
above the bottom of the Aqueduct,) was that of Oct. 24th, 
when it was 4 feet 3 1-2 inches, or only 3 feet 2 1-2 inches 
below high water level, as established by the Water Act. 


Brick Aqueduct and Structures between the Lake and the 
Brookline Reservoir. 


The interior of the Aqueduct has not been cleansed dur- 
ing the past year, for two reasons. First, it has not been 
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convenient to do so, on account of the repairs that have 
been making in it; which are still going on, and which it is 
very desirable should be completed before the next warm 
season. Next, it was not thought to be so necessary as 
usual, on account of the frequent flushings it has received, 
by drawing off and letting on water in very large quantities 
every week. A very recent examination, however, shows 
that the deposit mentioned in the last Annual Report has 
again taken place, and must be removed within a short 
time. 

The peculiar vegetable substance, occurring in patches of 
from one inch to one foot in diameter, and first discovered 
in the Aqueduct last year, when it was confined to the mile 
nearest the Lake, is now found in every part of the Aque- 
duct, from the Lake to the Brookline Reservoir. It is so 
tender, however, that the ordinary cleansing of the Aque- 
duct is sufficient to remove it. ‘There is reason to believe 
that it grows very luxuriantly in comparatively still water, 
as will be mentioned under the head of ron Pipes. 

No new cracks have been discovered in the Aqueduct, 
except one about fifty feet long, on the side hill near Morse’s 
Pond, where several others have taken place in former years. 
None of the old ones have given any trouble, except that at 
Webber’s barn, where repairs were made in 1851, and men- 
tioned in the Report for that year. This point will require 
a slight going over during the coming season. 

The bridges, culverts, waste-weirs, and embankments, 
along the line of the aqueduct, and the iron pipe across Charles 
river, are all in good order. 

The work of repairing the interior of the Aqueduct, men- 
tioned in the last Annual Report, has been prosecuted unre- 
mittingly ever since, whenever it could be carried on; so 
that of the fourteen thousand feet which it was then thought 
advisable to go over, only three thousand remain to be done : 
and there is good reason to believe that this will be com- 
pleted in May next. 

That portion of it which has been done the longest gives 
all the satisfaction that was at first expected of it; and 
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there is every probability that it will prove permanently 
effectual, wherever the coating of English cement has been 
applied. At one time, when there was no English cement 
on hand, and when it was thought by one of the foremen 
that good American cement would answer the purpose, a 
trial was made. The usual precautions were taken, of wash- 
ing the surface of the brick work with diluted nitro-sulphuric 
acid, of temporarily stopping even the sfnallest leaks with 
pieces of shingle, and of applying the cement immediately 
after being mixed; but the result was a failure, compared 
with the far superior effect of the English cement used in 
the same way. Our experience proves that the best Ameri- 
can cement we have been able to procure will not, when 
newly laid, withstand the effect of pressure and percolation 
of water through it, in consequence of the solubility of some 
of its particles. 

In no case has the water been shut off from the Aqueduct 
more than four days, on account of these repairs; and very 
rarely more than three days; asa longer period has been 
found to affect sensibly the high service in the City. 


The Breokline Reservoir. 


All the grounds and structures around this Reservoir have 
been kept in the same good condition they were in at the 
date of the last Annual Report. 

The two large Meters there have not yet given that 
satisfaction in determining the consumption of water by the 
City, that was expected of them. Owing to their size and 
the position in which they are necessarily placed, it has been 
found quite difficult to make the valves lift, at the proper 
point to prevent the passage of water through them without 
being measured. The Air Chambers which have been re- 
sorted to, to remove this difficulty, and which promised to 
be so successful at first, have repeatedly failed and let in 
water. Still, one of these meters has run very smoothly for 
upwards of six months, and although it did not measure 
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accurately, according to the register, its error was uniform 
under the same head, and being once ascertained, could be 
used in correcting the registered quantities. In October, 
both the meters ran unusually well, and it was then that 
the measurements for every hour in the day were made, 
which will be found under the head of “Consumption of 
Water.” 

Mr. Huse, who has been so successful with his smaller 
meters, in this and in other cities, still thinks he can make 
them do all that was promised; and that he will be able to 
overcome the difficulty of making the Air Chambers suffi- 
ciently strong, and at the same time sufficiently light, to 
answer the purpose. 


City Reservoirs. , 


These are all in the same condition that they were in at 
the date of the last Annual Report. The one on Beacon 
Hill is in perfect order; the one at South Boston has the 
same shabby fence between it and the grounds on Telegraph 
Hill; and the one at East Boston still leaks, but no more 
than it did formerly. Nothing has been done during the 
past year to stop this leak, because it was thought best to 
keep the repair force employed in the interior of the brick 
aqueduct. 

The following tabular statements of the average depths 
of water in the Beacon Hill and South Boston Reservoirs 
for each month, as far as any records exist, in 1850, ’51, ’52, 
and ’53, will be found very interesting, as showing the con- 
stant decline, from year to year, in the height at which the 
water stands in the City. |

The average depths of water in the South Boston Reser- 
voir give a more correct idea of the constant decline going 
on in the height to which it ordinarily rises in the city, than 
those of the Beacon Hi!l Reservoir; but it should be remem- 
bered, that, during the past year, the height of water in the 
city has been about two feet less than it would have been, 
if no repairs had been made in the interior of the aqueduct. 
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These required the water to be drawn off, generally, for three 
days in each week, during which time the Brookline Reser- 
voir fell, on an average, four feet. 
The causes of the general decline, from year to year, 
in the surfaces of these reservoirs, will be explained under 
the head of “Iron Pipes” and “Consumption of Water.” 


Iron Pipes.

During a part of last year, the price of lead rose so high, 
that tin pipes of equal strength, (not of equal weight,) could 
be purchased for a cent less per running foot. As an unusual 
effort was made, about that time, to spread before the public, 
particularly in New York, objections against the use of lead 
for service pipes, quite a number of tin pipes were inserted 
when applications were made for the introduction of water 
into houses. It is, and has been for several years, the cus- 
tom, according to your instructions, to lay tin or cast-iron 
service pipes, when objection is made to lead before the pipe 
is laid. ‘There has always been a doubt, however, with re- 
gard to the durability of tin; and facts recently ascertained 
show, that in other places, pipes of this metal have not lasted 
two years. In one case, the metal was supposed to be im- 
pure ; in another, the soil in which the pipe was laid acted 
injuriously upon it; so that these trials may not be fair 
ones. It should be remembered, however, that, as a metal, 
tin was known to the ancients; and yet there appear to be 
no cases of pipes made of it mentioned, in any published ac- 
counts of the Roman or other ancient Water Works. 

The cast-iron service pipes, about 2500 of which were 
laid five or six years ago, will probably all have to be taken 
up, as they are rapidly filling with rust. A few days since, 
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one had to be taken out of Park Street on this account. As 
to unlined wrought iron pipes, they fill up more rapidly than 
the unlined cast-iron ones; but none of them have ever been 
laid by the City. Private individuals, however, who had ob- 
jections to the use of lead, have laid them in their houses; and 
will, in every instance, sooner or later, be obliged to take 
them out.

Of the leaks that occurred in pipes 4 inches and upwards 
in diameter, 10 were caused by flaws or defects, (6 in the 
pipes, and 4 in the stopcocks,) not discovered in the proving 
press, 3 by settling of the earth, 1 by being drilled into 
by the Gas Company’s workmen, by mistake, and 71 by loos- 
ening of the lead in the joints, as more fully explained below. 
Total, 85, or one in every 1.28 miles. 

Of the leaks that occurred in the service and two-inch pipes, 
112 were caused by flaws or defects, (65 in the pipes, 3 in the 
stopeocks, and 34 in the connections, ) 5 by rats gnawing lead 
pipes, 15 by tenants, 15 by digging for sewers and gas, 11 
by being accidentally struck by picks, and 83 mostly by set- 
tling of earth. ‘Total, 241, or 1 to every 72 service pipes, 
nearly. 

The table includes 17 service pipes that were opened to 
take out fish, and 2 to remove rust.

The foregoing statement shows that the annual rate of in- 
crease in the number of leaks is becoming very small, and it 
is hoped that it will before long change to a decrease. Itisa 
gratifying fact, that of all the leaks that occurred in 1853, 
from defective lead joints, in pipes four inches and upwards 
in diameter, not one took place in any of the pipes laid dur- 
ing the last three y¢ars. Whether this is owing to the groove 
adopted to prevent the lead from working out, or to more 
faithful workmanship, more time is needed to decide. 

As the statement shows that much the greater number of 
leaks occur in the service pipes, which other cities do not 
put in, and do not have to take care of, at their own expense, 
it may be asked, ‘“‘what has Boston gained by incurring 
this expense?” ‘The following statement will show that 
Boston has a larger water revenue in proportion to the popula- 
tion, than any of the other cities mentioned ; and there is every 
reason to suppose that one great cause of this has been, the 
policy adopted by the City of inducing as many persons as 
possible to take the water, by laying the service pipes with- 
out charge to tenants. It should be remembered, however, 
that the average charge to each tenant in Boston is greater 
than it is in some other cities, particularly Philadelphia; but 
the quantity consumed is also greater here for each tenant, 
than in any other city except New York,

The gross income of the nine Water Companies of London, 
in 1848, was about $2,125,000 (£425,000.) ‘The population 
of that city, in that year, was about 2,200,000. 

The deeply interesting and important subject of accretions 
or rust in the interior of the iron pipes, has received much 
attention during the past year, and a personal inspection has 
been made, in company with Prof. Horsford, of the whole 
length of each of those across the Valley of Charles River. 
That examination, together with one made at the East Boston 
Reservoir, has led to farther suggestions as to the causes, and 
the rate and mode of growth, of these accretions, which will 
no doubt be communicated to you by Prof. Horsford him- 
self. . 

The mechanical effect of these accretions, in retarding and 
diminishing the flow of water through the pipes, has become 
very sensible ; and much pains has been taken to ascertain its 
amount. By repeated observations on one of the pipes across 
the Charles River Valley, under different heads, of from two 
inches to two feet, it was found, that the loss of discharge, 
under the common head of six inches, was upwards of twenty 
per cent. of the known discharge of a new pipe of the same 
diameter. ‘This pipe was then cleaned or scraped out, and 
the observations on its discharge repeated ; when it was found 
that its effective diameter was restored to thirty inches, 

Similar observations on the quantity discharged by the 30- 
inch pipe, between the Brookline and Beacon Hill Reservoirs, 
show that it experiences, under the ordinary head of § feet, 
a loss of twenty per cent. But as, in reality, no less water 
is used on account of these accretions, it has to be delivered 
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at a level usually not less than three feet lower than a new 
and clean pipe would deliver it. [For an account of the de- 
tails of these observations see Note at the end of this report.|] 

The cost of clearing out, rather imperfectly, the Charles 
River Valley pipe, which is 956 feet long, was $138.50, or 
about 141-2 cents a foot. Unfortunately, the pipe between 
the Brookline and Beacon Hill Reservoirs cannot be cleaned 
out in the same way at present; as the inconvenience to the 
city during the process would be intolerable, and the present 
diminished depth in the Beacon Hill and South Boston Res- 
ervoirs would be as nothing in comparison with it. It would 
be possible to do it, however, if man-holes were placed in 
this pipe every thousand feet ; and if the tenants on the high 
service could be induced to depend for six or eight weeks 
upon the supply they might be able to retain in their cisterns 
or other vessels, for three days together in each week. 


Stopcocks. 


These, with one or two unimportant exceptions, are all 
believed to be in good order. 

The wooden boxes that were first put around them are 
rapidly decaying, and many have had to be renewed. For. 
the last two years all the new ones put in have been of Bur- 
nettized lumber, prepared in Lowell. It is too soon to make 
any comparison of their durability with that of the old ones ; 
but there is very satisfactory ground for believing, that it 
will be fully sufficient to justify the additional expense of 
preparing the timber. 


Eydrants. 


During the year, 7 new hydrants were established in the 
City proper, 8 in South Boston, and 10 in East Boston. Al- 
together there have been established, up to the present time—

The precautions mentioned in the report for the year 1851 
for keeping these hydrants constantly in order, continue to 
be taken ; and the Chief Engineer of the Fire Department 
states, that in no case, during the year, were they found out 
of order when opened for use at fires. 


New Pipe Yard. 


During the past year, the new repair shop and pipe yard 
on Sea Street have been completed, and fitted up with almost 
every desirable convenience for carrying on the operations of 
the Pipe Department. It is not expected or believed that a 
mechanic will do any more work in a given time at the yard, 
than he would elsewhere ; but the expense and loss of time 
in sending small jobs to and from other shops may be saved ; 
and the work often more satisfactorily done. And as men 
must be kept winter and summer, to repair leaks, they can 
be usefully employed at the shop when there are no leaks to 
repair. 

The long experience of Philadelphia, the economical man- 
agement of whose Water Works has been and still is a model 
for other cities, confirms the propriety of the system adopted 
by the Board in this respect.

* The observations for February and April, 1849, were too imperfect to base 
an estimate upon. The month of August was very wet. In the summers of 
1849 and 1850, a great deal of water was used in flushing out the common sewers, 
and for the public fountains. In June, 1851, unusual waste was made in the City, 
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In addition to the explanations made in the note at the foot 
of the foregoing table, it might be mentioned, that the use of 
the hand-hose was far less frequent, last summer, than formerly. 
They were, in most instances, felt to be nuisances; and, hav- 
ing lost their novelty as playthings, will probably be confined 
much more, hereafter, to purposes of actual utility. 

The consumption or waste of water, so far beyond what is 
known to be sufficient to meet all the wants of the City for 
every legitimate purpose, has received, since the date of the 
last annual report, more than usual attention.

to keep the Brookline Reservoir down. In December, the same year, the exces- 
sive cold caused a great deal of water to be wasted, to prevent pipes in houses 
from freezing. In December, 1852, the weather was very mild. The winter 
months in the early part of 1853 were much milder than the corresponding ones 
of 1852. In the spring and summer the pipes were flushed and “ blown off” less 
frequently than usual. The months of July and August were wetter than ordi- 
nary. 
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The foregoing statement shows, that between midnight 
and 4 A. M., October 19th, the consumption in all parts of the 
City was 885,000 wine gallons, or at the rate of 5,310,000 gal- 
lons in 24 hours. It is utterly impossible that the half of this 
quantity could have been legitimately used at such a time ; 
and yet four sets of observations, for as many nights, show that 
in the month of October, this rate of consumption or waste 
was without material variation. Trials made in other months, 
but with less care, give substantially the same result; except 
in very cold weather, when the consumption at night is very 
much increased, by letting the water run to prevent service 
pipes from freezing. 

The enormous and unnecessary consumption at night, led 
to the supposition that there might be one or more large leaks, 
in the main pipes, near the wharves, and on this account un- 
discovered. In order to ascertain the truth of this, the City 
proper was divided into nine districts, and by means of the 
Beacon Hill Reservoir, the consumption in each district, be- 
tween midnight and 4 A. M., was ascertained. ‘These ob- 
servations gave a result agreeing with those made at the 
Brookline Reservoir, as to the aggregate’ consumption or 
waste ; and showed that it was not confined to any single 
district of the City proper, but was diffused all over it; and 
that there could be no very important undiscovered leaks in 
any of the mains or distributing pipes. They proved also, 
that no important leaks existed in the flexible or other pipes 
which cross the channels to South and East Boston. 

The next step was, to examine the sewers during the same 
hours of the night. As most of these have their outlets near 
low water, favorable tides occurred only once a fortnight ; and 
consequently these examinations were rapidly made, around 
the City proper. ‘They showed that the waste was far less 
from the districts occupied by the best class of houses, than 
from those occupied by the poorest. Jor instance, the Bea- 
con Street sewer was found to be entirely dry, and the Chest- 
nut Street, and one or two other street drains, almost dry; 
while large quantities of water were discharged from several 
others in the northern and western portions of the City, es- 
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pecially from those in Cambridge and Canal Streets; and 
considerable amounts from nearly every one that was exam- 
ined. It was not practicable to determine the quantities ac- 
curately then; but at a more favorable season it may be, ex- 
cept where spring water enters the sewers. Enough, how- 
_ ever, was ascertained, to show that all the consumption of 
water was more than equalled by the discharge from the 
sewers. 

Examinations of the kind already made, if followed up, 
together with those the Board have instructed the Water 
Registrar to make on the premises of water-takers, prornise 
results of great importance, though much time and patience 
may be required to bring themabout. It is very certain, that 
the steady increase of average daily consumption each year, 
will soon render it necessary, in a season of unusual drought, 
to resort to means not now under the control of the Board, 
to meet the demands of the City, unless something can be 
done to check the enormous waste now going on. 


Compensating Reservoirs. 


The Hopkinton and the Marlborough Reservoirs are in the 
same good condition they were ina year ago. 

The estimated amount discharged from the Hopkinton 
Reservoir, between June Ist, and October 19th, was 704,937,- 
000 gallons; and from the Marlborough Reservoir, during the 
same period, it was 708,775,000 gallons, being from both 
1,413,712,000 gallons. 

The estimated consumption by the City, during the same 
time, was 1,241,370,000 gallons, which caused a depression 
in the Lake of 38 1-2 inches, equivalent, for an average of 
660 acres surface, to 692,462,000 gallons; leaving as the nat- 
ural supply of the Lake 548,908,000 gallons, besides what 
was wasted through the natural outlet. 

In consequence of the great amount of rain last year, to- 
gether with the abandonment of the Middlesex canal, there 
was but little scarcity of water at the Billerica Mills, as 
shown by the report of the agent of the Board there, 
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Rain Gauges. 


Observations with rain gauges were made by persons in the 
employ of the Water Board, and by others, the last year, in 
the same manner as the year before, as will be seen by the 
following table. The great differences in the quantity for 
December, at different places, show the difficulties experienced 
by the observers in measuring the equivalent of rain for the 
amount of snow that fell.

Complaints of bad Water. 


Very few complaints on this account have been made dur- 
ing the year; although there was no general flushing of the 
pipes, and much less “blowing off” at “dead ends” than 
usual, The enormous quantity of water passing through 
the pipes daily, it was thought, was quite sufficient to pre- 
vent stagnation, except at the ends of courts.

~The Water Registrar, in compliance with the provisions of 
the Ordinance, providing for the care and management of the 
Boston Water Works, passed October 31st, 1850, respectfully 
presents to the Cochituate Water Board, his Annual Report 
for the year 1853. 

The total number of Water-Takers now entered for the 
year 1854, is 18,170, being an increase since January Ist, 
1853, of 1308. Of this number, 259 are Public Buildings, 
éc., in which the water is used, but on which no assessments 
were made until the year 1853. 

The total number of cases where the water has been shut 
off during the past year, is 1770. Of these, 1238 were for 
repairs ; 532 were for non-payment of water rates. 

The whole number of cases where the water has been let 
on during the year, is 2389. Of these, 1126 were cases 
which had been previously shut off for repairs; 459 were 
those which had been shut off for non-payment of water 
rates ; and 804 were let on for the first time. 

Repairs have been made upon the service-pipes, streets, 
sidewalks, &c., in 437 instances. . 

There have been no abatements made during the year.

By a vote of the City Council, passed January 13th, 1853, 
‘The Water Registrar was directed, under the direction and 


control of the Cochituate Water Board, to assess the City of 


Boston, for the quantity of water used in the various Public 
Buildings belonging to said City, according to such tariff as 
the said Water Board might determine.”’ 

Subsequently, the Water Registrar was directed by the 
Water Board, to assess the City for the water used for all 
Public Purposes, in accordance with the tariff of the City 
Council, passed November 17th, 1850. 

In compliance with the above orders, the City was assessed 
for the quantity of water used in all the Public Buildings, 
and for all Public Purposes, with the exception of that used 
for extinguishing fires, flushing sewers, and for the fountains 
and hydrants, on the Common and Public Squares. ‘The use 
of water for the above named purposes, is undoubtedly of 
great value to the City, but in consequence of the irregular 
demand for water in these cases, it is impossible to make a 
correct estimate of the quantity required. 

The total amount of assessments upon the City for the use 
of Cochituate Water during the year 1853, is $4,058.32. 

These assessments were regularly entered on the books, 
the bills made out, and distributed, but were subsequently 
withdrawn by order of the Mayor, as no appropriation had 
been made to pay them. 

A detailed statement of the Public Buildings supplied 
with Cochituate Water, with the amount assessed to each, ts 
annexed to this Report.

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Although it is impossible to make a correct estimate of the 
quantity of water required for extinguishing fires, yet it is 
not difficult to estimate the amount annually saved to the 
City, by the use of Cochituate Water, in the cost of main- 
taining its Fire Department. 

In order to show this amount, I have prepared the follow- 
ing estimate of the relative cost of supporting a Fire De- 
partment, with and without the aid of Cochituate Water. 

In 1847, the year previous to the introduction of Cochitu- 
ate Water, the Boston Fire Department consisted of a Board 
of Engineers of 8 members, of eighteen engine companies, 
each company having 40 officers and members, of one hook 
and ladder company, having 24 officers and members, and one 
hose company having 18 officers and members, in all, 770 
persons. 

Capt. Wm. Barnicoat, the present efficient Chief Engineer 
of the Fire Department, informs me that in consequence of 
the growth of the City, and the increased size of buildings, 
which require protection, there would have been demanded 
at the present time, without the aid of Cochituate Water, a_ 
great addition to the above mentioned force. This addition 
to have made the Department equal to its present power, or 
at least, to have met the emergencies which now arise in case 
of fire, must have consisted of six engine companies, each 
company having 40 officers and members, of two hook and 
ladder companies, having 18 and 12 officers and members 
respectively, of one hose company having 18 officers and 
members, and at least, one additional Engineer. With this 
increase, the department would now consist of 1059 officers 
and members. : 

The Fire Department, at the present time, with the aid of 
Cochituate Water, consists of a Board of Engineers, of 9 
members, of twelve engine companies, having 36 officers 
and members each, of three hook and ladder companies, 
having 24, 18, and 12 officers and members respectively, 
each, and of five hydrant companies, having 16 officers and 
members each, in all, 575 officers and members. 

It may be well to state, that it was the custom of the City, 
previous to the introduction of Cochituate Water, to build at 
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least three reservoirs, annually, for the use of the Fire 
partment, at an average expense of $1500 per year.

By the foregoing estimate, it will be perceived that the use 
of Cochituate Water, for extinguishing fires, has made an 
annual saving to the City, in the cost of maintaining its Fire 
Department, of $51,705,00. ‘This estimate, however, con- 
tains only such of the regular current expenses of the de- 
partment, as are usually charged on the City books under the 
head of “Fire Department.” The salaries of the Chief 
Engineer and Clerk of the Board of Engineers, are not in- 
cluded in the estimate, as they are charged under the head 
of ‘Sauarizs.” As these however, would probably be the 
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same in either case, their omission does not effect the result. 
The interest on the cost of the additional land, buildings, 
and apparatus, which would have been required for the use 
of the department, if the Cochituate Water had not been 
introduced, should properly be added to the above amount, 
but as it is not known where the buildings would have been 
located, it is impossible to make a correct estimate of their 
cost. Sufficient, however, is shown in the estimate, to prove 
that the sum annually saved to the City in the cost of main- 
taining its Fire Department, together with the receipts for 
the use of water, and from other sources, will now fully 
equal the interest on the total cost of the Water Works. 7 

By a vote of the Cochituate Water Board, passed January 
26th, 1853, “The Water Registrar was directed to report to 
the Board, a plan of operation by which the places of waste 
of water in the City could be ascertained, and the waste pre- 
vented.” 

In compliance with the above order, a plan of operation 
was presented to the Board at its next meeting, February 
2d. This plan was adopted, and men were employed to 
visit the premises of each water-taker, to examine, and 
report the number and kind of water fixtures in use. Sub- 
sequently, a report was made to the Board, containing a de- 
tailed statement of the number, and kind of water fixtures 
contained within the premises of water takers; also giving 
reasons why the consumption of water in the City is larger 
than the original estimate of the quantity required to meet 
the wants of the citizens, and making some suggestions rel- 
ative to the means to be employed to reduce this consump- 
tion. ‘The above mentioned report was sent by the Board to 
the City Council, and is now in the possession of the Joint 
Standing Committee on Water.

The inerustation of the water pipes has con- 
tinved to ocoupy my attention during the past year, | | 

It is a satisfxetion to be able to state, after a comparison of 
the casts of the tubercles taken three years since, with the 
tubercles observed but a few weeks ago, that the itd is 
leas rapid than at first, 

The persuasion that galvanic action is prominent among 
the ageneies tn the production of tabereles, has been strength- 
ened by the Sbservations of the last year, 

lu November last the City Bagineer enabled me to pass_ 
through the pipes at Newton, Lower Falls—a length of 
about two thousand feet ia all, A better opportunity than I 
have before enjoyed, was thus alforded of seeing and com- 
pAnag extensive sureees of pipe, Of the interesting things 
odverved da the exeursion, and which may throw light on 
the ooould ageneies producing the aceretiens, several may be 
werthy of mention, 

Ta a few instances the scotions af pipe Wer covered 
throughent wRA tadercles In the majonty, they were 
weany covered, Ia a very Rew instances, there were pipes.

casting material of the upper and lower parts, or in the fash- 
ioning of the core. 

Some sections had patches of large tubercles, and then 
patches of exceedingly small ones. 

The joints of pipes, where closely fitting, were entirely 
filled with tubercles, which projected above the surrounding 
level of accretions, and was, beside, uniformly soft, and in 
some places porous and cavernous. In some instances there 
had been shrinking of the incrustations over the lead joints, 
displaying a continuous crack. 

This observed superior development of the tubercles at the 
junction of lead and iron, is in keeping with the facts noticed 
last year at Dover Street, and earlier elsewhere, that the 
contact of a metal of inferior susceptibility to oxidation, pro- 
motes the growth of the accretions. 


Two sections of pipe in the East Boston Reservoir have 
so few and such small accretions, that, compared with other 
sections, of the same diameter, as at Chelsea Bridge, they 
may be considered as quite free. One of them is in contact 
with another pipe which is severely corroded. The connec- 
tion of the other is not visible. 

These sections and all the others of the 20-inch pipe em- 
ployed to conduct the water to the East Boston Reservoir, 
were, I understand, cast at Alger’s South Boston Foundry. 
On inguiry at the foundry, I found there was a peculiarity in 
the construction of the cores, around which these sections 
were cast. 

Ordinarily the core is a hollow, cast-iron cylinder, per- 
forated with numerous holes, and wound with hay-rope, over 
which there isacoat of loam. With the exception of the 
sections in question, all the 20-inch pipe cast at Alger’s 
foundry were made upon such a core. ‘The particular sec- 
tions were cast around what is called a brick core; that is, 
acore having within the loam, instead of a hay-rope and hol- 
low cylinder, a brick base for the coating of loam. 

The significance of this contrast in modes of casting, and 
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corresponding difference in the susceptibility to oxidation and 
accretion, would be more obvious, were it not that of the 36- 
inch pipes made at the West Point Foundry, add of them cast 
on hay cores, some are free, or nearly so, from accretions. 

Ordinary cast-iron contains, beside carbon, silicon, sul- 
phur, phosphorus, sometimes magnesium, aluminum, arse- 
nic, zinc, titanium, and manganese; and more seldom other 
substances. The chief foreign ingredient is carbon, which — 
in the white cast iron is all chemically combined with the 
iron. In the grey iron a part of it is in the form of graphite. 
The maximum of carbon is less than 6 per cent. The range 
in white iron is from 3 1-2 to 53-4 per cent.; that in the 
grey iron, from 31-5 to 43-5 per cent. Various circum- 
stances conspire to produce the white iron, such as sudden 
cooling, by moist sand or iron moulds, large proportions of 
sulphur, phosphorus, or manganese, which tend to prevent 
the separation of graphite,—reduced quantity of carbon, and 
too low a temperature. (Scheerer.) 

Now the separation of graphite will give an iron wanting 
in homogeneity. Such an iron will give rise to galvanic 
action, and such action is known to favor the growth of 
tubercles. 

There seem to be no means of ascertaining, with any de- 
gree of precision, where the iron was derived from, of which 
the separate sections are composed. At the time they were 
produced the market furnished pig iron from Pennsylvania, 
Salisbury, Stockbridge, Scotland, England, and various other 
sources. ‘There remained the analytical examination of the 
pipes only. It was thought there might be some indication 
in the amount of carbon and other foreign substances, each as 
compared with the other or the whole, which might shed the 
desired light. Analyses were accordingly made of specimens 
of incrusted iron derived from various sources. For speci- 
mens, some years employed in the distribution of Croton 
water, and for others, similarly employed in Baltimore, both 
of which bore tubercles, the latter more than the former, but 
both much inferior to the average of Cochituate iron pipes, 
I am indebted to the President of the Water Board. Beside 
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these, specimens were taken of the pipe not acted on in the 
East Boston Reservoir, and also of the section in immediate 
connection, acted on, and also of pipe in Boston displaying 
great severity of action. 


ANALYSIS OF IRON PIPES.

The iron was dissolved in hydrochloric acid, with addition 


of a little nitric acid. The insoluble residue was washed

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out, dried, weighed, a part of it examined with a microscope, 
and another part burned with chromate of lead to determine 
the carbon. 


Boston Pipr, having large incrustations, and coarse grain- 
ed. 5.2925 gr., substance gave 7.183 gr. oxide of iron = 95. 
per cent. of metallic iron. It left a residue of 0.3990 gr. = 
7.54 per cent. Of this residue 0.3562 gr. gave by combus- 
tion 0.585 gr. carbonic acid = 0.1595 gr. = 3.39 per cent. 
of carbon in the whole. 


New York Prpr, having small incrustations. 6.3367 sub- 
stance gave 8.493 gr. oxide of iron = 93.82 per cent. metallic 
iron. It left a residue of 0.5305 gr. = 8.37 per cent. Of 
this residue 0.4917 gr. gave, by combustion with chromate of 
lead, 0.697 gr. carbonic acid, corresponding to 0.1901 gr. or 
3.23 per cent. of carbon in the whole. 


Battimore Pipe, having larger incrustations than New 
York, but less than Boston. 7.8945 gr. substance gave 10.479 
gr. oxide of iron = 92.92 per cent. of metallic iron. It left 
a residue of 0.9145 gr.= 11.58 per cent. Of this residue 
0.4832 gr. gave by combustion 0.461 gr. carbonic acid =

The excess over one hundred parts is due to the oxidation 
of the silicon, aluminum, and other ingredients, in the iron, 
not including the carbon. 

The percentage of carbon in all is below the quantity re- 
quired for a homogeneous carburet, but the difference does 
not seem to obey any law connected with the prevalence of 
accretions.

This coincidence is sufficiently striking to afford ground 
for a new suite of observations in the direction which it indi- 
cates, and which J shall hope to be able to carry forward in 
the course of the coming year. 


What can be done to arrest the Accretions 7? 


In the past year, I have examined sheet iron pipes coated 
exteriorly and interiorly with hydraulic cement, which had 
been seven years in use for distributing water. It was in all 
respects entirely free from corrosion. I have been informed 
that at Saratoga such pipes have been in use fourteen years. 
It is obvious that the protection must be perfect, or such 
slender pipe would have been speedily consumed. It is not 
so obvious, however, that adhesion to cast-iron pipes might 
be as easily secured. In September last, a small space of 
iron pipe in use was freed of tubercles and coated with hydrau- 
lic cement. At the end of November there was no indication 
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that the protection had been imperfect. Though this result 
may not be entitled to much weight by itself, taken in con- 
nection with the experiments with sheet iron pipe coated 
elsewhere with cement, it would at least justify a repetition 
of the experiment upon a more extended scale. 

The fears entertained, by Mallet, in regard to the use of 
hydraulic cement, whose observations are cited in the last 
year’s report of the President, could not have been based 
upon.experiment. We have abundant evidence that the 
current in Cochituate pipes is utterly inadequate to the re- 
moval of compact hydraulic cement. I[t does not even re- 
move the friable and much less firm tubercles. As to the 
durability of the protection, Mallet had probably before him 
results of a mere wash of the cement. The point of solici- 
tude would seem to be, the successful attachment of the 
cement to the rough surface. Whether this will be deter- 
mined favorably will doubtless be shown in the course of the 
coming year. 

Arrangements have been made to prepare, in the coming 
year, cast iron, for experiment in Cochituate water, under 
such a variety of well defined conditions, that I cannot doubt, 
the true cause of accretions will be developed, and the mode 
of preventing their occurrence ultimately ascertained.

In order to ascertain the effect of the accretions in the 30-inch 
pipes across the Charles River Valley, a weir, 4.38 feet long and 3 
feet high, was placed in the aqueduct, 50 feet below the East. or 
Effluent Pipe-Chamber. The channel above the weir, for 12 feet, 
was 4.38 feet wide, thus avoiding contraction. 

The length of the pipe experimented upon (the most squthects 
of the two) was 979 feet. In order to avoid errors in the meas- 
urement of the head, arising from the effect of eddies in the West or 
Influent Pipe-Chamber, gauges were connected with the pipe outside 
of the Chambers. These connections were made at similar bends 
in each end of the pipes, and it was consequently supposed that what- 
ever errors, due to the effect of a rapid current in the main pipe, 
there might be in the heights, as shown by the gauge at one end, 
would be counterbalanced by equal errors at the other end; but, at 
the time, there appeared to be no way of proving this. 

By means of a 12-inch branch from the lowest part of the main 
pipe not experimented upon, the height of water in the West Pipe- 
Chamber was regulated so as to remain stationary at different levels. 

The following observations were made before the pipe was cleaned 
out :

The unexpectedly great difference, at the higher velocities, be- 
tween the heads as shown by the heights of water in the Pipe-Cham- 
bers, and by the gauges at the ends of the pipes, prove that eddies 
formed in the West Pipe-Chamber extend their influence for some 
distance into the pipes. 
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Although we were thus disappointed in obtaining the exact heads 
required to overcame friction in the pipe, under different velocities, 
before and after it was cleaned out, the heads actually observed justify 
all that is said in the report relative to the effect of accretions in di- 
minishing the amount of discharge. 

The loss in the discharge through the 30-inch pipe between the 
Brookline and Beacon Hill Reservoirs was determined by measuring 
the actual discharge, and comparing it with what Prony’s exact for- 
mula would give for a clean pipe of the same diameter and length, 
with the same head. Unfortunately, no record can be found of the 
actual discharge through this pipe when it was first laid.

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In this amount is included the sum of $628, paid to 
laborers, employed by the City, for work benefitting 
other parties, which work it was agreed at the time 
should be paid for by the parties benefitted, without 
calling upon the City to advance the amount to the 
laborers.

matters under due consideration and 


y REP Ones 


That the Committee fully concur in opinion with his 
Honor the Mayor, in his views upon the “Execution of 
laws,” as expressed in his Inaugural Address to the 
City Council. 

It is the undeniable duty of every citizen to yield a 
respectful obedience to the laws of the land, which pro- 
tect his life, liberty and property. It is no less his du- 
ty to sustain and aid those in authority, in the nghtful 
exercise of their powers, whom the mandates of the law 
have appointed for their faithful execution. But it 
should not be. overlooked that it 1s not beyond the 
range of possibility that those who enact laws for the 
people under a written charter may sometimes pass the 
bounds of Constitutional authority, and in their zeal 
for the public good, do violence to sacred principles 
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and private rights. Such is the intelligence of the peo- 
ple of the present day, that any radical departure from 
well settled principles of legislation, affecting private 
rights, is viewed with distrust and subjected to the sever- 
est scrutiny before it can receive the general approbation 
of the people. 

Laws partaking of a doubtful constitutionality, or of 
a doubtful expediency in the minds of large numbers of 
the community which they are to affect, are always dif- 
ficult of execution, and those in authority should in 
the language of His Honor the Mayor, “proceed with 
extreme caution, and never under any pressure or con- 
tingencies unadvisedly” in their application. 

The order under consideration has reference to pro- 
ceedings under the Statute of 1852, “concerning the 
Manufacture and sale of spirituous or intoxicating 
liquors.” 

The Board of Mayor and Aldermen, the Committee 
believe, are prepared without reluctance to perform all 
the duties enjoined upon them by that statute. But 
the order requires the Chief of Police to make com- 
plaints in the Police Court against all persons known 
to the officers of police as keepers of drinking shops, 
&c. The Committee are not disposed to enter the field 
of inquiry as to the amount of crime, pauperism and 
insanity created by the facilities for obtaining intoxica- 
ting liquors in this City, which all good citizens de- 
plore and would prevent by any means within their le- 
gitimate power ;—but at present, while the statute be- 
fore referred to is under the consideration and discus- 
sion of both the legislative and judicial departments 
of the Commonwealth, they prefer to confine their in- 
vestigations to such practical measures as the present 
exigencies may seem to demand. 


4. MAJORITY REPORT. [ Feb. 


In the absence of any provision in the statute of 1852 
requiring the special duty of the Chief of Police desig- 
nated in the order under consideration, the Committee 
prefer to look to the Charter, from which we derive our 
authority, and which defines the duties of the principal 
officers of the City government. 

The twelfth section of the City Charter provides, 
“That the Mayor of said City thus chosen and qualified, 
shall be taken and deemed to be the chief executive of- 
ficer of said corporation. And it shall be the duty of 
the Mayor to be vigilant and active at all times in caus- 
ing the laws for the government of said City to be duly 
executed and put in force; to inspect the conduct of all 
subordinate officers in the government thereof, and as 
far as in his power to cause all negligence, carelessness, 
and positive violation of duty, to be prevented and pun- 
ished.” 

The Chief Magistrate is thus placed at the head of 
the Police and the executive power of the Government, 
and is principally responsible for the conduct of his sub- 
ordinate officers. It therefore seems to the Committee 
to be injudicious and inexpedient for the Board of Al- 
dermen to deprive him of the direction of his officers for 
whose conduct he is principally responsible. 

The Committee are fully sensible to the importance 
of the subject and might, perhaps with propriety, extend 
their report by illustrating the evil consequences of an 
unlicensed traffic in intoxicating drinks, but they will 
close by an allusion to a single question of much impor- 
tance in this connection, viz., the importance of having 
men of exemplary character on the Watch and Police. 
It will be found a difficult matter for an officer to en- 
force an order against a citizen in virtue of a law 
which such officer is in the daily habit of violating him- 
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self. Such an exemplification of the enforcement of legal 
‘power would furnish the strongest argument in favor of 
open violation of the law and would diminish the confi- 
dence of the people in the integrity of their appointed 
guardians. |

Lhat they concur with the sentiments of his Honor 
the Mayor, in relation to the. execution of the laws, 
which they and he have individually sworn to respect 
and obey. Government, whether State, National or Mu- 
nicipal, is founded on law, and a respect for the laws is 
the basis of the security of life, liberty and property. 

If it be the duty of the citizens to obey the require- 
ments of law, it is more the duty of the Magistrates of 
the City to execute its mandates. 

The Mayor and Aldermen are not constituted judges 
of the constitutionality of any statute, but they are the 
agents of its execution, in cases specifically pointed out. 

In a Republic, laws emanate from the people; if, 
when executed, they are found to be unjust in their 
operation, oppressive in their provisions, or harsh in 
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their results, the people can apply the remedy; can de- 
mand, and obtain their repeal. But so long as a law 
remains upon the Statute Book, it is the duty of all 
citizens to yield it an implicit obedience, and of all 
Magistrates to secure its entire execution. 

Conceding then that there is a vast amount of crime 
and misery among our people, which can be diminished, 
if not wholly removed, by the execution of the law of 
1852, respecting the sale and manufacture of spirituous 
liquors—the undersigned believe it to be the duty of 
the Mayor and Aldermen discreetly, yet firmly, to exe- 
cute and perform all the duties required of them under 
said Act, and so believing, they recommend the passage 
of the following order.

Sir—The exorbitant consumption of water in the 
City which has recently taken place makes it incumbent 
on all City officers, and especially the Water Board to 
detect and prevent all unnecessary waste. One great 
source of waste arises from the mode in which it is 
used in Urinals, and particularly in those belonging to 
the City Buildings. I have considered it my duty there- 
upon to direct the supply to these places to be at once 
cut off. 

I would also beg leave to suggest for the considera- 
tion of the City Council the expediency of greatly in- 
creasing the penalty to be paid in certain cases when the 
water is let on, after having been cut off. The amount 
now required is two dollars, which scarcely pays the cost 
of the work, and is quite inadequate where there has 
been gross waste.

The price of Flour has advanced from $5% to $9.00 
per bbl. Beef has also advanced from 3% c. to 4c, 
per lb., and every article of food and clothing, is from 
10 to 15 per cent. more than our estimate, which was 
based upon the actual expenditure of the previous 
year. ‘The increase in the number of Inmates alone 
over what was estimated as the average, (and on which 
our estimate of necessary means was based, ) is equal to 
an increase of $1,000, in the cost of supporting the 
Establishment, at the rate then assumed.

Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common 
Council of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, 
as follows :

All the salaries above-named, except those of the 
Chief Engineer, and the Secretary of the Board of 
Engineers, shall be paid semi-annually. 

The Salary of the Harbor Master shall 
‘be at the rate of Zwelve Hundred Dollars per annum, 
and he shall be allowed the sum of Seven Hundred 
and Thirty Dollars to be paid to two boatmen, and 
the further sum of One Hundred and Fifty Dollars 
for rent of office and boat house.

The deficiency in the appropriation for Salaries, about 
$6,000, arises from the fact that the Appropriation Bill 
was made up and passed Jefore the Salary Bill was ma- 
tured. The original appropriation was $70,000. The 
amount of Specific Salaries provided for in the Salary 
Bill is $69,300, in addition to which the allowance to the 
per Diem and assistant Assessors and the Clerk hire for 
the Assessors were to be added ; besides the assistant City 
Registrar for collecting Births, the usual extra Clerk hire 
to the Treasurer in 7az-time, and some other allowances, 
by special orders of the City Council. 


INCIDENTALS. 


The deficiency in this appropriation is about $2,000. 
This is always an uncertain appropriation. 

There will be due to the various Militia Companies on 
the Ist of April about $1,200, for rent of Armories. This 
is an Expenditure which was not contemplated when the 
Appropriation Bill was passed. It is a payment required 
by the State law of 26th April, 1853, which requires 
Towns and Cities to furnish armories, or to pay the rent 
of the same at a rate not exceeding $300 per annum to 
each Military Company. Although the State will refund 
us the money, yet we have to advance it and to provide 
for it in our appropriations. 

There is also due to the State Lunatic Hospital at 
Worcester about $800, for support of Lunatics in that 
Institution for which the City is liable.

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WATCH AND POLICE. 


Mayor's Office, March 'T, 1854. 
To the City Council: 


The undersigned has the honor to state to the City 
Council that the appropriations for the Watch and Police 
Departments will both need additions, to enable the Audi- 
tor to meet the probable expenditures for the balance of 
the present financial year. 

The causes which have led to the deficiency in the Ap- 
propriation for the Pokce Department/are explained in 
the annexed communication from the Chief of Police. 

The present need of the Watch Department seems to 
have arisen from the deficiency of the original Appropri- 
ation. The expenditures of the year have been larger 
than was contemplated, as I understand from the Auditor 
that the expectation at the commencement of the year 
was entertained that the number of watchmen might be 
reduced, in the course of the year; their services being 
superseded by the then contemplated increase of the Gas 
light in the streets of the City. As the subject of uniting 
the Watch and Police under one head has been under 
consideration since the commencement of the present 
year, it has not been considered advisable to make any 
reduction in the number of men employed in either de- 
partment. 

The Auditor estimates the wants of the Watch Depart- 
ment at $2,000; and that of the Police at $1,200.

Council of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as 
Sollows: 


Section 1. From and after the tenth day of May 
2 next, the two present Departments of the Watch and 
3 Police shall be placed under one head, and shall be 
4 denominated the Boston Police. 


Sect. 2. At the commencement of the Municipal 
2 year, there shall be appointed by the Mayor, a Stand- 
3 ing Committee on Police, to consist of the Mayor and 
4 two Aldermen, whose duty it shall be to exercise a 
©) general superintendence over the Department, and 
6 the Mayor shall from time to time, and whenever va- 
7 cancies shall occur in the Department, nominate to the 
8 Board of Mayor and Aldermen, for their approval, 
9 such persons as he may deem qualified to perform the 
10 duties required of the Police; and said Committee 
11 shall have power to discharge, at any time, any mem- 
12 ber of the Police for neglect of duty, or for any other 
13 justifiable cause. 
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Secr. 5. The Mayor shall nominate annually, in 
2 the month of May, to the Board of Mayor and Alder- 
3 men, for their confirmation, a City Marshal, one or 
4 more deputy Marshals, seven Captains of Police, and 
© fourteen Lieutenants of Poliee, who shall take rank 
6 and precedence in the order in which they are named, 
7 and whose duties, except as herein provided, shall be 
8 defined and determined by the Mayor and Aldermen. 
9 Said officers or either of them shall be removable, 
10 agreeable to the provisions of section second. 


Sect. 4. The Mayor shall nominate annually, in the 
2 month of May, to the Board of Mayor and Aldermen, 
3 for their confirmation, two hundred members of the 
4 Police Department, or as many as the Board shall 
5 deem sufficient, in addition to the officers before men- 
6 tioned, who shall devote their whole time to the ser- 
7 vice of the City, and who shall be removable as before 
8 provided. And it shall be required of said officers 
9 and members that they shall be of good moral habits, 
10 and legal voters of the City, and able to read and 
11 write. 
Secor. 5. The City Marshal shall be the head of 
2 the Department, subordinate to the Mayor, and shall 
3 have the entire control of the Police Force of the City, 
4 subject to the directions of the Committee on the Po- 
® lice, and shall have precedence and control over all 
6 constables and other officers when engaged in the 
7 same service in the City; and if, when presented to 
8 the Board of Mayor and Aldermen for confirmation, 
9 any of the officers or members of the Police should be 
10 rejected by them, the Mayor shall make new nomina- 
11 tions within two weeks thereafter. 


Srcr. 6. The said City Marshal shall, after his 
2 appointment, give to the Treasurer of the City of 
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3 Boston, satisfactory bonds in the sum of five thousand 
4 dollars for the faithful performance of the duties of 
5 his office. And he shall be responsible for the faith- 
6 ful performance of the duties of his Deputies. 


Sect. 7. The said City Marshal and the officers 
2 and members of the Department shall receive such 
3 compensation as the City Council may from time to 
4 time determine. 


Sect. 8. The office of said City Marshal and the 
2 several station houses shall be open at all hours of the 
3 day and night, for the purpose of receiving complaints 
4 from the inhabitants respecting offences against the 
laws of the Commonwealth and Ordinances of the 
6 City, and he or his Deputies shall institute proceed- 
7 ings in all proper cases, and shall attend to the trial 
8 of the same. 


Secr. 9. The said City Marshal shall keep suita- 
2 ble records of the doings of his office, and shall make 
3a regular report thereof to the City Council as often 
4. as once in three months, and at such other times, as 
5 they may require. 


Sect, 10. The said City Marshal and the officers 
2 and members of the Department, shall devote their 
3 whole time to the municipal affairs of the City of 
4 Boston to preserve the order and peace thereof, and 
5 they shall enforce the special laws relating to the 
6 City of Boston, the orders of the City Council, and 
7 the orders of the Mayor and Aldermen. 


Sect. 11. The said City Marshal and officers and 
2 members of the Department, shall take notice of all 
8 nuisances, impediments and obstructions in the streets, 
4 lanes, alleys, courts, public places and squares of the 
© City, and shall remove the same, or take all proper 
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6 measures in relation thereto, according to law, under 
7 the direction of the Mayor and Aldermen. 


Sect. 12. The Mayor and Aldermen may make such 
2 further rules and regulations for the government, dis- 
3 position and management of the Police Force as they 
4 may deem most expedient, provided such rules are 
© not inconsistent with the provisions of any law of the 
6 Commonwealth or ordinance of the City of Boston. 


Sect. 18. All and singular the duties now re- 
2 quired by any ordinance of the City or orders of the 
3 Mayor and Aldermen, to be done by the Chief of Po- 
4 lice or his Deputies, shall be done by the City Mar- 
© shal and his Deputies respectively. 


Srecr. 14, All the duties now required by the 
2 laws of the Commonwealth or ordinances of the City, 
3 or orders of the Mayor and Aldermen, to be per- 
4 formed by Watchmen, shall be performed by the 
5 Policemen who are detailed for night duty. 

Sror. 15. An ordinance in relation to the Police, 
2 passed June 24, 1852, and all other ordinances and 
3 parts of ordinances inconsistent herewith, are hereby 
4 repealed.

The Cochituate Water Board in compliance with a re- 
quest of the last City Council, “that they would revise 
the present tariff of Water Rates and report the same at 
an early day during the (then) ensuing Municipal year, 
to the City Council of Boston,” respectfully report. The 
City Council in their requisition have not defined any 
basis on which they wished a revision of the Water Rates 
to be adjusted, and the Water Board therefore presume 
it was the intention to refer to them, the consideration of 
the whole subject generally ; and that if is their duty, 
not merely to endeavor to remove any inequalities or in- 
consistences which may exist among the various details 
of the present ordinance, or, any practical difficulties in 
the execution of them, but to consider and report such a 
tariff of Water Rates as both the obligations of law, and the 
interests of the City, would seem to require. ‘To ascer- 
tain these obligations it is necessary to recur to the law 
by which the introduction of water into the City was au- 
thorised. After empowering the City to issue scrip or 
notes to the amount of three millions, afterwards increased 
to four and one-half millions, of dollars, to pay for the 
construction of the works, it is provided that it may also 
issue scrip or notes to pay the interest thereon, for the 
term of two years from the completion of the works; but 
that payment of all interest, which shall accrue after that 
time, shall be made from the net income, rents and re- 
ceipts for the use of the water; and that if they are not 
sufficient, for that purpose, the payment of the deficiency 
shall be otherwise provided for by the City Council; and 
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that if at any time, after the expiration of two years from 
the completion of the works, the surplus income and _ re- 
ceipts shall, after deducting all expenses, for any two 
years, be insufficient to pay the accruing interest on the 
scrip, the Supreme Court may, on the petition of one 
hundred or more legal voters, praying that the price es- 
tablished by the City Council for the use of the water 
may be increased, for the purpose of paying the said in- 
terest, appoint Commissioners who may increase the said 
price if they shall judge proper. 

From a consideration of the foregoing provisions we 
believe that it was the intention of the law, that such 
Wates Rates should be established, as would be enough 
at a period of two years after the completion of the 
works, if not to pay all the interest and expenses as 
they accrued, at least to afford a prospect of their being 
sufficient for that purpose within a reasonable time, tak- 
ing into the account a gradual increase of revenue from 
additional water takers, from year to year. And that 
any deficiency in the rates should be met by taxes or 
some other mode, but not by increasing the debt of the 
City by borrowing to pay it. 

The Water Board gave official notice to the City Coun- 
cil that the water works might be considered as com- 
pleted on the 30th April, 1851. It was therefore antici- 
pated that after the 30th April, 1853, the deficiency in 
the receipts from the water works, in defraying the inter- 
est and expenses, would be provided for in some other 
way than by issuing scrip or notes. That deficiency 
however during the present financial year actually 
amounts to about $140,000, and the City debt is thereby 
increased to that amount; no provision having been made 
for it except by loans. The coming year will probably 
show nearly the same balance, as the increase in the re- 
ceipts from Water Rates will not probably exceed $15,000. 
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After giving that consideration to the subject which 
its importance seems to demand, the Water Board deem 
it to be their duty to recommend to the City Council that 
the price now established for the use of the water shall 
be increased. And it is also of opinion that the same 
principles which govern the present ordinance, in appor- 
tioning the rates among the several classes of water 
takers, should be adhered to. There are two principles 
which prevail in the present tariff, the one regulating the 
price to be paid for the use of water for domestic pur- 
poses; and the other, its use for all other purposes. The 
Water Rates now charged to private dwelling houses, are 
placed wholly on the basis of their respective valuations 
by the Assessors of Taxes, and have no reference to the 
quantity of water used or the mode of using. They are 
in fact a tax on property. But the price paid for its use 
for all other purposes is regulated, or attempted to be 
regulated, by the quantity actually consumed. 

It is believed that these principles carry out, as much 
as possible, the original intentions of introducing the 
water, which undoubtedly was, to afford an abundant sup- 
ply as cheap as possible for all the usual domestic pur- 
poses. The Board recommend therefore that they should 
be continued. The receipts for water the last year 
amounted to $193,988.44 of which $119,891.18 were re- 
ceived from the rate on dwelling houses; and it 1s suffi- 
ciently obvious that, in order to realize a sufficient amount 
in the proposed increase, a great part of it must be de- 
rived from the same source. It will be necessary there- 
fore to increase somewhat that rate, as it would be impos- 
sible to raise an amount, from other uses, at all adequate 
to the necessity of the occasion. They propose therefore 
that there should be an addition of one dollar to the pres- 
ent rates on private dwellings. This itis believed would 
not be seriously felt by any one, while the whole amount 
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added to the receipts, by it, would, according to the cal- 
culations of the Water Registrar, be nearly $21,000. 
They next would propose a specific rate on the various 
kinds of water fixtures, when used in any other place or 
building, than dwelling houses ; an increase of the rate 
on stables ; and also of the rate to be paid for water when 
drawn in large quantities, for uses not mentioned under 
specific regulations ; that the rate lately established for 
each bed in Hotels, &c., be reduced one-third; and 
that the minimum valuation of boarding houses be in- 
creased to $15,000. In order to make the rate for urinals 
and certain descriptions of water closets (the “ Hopper” 
and “Self-acting” closets) bear some proportion to the 
quantity of water used, and uselessly wasted in them, 
and in the hope that they may be hereafter abandoned, 
they recommend that a very high rate be established for 
them, wherever they are used. It is calculated that these 
latter alterations will add about $18,000 to the receipts. 

In addition to the alterations before stated it has like- 
wise been suggested, that a specific rate should be charged 
for water fixtures in private dwellings, excepting those in 
the kitchens. The only reason which we have heard as- 
signed for which is, that the consumption of a greater 
quantity of water is occasioned by them. We doubt 
however if the increase, if there be any, is ever large 
enough to be a matter of importance, and we disbelieve 
entirely that it can be justly considered as at all propor- 
tionate to the number of fixtures. It appears to the 
Board that not only the most equitable mode of assessing 
the rate, for domestic uses which is practicable, is to make 
it depend entirely on the relative valuation of the dwell- 
ings, but that that mode is most consonant with the 
wishes of the community, and with the usual practice in 
assessing other taxes; and that it can be collected with 
the least trouble or annoyance to any one.

They think also that such a basis is only compatible 
with strict equity, when it is adopted as the exclusive 
principle for fixing the amount of the rate; and that, it 
would not be just, after assessing a rate, in most cases 
quite high, in reference to the quantity of water used, on 
the whole valuation of an estate, to assess another speci- 
fic one on the particular modes of using it. The reason 
for adopting the valuation principle is, because the proba- 
_ bility of its being drawn from fixtures in different parts 
of the dwelling will be somewhat proportionate to the 
value of the estate. And they would suggest also that if 
a specific rate on the fixtures be just merely because a 
greater quantity of water is used, that when the reason 
for the rate fails, the rate itself should also cease; and 
therefore that in many cases, on the high service especial- 
ly, where there is often no supply above the lower floor, 
it will be necessary to be continually abating and adjust- 
ing the amount equitably due. Our present system how- 
ever having no reference to the quantity used, and the 
City merely stipulating to deliver the water within the 
walls, no abatement can be claimed except for a total 
failure of the supply. 

The Water Board have thought it might be interesting 
to make some inquiry into the system which is adopted 
in other cities in relation to dwellings. It is found that 
they have all established a basis, on which the rates are 
assessed, differing essentially from each other, and afford- 
ing but little analogy for our assistance in regulating 
them here. In Philadelphia there is a small specific rate 
of $2.50 on dwellings in courts, and having but one room 
on a floor; and a rate of $5.00 on all other buildings, no 
matter what their value, and this entitles the latter to a 
hydrant for each house; and in addition to the above, a 
specific rate is charged on each water fixture on the prem- 
ises. In New York and Albany the rate is graduated by 
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the number of feet of frontage and height of the building, 
and the number of occupants; and it is levied on every 
building in the streets where the water pipeS are laid, 
whether the water is introduced or not. And this rate 
allows the tenant one bath tub and one water closet, and 
as many other fixtures as he pleases. 

The Board do not propose to adopt the Philadelphia 
system, because the amount we are obliged to raise 1s so 
great, that the specific rate on dwelling houses would be 
necessarily so large that it would be a much more onerous 
tax on a very considerable class, than what the mode 
which we recommend would require. The New York 
system, which somewhat resembles our own in the princi- 
ple by which the rate on dwellings is graduated, cannot 
be fully adopted, as we cannot assess a water rate except 
on actual takers; and a specific rate on all baths and 
water closets, above one, in each house, would be attend- 
ed with so much difficulty and trouble in its assessment 
and collection, and after all, yield so small an amount, 
that it would be hardly worth while to adopt it. 

The Water Board, would state in conclusion, that they 
have been very unwilling to recommend any increase in 
the water rates, especially in those on water used for do- 
mestic purposes. ‘The reasons, which have induced them 
to propose the alterations, have been already stated, and 
it is for the City Council to judge of their validity. On 
the application of the general principles here laid down, 
and the alterations proposed in the tariff, the opinion of 
the Board is unanimous. But Mr. Wilkins and Mr. 
Sprague are also of opinion, that an additional rent should 
be charged upon extra fixtures in dwelling houses, and 
My. Sprague also thinks that the increase of water rates 
upon dwelling houses should be limited to such as are 
valued at $3,000 and upwards. 
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In accordance with the views before expressed the 
Water Board would respectfully offer the proposed re- 
vision of the Ordinance on the subject of Water Rates.

The Joint Special Committee of the City Council, to 
which was referred so much of the Mayor’s address as 
relates to the City Charter, together with sundry orders 
directing the Committee to inquire into the expediency 
of amending the City Charter, have, with the aid of 
able legal counsel, given the subject mature considera- 
tion, and ask leave to submit respectfully the following 


HaRPrOCREEs 


The original charter was adopted more than thirty 
years ago. It was prepared and matured by some of 
the ablest men of that period, in the city, and it was 
found upon trial, for many years, to subserve all the 
great purposes for which it was originally intended 
without material alterations. But such is the imper- 
fection of human wisdom, that few systems of organic 
law, although suited to the conditions and wants of the 
people who adopt them at the time, have been found to 
contain the necessary provisions to enable the executive 
and legislative power of the Government to meet the 
public exigencies growing out of continual change of 
population, change of ideas and wants of the commu- 
nity, change and increase of commercial, manufactur- 
ing and agricultural interests—and more than all, in

the case of the city the vast increase in the public ex- 
penditures, and the corresponding increased responsibil- 
ity of its disbursing officers. 

Since the adoption of the present charter, the Legis- 
lature has passed twenty-eight acts, either amendatory 
to the City Charter, or modifying or defining the duties 
of some of the city officers under said charter, besides 
six different chapters in the Revised Statutes of the 
same character. 

Some of the provisions of the present charter are im- 
perfect and difficult of interpretation, and some others 
do not seem to contain the necessary plain directions to 
carry out what was evidently the intention of its framers 
to order to be done. 

The Committee, therefore, after mature deliberation, 
determined to present to the City Council an entire new 
draft of a charter, and in doing so, they have endeay- 
ored to simplify as much as possible the original pro- 
visions which have been retained in the new draft. 

The principal changes which the Committee have 
adopted are— 

lst. A provision for twelve aldermen to be elected in 
their respective wards, one from each. 

2d. The Mayor is clothed with the veto power upon 
all Legislative measures of the Board of Aldermen and 
Common Council, and is made, so far, a separate execu- 
tive branch of the government. 

3d. The Board of Aldermen shall choose a permanent 
President. 

4th. The election of the School Committee by the 
people or by the City Council or part of such Commit- 
tee by each. 

5th. The application of the plurality law in the elec- 
tion of all city officers by the people. 

All the other alterations are but a simplification of 
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existing provisions in the charter, or a combination of 
different enactments upon the same subject into one 
general provision. 

It will then be perceived that the alterations which 
the Committee have made are few, but still they are im- 
portant... 

The most important change or perhaps that which 
will attract more attention than any other is the change 
in the number and mode of electing Aldermen. 

Lhe Committee were fully sensible of the objection 
to electing Aldermen by wards, and thus creating two 
branches of the government, both elective, by the same 
constituency. ‘This is no new system in practice, but 
still it overrides one of the means of preserving in gov- | 
ernment through the electors a proper system of checks 
upon different branches of legislative power. 

The Committee however believe that the change pos- 
sessess merits far outweighing all the objections which 
may be brought against it. It is believed that the elec- 
tion of Aldermen by wards will stimulate the electors 
of all parties to bring forward their best men in the 
hopes of success through such means. ‘The electors 
now vote for men in distant parts of the city to whom 
they are entire strangers, and some of whom they never 
have seen and perhaps never heard of until their names 
were seen upon a ticket placed in their hands; but if 
the candidate should be a resident of the ward in which 
the elector resides, he would be known to his constit- 
vents, and could not command their support, if unwor- 
thy of it; and it is believed that there is very little 
danger, that the Board of Aldermen would not be com- 
posed of as good and substantial men under this system, 
as it now is under the present charter. 

The Committee believe that the second alteration giy- 
ing to the Mayor the veto power, effectually guards 
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against any reasonable apprehension from the change in 
the number and mode of electing Aldermen. 

The 4th and 5th alterations the Committee hardly 
deem it necessary to comment upon. [very person 
must admit the propriety of making all the agents of 
the city, whether individuals, boards or committees who 
have the power of disbursing money, amenable to the 
people or the city government,—hence the provision for 
electing by the people or by the City Council, the School 
Committee. 

The plurality law has already been adopted by the 
General Court and needs no argument for your adoption — 
of it. 

The Committee recommend the approval of the draft 
of a new charter herewith submitted and the adoption 
of the following order.

and the qualified voters of the city shall be called upon to 
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give in their votes upon the acceptance of this act, at 
meetings in the various wards duly warned by the mayor and 
aldermen, to be held on or before the first Monday of No- 
vember; and thereupon the same proceedings shall be had 
respecting the sorting, counting, declaring, recording and 
returns of said votes as is herein provided at the election 
of mayor; and the board of aldermen shall within three 
days, meet together and compare the returns of the ward 
officers, and if it appear that the citizens have voted to 
adopt this act, the mayor shall make proclamation of the 
fact, and thereupon the act shall take effect; but all officers 
theretofore appointed or elected, shall continue to hold their 
offices with the same powers, privileges and duties, until 
the organization of the new city government on the first 
Monday of January next. 
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NOTES AND REMARKS 


UPON THE VARIOUS SECTIONS. 


It is thought expedient, in order to facilitate the labors of 
the city council in the examination of the various, provisions 
of the proposed charter, to point out in this place the differ- 
ence between the several sections of the present and of the 
proposed charter. It will be seen that considerable labor has 
been devoted to the preparation of the marginal notes to the 
preceding sections, which contain references to the various 
statutes which have been revised. ‘These will be found to 
be very useful hereafter, in case the new charter is adopted. 
It will be observed also that the proposed charter is divided 
into a greater number of sections than the old. ‘This is more 
in consonance with the modern form of legislation and is much 
more convenient for reference. It should be recollected that 
the chatrer as printed in the volume of Revised Ordinances ‘is 
rather a digest, than a copy of the present charter. The 
original charter had been altered in so many respects, that it 
was thought best, by the compiler of that volume, to re-write 
the whole, inserting the various amendments where they be- 
long and altering the language of the charter to conform to 
the alterations made by more recent legislation. On this ac- 
count, the numbering of the sections is changed, but the 
number of the sections of the charter as originally enacted 
will always be found in the margin to each section; and the 
charter itself and all the subsequent laws, just as they were 
enacted, will be found in the appendix to the ordinances, 
commencing at page 452. In revising the charter the com- 
mittee have made free use of the revision proposed in 1841. 

Without further remarks we will now proceed to point out 
the principal alterations which are proposed. 
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Section 1. ‘This section is the same as the present charter 
except changing the word “town” to “city.” 


Secr. 2. This is substantially the same as a portion of 
section Ist, of the present charter, except that the number of 
aldermen is increased to twelve. 


Sxct. 3. This section is founded on the present city 
charter, section 2, and on the Act of 1850, ch. 167, with 
such modifications as are necessary to meet the present pro- 
posed changes. By the second section of the city charter, 
power was given to the city council to alter the divisions of 
wards, made by the selectmen, in such manner as to preserve, 
as nearly as might be, an equal number of inhabitants in 
each ward. By the Act of 1850, ch. 167, this last provision 
was altered, to the effect, that the division into wards was to 
be so made as to include an equal number of legal voters in 
each ward. Accordingly, the last division of wards (June 24, 
1850) was made on the basis of the legal voters. In the pro- 
posed new charter, the committee recommend the same basis, 
and the section also provides. that the present division shall 
continue until 1860, and after that it may be changed not 
oftener than once in ten years. 


Sect. 4. This section is new. It is partly adopted from 
the amendments proposed in 1841, and contemplates three 
objects. . 

1. To make one general provision as to the time of hold- 
ing the annual meeting for the choice of city officers, instead 
of repeating it in providing for the choice of each officer as 
is the case in the present charter. 

2. ‘To incorporate into the charter the plurality principle 
in accordance with the recent Act of the legislature. 

3. This section also provides that voters are to vote in 
wards in which they reside, and settles a question which has 
sometimes been raised, whether if a person moves from one 
ward to another, he can vote in the ward he moved from, be- 
cause his name is on the list of that ward. It has sometimes 
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been the practice to allow such votes, although it would 
seem not to be legal even under the present charter, but it 
seems more proper that every citizen should vote where he 
resides at the time he gives his vote, and when he moves 
from one ward to another, he should see to it that his name 
is placed on the list of voters in the ward to which he moves. 
This is obviously more proper, than that a citizen should 
vote for ward and city officers in a ward in which he does 
not reside, and this section is so framed as to leave no doubt 
on the point. 


Sect. 5. This is new, and the object is to make one gen- 
eral provision respecting notice to the officers chosen at the 
annual election instead of repeating this requirement in sev- 
eral different places. The old charter does not provide for no- 
tice in writing to all the officers, which the committee think 
should be done. 


Sect. 6. This provision was not in the old charter, but is 
in accordance with the statute of 1824, ch. 49, § 2. 


Sect. 7. This is substantially taken from section 3, of 
the present charter. (Ordinances, p. 454.) 


Secr. 9. This section is new, and authorizes an adjourn- 
ment to fill vacancies in ward offices. 


Secor. 10. By the present charter, section 3, (Ordinances, 
p. 454,) it is provided that in case of absence of a warden at 
the annual meeting, a warden pro tempore may be chosen by 
ballot. In case of his absence at any other meeting, a 
warden pro tempore may be chosen by hand vote. The 
Act of 1845, ch. 217, sect. 3, provided that in case of the 
absence of any ward officer at any meeting, the vacancy 
might be filled pro tempore by hand vote. A question has 
been sometimes made, whether this would include the warez 


den. The section proposed makes this clear. 
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Secor. 11. This is altered from the present charter which 
specifies the duties of warden. It has been deemed better to 
give the warden all the powers of moderators of town meet- 
ings which are clearly defined in the Revised Statutes, ch. 15, 
$$ 28, 29, 30, and may be placed in a note at the end of this 
section when it is printed in the volume of City Ordinances. 
The section also provides who shall preside in the absence of 
warden and clerk. 


Secor. 12 is taken from section 3 of the present charter. 


Secr. 13. This is from section 3 of present charter, with 
a slight alteration. 


Secr. 14. This is taken from the Act of 1845, ch. -217, 
sect. 3. 


Sect. 16. This is taken from section 5 of the present 
charter, but provides for the case where a mayor elect re- 
fuses to accept the office, which is provided for by Act of 
1890, chi (aSo8: 


Sect. 17. This is the first section of the Act of 1830, 
ch. 7. 


Sect. 18. This is the first section of the Act of 1845, 
ch. 217. 


Secr. 19. This section provides for the choice of alder- 
men in the wards, but the remainder of the charter is so con- 
structed that this provision can be changed to the general 
ticket system, if the city council prefer it, without rendering 
any alteration of other sections necessary. 


Srecr. 20. This isa portion of section 7 of the present 
charter, with some verbal alterations. 


Sects. 21 and 22. ‘These sections are adopted from the 
revision proposed in 1841, with an addition at the end of 
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section 22 of the words, “unless otherwise determined by 
the legal voters at the meeting when such adjournment is 
made.”” ‘The committee who made that revision thus speak 
of the proposed change: 


“The present provision, as to the election of common 
councilmen, has been found to be very imperfect, and its 
phraseology of doubtful meaning. Much difficulty has arisen 
in acting under it, and it is believed that all the contested 
elections, since the establishment of the city, have been 
caused by the loose language, admitting of various con- 
structions, employed in this section. It also omits to meet 
many important contingencies. 

Its defects have been found in practice, to be the fol- 
lowing :— 

1. It leaves it uncertain in what mode adjournments 
shall be had. 

2. It does not distinctly provide how many adjournments 
may be had, whether only one, or more. 

3. While it fixes a limit to the time of adjournment, on 
one side, that it shall not exceed three days, it establishes 
none on the other, as to the shortest period, to which an 
adjournment may be had. 

A, It makes no provision, as to the time which the polls 
shall be kept open, at any adjourned meeting. 

5. It does not provide for the contingency of not com- 
pleting the election of common councilmen, at the close of 
the official existence of the Board that issues the warrant, 
which, as the elections commence in December, may some- 
times occur. 

6. It omits to provide for filling such vacancies in the 
common council, as may occur during the year, from death, 
or resignation. 

7. No provision is made for giving notice to the citizens 
of the adjournments that may be had. 

To remove these doubts and difficulties, and to make the 
whole matter distinct and definite, the proposed amendment 
provides, in case of a failure to elect the whole number of 
common councilmen at the first meeting,—following the 
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order observed in naming the objections to the present 
provisions,— 

1. That the meeting ‘shall be adjourned by the presiding 
officer ;’—thereby making it his peremptory duty to declare 
such meeting adjourned, without the necessity of taking any 
vote upon the subject. 

2, That adjournments shall positively continue to be had 
until the whole number shall be chosen, and this not only 
through the month of December, when the elections begin, 
but through the whole of the succeeding year, if necessary. 

3. That such adjournments shall always be to a period 
‘not less than twenty-four, nor more than seventy-two hours 
distant from the hour when the polls were opened at the first 
balloting ;’—thereby, on the one hand, preventing such 
short adjournments, as would be inconsistent with fair notice 
to the citizens interested, and with their having an opportu- 
nity to vote,—and on the other, forbidding such long or 
indefinite adjournments, as would amount to depriving any 
ward of its proper representation in the council. It will 
be observed, that while the adjournments are peremptorily 
ordered to be made by the presiding officer, without taking 
any vote,—yet that the time of the adjournments, within the 
above named limits. is ‘to be determined by the hand vote 
of the citizens of the ward who may be present, when such 
adjournment is had.’ So that while no vote of the citizens 
is to be taken as to whether an adjournment shall be had or 
not—which would be wholly useless, where an adjournment 
is positively directed,—yet that as to the time of adjourn- 
ment, within the prescribed limits they have a discretion. 

A. 'That at every adjourned meeting, ‘the polls shall be 
kept open the same number of hours, as were required by the 
original warrant ’—thereby preventing an immediate close 
of the polls, and securing to every citizen a fair opportunity 
to vote.” 

It may be thought to be unnecessary to provide too partic- 
ularly for cases of non-elections since the plurality principle 
is to be adopted ; but experience shows that cases of failure 
to elect frequently occur under this system, and it is better to 
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be over cautious, than to omit to provide for cases which may 
occur. 


Secr. 23. This section is partly taken from the proposed 
revision of 1841, but with an important alteration. ‘That 
revision proposed, in case there were vacancies in the com- 
mon council, when the new government was organized, that 
the new board of mayor and aldermen should order a new 
election on the returns of the ward officers. "The present 
section provides that the city clerk shall send the returns to 
the common council, and this body may then declare a 
vacancy, and thereupon the board of aldermen may order a 
new election. As the common council, by the next section 
(sect. 24) are to be judges of the elections of their own 
members, they ought to have the sole power of ascertaining 
and declaring vacancies, which is an important part of this 
power. Another section (sect. 25) provides for vacancies in 
the common council, &c. This section only provides for 
the information to be sent to the council, on which they 
may act. 


Secr. 24. ‘The present charter makes the common coun- 
cil judges of the election of its own members, but does not 
give this power to the school committee or the board of 
aldermen. ‘here seems to be no reason why these boards 
should not have this power as well as the school committee. 


Sect. 25. This is taken partly from the Act of 1845, 
ch. 217,$ 2. (See p.9 of city ordinances).* But with an 
important addition at the end, namely, ‘‘ But in case of 
vacancies in the common council, and the school committee 
such warrant shall not be issued, until the board of aldermen 
receive official information thereof.’”’ As questions have 
arisen on this point, it is thought best to render the mat- 
ter certain. 


Secor. 26. This is taken from Act of 1845, ch. 217, $ 5. 


Seer. 27. From the present charter, section 9, (p. 458 of 
city ordinances. ) 
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Sect. 28. This is taken from Act of 1830, ch. 7, $ 2, 
with some alterations. 


Sect. 29. This section is new. ‘The reasons for it are 
siven in the report of the committee. 


Secr. 30. This has some alterations from the present 
charter. (1) It provides that the clerk shall be chosen in 
January. (2) It provides for his removal by the board of 
aldermen, ‘‘ the mayor thereto consenting,” instead of pro- 
viding for his removal by the ‘‘mayor and aldermen.” 'This 
last alteration is necessary if, as proposed, the mayor and 
aldermen are not hereafter to constitute one board. 


Secrs. 31 and 32. These sections are new, and provide 
for the cases of temporary absence of city clerk, and for any 
vacancy in the office. : 


Sect. 33. This is taken substantially from the present 
charter, section 13, (p. 461 of city ordinances) with important 
alterations. (1) The powers vested in the mayor and alder- 
men by the present charter, and by this section vested in the 
board of aldermen. 'This is necessary if, as proposed, the 
mayor is to have a veto power. (2) In addition to these 
powers, there are also vested in the board “all the powers 
subsequently vested in the mayor and aldermen of the city.” 
(3) Their meetings are to be public. The present charter, 
section 11, (city ordinances, p. 460,) provides that meetings 
of the mayor.and aldermen shall be public, ‘‘when they are 
not engaged in executive business.” What is*the meaning 
of this term “ executive business?” Why should not their 
meetings be always public? (4) The section contains a pro- 
vision that a majority shall constitute a quorum. As to the 
requisite number of this board, the present charter is silent, 
although provision is made for the common council. (5) 
The mayor tf present ts to preside, but without a vote. The 
committee first thought of separating the mayor entirely from 
this board, but they are notified that he had better have the 
power to preside if he chooses to do so. And that he never 
shall be present except as presiding officer. 
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Sect. 34. This is taken substantially from the Act of 1849, 
ch. 231, and is thought to be better than the provision in the 
present city charter, section 14, (city ordinances, p. 462,) and 
has probably superseded it as it was passed subsequently and 
is a general Act. 


Sect. 35. This is substantially the same as section 11, 
(p, 459 of city ordinances) of the present charter, except that 
the provision respecting the sittings of the mayor and alder- 
men is omitted, the same being inserted at the end of section 
33 of the proposed charter. 


Sect. 36. This corresponds substantially with section 15 
of the present charter, (p. 462 of city ordinances,) with such 
alterations as seem necessary. ‘Thus, it seems proper to vest 
In the city council, not only all the “powers vested in the 
town or in the inhabitants thereof, as a municipal corpora- 
tion,” but also, all the powers now vested in the city council, 
inasmuch as numerous grants of power have been made to 
the city council since the first charter was granted. Another 
alteration relates to by-laws. In the present charter there is 
a proviso that by-laws shall not be repugnant to the laws of 
the state and that they may be annulled by the legislature, 
which seems unnecessary. Inthe present charter, the highest 
penalty which can be annexed to the breach of by-laws is — 
$20. In the proposed section, this is increased to $50. 


Secr. 37. This section is founded in part on a portion of 
the 15th section of the present charter (p. 462 of the ordi- 
nances,) and in part on the Act of 1822, ch. 85,and requires 
some explanation. By the Revised Statutes, ch. 14, sec. 34, 
it is provided that in the assessment of county taxes for the 
county of Suffolk, the town of Chelsea should not be taxed 
for county purposes. By the city charter as it was first enact- 
ed, section 15, (see p. 463 of the ordinances) the city was 
allowed to assess county taxes, ‘‘ whenever the city should 
alone compose one county.” In 1822, (ch. 85, ordinances, 
p. 470,) the city council were allowed to assess county taxes, 
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‘so long as the town of Chelsea shall continue not to be lia- 
ble for taxation for county purposes.’”? This is the present 
law ; but as Chelsea has been divided into several towns with- 
in a few years, a different phraseology should be used unless 
a change is to be made. The proposed section, therefor 
reads thus: “so long as other towns in the county shall not 
be liable to taxation for county purposes.” 


; * 
Sect. 38. This is a copy of a portion of the present 
charter, section 15, (ordinances, p. 462.) | 


Sects. 39 and 40. These sections are taken from the pres- 
ent charter, section 16, (ordinances, p. 463.) 


Secr.41. This section is taken from the present charter, 
section 17, (ordinances, p. 464,) and from the first and second 
sections of the Act of 1849, ch. 211. 


Secr. 42. This section is altered from the Act of 1823, 
section 2, so as to authorize the city council “if they see fit,” 
to elect ‘‘any committee of their number whether joint or 
separate” to be surveyors of highways. 


Sect, 43. This section is similar to section 18 of the 
present charter (ordinances p. 464,) but as the Revised Stat- 
utes, ch. 14, sect. 47, provide that the city treasurer of Boston 
shall also be county treasurer, this is incorporated into the 
present section. 


Seot. 44. This section is founded on the present charter, 
sections 21 and 22, (ordinances, p. 465,) and the Act of 1851, 
ch. 70. The 21st section of the charter provides that no 
member of the city council shall be eligible to an office. the 
salary of which is payable out of the city treasury. Section 
22, provides that no member of the city council shall at the 
same time hold any other office under the city council. As 
it was found desirable to have members of the two branches 
on some of the boards who have the charge of the water 
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works, the lunatic hospital, &c., the Act of 1851, ch. 70, 
was obtained by which it was provided that members of city 
councils might hold other offices, provided they were not of- 
fices of emolument. The present section is a revision of all 
these provisions. 


Sect. 45. This section is founded on the present charter 
sect. 22, (ordinances, p. 465,) and the Act of 1831, ch. 38, 
(ordinances p. 473). A question has occurred to the com- 
mittee whether the section might not properly be amended 
so that the city should always send the full number of repre- 
sentatives to which it is entitled. 

Sect. 46. This section is substantially like the first part 
of section 12 (ordinances p. 460) of the present charter, with 
an addition respecting the mayor’s salary, and providing that 
when once fixed it shall continue until duly changed. 


Secr. 47. This is substantially like the remainder of 
section 12 of the present charter, but provides that when 
extra meetings of the board are called by the mayor, he shall 
cause the members to be notified in writing. 


Sect. 48. 'This section is new, and provides for a veto 
power in the mayor. ‘The committee do not deem it neces- 
sary to go into a defence of the principle, in this connection ; 
but if a veto is to be given, they consider this the proper 
form in which it should be provided for. 


Srecr. 49. This is new, and is necessary, if the mayor is 
to have powers distinct from the aldermen. By the present 
charter the mayor and aldermen compose one board, and 
numerous powers are given this board by many Acts of 
seneral legislation. If the mayor and aldermen are hereafter 
to act in separate capacities, there should of course be some 
provision for the manner in which the powers are to be 
exercised which have been heretofore given to them consid- 


ered as one board. 
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Secr. 50. This section is new, but is substantially like 
section 21 of the present charter. (Ordinances p. 465.) In 
its present form it is more conformable to the new provision 
for a veto’ power in the mayor. It also provides that the 
mayor may remove any officers appointed by the mayor and 
aldermen. 


Sect. 51. <A portion of section 5 of the city charter, | 


being the concluding sentence (ordinances p. 456,) is incor- 
porated in this section, but it proposes some important 
changes. (1) It authorizes the mayor to resign his office, 
which the present charter does not permit. (2) It provides 
for vacancies for any cause. (3) It provides that the 
vacancy shall be filled by the citizens if a vote shall be 
passed by the city council declaring this to be expedient. 
In the present charter there is some uncertainty on this 
point. It authorizes the city council to choose a mayor 
‘until such occasion shall be removed, or until a new 
election,” but it does not provide that a new election shall 
be held. By the proposed charter, provision is made for a 
permanent chairman of the board of aldermen, who will per- 
form the duties of mayor during a vacancy ; so there will be 
no need of choosing a temporary mayor ; and a new election 
can be ordered as soon as the city council declare it to be 
expedient. 


Sect. 52. ‘This is section 20 of the present charter. (Or- 
dinances p. 465.) 


Sect. 53. This is a part of section 19 of the present 
charter. (Ordinances p. 464.) ‘The first part of that section 
relating to firewards, was repealed by Act of 1850, ch. 262. 
(Ordinances p. 126.) 


Secor. 54. By the city charter as originally passed, the 
school committee consisted of one person chosen from each 
ward, and the board of mayor and aldermen. (See ordinan- 
ces p. 465.) By statute of 1835, ch. 128, it was provided 
that the school committee should consist of the mayor, 
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the president of the common council, and two persons to 
be chosen in each ward. This act was accepted by the 
citizens, April 29, 1835, (see city records of that date) and 
has been the law ever since. 


Sect. 55. This section provides a way of increasing the 
number of the school committee, and of allowing persons to 
serve for different periods of time. 


Sect. 56. This is substantially like the present law, 
except that it provides for the term of time which members 
of the committee, who are chosen in the wards, are to serve. 
There has sometimes been a question raised whether the old 
board of school committee hold over until a new board is 
organized. ‘This section makes it clear that they go out of 
office in one year from the time when they enter upon their 
duties. 


Sect. 57, ‘This section is new, and provides for the time 
when the school committee shall organize. It is fixed for 
the second Monday in January, as the city government 
organize on the first Monday, and it seems expedient that 
the organization of the school committee should be a little 
later. ‘The section also authorizes the school committee to 
appoint a secretary and to fix his salary. ‘They are also au- 
thorized to appoint ‘such subordinate officers and boards as 
they may deem expedient, and may define their duties, but 
without compensation, unless the same shall be provided by 
the city council.” It seems expedient that the power of ap- 
pointment of superintendent of schools, &c., should be in the 
school committee ; and, at the same time, that the compensa- 
tion of such officers should be in the city council. This see- 
tion will also authorize and legalize the appointment of the 
primary school board, if the school committee deem it expe- 
dient. 


Seor. 58. This section is taken from the proposed revis- 
ion of 1841, and differs materially from the present law. 
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Under the present charter, a question has frequently arisen 
whether the school committee can so fix the salaries of school 
_teachers as to spend more money than the city council appro- 
priate. In other words, whether the salaries of school teach- 
ers are to be fixed by the city council, who are by law re- 
quired to raise the money, and to assess taxes, and who are 
responsible to the people for the appropriations; or by the 
school committee. The committee, in this connection, would 
refer to statute of 1838, ch. 105, $ 2, which provides that 
school committees are to select and contract with the teach- 
ers of the town and district schools. In the late case of 
Batchelder v. City of Salem, (4 Cushing’s Reports, 599,) the 
court held that this statute gave to school committees the 
power to fix the compensation of school teachers and to bind 
the town to pay the same. The question is, whether the 
school committee of Boston shall continue to have this power, 
or whether they shall only distribute such sum as the city 
council may appropriate. The proposed section is framed in 
away to adopt the last mentioned alternative. ‘The com- 
mittee deem it proper to extract a sentence from the opinion 
of the court in the case just mentioned. It is as follows :— 


“There are very obvious and strong reasons for intrusting 
this power exclusively to the committee. The committee 
have the general charge and superintendence of the schools ; 
they judge of the qualifications of the teachers; they select 
the teachers for particular schools with direct reference to 
their fitness for those schools. But the power to select, 
would be vain and nugatory without the power to fix the 
compensation. Whether a suitable teacher can be obtained 
for a particular school will depend on the compensation 
offered. Whether a teacher shall be a person of high qualifi- 
cation or low qualification, whether the schools shall be good 
schools or poor schools, depends on the amount of compen- 


sation. ‘Take away from the committee the power to fix the. 


salaries of the teachers, and you take away from them the 
power to perform the duties which the legislature have im- 
posed upon them,” 
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Secr. 59. This section is taken from t.:c present charter, 
sect. 8. 


Secr.60. This section is like sect. 24 (Ordinances, p. 
467) of the present charter, with two exceptions. (1.) The 
duty of preparing lists of voters is imposed on the “ board of 
aldermen ” instead of the ‘mayor and aldermen.” (2.) The 
following words are added to the section; “and the city 
council shall have authority to establish such rules and regu- 
lations, as to making out, publishing and using such lists of 
qualified voters, as they shall deem proper, not inconsistent 
with the constitution and laws of the commonwealth.” 

This was proposed in the revision of 1841, and the object 
was stated to be to give the city council power, from time to 
time, as experience shall suggest, to make such provisions, as 
shall best secure the greatest accuracy in this important mat- 
ter, without being obliged to trouble the legislature upon the 
subject. 


Sect. 61. This important section is founded on the pres- 
ent charter, sect. 23, (Ordinances, p. 465); upon the statute _ 
of 1844, ch. 167, sect. 1; upon the Revised Statutes, ch. 5, 
$$ l and 11; and ch. 6, $$ 6, 18 and 9. The section has 
been drawn with care, and is believed to incorporate all the 
necessary provisions of law on the subject. 


Srcr. 62. This section is similar to sect. 25 of the present 
charter. (Ordinances, p. 468.) The proposed section con- 
tains a provision, not in the present charter, that, at meetings 
of the citizens the mayor, if present, shall preside, and the 
city clerk shall act as clerk of the meeting. Such has been 
the custom, but there is at present no law requiring it. 


Srcr. 63. (This is like sect. 26 of the present charter. 
(Ordinances, p. 17.) 


Secor 64. Similar to sect. 30 of the present charter. 


Sxors. 65, 66, 67, are new, but are considered necessary 
and proper. 
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Selby OF BOSTON. 


In Common Council, March 16, 1854. 


Ordered, That the City Solicitor, under the direction 
of His Honor the Mayor, be and is hereby directed, to

The Committee would recommend that the Board of 
Public Land Commissioners be instructed to sell the 
public lands, on which it is desirable to have buildings 
erected for the use of our increasing population, at 
reasonably low prices, without any cash payment and 
on a long credit, on condition of the erection of build- 
ings thereon. The sale, for instance, might be on a 
term of twelve years credit, with interest at five per 
cent., payable annually; the interest to commence at 
the time of the Board accepting the application of the 
purchaser for his lot; provided the purchaser or his 
assigns shall commence a building, of a value to be 
prescribed by the Board, but without unnecessary re- 
strictions as to style, within three months and complete 
the same within twelve months. 

The Committee think the prices should be uniform, 
without any advance until a competition for lots shall 
make it necessary.

The Committee on so much of the Mayor’s address as 
relates to the Police and Watch have carefully con- 
sidered the subject, and beg leave to 


ICD ORT: 


The subject of the consolidation of the Watch and 
Police has been long before the public mind, and a 
general wish is felt that some judicious plan for that 
purpose should be adopted. The Committee cannot 
hope to throw any additional light upon the subject; 
they can only repeat what has been often and ably said 
before. It is obvious that greater unity of action 
would be obtained by confining all the criminal busi- 
ness and police matters of the city to one department, 
instead of as now to two discordant bodies. Jealous of 
each others fame, desirous of receiving credit for a suc- 
cessful foray upon crime and criminals, information of 
the utmost importance in the possession of one of the 
departments would very naturally be withheld from 
the other, at a time when it would be highly desirable 
that it should be made known, and by such delay the 
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ends of justice might be defeated. It is well known 
that such has been the case heretofore, and it 1s impor- 
tant that no such opportunity should be ever offered 
again. ‘The union of the Watch and Police would 
prevent such a state of things. Again, under the pre- 
sent arrangement, it is well known that there are cer- 
tain important hours, out of the twenty-four, when the 
city is without any police protection whatever ; and the 
annals of our police records show that much of the 
crime that is perpetrated in the city is done during 
those hours when the watch have retired from their 
posts, and before the police appear for duty. It needs 
no argument to show that a great city like ours, offer- 
ing so many inducements and opportunities for crime, 
should never be unguarded by our protectors; but 
under the present arrangement it has been found im- 
possible to prevent this interregnum of time offer- 
ing such facilities for evil disposed persons. Should 
the plan proposed however be adopted, the city will at 
all times be under the guardianship of our faithful offi- 
cers, and we shall, doubtless, soon see its good effects 
in the diminution of crime. Various other reasons 
might be urged in favor of this plan, but the Commit- 
tee deem it needless to enter into an elaborate argu- 
ment in favor of what must be so obvious to all. They 
have already submitted an ordinance for the consolida- 
tion of the two departments, and they confidently hope 
it will receive the sanction of both branches of the City 
Government. ‘They invite your attention to the an- 
nexed plan of organization and details, which has been 
prepared with great labor and care; it will be noticed 
that the Fire and Harbor Police are superseded, and 
for present purposes we recommend that the present 
watch houses be used as station houses; although they 
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would not assume the proposed arrangement to be per- 
fect, they think, if adopted, it would prove to be a great 
advance upon the present system, and would tend to 
obviate most of the difficulties under which we are now 
laboring.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS 


OF THE 


BOSTON POLICE DEPARTMENT, 


UNDER THE NEW ORDINANCE. 


Src. 1. All members of the Police shall devote their 
whole time and attention to the business of the depart- 
ment, and not follow any other calling. ‘They must al- 
ways be ready to act promptly whenevertheir services 
are required. 

Src. 2. Punctual attendance shall be required of 
every officer and patrolman connected with the depart- 
ment on all occasions, and implicit obedience to all 
lawful orders which they may receive from the persons 
in authority over them. 

Src. 3. No person shall be permitted to remain in 
the Police Station Houses without permission from the 
officer in charge, except members of the department 
and persons on business. 

Sec. 4. ‘The use of spirituous liquors in the Station 
Houses is forbidden, and no member of the department 
will be allowed to drink such liquors, or to smoke 
while on duty. 

Sec. 5. Members of the department, while on duty, 
shall not enter any place where intoxicating liquors are 
sold, except in the discharge of their duty. 
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Src. 6. Any member of the Police, who shall charge 
or receive any fee or compensation other than his legal 
salary for services rendered or to be rendered, unless 
with the written approbation of the Mayor, shall be 
discharged. 

Src. 7. <A perfect command of temper is an essen- 
tial qualification to a policeman, and it will secure to 
him the support ef every good citizen in the discharge 
of his duty. It is, therefore, expected that members of 
the department will be civil and respectful to the pub- 
lic, and that on all occasions they will perform their 
duty with good temper and discretion, and not at any 
time make use of violent, intemperate or abusive lan- 
guage. 

Sec. 8. No member will be permitted to at for 
a warrant for an assault upon himself, without first ob- 
taining permission in nas from the City Marshal or 
Mayor. 

Sec. 9. No member shall communicate except to 
such persons as directed by his superior officers, any 
information respecting orders he may have received, or 
any regulation that may be made for the government 
of the department. No member shall divulge any of 
the business of the department, but by authority of the 
City Marshal. 

Src. 10. Each member shall always have with him 
a memorandum book, in which he shall enter the names 
of such persons as he may have taken in custody, and 
also such matters in each case as will be important on 
the trial of the cause. 

Sec. 11. Each member of the department shall 
wear the emblem of his office on his left breast, on the 
outside of his outer garment. 

Szc. 12, No member of the Police department 
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shall leave the city without permission from the Com- 
mittee on Police. 

Sec. 13. All property stolen or embezzeled, which is 
found in the possession of any person arrested, shall be 
taken to the office of the City Marshal, with the per- 
son arrested, unless otherwise ordered by the Captain 
of the District. 


Src. 14. All property which shall come into the 
possession of policemen, whether stolen, found, or taken 
from the prisoners arrested, shall be taken to the office 
of the City Marshal, unless otherwise ordered by the 
Mayor or City Marshal, and delivered into his charge. 
All articles delivered thus shall be recorded in a book 
‘kept for that purpose, and shall be marked by the of- 
ficer who first received them, that he may identify them, 
should occasion require. 


Sec. 15. Members of the department must not ren- 
der any assistance in civil cases, except to prevent an 
immediate breach of the peace, or to quell a disturbance 
actually commenced. 


Sec. 16. Policemen must report to their. respective 
Captains all suspicious persons and places, all bawdy 
houses, gaming houses, and all places where idlers, tip- 
plers, gamblers, prostitutes and other disorderly and 
suspicious persons may congregate. 

Sec. 17. They must caution strangers and others 
against going into places where idlers, tipplers, gam- 
blers, and other disorderly and suspicious persons con- 
eregate, and against pickpockets, watch-stuffers, drop- 
pers, and all other vicious persons. 

Sec. 18. They must watch every panel-thief that 
appears in the streets, and see that no person, stranger - 
or citizen, is entrapped by him or her. 

Sec. 19. They must direct strangers, and others 
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who may need such direction, the nearest and safest way 
to their places of destination, and when necessary, cause 
them to be accompanied to their destination by one of 
the Police; but they shall not in any case leave their 
beats for that purpose, but will pass such person from 
onesbeat to another. 

Sec. 20. It shall be the duty of the Captain of each 
district to report all violations of the Rules, Regula- 
tions, or Orders, to the City Marshal. 

Sec. 21. Police officers will not be allowed to exe- 
cute a warrant of arrest or search, without the consent 
of the Mayor or City Marshal. 

Src. 22. When a person is brought to the Station 
House, accused of having committed a felony or misde- 
meanor, the officer on duty to whom the complaint is 
made, is only to ascertain from the person preferring it 
that the act charged constitutes a felony, or other of- 
fence, (as the case may be) for which a prisoner can 
lawfully be detained, and that there is reasonable ground 
for the complaint against the party accused. He will 
then enter the name of the prisoner, and the address of 
the complainant and witnesses, and take the necessary 
measures to insure the appearance of the parties before 
the magistrates when required. 

Sec. 23. On all occasions, when bodies of the force 
are to act in concert, Captains and policemen will obey 
the orders of such officers as the City Marshal may 
have selected as his aids for the time being. 


Sec. 24. ‘The policemen on night duty shall perform 

all the duties now required of watchmen, agcording to 

‘the laws of the State of Massachusetts, and the ordi- 

“nance of the City of Boston, now in force, and regula- 
ting the watch. 

Sxc.-25. Every member will be immediately dis- 


. ; 2 
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missed from office, in addition to any other punishment 
to which he may by law be subject, against whom any 
of the following charges shall be substantiated. Diso- 
bedience of orders. Drunkenness. Violent, coarse or 
insolent language or behavior to a superior officer. Re- 
ceiving money or other valuables from any person, eon- 
trary to Sec. 9. 

Sec. 26. The City Marshal shall be (subordinate to: 
the Mayor) the chief executive of the Police depart- 
ment. He shall obey, and cause the Police department 
under him to obey, the Rules and Regulations prescribed 
by the Mayor, in accordance with the laws of the Uni- 
ted States, of this State, and the ordinances of this city. 

Sec. 27. In case of the absence of the City Mar- 
shal or any other officer, the next in grade under him, 
or such as the Mayor or City Marshal may designate, 
shall perform the duties of said absentee. 

Sec. 28. The City Marshal shall visit each district 
at least once a week. He shall keep in his office such 
books as may be necessary to record all police business. 
Said books shall be open to the inspection of the Mayor 
and Police Committee. »He shall have power to sus- 
pend officers and policemen from office for cause, but in 
all cases of suspension, he shall, within twenty-four 
hours thereafter, notify the Mayor of such suspension, 
in writing, which notice shall specify the grounds of 
such suspension, and contain the names and residences 
of the witnesses to establish the charge. 

Sec. 29. The offices of the Captains of the several 
divisions shall be at the station houses, unless other- 
wise ordered by the Mayor and Aldermen. ‘They shall 
keep such books as may be designated by the Mayor 
and City Marshal, report daily, in person, at the office 
of the .City Marshal, at 9 o’clock, A.M. They shall 
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have general charge of their respective station houses, 
and shall report at once to the City Marshal all mis- 
demeanors and inefficiencies of their officers and men. 


Sec. 80. The Lieutenants of Police shall be rounds- 
men, selected from the best policemen in the depart- 
ment. ‘They shall perform the same duty as other po- 
licemen, when not detailed by the City Marshal for 
other service. They shall not be attached to any dis- 
trict. They shall have their duties appointed them 
daily by the City Marshal. They may be ordered to 
act for Captains in cases of absence, or to aid them 
when present, whenever the City Marshal deems it ne- 
cessary. 

Sec. 31. The City Marshal shall once a week, or as 
often as he thinks necessary, order one or more of the 
Lieutenants to go separately the rounds of the city, at 
night, to visit and carefully inspect every policeman’s 
beat.. They must note every case of misconduct and 
neglect of duty, and report the same to the City Marshal. 

Src. 32. Roundsmen when going the rounds of the 
city must conceal their badges. All other officers and 
policemen when on duty, must conspicuously display 
their badges, unless otherwise ordered by the Mayor, 
City Marshal, or Captains of Districts. 

Src. 33 Any member connected with the Police 
Department who shall improperly interfere at elections, 
or make use of the influence of his office, in elections, 
shall be discharged. 

Sec. 34. The Captains of the several districts shall 
give bonds in the sum of $1000, for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties, and they shall be responsible 
for all property which may come into their possession 
officially.

Src. 1. It will be the duty of the City Marshal in 
person, or by one or both his deputies, as occasion may 
require, or for all three of these officers, to repair to 
the scenes of riots and tumultuous assemblages, and 
take charge of the Police present, and use any exertion 
to save and protect. property, disperse mobs, and arrest 
such persons as may be found engaged in disturbing 
the peace, or who may aid or abet others so to do. 


Sec. 2. The senior of these officers present, shall 
have power to direct all of the members of the Police 
force to any place where their services may be deemed 
necessary. 

Src. 8. The City Marshal shall inspect each station 
house, or cause the same to be inspected by one of his 
deputies, once during each month, and report to the 
Mayor their condition as to the general good order and 
cleanliness of each. 

Sec. 4. He shall examine, or cause to be examined 
the books kept in each station house, at least once a 
month. 

Sec. 5. He shall promptly report to the Mayor all 
complaints made to him against the officers and police- 
men. 


sxc. 6. He shall keep in his office a book in which 
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shall be entered the names of all the members of the 
Police Department, with their places of residence, their 
numbers, and dates of appointment. He shall also keep 
in his office a book in which shall be entered all gener- 
al and special orders, stating the time the same were 
issued, said book to contain an index to the matter re- 
ferred to in said book. | 

Sec. 7. He shall keep in his office a book, in which 
shall be entered at full length the name and alias of 
every person against whom a criminal charge may be 
preferred. 

Sec. 8. He shall keep in his office a book, in which 
shall be entered the name of every person he notifies 
the City Solicitor to prosecute for a violation of city or- 
dinances, the nature of the complaint in each case, and 
the name and residence of the complainant. 


sec. 9. It shall be the duty of the City Marshal to 


~ keep a book, in which shall be entered an exact copy 


of all official communications issued from his office. 


DUTIES OF CAPTAINS. 


Sec. 1. The Captains shall have the general charge 
of the station houses, to which they are appointed, and 
will be held responsible for the cleanliness, general con- 
dition and good order of the same. 

Src. 2. He shall require the members of his com- 
mand to be decently and cleanly attired. : 

Src. 8. He shall have control of all officers and men 
under him, and will be held accountable for their good 
conduct and efficiency. 

Sec. 4. The Captain or a Lieutenant, or, in case of 
absence of a Lieutenant, an assistant appointed by the 
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Captain, shall invariably be present, and have charge of 
the police station house. 

Sec. 5. The Captain shall make such arrangements 
as that he or his assistant shall see if practicable, each 
man composing the police force of the district, who 
may be on night duty, at least once during the night. 

Sec. 6. The roll shall be called at such times as the 
City Marshal may order, and the Captains shall inspect 
their men each day, and shall report to the City Mar-* 
shal any negligence in attire, want of cleanliness or un- 
fitness for duty. , 

Sec. 7. He shall receive into his custody and safely 
keep every person apprehended in his district for any 
criminal offence whatever. | 

Sec. 8. He shall, every morning, unless otherwise 
directed by the Mayor or City Marshal, cause the pris- 
oners who may have been detained at his station house 
the night previous, to be conveyed to the Police Court, 
and all property which may have come into his posses- 
sion during said time, to be deposited in the hands and 
in charge of the City Marshal. 


Sec. 9. He shall take or transmit duplicate copies 
of the reports mentioned in Section 29, to the City 
Marshal every morning at nine o’clock, with the names 
at full length, of each and every person taken into cus- 
tody by the officers and policemen, also the time and 
cause of the arrests of said persons, and the names and 
residences of the witnesses, together with such matters 
of interest as may be needful in the premises. 

Sec. 10. He shall report to the City Marshal during 
the day as often as circumstances may render it neces- 
sary. 

Src. 11. He shall enter in a book, to be kept at his 
station house, the name at full length of every person 


‘ 
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detained by him, the time of his arrest and the offence 
with which he may be charged, the name and residence 
of the complainant, and the name of the person who 
may have arrested him. 


Sec. 12. He shall enter in a book, to be kept at his 
station house, an account of all property which may 
come into his possession, the name and residence of the 
owner, if known, in whose possession it was found, and 
by whom, and whether the same was stolen or other- 

wise, also how such property was disposed of. 


Sec. 13. He shall enter in a book, to be kept at his 
station house, all information he may receive of offences 
committed, and of suspicious persons and places, the 
entries made respecting offences committed, shall state 
the hour, place and manner in which the offence was 
committed, the property stolen, enumerating the arti- 
cles, the name and residence of the owner of the prop- 
erty, the estimated value of the property stolen, and the 
name of the policeman on the beat at the time the of- 
fence was committed. A true copy and transcript of 
said book to be furnished to the City Marshal, each and 
every morning, at 9 o’clock. 

Sec. 14. At an alarm of fire it shall be the duty of 
the Captain of the District nearest the scene of the con- 
flagration, forthwith to proceed to the scene, or despatch 
an officer to ascertain if any policemen are needed to 
preserve order and protect property. 

Sec. 15. In case of any riot or other sudden emer- 
gency requiring the services of the Police, on notice 
being given, the Captain of the district im which said 
riot may occur, shall forthwith proceed to the scene of 
disturbance with the whole police force he can muster, 
and be vigilant in suppressing the disorder. Should 
the Captain have any doubt of his ability to restore or- 
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der or preserve the peace, he will immediately send no- 
tice to the Captains of the other Districts and to the 
City Marshal, and will assume command until the arri- 
val of the City Marshal. 

Sec. 16. He shall see that the book of Rules and 
Regulations is carefully kept, and that each policeman 
is well acquainted with its contents. 

Sec. 17. The Captains will be diligent in the en- 
forcement of the laws relating to lotteries and gambling 
of all kinds. 

Sxc. 18. Each Captain shall keep in his station 
house a book in which shall be entered the name of 
every person complained of for a violation of any City 
Ordinance, the nature of the complaint, and the name 
and residence of the complainant, in each case. He 
shall take or transmit to the City Marshal duplicates of 
such entries, every morning at 9 o'clock. 

Sec. 19. It shall be the duty of each Captain to re- 
port daily or oftener if necessary, to the City Marshal, 
all nuisances, violations of ordinances, &c., all irregu- 
larities in the burning and lighting of the City lamps, 
the time at which they are lighted and extinguished, 
and all want of light in any locality. 


DUTIES OF POLICEMEN. 


Sec. 1. In the organization of the Police, the first 
object in view is the prevention of crime, and hence 
the exertions of policemen must be constantly used to 
accomplish that end. ‘To this effect they must examine 
and make themselves perfectly acquainted with every 
part of their beat, and vigilantly watch every descrip- 
tion of person passing their way, so as to acquire a fac- 
ulty in observing as well as in detecting offenders. 
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Sec. 2, Each policeman must, to the utmost of his 
power prevent the commission of assaults, breaches of 
the peace and all other crimes about to be committed. 


Sec. 3. He must by his vigilance render it extreme- 
ly difficult for any one to commit crime on his beat, 
(the absence of crime will be considered the best proof 
of the efficiency of the Police,) and when in any district 
or beat offences frequently occur, there will be good 
reason to suppose that there is negligence or want of 
ability on the part of the person in charge of said dis- 
trict or beat. 


Src. 4. He must acquire such a knowledge of the 
inhabitants within his beat, as to enable him at once to 
recognize them. 


Sec. 5. He shall inspect every part of his beat in 
order that any person requiring assistance may be ena- 
bled to find him by remaining in one place. ‘The reg- 
ularity of the inspection thus enjoined, shall not pre- 
vent his removing to any particular place, if his presence 
be required, but he will satisfy his superior officer that 
there was sufficient cause for such apparent neglect. 

Src. 6. He must at all times be enabled to furnish 
particular information respecting the state of his beat. 

Src. 7. It shall be his duty to examine carefully in 
the night time, all doors’ and gates of dwellings, houses 
and stores, and to see that they are properly secured. 

Src. 8. He shall strictly watch the conduct of all 
persons of known bad character, and in such manner 
that it will be evident to such persons that they are 
watched, and that certain detection must follow the 
attempt to commit crime, he shall note the time of the 
appearance of any bad character on his beat, and the 
circumstance attending, and the premises that said per- 
son may enter, and report to the commanding officer. 
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Src. 9. He shall report to his commander all lottery 
dealers, gamblers, receivers of stolen property, or his 
suspicions that they are such, and all other information 
pertaining to his office. . 

Sec. 10. When any person charges another with 
crime, and insists that the person charged shall be 
taken in custody, the policeman shall take the accuser, 
if unknown to him, along with the accused, to the 
station house; he shall then with as little delay as pos- 
sible return to his beat, and inspect the same with great 
care,.to see that no depredations have been committed 
during his absence. 


Sec. 11. He shall report to his commanding officers 
all lamps that may not be lighted at proper times, or 
those too early extinguished, all that are not properly 
cleaned, all irregularities in any of them, and all dark 
places, or places where there is not sufficient light. 

Sec. 12. He shall give his name or number to all 
persons who may inquire. 


sec. 13. He must never use his club except in case 
of self-defence. 


sxc. 14. Policemen must not walk together, or talk 
with each other when they are on the confines of their 
beat, unless it be to communicate information apper- 
taining to the department—such communication to be 
as brief as possible. 


Sec. 15. Policemen on night duty shall walk their 
beats continually, and if convicted of any neglect of 
duty, such as being found asleep, having any unneces- 
sary conversation with any individual, being off their 
beat, or in any manner not complying with instructions 
given them by their officers, they shall be liable to be 
suspended or discharged. 
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Sec. 16. On the least noise or disturbance, the 
policeman on night duty nearest the same shall instant- 
ly repair to the place where the noise or disturbance 
occurs, and quiet the same, and if any breach of the 
laws has taken place, he shall arrest the offenders, and - 
if he needs assistance, or is opposed in the performance 
of his duty, he shall spring his rattle, and the police- 
men who hear it shall answer the same, and forthwith 
proceed to the assistance of the policeman who first 
sprung ‘his rattle. 

Sec. 17. When a policeman discovers a pickpocket 
in a crowd at railroad depots, theatres, or in any other 
thronged place, he shall give notice of the same by call- 
ing out in a loud voice, so that all may hear and take 
warning. . 

Special policemen are required also to observe this 
law. 

Sec. 18. It shall be the duty of policemen to cause 
to be removed, all obstructions in the streets, highways 
and on the sidewalks, and to prevent the same from 
being encumbered. They shall notify the owners of 
stores, &c., to keep their sidewalks free, and if such 
notices are not complied with, they shall report the 
same to Captains of their Districts. 

Sec. 19. Policemen shall report to their Captains all 
nuisances in their beats, so that they may be removed 
without delay. | | 

Sec. 20. They shall report to their Captains all bad 
and dangerous places on the sidewalks and in the 
streets, first securing them from danger to the public ; 
the expense to be charged to the City. 

Sec. 21. They shall report daily, to their Captains, 
all offences committed against the City Ordinances, 
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together with the names of the offenders, as also the 
names of witnesses, if there be any. 


Src. 22. Day policemen shall cover their beats in 
every part, as often as possible. 

Sec. 23. The Policemen when off duty are to con- 
sider themselves liable to be called upon at any time, 
and must be prepared when required at the shortest 
notice. 


LEGAL POWERS AND DUTIES OF POLICE OFFICERS. 
JURISDICTION. 


Sec. 1. The Police officers of the City of Boston 
are authorized to take cognizance of all criminal 
offences and violation of ordinances committed within 
the boundaries of the city. 


ARRESTS. 


Sec. 2, Anarrest in criminal cases is the apprehend- 
ing or detaining of a person to answer to a crime or 
offence alleged against him, or of which he is suspected 
to be guilty. To this arrest all persons without dis- 
tinction are liable when accused of having committed a 
criminal offence. 


Sec. 3. An arrest on a criminal charge may be made 
in any place at any time, on Sunday as well as on any 
other day, and in the night as well as in the day time. 
But it must be borne in mind that, in all cases in which 
it is stated in these instructions, that a police officer 
may arrest without a warrant, it is necessary that he 
should witness the commission of the offence, except 
the contrary be stated in their instructions. 


Src. 4. The party arrested should be notified of the 
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officer’s authority, and this will often prevent resistance 
by taking away the prospect of justifying or extenuat- 
ing it. 

Sec. 5. If an officer find his personal efforts insuffi- 
cient to effect an arrest, or if he have reason to appre- 
hend that resistance will be made, he ought to require 
all persons present, or as many as he may think proper 
to assist him, and all who wilfully disobey such com- . 
mand of assistances are guilly of misdemeanor. 


Sec. 6. A person who has committed a felony, or 
who, for reasonable cause is suspected of having com- 
mitted a felony, may, if he be immediately pursued, be 
followed wherever he may go, and if he take refuge in 
any house, the officer or policeman, after stating his 
office and object, may, if permission to enter shall not 
be given, break open the outer door or windows, enter 
the house and arrest the offender. If the police officer 
find the door open, or it be opened to him from within, 
and he enters that way, he may break. open any inner 
door, after proper demand and refusal, if necessary to 
make an arrest. It may be proper to remark that, in 
general, a man’s house is regarded as his castle of de- 
fence, which is only to be violated when necessity com- 
pels the disregard of smaller rights, in order to secure 
public benefit, so when a felony has been committed or 
dangerous wound given, the party’s house is no sanctu- 
ary for crime, and the doors may be forced after due 
notification demanded and refusal. In all cases where 
doors may be broken open to make an arrest, there must 
be a previous notification of the business, and demand 
to enter on one side, and refusal on the other, before 
proceeding to extremities. But though a felony has 
been committed, yet a bare suspicion of guilt against 
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the party will not authorize a breaking open of doors 
in order to apprehend him, unless armed by a warrant. 


Sec. 7. Persons under arrest must be dealt with 
properly in all cases. Itis the duty of a police officer 
to keep prisoners safely, but he has no right to punish 
them, and he must not even use language to them cal- 
culated to provoke or offend them, for such conduct 
would create resistance on the part of the prisoners, 
and a hostile feeling among the bystanders towards the 
Police. 


FELONIES. 


Sec. 8. Felonies are offences for which the offender 
on conviction shall be liable by the law to be punished 
with death, or by imprisonment in the State Prison or 
County Jail. It is not intended to describe all cases 
of felony, but the following are some in which the 
police officers or policemen will be most likely to be 
required to act without a warrant from a magistrate. 
Murder, manslaughter, rape, maiming, assault and bat- 
tery with intent to kill, arson, burglary, robbery, lar- 
ceny, receiving stolen goods, forgery, knowingly passing 
counterfeit coins or bank bills, or having them in pos- 
session with intent to pass them, ea, (he perjury, 
forcibly rescuing a prisoner held in legal custody upon 
any criminal charge. 


POWER TO PREVENT FELONIES. 


Sec. 9. It is the first duty of a police officer or po- 
liceman to prevent the commission of a crime, and for 
this purpose he has power to arrest any person who, 
from his acts, conduct, situation and character, he has 
just cause to suspect is about to commit a felony. He 
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should arrest any person having in his possession any 
implements used for or adapted to house breaking, un- 
der such circumstances, as to give just cause to suspect 
that he is about to use them for that purpose, or any 
person who, in the presence of the police officer or po- 
liceman, may threaten the life of any person, or to burn 
his house, or to commit any felony, or any person 
armed with an offensive weapon, with intent therewith 
to commit a felony. He should arrest any person found 
in any building, whether. inhabited or not, or any yard 
or garden under such circumstances as give just cause 
to suspect that he is there with any felonious purpose. 
In these and similar cases, police officers must judge 
from all the circumstances of the case, what the inten- 
tion of the party is. In some cases no doubt can exist 
—as when the party is a notorious thief, or acting with 
those who are known to be thieves, or when the party 
is attempting to break into a house, or is examining the 
doors and windows, or endeavoring to take property se- 
cretly. If that intention of the party admits of a 
doubt, the police officer will not act hastily, but will 
closely watch the suspected party that he may discover 
his design. 


POWER TO ARREST FOR FELONIES. 


Src. 10. <A police officer must make every exertion 
to effect the arrest of any one he may see in the act of 
committing a felony, or any charged positively by 
another with having committed a felony, or even 
charged on the suspicion of another of having commit- 
ted a felony, if the suspicion appear to the officer to be 
well founded, and providing the person so suspecting 
go with him, and though no charge be made, yet if the 
police officer have good cause to suspect a person has 
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committed a felony, he should arrest him, and if he 
have reasonable grounds for his suspicions, and the ar- 
rest is made discreetly and fairly in pursuit of an of- 
fender, and not from any malice or ill-will, the police 
officer will be justified, even though it should subse- 
quently appear that no felony was committed. But the 
police officer must be cautious in such cases, as his sole 
defence can rest only on the reasonableness of his sus- 
picions. 

Sec. ll. If a police officer see any one carrying or 
in any manner conveying any goods, under circumstan- 
ces which lead to strong suspicion that they have been 
stolen, he should, partictlarly in the night, stop and 
examine the person, and if the appearance and manner 
of the party, his account of himself and the goods, and 
all the circumstances of the case should leave no doubt 
that the goods have been stolen, he should arrest the 
person and take possession of the goods. But if the 
suspicion of the police officer be slight, he should not 
stop the person, but watch him to discover where the 
goods may be deposited, and if he then become fully 
convinced that the property has been stolen, he will 
make the arrest and take charge of the goods. 


MISDEMEANOR, DISORDERLY CONDUCT, &c. 


Sec. 12. A misdemeanor is any crime less than a 
felony, and if the offence be committed in the presence 
of the police officer, he may arrest the offender forth- 
with, or may in immediate pursuit follow him as stated 
in Sec. 6.of this article. ‘The offences embraced in this 
class are so numerous that but a small portion can be 
alluded to here. ‘The following are supposed to be the 
most likely to come under the observation of police offi- 
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cers while in discharge of their ordinary duties. Riots 
and encouraging rioters, assault and battery, breach of 
the peace, and indecent exposure of one’s person to public 
view, or exposing to public view any obscene print or 
book, or indecent exhibition, gambling, and maliciously 
and cruelly beating or torturing any horse or other 
dumb animal. 

Sec. 13. When a breach of the peace is likely to 
take place, as when persons are openly preparing to 
fight, the police officer should give notice of his office, 
and immediately interfere to separate the parties, and to 
prevent others from joining in the affray. If the of- 
fenders do not immediately desist, and the disturbance 
be of a serious nature, he should take the parties into 
custody, securing also the principal instigators of the 
tumult, and do everything in his power to secure quiet. 
And if the parties flee into a house, and then fight and 
disturb the public peace, the police officer should enter 
the house and arrest the offenders and restore quiet, for 
it is the duty of police officers to stop tumults which 
greatly disturb the public peace, whether they occur in 
the street or in buildings. (See Sec. 6.) 

Sec. 14. <A police officer must be cautious never to 
interfere idly or unnecessarily, but when required to act 
he will do so with discretion, decision and boldness, and 
he may arrest any one who may oppose him in the exe- 
cution of his duty, if he can prove any specific act, but 
not otherwise. 
~ Sec. 15. A police officer is not authorized to assist 
in arresting without a warrant, a party charged with 
disorderly conduct, or an assault, or similar offence not 
committed in his presence, nor should he receive into his 
custody a person so charged, unless the party has been 
arrested by a person who saw the offence committed. 
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INTOXICATION. 


Sec. 16. Policemen must arrest any person they 
may find intoxicated, under such circumstances as 
amount to a violation of public decency. 


VAGRANTS. 


Src. 17. It is the duty of every policeman to arrest 
habitual drunkards who are destitute and without visi- 
ble means of support, common prostitutes who have no 
lawful employment whereby to maintain themselves, 
able-bodied and sturdy beggars who may apply for alms 
or solicit charity, annarde” who may be found begging 
in the streets or public places. 


VIOLENT OR SUDDEN DEATH, ACCIDENTS, &c. 


Sec. 18. In case a policeman finds a person dead, 
he will immediately cause information of the event to 
be communicated to the Coroner, and the relations or 
friends of the deceased, he will prevent unnecessary ex- 
posure of the body, and not move it from the place 
where it is found, except in case of necessity. 


Src. 19. If he should find a person dying, or seri- 
ously injured, he will send immediately for a physician, 
or convey the person home with all possible care and 
speed, or if nearest and desirable, to the Hospital. If 
the person be dying in consequence of injuries, or vio- 
lence, the police officer will make every exertion to ar- 
rest the offenders, and will immediately send for a mag- 
istrate to take the dying declaration of the person, or 
to give such direction in the premises as may be neces- 
sary. 
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Sec. 20. In case of an alarm of fire, the police offi- 
cers who arrive first at’ the scene of the conflagration, 
must be particular to note the exact location of the fire, 
and must examine minutely to ascertain if there is any 
appearance of the house, store, or out-house having 
been set on fire by design. They must note on their 
memorandum books the situation and place of particu- 
Jar kinds of goods, and everything that they may ob- 
serve that could be of service in case the origin of the 
fire should become a matter of legal investigation. 

Sec. 21. Whenever any fire shall happen in the 
night, the policemen shall give notice to each of the 
firemen and policemen who may be at their homes, 
within their beats, and they shall also give the alarm 
by springing their rattles and crying “ fire,’ and shall 
name the district in which the fire is. 

Src. 22. The policemen on the beat or station in 
which the fire may be, shall immediately give the alarm 
at the telegraph station nearest to the fire. 

Sxc. 23. The officer having’ charge at the station 
house at the time, will, on being informed of the neces- 
sity, immediately proceed to the fire with such men as 
he can muster, and the policemen will endeavor to clear 
the streets from crowds and obstructions, so that there 
shall be sufficient space for the firemen to perform their 
duties, and a place for the deposit of property saved. 

Sec. 24. The Captains of the district in which the 
fire may be, will, until the arrival of the City Marshal 
or his deputy, give directions to the Captains of other 
districts, who may be present with their men, and the 
Captains of other districts will report themselves to the 
Captain of the district in which the fire may be, 
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Src. 25. When the fire is extinguished, the officer 
having charge will march his men back to the station 
house, a few being left according to circumstances, to 
watch the neighborhood while any cause for apprehen- 
sion exists. 


RIOTS. 


Sec. 26. In case of riot, or any disturbance requir- 
ing a large force, the policemen on the beat or station 
will immediately give notice to the officer in charge of 
the station house, who will, without delay, and as se- 
cretly as possible, proceed with his men to the spot. 


Src. 27. If he have any doubt of his ability to re- 
store order or preserve the peace, he will immediately 
send notice to the Captains of other districts and to the 


City Marshal. 


Src. 28. The policemen, under the direction of their 
proper officers, will use every exertion to restore order, 
and disperse the persons assembled, but if the rioters 
do not desist the policemen must arrest as many of them 
as they can, particularly the principal men, and if mod- 
erate means will not cause the persons to disperse, they 
must be driven away or arrested. Such occasions re- 
quire the exercise of great coolness and firmness. Force 
must not be resorted to until it becomes absolutely 
necessary, but when necessary it must be used to the 
degree required, and the men must act in such a man- 
ner as to make it apparent that they are determined to 
do their whole duty. 

Sec. 29. To a riot there must be three or more per- 
sons, and all persons who encourage, promote, or take 
part in riots, whether by words, signs or gestures, or by 
receiving the badges or insignia of the rioters are con- 
sidered rioters, for in this case all are principals.

In conformity with the rules of the Primary School 
Board, the Executive Committee respectfully present 
the following 


REPORT. 


Under the revised Rules adopted by the Board, De- 
cember 27, 1853, it is made the duty of the Executive 
Committee, annually, in the month of February to ex- 
amine all the schools under the care of this Board, and 
to prepare a general report on the condition of the 
Schools, and upon the reports of the Examiners, which 
with such comments and recommendations as they may 
deem proper, shall be presented to the Board at the 
Quarterly Meeting in March. 


METHOD AND RULES OF EXAMINATION. 


It has been the usual practice of the Executive Com- 
mittee, to assign to their members the examination of 
Districts with which they are not connected, and the 
present examinations have been made by allotting the 
Districts in the following manner:

To render the examinations as uniform as possible, 
the Committee voted to adopt the following Rules. 

1. The first classes of all the Schools in each Dis- 
trict are to be assembled in one of the School Rooms 
in the District, at. such time during the last two weeks 
in February, as may be convenient to the Examiner. 

2. The examinations shall be preceded by devotional 
exercises, after which, the Examiner shall note the 
number present and absent of each class; and the 
members of the District Committee who are present. 

3. Every scholar is to read, at least, once in prose 
and once in poetry, from the Reading Book. The 
Enunciation, Expression, Punctuation, and other points 
are to be reported upon. 

4, In spelling, not less than four words are to be 
put to each scholar; and each one on receiving a word 
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is first to pronounce it, and if not spelled correctly the 
first time, an error is to be recorded. 

do. In Arithmetic, not less than two questions are to 
be put to each scholar, and the errors are to be reported 
as in spelling. 

6. Abbreviations, Numeral Letters, Singing and 
other exercises are also to be reported upon. 

‘The annexed table exhibits the results of the exami- 

nations in Spelling and Arithmetic, of the first classes 
in the several Districts.

In 22 of the Schools there were no errors in Spelling, and in 49 


there were no errors in Arithmetic. 


The examination of the second classes was made in 
the same manner as the first, but at another time; and 
subsequently, each school in the District was visited by 
the Examiner, the lower classes were examined, and the 
general condition of the schools, as to Classification, 
Order, Neatness, &c., was observed. 


\ 
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The Reports of the Examiners in respect to these 
various matters, evince a faithful discharge of the duties 
assigned them, and contain much valuable information 
and many useful suggestions in relation to the schools, 
which are earnestly recommended to the attention of 
the Committee and Teachers of the several Districts, 
into whose hands these Reports will be placed. 

Instead, therefore of giving a separate abstract of the 


examination of each District, the Executive Committee 


propose to refer these reports of the Examiners, to the 
several Districts for their information, and proceed to 
give the Board a general view of the present condition 
of the Primary Schools. 


STATISTICS OF THE SCHOOLS. 


From an abstract of the District Committee’s Returns, 
it appears, that, on the first of February, 1854, there 
were 195 schools, with 11,804 pupils. This is a de- 
crease of 1, in the number of schools, and of 158 in 
the number of pupils, compared with the last Semi-an- 
nual Report in September. This decrease is probably 
due to the severity of the winter preventing many young 
children being sent to school, and also to an unusual 
amount of sickness among children during the last six 
months. 

Of the number in the schools, 5483 are girls, and 
6321 are boys, which is an average of nearly 61 to each 
school. ‘The number of children over 8 years of age 
is 3262, and the number under 5 years of age is 1544. 
Of the number belonging to the schools 7036 or about 
60 per cent., are of foreign parentage, being an increase 
of 197 since the last Annual Report. ‘Vhe number sent 
to the Grammar Schools during the last six months is 
1460, which added to 1429 who were prepared to enter 
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on the first of March, makes an aggregate of 2889, who 
have been fitted for the Grammar Schools within the 
year ending February 1, 1854. 


ATTENDANCE, 


The average attendance for the past six months, is 
80 per cent.; being 47 to each School. The highest 
percentage of attendance attained in any one District, 
is in District 10, in which it is 86 per cent. The low- 
est, is in Sub-District No. 1, East Boston, in which the 
average attendance has been only about 72 per cent. 
The highest percentage of attendance in any School, is 
in School No. 4, District No. 11, which is reported at 
94 per cent. ‘The lowest in any of the schools except 
those for colored children is in School No 1, District 
No. 20, in which the average attendance has been but 
63. In 47 of the Schools, the percentage of attendance 
has been from 80 to 85 per cent.; in 27 schools from 
85 to 90 per cent., and in 6 schools the attendance has 
averaged from 90 to 94 per cent., which, considering the 
tender age of a majority of the children, and the season 
of the year, cannot fail to be gratifying to the Board. 


EXAMINATIONS AND VISITS. 


The number of examinations by the Local Commit- 
tees for the last six months is 1208, being an average of 
more than 6 to each school, and in the same time there 
have been made 3249 visits, or an average of 16% to 
each school. ‘This evidence of the attention and inter- 
est displayed by the members is exceedingly gratifying, 
but the Executive Committee regret to notice that while 
most of the members have faithfully performed their 
whole duty, some have so far neglected a compliance 
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with the Rules as to require the action of the Executive 
Committee. The enforcement of Section 14, Chapter 4 
of the Rules is always regarded as an unpleasant duty, 
but it is imperative on the Executive Committee, and 
while the Board consider it as essential to the welfare 
and prosperity of our schools, there is no alternative 
but to perform the duty promptly and impartially. 

From the Reports of the Examiners, the Executive 
Committee are happy to learn, that 108 members of the 
District Committees were present at the examination of - 
the First Classes in the various Districts, thus, giving 
encouragement to the teachers, confidence to the pupils, 
and aid‘to the examiner. 


SICKNESS IN THE SCHOOLS. 


Although it is usual in all the winter reports of the 
schools, to find them teeming with accounts of the 
measles, whooping cough, scarlet fever and other dis- 
eases incident to childhood, which affect the attendance 
very materially, yet, judging from the Teachers Reports, 
there has rarely been a season in which the schools 
have suffered more in this respect, than they have dur- 
ing the last six months. Severe as many of the cases 
have been, and including quite a number of cases of 
croup, typhoid fever, and small pox, the fatality has 
been less than usual, their being but 28 deaths reported 
as occurring among the school children. 

The health of the Teachers, with few exceptions, has 
been very good, 110 not having been absent from their 
schools more than a single day during the last six 
months. Nine of the Teachers have, however, suffered 
for a long time, and several still continue very sick, as 
appears from the Returns, viz: . 
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making a total of 600 days, while the remaining 76 
Teachers have only been absent an aggregate of 511 
days, or an average of less than 7 days each. Compe- 
tent substitutes appear to have been provided by the 
committees, so that the schools have suffered less than — 
could have been anticipated from the length of time 
some of the teachers have been out of their schools. 
While, therefore, the Board may justly regard the 
schools as fortunate, under the circumstances, in the 
health of the teachers, they would also be doing injus- 
tice to themselves were they not to feel a deep interest, 
and express their sympathy in the sickness and suffer- 
ing of their teachers. 
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TRUANCY. 


Truancy, as a habit, has been so completely eradicat- 
ed from our schools, that but 7 cases are reported among 
the 12,000 children belonging to them, and but one of 
these is considered as inveterate. This is a most inter- 
esting fact, and although legal enactments, and the ef- 
forts of the special officers, have been, in some degree, 
instrumental in producing this result, yet the warm, 
comfortable, and pleasant school rooms, provided by the 
City, have done more than any thing else to accomplish 
this most salutary effect ; for however hard and callous 
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to good influences, many of the poor and degraded chil- 
dren of our City may be, yet the cheerful physical and 
moral sunlight of the school room, with its hopeful 
presiding spirit, form so bold a contrast to the squalid 
wretchedness of their dark and dreary homes, that they 
cannot resist its attractions. Our citizens do not ap- 
preciate what an exhaustless treasury of moral force 
they have in their airy, convenient, and in many cases, 
beautiful school buildings; but they may be assured, 
that every brick and stone which has been laid in ele- 
vating the character of these structures, and rendering 
them pleasant and attractive, has been virtually form- 
ing a wall of strength against the inroads of truancy, 
pauperism and crime. 3 


INTERMEDIATE SCHOOLS. 


This class of our schools occupies a most important 
position in our organization, but mixed up, as they 
usually have been in the Reports, with the Primary 
Schools of the Districts, their peculiar features and | 
claims to our attention have been too much overlooked. 

The Intermediate Schools have been too often regard- 
ed as a general receptacle for the ignorant, vicious, and 
unmanageable children who are too old for the Primary 
Schools, and are too dull to learn, but such an opinion 
at the present time is most unjust. To the faithful 
teacher, the care of one of these schools is a life of 
hard labor and self-denial, demanding the utmost exer- 
tion of her talents and faculties to give these neglected 
children the greatest amount of education, in the least 
possible time. She feels that in most cases it is not the 
faulé but the misfortune of these children that they have 
not earlier had the advantages of our schools; and as 
she urges them forward to the Grammar Schools, she 
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inspires them with a portion of her spirit of industry 
and application, and excites in them an ambition, which 
renders her efforts successful. One of the most dis- 
couraging circumstances to the teachers of these schools, 
is the continual changes to which they are subject. 
School No. 6, District 10, commenced in September 
with 55 pupils, since that time 90 have been admitted 
and 84 have been discharged. School No. 11 in the 
same District commenced in September with 64, admit- 
ted 55, and discharged 60. School No. 14 commenced 
with 65, admitted 58, discharged 60. From these ex- 
amples of the 3 Intermediate Schools in District No. 
10 it will be observed that almost an entire change of 
material has been made within a period of five months. 
There are 32 Intermediate Schools connected with our 
Board, with 1,986 pupils belonging to them, and the 
changes to which they have been subjected exceeds 
2,100 during the last half year. That the teachers 
should, under these disadvantages, have succeeded in 
qualifying and sending 1,375 to the Grammar Schools 
in the same period is deserving of our highest praise 
and commendation. 

The Executive Committee have appended a compara- 
tive Table, which embraces many facts in relation to this 
class of our schools, and which will undoubtedly add to 
the interest of this Report. Several of the Examiners in 
their Reports allude to the great advantages they have 
observed in having separate schools for the boys and 
girls, and recommend the adoption of this classification 
in all the Districts as of great advantage to Teachers 
and pupils. 


SEWING. 


The number who are reported as attending to sewing 
is 1,441 which is a slight decrease since the last report. 
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The Executive Committee most freely acknowledge the 
importance of its introduction and general practice as 
a branch of education into the public schools; and, in 
their reports made to the Board during the last five 
years, they have expressed but one uniform sentiment 
upon this subject. ‘hey have urged it upon the atten- 
tion of the Local Committees and the Teachers, from a 
conviction, that the industrious habits which it tends to 
form, and the consequent high moral influence which it 
exerts upon the great mass of the children in our 
schools, and through them upon society at large, should 
cause it to be introduced into every school under the 
care of the Primary Board. With these convictions, 
the Executive Committee have observed with anxiety 
and regret, the small proportion of schools in which the 
subject has been receiving even a nominal attention, 
and the gradual decrease in the number of those schools, 
which, have heretofore, been a source of much gratifica- 
tion from the marked interest exhibited both by the 
teachers and children. There are 5,483 girls in our 
schools, and less than 1,000 attend to sewing. These 
facts indicate that some radical difficulty exists which 
has thwarted the desires of the Committee, and the ef- 
forts of the teachers; and, after a careful investigation, 
the Executive Committee have arrived at the conclusion 
that the real cause is apparently beyond the control of 
the Board, and under the present circumstances, it is 
useless for them to attempt, or hope for, a more general 
introduction of sewing into their schools. They find 
that the cause is neither the unwillingness of the teach- 
ers nor the indifference of the committees, but the wtfer, 
hopeless, want of interest and co-operation on the part 
of the mothers in our City. 

A Teacher under the advice of her Committee assigns 
a certain afternoon in each week for her school to at- 
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tend to sewing, and sends messages by the children in- 
forming the parents of the arrangement; at first the 
novelty excites the children, and by their importunity 
at home, a considerable number of those, whose parents 
are able, will come with their materials for work. The 
Teacher, hopeful and encouraged, exerts herself to pro- 
vide the materials for those of her pupils whose parents ° 
are too poor to supply them; and for a time, her efforts 
appear to be successful, but the regular weekly calls of 
two or three children for their sewing to carry to school, 
soon becomes irksome and annoying to the mothers, 
who have so many other cares pressing upon their time 
and attention; and soon the little ones are sent to school 
without their sewing, but with a message to the teacher 
that their mother was too busy to give them any work. 
This occurs again and again, until many of our most 
devoted teachers have become discouraged by the apathy 
and indifference of the more favored parents, who could 
have aided them in the good work, and have thus been 
obliged to abandon it in their schools, after all their ef- 
forts had failed to retain it with advantage to their pu- 
pils. In regard to another difficulty one of the teachers 
observes, “ I have ever felt a great interest in the neces- 
sity of sewing, to the girls of my school, and with the 
other teachers of the District have struggled hard to 
sustain it, as essential to the welfare and happiness of 
the children; but we were almost wholly dependent 
upon our own resources for furnishing materials, and 
we were finally obliged to abandon it, from our inabil- 
ity to provide the materials, to fit the work, and teach 
the scholar to do it, without neglecting all the other 
duties of our school.” These are not isolated instances, 
but the same general expression pervades the Reports of 
a majority of the teachers; there are however a few 
bright exceptions in which the teachers still continue 
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it with pleasure and profit to themselves and pupils; 
but these instances are too rare, and it is therefore with 
much satisfaction that the Executive Committee have 
noticed the agitation of the subject in the Grammar 
Board, which, they trust, will result in the adoption of 
a system that will possess more of the elements of suc- 
cess than we can command, under the present arrange- 
ment of the subject in our schools. 


SALARIES OF THE TEACHERS. 


In the last Annual Report, the Executive Committee 
presented the claims of the Teachers of the Primary 
Schools, to the same salaries as were paid to those in 
the Grammar Schools; and they have now the pleasure 
of stating that the justice of these claims has been ac- 
knowledged, and at a meeting of the Grammar School 
Committee, held January 24, 1854, the following order 
was passed. 

‘“‘ Ordered, That the salaries of the Primary School 
Teachers be, from the first day of March next, at the 
rate of Two Hundred and Fifty Dollars for the first 
year’s service ; Three Hundred Dollars for the second; 
Three Hundred and Fifty Dollars for the third, and 
Tour Hundred Dollars for the fourth, and succeeding 
years.” 

As the amount of salary to be paid each Teacher de- 
pends upon the length of time she has been a regularly 
elected 'Teacher in the Primary Schools, in complying 
with the order passed at the last meeting of the Board, 
in reference to this subject, the several District Com- 
mittees in their reports to the Secretary, should state 
the date of the first election of their teachers as appears 
from their records. 

In concluding their Report, the Executive Committee 
have pleasure in stating to the Board, that the condition 
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_ of the schools under their charge, has rarely, if ever, 
been more satisfactory than appears from the Reports 
which have just been made. 

That there is a great diversity in the qualification 

“and success of the Teachers of our schools is manifest, 
and to a certain extent, is unavoidable. In most of the 
Schools, there is a look of happiness beaming from the 
faces of the children which shows that they love their 
teacher and their school, and there is an appearance of 
vivacity and interest in their recitations and answers, 
giving evidence that they are well taught. ‘There are 
others, in which all this appears in a less degree, and 
there are perhaps a few where these characteristic feat- 
ures are all wanting. In refraining from presenting 
any specific cases; which, in the judgment of the Execu- 
tive Committee require the particular attention of the 
District Committees, they rely with confidence upon 
their personal examinations of the Examiner’s Reports 
of their several schools, and in their taking such meas- 
ures for improvement, as will tend to raise the standard 
of the Primary Schools to a point worthy of the liberal 
expenditure of the City, and the labor, care and atten- 
tion bestowed upon them by the Conimittee.

The Committee on Ordinances to whom was referred 
the petition of Abijah R. Tewksbury and Henry Curtis 
for certain changes in the Ordinance concerning Ballast, 
have considered the subject, and report, that it appeared 
before them in evidence that purchasers of ballast are 
often defrauded, under the present Ordinance, in conse- 
quence of the refusal of the vendors to have it inspect- 
ed. The vendors frequently refuse to sell, when ballast 
is scarce, unless the purchasers will take it without in- 
spection, although the purchasers are willing to pay the 
fees for inspection. ‘The urgency of the case compels 
the purchaser to take ballast upon these terms, and 
room is left for large fraud. Such cases of fraud to a 
considerable amount were proved before your Commit- 
tee. It appeared further that the purchasers of ballast 
almost without exception were willing to pay the fees, 
if they could have it inspected. 

Your Committee have therefore reported an Ordi- 
nance which requires all ballast, brought by water and 
sold, to be inspected, and directs that the fees for in- 
spection shall be repaid to the vendors by the vendees. 
This Ordinance, it is believed, will secure the rights of 
all interested in the matter. Your Committee therefore 
recommend its adoption.

AN ORDINANCE 


In addition to an Ordinance in relation to the weighing 
and marking of Lighters and other vessels employed 
in the transportation of certain articles. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common 
Council of the City of Boston in City Council, assem- 
bled, as follows : 


Section 1. All stones, gravel, sand, or other bal- 
2 last brought to the City of Boston by water, and 
3 sold by weight, to be delivered at any place in the 
4 said City of Boston, or into any vessel in the harbor 
5 of said City, shall be inspected by the inspectors ap- 
6 pointed by the City of Boston. Provided that this 
_T section shall not apply to sand sold for building pur- 
8 poses, unless the purchaser thereof shall request an 
9 inspection. 


Sect. 2. In any case of the sale, by weight, of 
2 stones, gravel, sand or other ballast, to be delivered 
3 at any place in the City of Boston, or into any ves- 
4 sel in the harbor of said City, it shall be the duty 
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5 of one of said inspectors to go on board of the light- 

6 er or other vessel containing the same, and inspect 

7 the marks of such lighter or other vessel before and 

8 after the delivery of such stones, gravel, sand or 

9 other ballast, and the persons having charge of such 
10 lighter, or other vessel shall, before such delivery, 
11 trim the same, so as to make said lighter or other 
12 vessel swim at equal marks at the stem and stern, if 
13 so required by the inspector, and shall pump all the 
14 water out; and in case any person shall wilfully 
15 hinder any inspector acting under this Ordinance 
16 from going on board such lighter or other vessel, or 
17 shall begin to deliver therefrom the stones, gravel, 
. 18 sand, or other ballast, sold by weight, before such 
19 lighter or other vessel shall be trimmed to swim at 
20 equal marks, when so required by the inspector, and 
21 the water pumped out, he shall forfeit a sum not ex- 
22 ceeding one hundred dollars for every such offence. 


Sect. 3. Every person who shall deliver stones, 
2 gravel, sand, or other ballast sold by weight, when 
3 an inspection of the same is required by this Ordi- 
4 nance, or the Ordinance to which this is an addition, 
5 from any lighter or other vessel which shall not have 
6 been weighed, marked and inspected, as is provided 
7 in this Ordinance and the Ordinance to which this 
8 is an addition, or which shall not have been weighed 
9 and marked under previous laws or ordinances, or 
10 shall alter or counterfeit the marks or certificate of 
11 any lighter or other vessel as aforesaid, shall forfeit 
12 a sum not exceeding three hundred dollars for every 
13 offence. 


Sect. 4. The fees for inspecting the weight of 
2 stones, sand, gravel, or other ballast shall be three 
3 cents for every ton inspected and delivered, which 
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4 shall in all cases be paid by the vendor of the same, 
5 and shall be repaid to him by the vendee. 

Secr. 0. This Ordinance shall take effect imme- 
2 diately on its passage. 


Sect. 6. The sixth, seventh and eleventh sections 
2 of the Ordinance to which this is in addition are 
3 hereby repealed.

In Committee on the Auditor's Estimates. 
April 1, 1854. 

This Committee having carefully considered the Au- 
ditor’s Estimates of the amount required for the expen- 
ditures for the ensuing financial year, and of the ways 
and means of meeting the same, beg leave to submit the 
following Report and accompanying Orders. 

To the expenditures, they have added an item which 
is usually provided for by the Auditor, but which did 
not reach him this year in time to be incorporated in 
his report. ‘This item is an appropriation for addi- 
tional Primary School Houses, which your Committee 
have fixed at - - - ~ - - 290,200 
instead of 75,200, which was the amount 
asked for by the Committee on Primary 
School Houses, as will be seen by their writ- 
ten application, appended to this Report. 
For a new Grammar School House, at East 

Boston, they add, - ~ - - 40,000

In relation to new Primary School Houses the Com- 
mittee have reduced the amount asked for by the Pri- 
mary School Board from $75,200 to $25,200, as they 
believe that the present want of accommodations for 
the Primary Schools can be supplied by the erection of 
two new houses, and the enlargement of the one on 
Charter street, as proposed by the Primary School Com- 
mittee. ‘They therefore recommend that an appropria- 
tion of $12,000 be made for building a new house on 
Tyler street, for which the land is already purchased ; 
that the same amount be granted for a new house in 
District No. 2, in Kast Boston, and $1,200 for enlarg- 
ing the house in Charter street. 
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The necessity for larger accommodation for the 
Grammar Schools, at East Boston, being apparent, your 
Committee have, on the application of the Grammar 
School Board—received since the Auditor’s Estimates 
were made up—added $40,000 for the purpose of 
building a new Grammar School House in that section 
of the City. 

In regard to the Grammar Schools, it will be observ- 
ed that the appropriations asked for are largely in ex- 
cess of last year. A portion of this sum is wanted for 
the enhanced salaries of the teachers, which are in the 
aggregate upwards of $19,000 more than those of the 
last year. A strong disposition was entertained in the 
Committee to reduce this appropriation, but it was 
thought best, on further reflection, to do nothing to 
embarrass the action of the School Committee, lest the 
interests of our Public Schools might be injured. We 
would, however, most respettfully ask of the School 
Committee to review their action in regard to this ad- 
vance on the teachers’ salaries, particularly as it is 
understood to be a gratuitous liberality on their part, 
and as this Committee believe the first talent in New 
_ England can readily be secured for the sums previously 
paid for such services. If we continue thus to increase 
our expenditures for schools, will not our citizens soon 
inquire whether they are not paying too much for the 
support of these institutions, notwithstanding they are 
the proudest of which we can boast? 


The Water Works it will be seen, require this year 
$140,000 to meet the deficiency between the cost of 
carrying on and extending the Works, and paying the 
interest on the water debt. A revision of the present 
tariff of water rates, in connection with the natural in- 
crease of water-takers, it is hoped will, ere long, pre- 
sent future deficiencies in a more satisfactory light. 
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Your Committee feel persuaded that the appropria- 
tions now fixed upon are liberal; and that they ought 
to be found abundantly sufficient for all the ordinary ex- 
penditures of the ensuing year, and that, with proper 
economy and foresight on the part of the various dis- 
bursing Committees, we shall not be called upon by the 
Auditor, before the close of the year for additional ap- 
propriations. It should be borne in mind that addi- 
tional appropriations almost invariably involve the ne- 
cessity for a loan, and consequent increase of the city 
debt. 

The seventh and eighth of the Joint Rules and Or- 
ders of the City Council, if kept in view by the account- 
able Committees will, no doubt, be attended with the 
desired result, and this Committee would most respect- 
fully recommend a strict adherence to the same. 

The amount now required to meet the expenditures, 
will no doubt cause an increase in the rate of taxation, 
but this the Committee think should be considered less 
objectionable, in this season of general prosperity, than 
an increase of city debt. 

The Committee recommend the passage of the an- 
nexed orders.

The Committee on Accounts to whom was referred the 
Auditor’s communication for an estimate of the receipts and 
expenditures for the House of Correction, for the next 
financial year, report : 

That owing to the favorable contracts which have been 
made of late, for the labor of the prisoners, they estimate the 
Receipts for the next year, at Twenty-three thousand Dollars. 

In regard to the Expenditures, it may be well to state that 
the average number of our prisoners in 1852 was 406; in 
1853, 452; and by the last weekly report of the Master, 471. 
The large increase of inmates has rendered necessary some 
additional officers. The rations of the prisoners require our 
largest proportion of outlays to be for flour, meal, beef and 
potatoes. 

Notwithstanding the high prices at present, which they 
command, as well as fuel, your Committee think an appropri- 
ation of Forty-two thousand five hundred Dollars will meet 
all the requirements. The details of our estimates accom- 
pany this report.

Sirz,—At a meeting of the Primary School Committee 
on School Houses, held February 20th, 1854, after consider- 
ing the communications received from the Districts wanting 
new School Houses, or alteration of their present houses, the 
Committee conclude that $75,200, will be required to meet 
the wants of Primary Schools the present year. 

They therefore respectfully request that the above amount 
may be appropriated for the following Primary School Dis- 
tricts, viz: 

For District No. 2, $16,000, for a house to accommodate 
6 schools. Having been deprived of 2 rooms on the corner 
of Moon and Fleet streets, the children of that section were 
obliged to go to the Cooper street school house which was a 
great distance. ‘I'wo other rooms also are soon to be taken 
from them to enlarge the Eliot Grammar School. ‘They 
therefore need a new house in or near Tileston street. 

For District No. 3, $1,200 to enlarge two rooms now oc- 
cupied in Charter street, which are too small to accommodate 
the usual number of scholars. If this is not done a new 
school will have to be established and a room hired for the 
purpose. 

For Districts Nos. 12 and 13, $12,000, for a new house 
for six schools to meet the wants of both those districts, to 
be built on a lot situated on Tyler street, recently purchased 
by the City Government for that purpose. 

For District No. 17, South Boston, $10,000, for a new 
house to be built on the site of the present house. Last year 
4,500 was appropriated for this district, but was not used, 
because “the Committee of City Government recommended 
the building of a new house, instead of altering, as was then 
proposed.” | 


* Not received in time to be reported upon by the Auditor in his Hstimates, 
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For District No. 20, $20,000, for a new house to accom- 
modate 6 or 8 schools. This district has long needed better 
school rooms, as those now occupied are unfit for the purpose 
for which they are used. This claim was considered just the 


last year, and an appropriation of $18,000 was granted, which . 


from some invisible cause was not realized. It seems neces- 
sary that something now must be done to relieve the urgent 
wants of this district. 

For District No. 2, in East Boston, $16,000, for a new 
house. ‘Three of the schools of this district have been re- 
moved to rooms out of the district, so that the children have 
to walk a long distance, and the schools have suffered in con- 
sequence. ‘The Committee of this district think the rapid 
growth of that part of the City will soon need more school 
rooms. 

In, consequence of the statements made in relation to the 
above named districts, the Committee respectfully say, that 
they are of the opinion they are justified in asking that the 
amount above stated $75,200, may be appropriated for Pri- 
mary School Houses the present financial year.

The Committee on Paving, &c., to which was re- 
ferred the memorial of Samuel S. Holton, and about 
two hundred and fifty others, praying “that so much 
of the order passed by the Board of Mayor and Alder- 
men on the 2ist day of February, 1854, as relates to 
curtains and pendants to awnings,’ may be repealed, 
have considered the same, and 


REPORT: 


That the number and respectability of the petition- 
ers, seem to the committee to require a full explanation 
of the objects and necessity of the order in question. 

In pursuance of the Statutes of the Commonwealth 
in relation to the streets and public ways of the several 
cities and towns, the City Council of 1850 passed “an 
ordinance in relation to streets” in the twentieth sec- 
tion of which it is provided, that “it shall be lawful 
to place or continue to maintain awnings and shades 
before any house, shop or store in any street, upon the 
terms and under the regulations mentioned in this sec- 
tion, and not otherwise ; provided, that the Mayor and 
Aldermen, as to particular buildings or streets, may 
order that no awnings or shades shall be erected. Such 
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awnings and shades shall be safely fixed and supported 
in such manner as not to interfere with passengers, and 
so that the lowest part thereof shall never be less than 
nine feet in height above the sidewalk or street, and in 
no case to extend beyond the line of the sidewalk; and 
the person so placing or continuing to maintain the 
same, shall, in all respects, conform to any directions in 
relation to the materials, the construction and mainten- 
ance which shall be given by the Mayor and Aldermen. 
Any person violating any of the provisions of this sec- 
tion or any such direction of the Mayor and Aldermen, 
shall be hable to a penalty of not less than three nor 
more than twenty dollars, and to a like penalty for every 
day that any such awning or shade shall be continued, 
in violation of such provision or direction.” 

It will be perceived that although awnings are per- 
mitted to be erected and maintained, subject to the di- 
rection of the Mayor and Aldermen, the ordinance does 
not contemplate the use of pendants or hanging cur- 
tains attached to such awnings, unless they are to be 
regarded as signs, in which case they are entirely for- 
bidden as now used. Neither the Committee or the 
Board are or were disposed to enforce upon any class 
of citizens an arbitrary or unnecessary rule, but only to 
exercise a clear and undisputed power in a class of cases 
where the public interest and safety seemed to the Board 
clearly to demand it. ‘The City now pays an annual 
sum of nearly or quite one hundred thousand dollars, 
for lighting the public streets by night, and about one 
hundred thousand dollars for the watch department. 
These large sums are cheerfully borne by the tax-pay- 
ers on account of the great convenience of the light to 
the citizens, and of the increased security it affords to 
property against burglars and incendiaries. No class 
of citizens probably are more interested in these means 
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of protection to property, according to their capital, 
than the petitioners; and the Committee believe that 
none will be more ready to aid and sustain the Board 
in this measure when the object to be attained is fully 
understood. : 

It doubtless has not escaped the observation of any 
one who has been in the habit of traversing our streets 
by night during the summer months, when awnings 
are generally used, ‘that the light from the lamps in 
many places is almost entirely excluded from the street, 
and the sidewalks rendered as dark as if no lamps had 
been erected. In such cases, the light from the lamps 
affords no assistance to the night police in the detection 
and pursuit of those who seek the hours of the night 
to disturb the public peace or to commit depredations 
upon the citizens. 

While the Mayor and Aldermen have no disposition 
to impose arbitrary or unreasonable rules upon any 
class of citizens, nor to enforce existing ones rigidly, 
beyond the public necessity, they confidently believe 
that the petitioners will, upon reflection, cheerfully 
submit to a reasonable construction of the order in 
question, which from necessity must be general in its 
application. 

There may be cases where a strict compliance with 
the letter of the order would be inconvenient, and per- 
haps impossible, except by an entire removal of the 
awning. In all such cases, by application to the City 
Clerk, such instructions may be given to the Chief of 
Police as the case may require. 

In order to render the regulation as free from objec- 
tions as possible, and to meet the request of the pe- 
titioners as far as the Board can do it in view of the 
public object to be obtained, the Committee recom- 
mend that pendants and curtains to awnings may be 
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permitted to be used, provided they are not so hung as" 
to obstruct the public travel under them, and provided 
also, that they shall be so constructed as to roll or tie 
up, or to slide upon rings to one point, by night.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 


ON 


STREAM FIRE ENGINE, 


CITY OF BOSTON. 


In Common Council, April Tth, 1854. 


The Joint Special Committee on the Fire Depart- 
ment, in pursuance of an order passed on the 21st of 
February, authorizing said Committee to visit Cin- 
cinnati, to examine the “steam fire engine lately 
introduced into that city,” having attended to that — 
duty, beg, in relation thereto, to submit the following 


Re EP OP RyT: 


Soon after our arrival at Cincinnati we were waited 
upon by his Honor, Mayor Snelbaker, J. H. Walker, 
Esq., Chairman of Committee on Fire Department, and 
Miles Greenwood, Esq., the able and efficient chief 
engineer of the Fire Department, all of said city. 
They kindly proffered their services in aiding us to 
accomplish the particular object of our mission, and 
extended such additional attentions and civilities as 
enabled us to pass our time in a pleasant, and we 
trust, profitable manner. By these gentlemen we were 
introduced to the inventor of the “ steam fire engine,” 
Mr. A. B. Lat&é, an ingenious mechanic, who has de- 
voted to his invention much labor and study, and who 
now finds his efforts crowned with eminent success. 
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Mr. Lata exhibited none of those jealous feelings so 
common and perhaps natural to inventors, who think 
their inventions should be carefully guarded and kept 
from public inspection, if they would reap any of the 
profits resulting from their skilful labors. The more 
impressive was his readiness to communicate with us, 
from the fact, that he has not yet the protection of a 
patent, although he has taken the preliminary steps to 
secure one. 

We were first invited to examine the engine at 
present in use, and after a careful inspection of it, 
were conducted to the machine shop of Mr. Lata, 
where two of these machines were in the process of 
construction; thus being furnished with a very favor- 
able opportunity of seeing the various parts of the 
machine and its internal arrangements, the inventor 
cheerfully aiding our investigations with detailed ex- 
planations and ready answers to all questions put to 
him by your Committee. 

The machine in appearance is not unlike a loco- 
motive engine, though not so cumbrous; it weighs 
about seven tons, is of eighty-six horse-power, and of 
the capacity of six first class hand-engines; it is 
eighteen feet in length, and nine feet in width, includ- 
ing wheels. 

The cost of this one was ten thousand dollars, and 
during the fourteen months it has been in use, no 
expense for repairs has been incurred; the annual 
expense attending its use does not exceed the sum of 
five thousand dollars. In this respect it compares 
favorably with the apparatus now in use in our city, 
as the annual cost of manning six engines is not less 
than twenty-four thousand dollars. 

Eighteen men are required to operate one steam fire 
engine, five of them being constantly employed—this 
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number includes two engineers and two firemen, it 
having been found necessary to employ two persons in 
each of these departments, for the purpose of relieving 
each other when on duty at a fire. Besides this force, 
six horses are required ; four for the engine, one for the 
hose carriage which contains nineteen hundred feet of 
hose, and one for the wagon containing the fuel, which 
is light wood and bituminous coal, of which last, two 
bushels are consumed per hour while the engine is in 
operation. For a detailed mechanical description of 
the machine, we would refer to the able report, here- 
unto annexed, of Mr. W. C. Wright, a skilful machinist 
of our city, who favored the Committee with his com- 
pany, and who has kindly furnished a more scientific 
account of its mechanism than could be expected from 
us. We would also refer to the accompanying com- 
munication from Mr. Elisha Smith, jr., one of the 
assistant engineers of our Fire Department, who was 
likewise an associate with us on our visit to Cincinnati. 
He has given his impressions as a practical fireman 
respecting the engine, its qualities and availability with 
reference to its adoption by our city. 

Opportunity was given the Committee toMvitness the 
operation of the engine, by a voluntary exhibition of 
its powers, by the Chief Engineer. At an appointed 
hour, we assembled at the engine house in company 
with all the gentlemen before mentioned, and many 
other distinguished individuals, members of their City- 
Council and private citizens, who manifested much 
interest in seeing this “ pride of the city” attracting the 
attention of strangers, and eliciting their unqualified 
praise. On entering the house, it was represented that 


everything was in its usual condition, so that opportu- 


nity would be allowed us of witnessing the usual 
proceedings consequent upon an alarm of fire. When 
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the signal was given, the fireman immediately applied 
the torch to the combustibles already under the boiler, 
the horses were attached to the engine, hose carriage, 
and fuel cart, the engineer and his men took their 
various stations on the machine, and the order being 
given, the horses started at a rapid rate, conducting the 
engine to the reservoir, situated a half mile from the 
place of starting, in fifteen minutes, the streets being 
reasonably level, but many corners were required to 
be turned before the place of destination was reached. 
Four minutes more elapsed while the suction hose 
was being arranged, the leading hose attached, and 
the engine put in operation; making in all nineteen 
minutes from the time the signal to “fire up” was 
given, before water was forced with great power through 
a line of 600 feet of hose, throwing a stream upon the- 
roof of a five and a half story building, represented as 
being one hundred and twelve feet high. In two 
minutes more, two streams were playing through the 
same length of hose each, and an inch and a half nozle, 
with the same force; very soon, three, four, five and 
six streams were in operation, throwing water at the 
rate of 1800. bbls. per hour to the top of four and 
five story buildings. Then with but little trouble, and 
quite expeditiously, the water was concentrated in one 
line of hose, and with the use of an one and a half 
inch nozle, was thrown in nearly a horizontal line to 
the distance of about two hundred and twenty feet. 
Its ability to extinguish fire when it is within a 
building and not fully developed, by steam, thus pre- 
venting damage by water was then tested. Hose was 
attached to a pipe connecting with the steam chamber, 
and in one or two minutes, a room twenty feet square 
situated one hundred feet from the engine was filled 
with steam, and a fire at once extinguished, which had 
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_ been kindled for the purpose of showing us this distin- 
guishing and valuable feature of the machine. 

The result of the exhibition of the powerful and ef- 
ficient properties of the engine impressed us with 
the feeling that our most sanguine expectations were 
more than realized, although the representations made 
to us by members of their City Council and Fire De- 
partment, and many citizens at large, had prepared 
us to expect great things. We were forced to concur 
with them in their expressions of preference in favor of 
the “steam fire engine” over all other apparatus here- 
tofore used, as a protection against the ravages of fire. 

Originally, many citizens of Cincinnati were doubt- 
ful as to the expediency of its adoption, fully believing, 
that in many instances, it could not be readily used with 

-efficiency, owing to its cumbrous character, and that it 
must necessarily be confined to the level sections of the 
city ; and furthermore, that no hose could withstand 
the pressure consequent upon the use of steam power: 
experience, however, has removed all such doubts and 
fears. It has been used without difficulty at all the 
fires which have occurred there since its adoption, even 
when it became necessary to ascend and descend steep 
grades, steam being used as an auxiliary motive power 
in such cases. 

The pressure on the hose is about 60 pounds to the 
square inch, but this pressure being uniform, no diffi- 
culty has been experienced in the use of hose made 
either of India rubber or leather. 

This engine will easily furnish water to four common 
engines while it is playing two streams upon the fire, 
haying at the same time to draw all this water from the 
reservoir; and certainly, when these facts are considered 
in connection with the facts, that it is a working power 
that neyer tires, and can do as much work, at an annual 
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cost of about $5,000, as the hand engines will do at a 
cost of $25,000, no reflecting man, having the welfare 
of the City at heart, can hesitate for a moment to de- 
cide, that it would be a desirable acquisition to our Fire 
Department. 

Subsequently to witnessing the operation of the en- 
gine, we had another interview with the inventor, who 
expressed a desire that the Committee would contract 
for one of the unfinished engines in his workshop, of- 
fering to finish and deliver it, prepared for successful 
operation, for the sum of ten thousand dollars, ($10,- 
000.) We replied that such a power had not been 
given us, and, although we thought our City Government 
would be favorably impressed with regard to the value 
and importance of the engine, no definite negotiations 
could then be entered into by the Committee. 

We further expressed an opinion, that a machine 
could be constructed with us, of less weight, and adapt- 
ed to our necessities, at a much less cost. 

Finally, he gave us to understand, that he would al- 
low the Committee to have an engine constructed upon 
his plan, at the east, and leave it to them to allow him 
such remuneration as they might think the privilege was 
worth. By an arrangement of this kind, your Committee 
feel justified in expressing the opinion, that an engine 
could be constructed of equal capacity with the one here- 
tofore described, at a cost to the City of not over seven 
thousand dollars, ( $7,000.) 

In a report submitted by this Committee to the City 
Council on the 16th of February last, we referred to 
the condition of our Fire Department, and represented, 
that, in our opinion, the apparatus employed was alto- 
gether insufficient to meet the present wants of the 
City; while our territorial limits are being greatly ex- 
tended, and lofty warehouses erected to meet the in- — 
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creased, business accommodations required by our 
enterprising merchants and mechanics, no additional 
force is employed, or improved apparatus adopted, 
to meet these exigencies. 

We believe it to be the bounden duty of the City 
Council to furnish and employ such apparatus and force 
in the Fire Department, as shall furnish the best possi- 
ble protection to the property and lives of our citizens. 

If the actual wants of the business community create 
a necessity for the erection of large and lofty ware- 
houses, it is clearly imperative on the City Council to 
furnish, if in their power, such apparatus as shall be 
sufficient to protect them against the ravages of fire. 

Your Committee, therefore, in view of the absolute 
wants of the City, and of the obligations resting upon 
the City Government, unanimously recommend that one 
or more “steam fire engines” be immediately procured 
for the use of the Fire Department. 

They make this recommendation with confidence, 
feeling that it is not at all a matter of experiment, but 
that certain and successful results may be relied upon ; 
and they feel confident, that if once introduced, they 
will soon supersede the use of all other fire engines. 

Since our return from Cincinnati, we learn that both 
of the engines in process of construction before men- 
tioned, have been sold; one to certain enterprising citi- 
zens of that place, who have presented it to the city, 
and the other to the City Authorities; we are also in- 
formed that measures have been taken to introduce 
“steam fire engines” into the cities of New York and 
Philadelphia. 

In view of the facts above stated, your Committee 
recommend the adoption of the order hereto annexed. 

We cannot close our report without acknowledging 
the many civilities and polite attentions extended to us 
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by Gen. Paul Anderson, Col. Wm. Schouler, Messrs. 
Griffin Taylor, J. D. Jones, F. Ball, George E. Sellers, 
John D. Caldwell, A. B. Coleman and Capt. Rogers and 
the owners of the splendid steamer “Jacob Strader,” 
together with those gentlemen whose names have been 
heretofore mentioned in this report, all of whom, by 
their kindness won our regard, and will ever be remem- 
bered by us with satisfaction and pleasure.

GENTLEMEN,—You having very kindly invited me to 
accompany you, on your visit to Cincinnati, for the purpose 
of examining into the principles and operation of the cele- 
brated “ steam fire engine,’ now in use in that city, with 
the expectation that I should express to you my judgment, as 
a practical machinist, upon its merits, I beg to present you 
with the following brief description of the machine, and the 
conclusions of my mind in relation to its capabilities and 
value, as an agent to control that element whose ravages are 
the source of so much destruction in all large cities. 

The machine is of novel construction, especially in its 
method of generating steam, and is capable of being put in 
operation in five or six minutes after the fires are first started. 
The exterior of the boiler represents a box four and one half 
feet square, with a smoke pipe projecting from the top and 
also from the centre. The internal arrangement consists of 
a coil of pipe twelve hundred feet in length, coiled in sec- 
tions, in a serpentine form, crossing at every laying, and 
varying from 1 to 24 inches in size. The fire box is at the 
lower extremity, and is constructed in form similar to those 
now used on locomotives. The pipe, starting with its small- 
est part immediately in the fire box, gradually increases in 
size and terminates in the steam chamber situated at the 
upper extremity of said box. ‘The process of generating 
steam is as follows, viz: the fuel (which at first is any kind 
of light wood, bituminous coal being used after the fire is 
well burning) is always prepared, and placed ready for kind- 
ling at a moment’s notice. In case of an alarm, the fire is

applied, and the horses are attached to the machine. ‘There 
being no water in the boiler at first, none is put in until they 
are ready to leave the engine house, it being usually about 
four minutes from the time the fire is first kindled. ‘The 
engineer then takes his place on the machine, and by the use 
of a small hand pump, attached to the lower end of the coil 
in the boiler, commences injecting water into said coil. 
The pipe having become heated, and there being a very 
large surface upon which a small quantity of water is thrown, 
steam is at once. generated Gauge cocks are inserted in 
the pipe at proper intervals, by which the engineer is able 
at any time to:know how much of the pipe is filled with 
water. ‘There are two small force pumps connecting with 
the main pumps, hereinafter mentioned, which after having 
arrived in the vicinity of the fire, supersede the use of the 
hand pump, supplying the boiler with the necessary quantity 
of water for steam purposes. Safety valves and steam gau- 
ges are so arranged, that the engineer may ascertain the 
exact amount of pressure, as in ordinary boilers. A tank is 
mounted upon the front of the machine, and always kept 
filled with water, to supply the small foree pumps. 

A wrought iron frame, so constructed as to give strength 
and save weight, about 18 feet in length and 63 feet in 
width, with two wheels in the rear and one in front, supports 
the machine. The forward wheel, with the shaft attached, 
is arranged to turn within the frame, and thus the whole 
machine may be turned about easily, and within a compara- 
tively small space. 

It is constructed with two force pumps, double acting, of 
six inch calibre and 2 feet stroke; these are worked by two 
steam engines of 10 inch calibre and 2 feet stroke, arranged 
horizontally outside of the frame. ‘The plungers which 
work the pump, are connected with the cylinders, both 
operating on the same horizonta! line, thus causing a direct 
action from the cylinder to the pump. ‘There is a continua- 
tion of this arrangement, forming an attachment to the 
wheels in the rear, allowing of the application of steam 
power, as an aid in moving the machine over heavy grades. 
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, Two suctions of 6’ inch calibre ‘are’ attached’/one: to ‘each 
cylinder. Six ejection pipes of 24 inch’calibre are arranged 


three on ‘each side of the front of ‘the machine, either ‘of 
which may be disconnected while the engine is in operation. 

A very important feature in the machine is that, by which 
hose may be attached to a pipe connecting with the steam 
chamber, and by this, steam may be forced into a building 
before: the fire is fully developed, and extinguish it in its 
incipient stage, preventing much loss and damage of prop- 
erty. We had the pleasure of witnessing the operation of 
this, and it was very obvious, that in the event of fires in the 
interior of cotton, woollen and other manufacturing establish- 
ments, as well as in stores where the goods were of a 
character to be damaged by water, its value is almost inesti- 
mable. 

The whole machine weighs about 73 tons; but the writer 
believes one could be constructed, using this principle for 
generating steam, so modified and improved, that it shall 
weigh only 4 tons, and yet be of the same capacity; and by 
changing the plan by which steam power is applied to the 
wheels a team of two horses may easily draw it to any part 
of the city. 

This is the first engine built upon this plan; and it is nat- 
urally susceptible of many improvements. An inventor sel- 
dom finds his first machine perfect, as he needs to see it in. 
operation, before he can understand all its wants, while at the 
same time all the main principles and features upon which its 
successful operation depend, may be fully developed. 

The writer is not unacquainted with the general capacity 
and power of the fire apparatus now in use; having been 
connected with the fire department of this City, and some of 
the adjacent towns; and he is fully satisfied that this engine 
is worthy of all the commendations which have been be- 
stowed upon it. It will undoubtedly eventually work a great 
revolution in the various fire departments throughout the 
United States. It will throw constant, unfailing streams of 
water, equal in quantity to the capacity of six common en- 
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gines, but with much more force, and to greater heights and 
distances. I notice that, since our return, the city of Cincin- 
nati have ordered two more engines of this kind, and I am 
‘ satisfied that it will not be long, before all our large cities 
will feel forced to adopt them.

To the Commuittee of the City Council on Steam Fire 
Engines. 


GENTLEMEN,— You having requested my opinion respect- 
ing the Steam Fire Engine, now in use in Cincinnati, which 
I had the pleasure of examining and of witnessing its opera- 
tion, by your. kind invitation, for which I shall ever be grate- 
ful, I avail myself of this opportunity to comply with your 
request. 

I witnessed the operation of the machine when exhibited 
to your body, by Capt. Miles Greenwood, chief engineer of 
the Cincinnati fire department, with great pleasure ; and the 
ease and power of its execution received my unqualified ap- 
probation. In the event of large fires such as occurred on 
Fort Hill and on Haverhill street, and at Tremont ‘Temple 
and Chickering’s building on Washington street, I believe a 
steam fire engine would be of great service, and I would offer 
no suggestion to prevent its adoption by the City Council 
should they deem it expedient. I should think however in 
case it should be introduced here that the weight of the ma- 
chine might be reduced some two or three tons and thus re- 
move a great obstacle, in my opinion, in the way of its gen- 
eral availability. 

It is however perhaps worthy of remark that, in the report 
of Capt. Greenwood, the chief engineer, who is a superior 
mechanic and a man of great energy and determination, and 
in my opinion a competent judge of its capabilities, he has 
recommended the adoption of “four steam engines in their 
fire department, by means of which the expenses of the de- 
partment will not exceed the sum of fifty thousand dollars 
per annum.”

AN ACT 


In addition to the Act to incorporate the Metropolitan 
Railroad Company. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives in General Court asssembled, and by the authority 
of the same, as follows : 


Section 1. That at any time after the expiration of 
one year from the opening for use of the tracks of said 
railroad, in any street in which the same may be lo- 
cated, as provided by its charter, the Mayor and Alder- 
men of the Cities of Boston and Roxbury, respectively, 
may, by vote of the major part thereof, determine as to 
so much of said track as is located within the limits of 
their respective Cities, that the same, or any part 
thereof, be discontinued; and thereupon the location 
shall be deemed to be revoked, and the tracks of said 
railroad shall forthwith be taken up and removed, in 
conformity with such vote or order of said Mayor and 
Aldermen: Provided, that such taking up and removal 
shall be at the expense of said Railroad Company. 

Sect. 2. The rates of fare upon the said railroad, 
between any two points in the City of Boston, shall 
never exceed five cents for each passage, unless with 
the assent of the Mayor and Aldermen of said City. 

Sect. 3. Notice to abuttors on streets, in which it 
may be proposed to lay the tracks of said corporation, 
shall be given by the publication in one or more news- 
papers, published in the Cities of Boston and Roxbury, 
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of an order of notice from the Mayor and Aldemen of 
said respective Cities, fourteen days at least prior to the 
location of any such tracks. 

Sect. 4. Either of the Cities of Boston or Roxbury, 
if it so elect, may purchase, on the same terms and con- 
ditions as are mentioned in the seventh section of the 
act to which this is in addition, that part of the corpo- 
rate property of the Company which relates to or lies | 
within its own limits; paying therefor a proportional 
sum, to be ascertained by commissioners to be ap- 
pointed by the Supreme Judicial Court. 

Sect. 5. This act shall be void and of no effect, un- 
less the same shall be accepted by the City Council of 
the Cities of Boston and Roxbury respectively, within 
one year from the date hereof.

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REMARKS BY THE AUDITOR. 


The Appropriation for Grammar Schools needs an 
increase during this month, to pay the Printer’s Bill 
against this Department, which I understand will 
amount to between $600 and $700. Also a Bill from 
the Water Board, for a supply of Water, to the amount 
of $330, both of which items ought to be brought into 
the accounts of the present financial year. 

The Appropriation for Incidentals is again exhausted. 
We have just settled a litigated claim of $315, in favor 
of the State Lunatic Hospital, at Worcester, and they 
have an additional Bill, of over $500, which ought to 
be settled this month. The Water Works have also a 
Bill chargeable to this Appropriation. These, with 
some others which will no doubt be presented, and 
which it will be proper to bring into this year’s work, 
will require at least $1,500 to be added to this Ap- 
propriation. 

It is estimated that it will require about $6,000 to 
meet the balance due on Contracts and Bills for the 
New Primary School House, Ward Room and Engine 
House, in Ward 9. It will be recollected that $10,000 
was withdrawn from the Appropriation for Primary 
Rar aot Houses, and added to Grammar School Houses, 
There has also been paid out of this year’s Appropria- 
tions $5,850 for a lot of Land on Tyler Street, on 
which it is proposed to erect a new Primary School 
House next year. This amount being thus paid will 
be saved from next year’s Appropriation Bull. 

The Appropriation for Interest will also fall short, 
for the reasons which are given in the communication 
from the Treasurer, hereto annexed.

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MAJORITY REPORT 


The undersigned, a majority of the Joint Special 
Committee of the City Council, appointed by an order 
of the Common Council, passed March 23, and con- 
curred in by the Board of Mayor and*Aldermen, March 
27, 1854, “ to investigate charges of official misconduct 
on the part of Ezra Forristall, as Superintendent of 
Internal Health,” have attended to the duties assigned 
them, and submit the following

The Committee approached the consideration of the 
subject with the deliberation its importance evidently 
demanded. On the one hand, were grave charges 
against an individual in authority affecting his reputa- 
tion—his character, his future prospects, and all that 
man holds sacred and dear: on the other, was our 
duty to our City, whose honor we had sworn to protect, 
and who had transferred to our hands her rights, her 
interests, and her good name, in the fullest confidence 
that we should faithfully guard and protect them. 

Three laborious and protracted hearings were given 
to the parties appearing for the support and defence of 
the charges against Mr. Forristall—able and experi- 
enced counsel were employed in conducting the investi- 
gation—every opportunity was afforded them to intro- 
duce all the evidence bearing upon the case, without 
excluding any that might by strict legal rules be con- 
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sidered as irregular. We gave a patient and earnest 
attention to the testimony, and the able and eloquent 
summing-up of the case by the distinguished counsel. 
We can assure the City Council that it has been thor- 
oughly sifted and investigated, and we are pleased to 
say, that no charge of criminality rests upon Mr. For- 
ristall. Whatever semblance of delinquency appeared 
against him was caused by the nature of his private 
business, which required the same materials and imple- 
ments to carry it on that were used in the office which 
he filled under the City Government. Justice to Mr. 
Forristall requires that the charges. should be consid- 
ered separately, as by that means the City Council can 
arrive at a more satisfactory opinion of the result. 


The first charge is, “That said Forristall, in the 
summer of 1853, without authority and without a 
good consideration, did take a certain horse, the prop- 
erty of the City of Boston, of the value of $150, to his 
own use, and to be used by him in a line of omnibuses 
not owned by the City, and that he so continues to use 
said horse, and for which he makes no account in his 
report to the City.” ‘The evidence put in on this charge 
by the prosecution and sustained also by the defence, 
admitted the truth of the statement, which, had it not 
been explained, would have established a criminality of 
action of the gravest character. It was proved that Mr. 
Forristall took the horse owned by the City and put 
him in his line of omnibuses, and made no mention 
thereof in his Annual Report to the City Council; but 
it also appeared in evidence that he gave in exchange 
for the City horse, orie of his own omnibus horses, 
“a roan horse,” so called, which it is asserted was as 
valuable, or more so, than the horse exchanged. The 
evidence as to the value of the roan horse was very 
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contradictory—four witnesses for the prosecution, viz., 
John E. Wells, Robext J. Bradeen, James Cofran, and 
Samuel Wiggin, valued him at various sums, from $25 
to $50, while they all agreed as to the value of the 
City horse, viz., $150. On the other hand, the wit- 
nesses for the defence estimated the roan horse to be 
the most valuable. Dr. Witt1am Simmons said “he 
would give $60 more for the Roan than for the Bay 
(meaning the City horse.) Josuua Sewarp thought 
he was worth $25 to $50 the most. Spencer VINAL 
thought $40 to $50 more. Cyrus Burrrick consid- 
ered the Roan the most valuable, but could not say 
how much so. JoserH Purnam thought the Roan was 
worth $35 the most—afterwards was willing to say 
$25, and finally took the horse at an even exchange. 
It is proper to say that Mr Putnam is a hired man, 
and is the foreman of Forristall & Parmelee’s omnibus 
establishment, and it is for the Council to determine 
what influence Mr. Forristall’s opinion would have 
upon his judgment of the value of the horses at the 
time the exchange was made. You must also judge 
from this conflict of evidence which is the most relia- 
ble. ‘The credibility of all the witnesses stands unim- 
peached, and, although the defence attempted to dis- 
credit the testimony of the prosecution, nothing was 
shown against their reputation for truth and veracity, 
and if their calling is lowly, and their occupation hum- 
ble, they are as much entitled to be believed on oath as 
the wealthiest and most exalted member of the commu- 
nity. It was a trying occasion for them—dependent 
upon Mz. Forristall’s patronage, their reputation, their 
support, were in his power. It was evidently for their 
interest to favor his side—it required no ordinary cour- 
age to be willing to testify against him—it was painful, 
therefore, to hear-the counsel for the’ defence ridicule 
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and decry these men. In his zeal for his client he 
seemed willing to blast the good name of these four 
honest but humble workmen, to shield or vindicate the 
character of one man. The ‘first charge is thus ex- 
plained—it was an exchange, perhaps equal—perhaps 
a shade of advantage was obtained by the one side or 
the other. Again we say, no charge of criminality rests 
upon Mr. Forristall—if he swerved a hair’s breadth 
from the line of his duty to the City, his motives were 
pure—his honest intentions we do not question. Jt was 
only unfortunate for him that he was engaged in his pri- 
vate capacity in an occupation which required the same 
implements to carry it on which were used in his office of 
Superintendent of Internal Health—particularly as by 
the terms of the “Ordinance in relation to contracts 
with City Officers”—an Ordinance framed apparently 
to meet just such a case as this, it is provided that 
“No individual chosen by the City Council shall be 
interested in a private capacity, directly or indirectly, 
in any contract or agreement for labor, or for any ma- 
terials,” &c. &c., “furnished to the City, wherein the 
City is a party interested.” 

But we have dwelt too long perhaps, on the first 
charge. It was necessary to do so, that the Council 
might see by what principles we were guided in inves- 
tigating the whole subject. "We come now to 


Charge Second—which is, “ That said Forristall dur- 
ing*the year 1853, and while having charge of the 
horses belonging to the City, sold four or more of said 
horses for large sums of money, and received the pay 
therefor, for which money said Forristall has not ac- 
counted to said City, in his annual report; but has 
without authority converted the same to his own use.” 
From the evidence on this charge it appears that 
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though “he did not account to the City in his annual 
report,” for the money received for the four horses, he 
by no means “converted the same to his own use.” 
Satisfactory and abundant evidence was shown that the 
money was paid into the City Treasury, and if any 
blame attaches to Mr. Forristall in this matter, it is 
that his accounts are kept in a loose and unmercantile 
manner. Not a shadow of a stain upon his honesty 
was developed by the investigation of this charge. 


Charge Third—is, “ That said Forristall, while acting 
as Superintendent of Internal Health for said City, 
directed several horses, some of which belonged to him- 
self and some to other persons, to be taken to the City 
stables, there to be boarded for long spaces of time and 
at great expense, for which he renders no account to 
the City.” This charge we think must be considered 
as proved; the evidence is clear, and indeed the fact 
that certain horses were boarded at the City stables, 
belonging both to Forristall & Parmelee’s line of om- 
nibuses and to various private individuals, is admitted 
by the defence. The explanation given is this: Several - 
of the City horses used for driving were sick during 
the summer of 1853, and rather than subject the City 
to the expense of the purchase of new ones, Mr. For- 
ristall procured some of his friends to board their 
horses at the City stable, and their use was to pay for 
their keeping. How far this arrangement can be jus- 
tified we leave it to the Council to determine. As a 
guide to their decision, we record that the witnesses for 
the prosecution admitted that their use was worth their 
keeping. ‘The Committee however cannot pass over 
the fact of Forristall & Parmelee’s horses being sent 
there, without rebuke. Although it was done at the 
request of Mr. Hatzy, and for the purpose of enabling 
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him to operate upon them to better advantage, it can- 
not be denied that it was a mixing up of his private 
and public business that merits condemnation; and 
though the expense of their board was small, the 
principle involved in the case is as important as though 
thousands of dollars were involved. 

We impute no guilt to Mr. Forristall; it results as 
has been so often said before, from the nature of his 
private business, which is incompatible with that plain, 
straightforward, irreproachable course that defies the 
most exacting suspicion. We pass now to the 


Fourth Charge—* That a certain quantity of hay, to 
wit, about five tons, and of the value of 100 dollars, 
and paid for out of the City Treasury, was taken by 
said Forristall, and consumed at his own stable, for his 
own private benefit, and no account made thereof in 
his report.” The evidence to this charge appeared to 
prove that the hay “ was taken by Forristall, and con- 
sumed at his own stable, for his own private benefit ;” 
but failed to sustain the very important particular of its 
being paid for out of the City Treasury. It seemed 
that certain hay was sent to the Railroad depot for the 
City’s use, but Mr. Forristall upon seeing it, refused to 
take it on account of its inferior quality ; subsequently, 
he saw the seller of the hay, Mr. Franxiin Morean, 
and traded with him for it for his private use, and paid 
for it himself, out of his private funds. We need dwell 
no longer upon this charge; it was thoroughly investi- 
gated and completely refuted. We come now to the 


fifth Charge—viz: “That said Forristall and one 
A. 'T. Turner together took and carried away, in the 
Fall of 1858, two hogs of the value of $60, the prop- 
erty of the City, and converted the same to their own 
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private use and benefit without authority, and without 
accounting to the City for any part of the value 
thereof.” As it was abundantly proved and admitted 
that the hogs were taken and appropriated as alleged, 
the gist of the charge is whether or not they were 
taken “ without authority.” 

Ex-Alderman Wuitine testified that he authorized 
_ Mr. Forristall to take the hogs—he did so while acting 
as Chairman of the Committee on Internal Health, and 
with the consent of his colleague, Alderman Sleeper. 
Ww. H. Jackson testified, that when Forristall told him 
the hogs belonged to his (Jacxson’s) firm, he repli- 
ed that he (Forristall) in that case was welcome to 
them. ‘Thus fortified, on both sides, he thought he 
was safe in “converting them to his own private use,” 
and he accordingly did so. In elucidating this charge 
the evidence of Cot. Huntine, Mr. Forristall’s imme- 
diate predecessor in office, is interesting and important. 
He said, “the two hogs referred to were paid for by the 
City.’ In this view of the case the generosity of Wil- 
liam H. Jackson is not so apparent, as it is easy to be 
’ generous with other people’s property. On the other 
hand, whether Mr. Whiting did not exceed his author- 
ity, in donating the hogs, is a question which need not 
be discussed here. Nothing is shown by the evidence 
that Mr. Forristall or Mr. Turner did not act in per- 
fect good faith in the whole transaction, and if any 
thing appears remiss, the responsibility must rest up- 
on other shoulders than theirs. And so we dismiss 
the fifth charge, and come to the 


Sixth and last, which is, “That said Forristall and 
Turner, together, in their official capacity, caused cer- 
tain expenses incurred in the improvement of said For- 
ristall’s estate, in Wall Street, and rightly chargeable to 
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said Forristall, to be charged to the City, approved by 
them, and paid for out of the City funds.” ‘The evidence 
in this case is a complete justification of the action of 
Messrs. Forristall and Turner. From the testimony of 
Simeon Saitu, the witness for the prosecution, we glean 
the following facts: The City was raising the grade of 
Wall Street, Mr. Smith was employed in raising the edge- 
stones and side-walks. At Mr. Forristall’s request, he 
raised the steps and curb-stones on his estate, charged it 
at first to Mr. Forristall, but at the request of the Super- 
intendent of Streets, (Mr. Turner, ) he afterwards charg- 
ed it to the City. By Smith’s statement, Forristall’s 
houses were damaged more than $200, while the whole 
expense of putting them in order amounted to about 
§20. It is creditable to Mr. Turner that he made so 
favorable a bargain for the City with Mr. Forristall, 
and to Mr. Forristall, that he was so reasonable in his 
demands. 


We have thus, gentlemen, reviewed these charges, 
one by one, and have given you the results of our de- 
liberations, not in the hasty and flippant manner of 
mere uninterested observers, but with the gravity and 
candor which so serious a matter demanded. We con- 
eratulate the City that it has faithful and vigilant sen- 
tinels, who are ready to give the alarm and shrink from 
no imputation upon their motives, when they see what 
appears to them to be gross dereliction from duty; and 
that it has also tried and honest servants, whose official 
conduct will stand the test of the most rigid investiga- 
tion.

REPORT RELATING TO CHARGES 
PREFERRED AGAINST THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF INTERNAL HEALTH.

The undersigned of the Committee to whom was re- 
ferred the following charges, against Ezra Forristall, 
Superintendent of Health, for official misconduct, begs 
leave to premise this review of the testimony, and re- 
port by stating, that the Committee have not the right, 
to try and determine any criminal charge, as that can- 
not be the legimate province of a Committee thus con- 
stituted. 

The first charge presented, was as follows: 

“ That said Forristall in the summer of 18538, without 
authority and without good consideration, did take a 
certain horse the property of the City of Boston, of the 
value of one hundred and fifty dollars, to his own use, 
and to be used by him in a line of omnibusses not 
owned by the City, and that he continues to use said 
horse, and for which he makes no account to the City.” 

The evidence offered upon the first charge, fully 
proved that a horse, the property of the City, was taken 
by the Respondent, and used in a line of omnibusses, 
owned by him and his partner, and that said horse is 
now so used by them. That the value of said horse 
was from $150 to $165, and that the price paid for it 
by the City was $162y%5. The Respondent claimed in 
justification that it was taken in exchange for a horse 
of much greater value than the one taken by him. 
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And that a then Alderman of the City, James Whit- 
ing, Esq., authorised him to make the exchange. The 
evidence of three witnesses, employees of said Forristall, 
~ and one an employee of Mr. Turner, corroborated by Dr. 
Dadd who was called in as surgeon to the horse left in 
place of the one so taken, in the judgment of the under- 
signed, shows the horse so left to have been of much 
less value than the one so taken, and the Respondent 
does not impeach or weaken this testimony; for the 
evidence offered by the Respondent does not come up 
to the point of value at the time of the exchange; and 
one of the two witnesses called by the Respondent testi- 
fies that the horse left by Respondent with the City had 
some months previously and at the time he knew its 
value, been driven from Lowell to Boston in two hours. 

But passing the question of the respective value of 
the two horses, as the fact, if established, that the Re- 
spondent had made an exchange in which he claims he 
was the loser of from $50 to $60, does not touch the 
question or constitute a proper justification. 

The Committee find that the ordinance in relation to 
contracts with City Officers, in these words, viz: “ Be 
it ordained by the Mayor and Aldermen and Common 
Council of the City of Boston in City Council assem- 
bled as follows:—Sect. 8. No member ofthe City 
Council, no member of any Board and no individual, 
chosen by the City Council, shall be interested in a pri- 
vate capacity, directly or indirectly, in any contract or 
agreement for labor or for any materials, goods, wares, 
or merchandise, furnished to the City, wherein the City 
is a party interested, unless the same be expressly au- 
thorised to be made and entered into with such member 
by some ordinance or order of the City Council.” 

“Src. 2d. All contracts, agreements, purchases, and 
sales made contrary to the preceding section shall be 
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utterly void, at the pleasure of the City Council, and no 
bill against the City, arising out of, or connected with 
such contract, agreement, purchase, or sale, shall be 
approved by any Committee, passed by the Auditor, or 
paid by the Treasurer, unless approved and allowed by 
express vote of the City Council.” [Passed Dec. 23d, 
1856. | 

This prohibitory ordinance supersedes the justifica- 
tion claimed by Mr. Forristall, as no Alderman could 
give authority to him to dispose of the City property in 
a manner contrary to the above mentioned City Ordi- 
nance. 

The second charge is as follows, viz: ‘That said 
Forristall during the year 18538, and while having 
charge of the horses belonging to the City, sold four or 
more of said horses for large sums of money and _ re- 
ceived the pay therefor, for which money said Forristall 
has not accounted to said City in his annual report; 
but has without authority converted the same to his 
own use. By the Auditor’s report, presented in May 
last, it appears that at that time, this Department had 
82 horses, and by Mr. Forristall’s report made January 
Ist, 1854, that the City was then possessed as appears 
by his report of 84 horses, it also appears by his report 
that 8 new horses had been purchased by him prior to 
the date of his report, for which the City is charged 
the sum of $1,560 as appears by the report. 

The evidence of all the witnesses show that four 
horses only had been sold, during the time from May 
to January Ist, 1854, and in Mr. Forristall’s report the 
only item of credit given for any sale is the $40 in- 
cluded in the item of $87. 

By the above named reports and the ideneh pre- 
sented it appears that he received from his predecessor 
82 horses; that he purchased as by his report 8, mak-

ing to be accounted for 90 horses. But one horse as 
sold is accounted for by him in his report, which.leaves 
five unaccounted for in his report. If as appears by 
the Auditor’s report, he received 82 horses, and as ap- 
pears by his report he purchased 8, and 3 were account- 
ed for, it would leave 87 horses for which he should 
have accounted. Your Committee are therefore of opin- 
ion that this charge has been substantially sustained. 

The third charge presented was as follows: 

That said Forristall acting as Superintendent of In- 
ternal Health for said City, directed several horses, some 
of which belonged to himself and some to other per- 
sons, to be taken to the City stables there to be boarded 
for long spaces of time, and at great expense, for which 
he renders no account to the City. It was proved on the 
part of the Complainant, that two horses belonging to 
Forristall & Parmelee’s line of omnibusses were sent 
by said Forristall to the City stables sick and disabled, 
and they were there boarded one for nine days, and the 
other for five or six weeks, for the purpose of being 
experimented upon by the City Farrier, Mr. Haley, and 
it appears that no account or credit is given the City 
for their board, or the time and attention bestowed upon 
them by the City employees. It is also proved that 
other horses belonging to other persons were boarded 
at the City stables a large part of the summer months 
without authority or accounting for the same. But the 
Respondent offered evidence to show that two of said 
horses were used by Mr. Turner and himself in the City 
business sufficiently to pay the expense of keeping. 
Your Committee are of opinion that this charge is fully 
sustained, that the precedent is a bad one, and that the 
Superintendent had no authority, in virtue of his office, 
to take sick horses to the City stables to board, thereby 
endangering the property of the City; and that having

so done, it was his duty to have given full credit to the 
City for their keeping, care, and attention to them. 

The fourth charge is as follows: 

That a certain quantity of hay, to wit, about five 
tons, and of the value of one hundred dollars, and paid 
for out of the City Treasury, was taken by said Forris- 
tall and consumed at his own stable, for his own private 
benefit and no account made thereof to the City in his re- 
port. | 

The evidence upon this charge shows that all the 
hay purchased of Mr. Morgan was purchased for the 
City, that it came to the Worcester Depot way-billed 
and directed to E. Forristall, and that a part of the hay 
so purchased and sent was taken and used by him for 
his private stable for the reason that it was not good 
enough for the City, and that he did pay Morgan for a 
quantity of hay out of other funds than the City funds. 
It also appears that teams were employed by his partner 
or agent to cart hay so sent by Morgan to their private 
stable. ‘That the teamster Scates had received and par- 
tially loaded other hay than the lot so paid for, receiving 
the same without delivering any checks therefor, when 
City carts arrived to take the hay, and that the destina- 
tion of that lot was changed. 

Upon this charge it does not appear, from the evi- 
dence, that Mr. Forristall has taken any City hay for 
which he has not paid, nor does the charge so allege, 
but as the hay was purchased and freighted for the City 
it became City property upon its arrival at the depot. 
And the Committee are of opinion that the ordinance 
before cited is a direct prohibition against his becoming 
the purchaser of any part of the same, and that he had 
no authority so to do. The undersigned with a desire to 
protect the City property as well as its officers in the 
discharge of their legal and proper functions, deem it 
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proper to state that they consider it impolitic and un- 
safe for Officials to mix up their own private business 
with that of the City. J 

The fifth charge is as follows: “that said Forristall 
and one A. ‘I. Turner took and carried away in the fall 
of 1853, two hogs of the value of $60, the property of 
the City, and converted the same to their own private 
use and benefit, without authority, and without account- 
ing to the City for any part of the value thereof.” 

This charge is admitted and proved and the evidence 
shows that hogs had been kept at the City stables for 
some years past; and the testimony of Mr. Hunting, 
the former Superintendent, is that these hogs were pur- 
chased by the City and $16 paid for them, and that Mr. 
Hunting had permission to feed them from the swill 
of Ward & Co., that they were taken care of by the 
City employees, and fatted on meal belonging to the 
City. That Mr. Hunting had always accounted to the 
City for other hogs so bought, kept and fed. In addi- 
tion to this testimony, it was shown that employees of 
the City assisted in killing them, and carted them with 
a City team to a packer, and that they were divided be- 
tween Forristall and said Turner. The Respondent 
justifies himself upon the ground that permission was 
given him to take them by James Whiting, Esq., an ex- 
Alderman, at that time in office. The permission 
granted was upon the ground that the property was 
Ward & Co.’s, but the Committee are not aware of any 
authority in any ordinance that does or can confer the 
right to give to another property the ownership of which 
is not the donors. Ward & Co. disclaim any owner- 
ship, and certainly Mr. Whiting had no property in 
them, and as the hogs in question were delivered by 
Mr. Forristall’s predecessor with other City property to 
Mr. Forristall, his predecessor was the person to whom 
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application should have been made by him for informa- 
tion concerning them, or he should have referred to the 
Auditor’s office. 

The Committee are of opinion this charge is fully 
sustained. 

The sixth and last charge is as follows: “That said 
Forristall and Turner together in their official capacity, 
caused certain expenses incurred in the improvement 
of said Forristall’s Estate in Wall street, and rightly 
chargable to said Forristall, to be charged to the City, 
approved by them and paid for out of the City funds.” 
It appears in evidence that Wall street was continued 
through to Causeway street, and that the grade was 
raised; that extra work and materials consisting of 
stone for basement windows, stone steps and iron 
erating, furnished from the City Yard, and used upon 
repairs made upon Forristall’s Estate, and that the said 
work was charged by Simeon Smith, an employee of A. 
T. Turner, to said Forristall; that the charge so made 
to said Forristall, was subsequently changed, and the 
same work charged to the City by said Simeon Smith 
by direction of A. T. Turner, and was paid by the City 
out of the City funds, and no account has been made 
thereof. ‘The justification set up by the Respondent is 
contained in the evidence of Mr. Turner: That damage 
was done by the change of the grade to Forristall’s Ks- 
tate to the amount of four hundred dollars. But your 
Committee are of opinion that the charge as originally 
made for the work by Simeon Smith was properly made 
to said Forristall, and if damage was done to his Estate 
it should have been accounted and set off in a proper 


manner. 
Upon the investigation of the foregoing charges and 


the development of facts and circumstances thereof, 
your Committee are of opinion that the accounts, and 
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the financial affairs of the department of Internal Health 
were loose and unsatisfactory, and that some method 
-should be devised for a more strict account of the pub- 
lic trust pertaining to that Department. And that 
there were good grounds for bringing the charges in 
the manner in which they appear, for the purpose of 
procuring an investigation of all the allegations therein 
set forth. And as it is the duty of the City Council, as 
provided in Section 29 of the Charter, to publish and 
distribute annually for the information of the citizens a 
particular statement of the receipts and expenditures of 
the public moneys and a particular statement of Citv 
property, it is the duty of every member of the City 
Council upon being informed of any act of omission or 
commission on the part of any Officer or servant, to in- 
vestigate the same ; as every member of the City Gov- 
ernment or Council is responsible to the public for the 
legal and proper discharge of the duties of the Officers 
by them elected.

NEW SCHOOL HOUSE, AT SOUTH BOSTON.

In Common Council, April 20th, 1854. 


The Committee on Public Buildings, to whom was 
referred the subject of a new School House at South 
Boston, would report in favor of an appropriation for 
that purpose, and respectfully beg leave to advance for 
your consideration, a few of the reasons which have 
influenced them in coming to this decision. 

A simple statement of the condition of the Mather | 
School, for whose use the proposed house is to be built, 
is sufficient to convince even the most careful guardian 
of the public moneys, that something should be done, 
and that immediately, to relieve its present unfortunate 
situation, as stated by the School Committee, viz: 

The whole number of pupils in the school is 689 

he *¢ permanent seats is 440 
oe ‘betentporadyiiy ‘oes 120 

Thus it will be seen that there are 249 children who 
are not furnished with such seats as the City ought to 
provide, and such as are necessary for the proper im- 
provement and progress of the scholars, as well as for 
- their health and comfort. 

There are 144 of these children who are obliged to 
sit day after day, upon benches placed against the wall, 
with only such means of instruction in writing, as can 
be furnished by an exchange of seats with other schol- 
ars. Ina small Ward Room, there are 162 children 
with a cylinder stove as the only means of heat, and 
the windows open upon either side, as the only means 
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of ventilation, so that while some are over-heated, oth- 
ers are subject to the cold draughts from the windows. 
Is it surprising that there should be continued sickness 
among those occupying such a room, or that parents 
should feel that something should be done, if not from 
regard to the mental improvement of their children, at 
least for their protection from almost certain sickness. 

With all the disadvantages of want of accommoda- 
tions which are pressing upon this school, it has only 
sixty less pupils than the Boylston School with the 
largest School House in the City, and has more than 
the Hancock or the Quincy, with their liberal and com- 
modious accommodations. | 

Including the two primary Schools which are in this 
building, there are more children in this School House 
than in any other in the City, and yet with one excep- 
tion, that of the Hawes School, it is the smallest build- 
ing occupied as a Grammar School House. But it is 
useless to enlarge further upon the necessity of some- 
thing being done, for this will be admitted by any one 
who has examined into the present unfortunate condi- 
tion of the Mather School. It has been admitted by 
every Committee either of the Grammar Board or the 
Council, who have during the five years that this ne- 
cessity has existed, had this matter under consideration, 
and we believe it is questioned by none. 

There are now three schools in South Boston; the 
Mather for boys and girls, the Bigelow for girls, and - 
the Hawes for boys; there is also a Branch School at 
City Point. 

The rapid growth of this portion of South Boston, 
will before many months, compel the establishment of 
a regular school there, and it is proposed to save the 
City for the present, the expense of a new building, by 
taking the present Hlouse of Reformation which could 
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be vacated by the removal of the inmates to Deer 
island or to the House of Industry Buildings, and ap- 
propriating that to a School House. ‘This being done, 
a sufficient number of those now attending the Hawes 
and Bigelow Schools, living towards City Point, could 
be sent there to make a good sized school, and to dis- 
pense with the Hawes School. This would consolidate 
the present three schools west of Dorchester street, into 
two, provided a new School House could be built, cen- 
trally situated, large enough to accommodate the boys 
now in the Mather, and those who would be left from 
the Hawes. ‘Then the rooms now occupied by Primary 
Schools in the Bigelow School, together with the va- 
cancies made by these who would go to the Point, 
would accommodate the girls now in the Mather 
School, thus making one large school for girls, and one 
for boys. There would then beeleft, two old School 
Houses, which being small, could be cut up for Prima- 
ry Schools, to fill which, we have six in the neighbor- 
hood of the Mather School, and the same number in 
. the neighborhood of the Hawes, three of them being 
those now in the Bigelow School House. 

The rapid growth of the Mather School, has ren- 
dered all past plans for the improvement or alteration of 
the present House valueless, and the only plan which 
could be for a moment entertained as possible or feasible, 
has associated with it so many disadvantages, that your 
committee do not feel it could receive the least counte- 
nance from you, as the expense of such alterations with 
the cost of new Primary School Houses which must be 
provided, would be nearly or quite that of a new House. 
Should the plan of alteration be adopted, no consoli- 
dation of the schools could be effected, because the 
present position of the Mather School is so uncentral 
that the children in the neighborhood of Dorchester 
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street, could not be expected to travel the distance ne- 
cessary to reach that school, and the Hawes School must 
be continued to accommodate these children. Every 
gentleman can thus see that this new House as a meas- 
ure of economy, a saving in the current expenses of at 
least five thousand dollars a year can be made, and 
would recommend the adoption of the followine Order.

The Joint Committee on Institutions at South Boston 
and Deer Island, to whom was referred the subject of 
additional accommodations for Insane Paupers, ask 
leave to 


REPORT: 


That this subject has received from the two past City 
Governments such attention as to lead them in their 
Reports, to express in strong terms the necessity of im- 
mediate action; but unfortunately for the welfare of 
the crowded Institution, these reports have been made 
so late in the municipal year, as to become a part of the 
unfinished business, and necessarily referred to the suc- 
ceeding City Council. The subject reaches your Com- 
mitteee in this form—and after a careful and thorough 
investigation into the condition of the Institution, they. 
would simply allude to the fact, that the area of some 
of the Halls is necessarily used as dining rooms, and 
dormitories suited for one patient occupied by three, 
those proper for eight occupied by fifteen—and_ badly 
ventilated—showing the necessity of immediate action. 

By the report of the Special Committee of the last 
year, we learn that an examination was made of another 
locality apparently satisfactory, but the desire to keep 
under our own supervision an Institution so humane in 
its character, and one which has accomplished so great 
good at so little cost, under the direction of the faithful

Board of Visitors and able Superintendent, that the pro- 
posal to remove at present was withdrawn, and an en- 
largement of the present building by the addition of 
another wing, of capacity to accommodate one hundred 
patients, was substituted. Your Committee concur 
fully in this view of the case and believe that by ex- 
tending the western boundary line of the Hospital 
erounds to “ M” street and building an additional wing 
on the west end of the present building as proposed on 
a plan drawn by G. J. F. Bryant in 1852, would in the 
most satisfactory and economical manner accomplish 
the wish of those who have investigated the subject, 
and, if immediately acted upon, would relieve at once 
the necessity for the many painful refusals of admission, 
to the more than weekly applicants for a refuge for this 
truly unfortunate and dependent class of our fellow 
citizens. 

Your Committee on examination of the plan and 
consultation with those acquainted with the subject, be- 
lieve the same can be completed for the sum of Thirty 
Thousand dollars, and they recommend the passage of 
the following order.

The Sub-Committee of the Joint Standing Commit- 
tee on Public Instruction, to whom was referred so 
much of the Mayor’s address as relates to the establish- 
ing of a High School for Girls, have given the subject 
such consideration as their time would allow, and beg 
leave to submit the following 


eee ORME: 


It appears from the statistics given in the very able 
report of the School Committee for 1853, that there are 
the following public schools in the City of Boston, viz. : 
Lhe Latin School; The English High School; The 
Normal School; The Grammar Schools; and The Pri- 
mary Schools. 

The Latin School, exclusively for boys, is designed 
for those, who wish to pursue a collegiate course of 
study, and numbers about two hundred pupils. 

The English High School, also exclusively for boys, 
and with about the same number of pupils, is designed 
to give to those, who have perfected themselves in the 
Grammar Schools, such an education in moral and in- 
tellectual studies, viz: Philosophy, Logic, Chemistry, 
Mathematics, and the French and Spanish languages, 
as will enable them to take a respectable and command- 
ing position in the commercial, mercantile, and mechan- 
ical world. | 

The Normal School, exclusively for girls, has an 
average attendance of about one ‘hundred and seventy- 
five pupils, and is designed ‘to educate girls, who haye 
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graduated at the Grammar Schools, for assistant Teach- 
ers in those schools. 

The Grammar Schools are twenty in number, and 
have each an average attendance of about five hundred 
pupils, between the ages of eight and sixteen. 

The Primary Schools are in number about’ one hun- 
dred and ninety-six, and have each an average attend- 
ance of about fifty pupils between the ages of four and 
elght. i 

The two last named schools are attended by both 
boys and girls in about equal numbers. 

The amount invested by the City in buildings, for 
the purposes of the schools above mentioned, is about 
$1,500,000; and the annual appropriation for their 
support is about $330,000. | tH 

From the foregoing statement will be'seen, the num- 
ber of schools we now have, their character and pur-’ 
poses, and the amount annually appropriated for their 
support. Your Committee have deemed it proper to. 
make this statement, as they may have occasion to al- 
lude to it hereafter. 

The character and standing of these schools is now 
too well established and universally known, to require’ 
any comment from your Committee. ‘The progress of 
public instruction, from the early settlement of Boston » 
to the present time, has never been surpassed, and is” 
already unparalleled in ‘the annals of either ancient or 
modern history. | 

But, admitting every thing which can be claimed for 
our present system of Public instruction, does not this 
most essential and important department, in view of the 
growth and prosperity of our City, require further con- 
sideration ‘and advancement;—or have we arrived at 
that acme of human excellence, beyond which it is use- 
less to attempt any thing further? 
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While your Committee would not recommend any 
thing, which could, in the slightest degree, curtail the 
fair proportions of what has already been done in the 
way of Public Instruction, they cannot refrain from ex- 
pressing their decided conviction, of the present utility 
and expediency of establishing a High School for girls. 

In accordance with such conviction, your Committee 
would gladly assume the utility of the subject referred 
to them, and at once recommend its being carried into 
effect. ‘They cannot however be insensible to the fact, 
that there are those in the community, who doubt the 
expediency of, if they are not decidedly opposed to, the 
project of the establishment of a High School for girls. 

It therefore becomes necessary to examine the past 
action of the City on this subject, and to consider the 
objections, which have been urged against such an in- 
stitution. 

A Report upon this subject, contained in City Docu- 
ment, No. 89, 1853, was made by J. Thomas Steven- 
son, Esq., in School Committee, in which he says, ‘ The 
subject is not free of embarrassments. The experiment 
has been tried, failed, and was abandoned. A High 
School for girls was established in 1826; and it was 
discontinued in 1828 for reasons, which would now 
operate with increased force.” ‘This Report was made, 
consequent upon a petition to the School Committee, 
signed by a very large number of the citizens of Bos- 
ton, asking for the establishment of a High School for 
gitls ; and the Report proceeds to state, “ The desire on 
the part of the petitioners, that as ample provision 
should be made for the instruction of females at the 
public charge, as has been found to be proper for boys, 
is both reasonable and laudable.” 

What might have been the reasons in 1828, that 
‘“‘ would now operate with increased force” against the 
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establishment of a High School for girls, the Report 
leaves in so much obscurity, that it becomes necessary 
for your Committee to review as briefly as possible the 
action upon this important subject at that time. It 
may however be well to state here, that the Report of 
Mr. Stevenson gives reasons of its own against the es- 
tablishment of the School desired, which will be here- 
after considered. 

It was voted in School Committee May 10th, 1825, 
that a committee be chosen, to consider the expediency 
and practicability of establishing a public school for the 
instruction of girls in the higher departments of science 
and literature, and to report upon the same. In ac- 
cordance with this vote a committee was appointed, who 
considered the subject referred to them and reported ; 
from which Report your Committee would make the 
following extract. ‘In regard to the general expedien- 
cy of placing women, in respect to, education, upon 
ground, if not equal, at least bearing a near and an 
honorable relation to that of men in any community, 
your Committee think that no doubt can, at this day, 
be entertained by those, who consider the weight of 
female influence in society in every stage of moral and 
intellectual advancement ; and especially by those, who 
consider the permanent and abiding influence of mothers 
upon every successive generation of men, during the 
earliest years of their life, and those years, in which so 
much or so little is done towards forming moral char- 
acter, and giving the mind a direction and impulse to- 
wards usefulness and happiness in after life. 

“As to the general expediency, then, of giving wo- 
men such an education as shall make them fit wives for 
well educated men, and enable them to exert a salutary 
influence upon the rising generation, as there can be no 
doubts, your Committee will use no arguments at this 
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board; but will confine themselves to the particular ex- 
pediency of provision for a higher education of our 
daughters at the public expense.” 

The Report then proceeds to lay down, as the first 
proposition in favor of establishing said School, that 
“it would render more efficient, and, consequently, more 
profitable to the City, the provisions, which had already 
been made for public education of girls; inasmuch as, 
among other considerations, the same field would be 
opened in this School, for girls, as had been so success- 
fully opened in the English High School in the year 
1821, for boys in the Grammar Schools. An object 
would be presented of honorable ambition and of lively 
competition to the Misses attending the Grammar 
Schools, as well as to the other sex.” 

After giving other satisfactory reasons for the estab- 
lishment of the School referred to, the Report proceeds 
to state, “your Committee think a school such as is 
proposed, particularly expedient for this City, in regard 
to the experiment that might be made i in it, of the prac- 
ticability and usefulness ‘i monitorial or mutual instruc- 
tion, or at least, of so much of that system, as, on ew- 
periment, would be found to accord with the genius and 
habits of our community.” This last extract contains 
all that can be found in the Report, from which it is 
taken, upon the subject of experiment. Your Commit- 
tee deem it proper to allude to this subject here, on ac- 
count of what has been stated in subsequent reports, 
upon the establishment of a High School for girls in 
1826 as being merely an experiment, which had failed. 

The only ‘eetant which the Committee encounter- 
ed, in recommending a High School for girls in 1826, 
was—that of expense; and your Committee are fully 
satisfied, that, if, at the present day, all the objections, 
which the most subtle ingenuity could suggest, were 
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sifted down to the only real objection, which can exist 
against the project of establishing a High School for 
girls, it would all be found in that one word—expense. 

Regarding the matter of expense, the language of 
the Report upon that subject in 1826 was so reasonable 
and correct, your Committee beg leave to introduce 
therefrom one more extract, inasmuch as they deem it.as 
applicable to that subject to-day, asit was then. “ But, 
in regard to the expense, at which the contemplated 
school is to be instituted and sustained, your Committee 
think the same remark may be made of this, as of all 
our other public schools. When tiberally supported, 
they more than support themselves. They are a source, 
not of honor only, but of pecuniary profit to the City ; 
for, taking into view, as an enlightened policy does take 
into view, the whole period, during which these institu- 
tions exert their influence upon the community, they 
more than indemnify the City for the expense of their 
maintenance, in that the knowledge they diffuse through 
the great mass of the population throws open new and 
wider fields to enterprise, gives higher aims to ingenui- 
ty, and supplies more profitable objects to industry.” 

Consequent upon the Report, from which your Com- 
mittee have made the foregoing extracts, the City Coun- 
cil on the 10th of October, 1825, appropriated the sum 
of $2,000, for the purpose of establishing a High 
School for females, and at a meeting of the School 
Committee January 13th, 1826, it was voted, “that the 
School, instituted for the instruction of the female chil- 
dren of the City in the higher departments of literature 
and science, should be called, The High School for. 
Girls.” 

This was the School referred to by Mr. Stevenson 
in his Report of 1853, in School Committee, which he 
says, “was established in 1826, and discontinued in 
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1828, for reasons which would now operate with in- 
creased force.” Your Committee therefore beg to di- 
rect attention to these reasons, assigned for the discon- 
tinuance of that School; in order to ascertain, whether 
or not they would now operate with increased force 
against the establishment at the present time of a High 
School for girls. 

In the year 1826, during the existence of the High 
School for girls, the City of Boston appropriated, for all 
its annual educational purposes, between fifty and sixty 
thousand dollars; and, apart from the demand which 
would necessarily be made for additional appropriation 
for the maintenance and support of said school, the 
only reasons, which your Committee have been able to 
find, as tending to militate in the least degree against 
the further continuance of said school, and the only 
ones ever relied upon by its opponents, are suggested 
in a letter addressed to the teachers of the Grammar 
Schools, by the Honorable Josiah Quincy, then Mayor 
of Boston, and Ex Officio Chairman of the School 
Committee, which letter was as follows :— 


“ Mayor’s Office, Oct. 16, 1826. 


GENTLEMEN: 

Suggestions having been made, that the effect of the High School 
for girls has beer disadvantageous upon the character and prospects 
of the other schools in the Metropolis. 

1. By diminishing the zeal of the generality of the other females 
in these schools. 

2. By taking away from them their most exemplary scholars. 

3. By disqualifying the masters from a gradual introduction into 
those schools of the Monitorial system, by thus removing from them 
‘the class of females best qualified to become Monitors. 

4. By reducing the other schools from the highest to a secondary 
grade, by early depriving them of those scholars in whom they have 
the greatest pride, and who are of the highest promise. 

I am directed by the School Committee, to inquire, whether, as far 
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as your experience extends, there is any foundation for these sugges- 
tions; and if not, then whether any and what effect has been pro- 
duced, by the establishment of the High School for girls, on the char- 
acter and prospects of your schools.” 


Apart from expense therefore, all other objections 
which can be deduced from the above inquiry are as 
follows :— 

1. ‘That a High School for girls, diminishes the zeal 
of other females in the Grammar Schools. 

2. That it takes away from them the most exem- 
plary scholars. 

3. That it prevents the introduction of the Monito- 
rial system into them, by the removal of females best 
qualified to become Monitors. 

4. That it reduces the Grammar Schools Bain the 
highest to a secondary grade, by depriviug them of 
those scholars, in whom they have the greatest pride, 
and who are of the highest promise. 

Your Committee think, that the reasons above stated 
against said High School for girls are so generally an- 
swered, by the reply of the Teacher of the Hancock 
School, to his Honor the Mayor, that they beg leave to 
insert the same. 


“ Hancock School, Oct. 30th, 1826. 
Dear SIR: : 


In answer to the suggestions made by the gentlemen of the School 
Committee of this City, intimating ‘that the effect of the High School 
for girls has been disadvantageous upon the character and prospects 
of the other schools of this Metropolis, we have the honor to state, 
that, by said establishment, the zeal of the females in our school is 
very ‘greatly increased ; that the High School for girls has precisely 
the same effect upon the females of the Hancock School, as is pro- 
duced in our school upon the boys, by the High School for boys. 

That, as it respects the second particular mentioned in your com. 
munication, though we lose our most exemplary scholars, when they 
are promoted to the High School for girls, we have reasons to be- 
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lieve, that their places will be supplied by others, who may enter from 
time to time from Private Schools, and by those females already 
members, who, by taking the highest seats left vacant by such pro- 
motion, will feel themselves compelled to set a good example to those 
who may be below them. One reason for this opinion is, that promo- 
tion of boys to their High School, has never yet occasioned any such 
injury to the male department, as is referred to, in this particular, in 
relation to the females. 

That we expect always to be able to continue so much of the Mon- 
itorial system as may be found useful, notwithstanding the annual 
removal of those, who, at the time of their promotion, are best quali- 
fied to act as Monitors. Last year’s removal of some of our best 
scholars, has not prevented us from having very excellent teaching 
Monitors the present summer term. The promotion to the High 
School for boys of nine of our best scholars, has not compelled us to 
abandon any part of the Monitorial system, as far as that system has 
been adopted. And, in relation to the females, if there is any differ- 
ence, the teaching Monitors of this season are better than those of 
the last, whom we lost by the promotion of the last year. Beside, 
we consider the best scholars of any class perfectly well qualified to 
instruct those of the same class, who are in any degree inferior in 
acquirements. 

Our school is of course reduced from the highest to a secondary 
grade, by the establishment of the High School for girls; and the 
High School for boys has reduced the male department of our schools 
to the same grade. But our being early deprived of those scholars, 
in whom we have the greatest pride, and who are of the highest 
promise, is a consequence perhaps, not so much of the existence of 
such High School, as that the qualifications for admission to the same 
are, compared with what they may be, quite too low. And, if it is 
the wish of the School Committee to continue to us girls of the high- 
est promise, it is only necessary to raise the qualification and add to 
the present age for admission of the candidates, and it will probably 
elevate the character and cheer the prospects, not only of the High 
Schools, but of those of secondary grade. We are of opinion, that there 
is no. foundation for the suggestions referred to in your Honor’s letter 
of the 16th instant; but that the effect produced on the character and 
prospects of our school, by the establishment of the High School for 
girls, is precisely the same with that produced, by the establishment 
of the High School for boys; that this effect has been great and good, 
and that this is evident, in the greater zeal evinced by the females in 
the pursuit of their studies, in their improved behavior, and in their 
reciting longer lessons and in a prompter manner than ever before.” 
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Whoever will take the trouble to examine the vari- 
ous reports and records since and at the time when the 
High School for girls was established, will perhaps be 
surprised to learn, that, although objections were made © 
against it by some, on account cf the reasons before al- 
luded to, not one single word was ever uttered against 
the school itself. On the contrary, it was eminently suc- 
cessful, and more than met the highest expectation of 
its numerous friends, so long as it had the means of 
_ support. But that sme qua non—that motive power 
—means—so essential in most of the enterprises of life, 
had become exhausted; and, without further appropri- 
ation being made for its sustenance, it must by inevi- 
table necessity cease to exist. In this posture of affairs 
came the contest between the many warm friends and 
the opponents of the further continuance of the High 
School for girls. Even Mr. Quincy, then Mayor of 
Boston, and ex officio member of the School Commit- 
tee, in his “famous Report,’ so called, to that Board, 
while raising every objection his great ingenuity could 
suggest against any further appropriation, was com- 
pelled to admit, “ that the Sub-Committee of the School 
Committee” (of which he was Chairman,) “ were not 
prepared to recommend, that it (the High School,) 
should be abandoned, considering its apparent past suc- 
cess, and the general satisfaction of those who have en- 
joyed wits benefits.” 

No further appropriation was ever made, and the 
High School for girls ceased to exist, for reasons, which, 
Mr. Stevenson says, in his Report before alluded to, 
“would now operate with increased force.” | 

Your Committee must confess themselves at a loss to 
know the nature of those reasons. They certainly 
could have no reference to the Monitorial system, for, 
if there were ever any foundation for the supposition 
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that the High School for girls, at the time of its ex- 
istence, had .a deleterious influence upon that system, 
it could have no force at the present time; as the sys- 
tem has long since been exploded and discontinued, as 
wholly impracticable and worthless. 

It was this system, styled monitorial or mutual in- 
struction, which was introduced into the High School 
for girls as an experiment, which failed; and this was 
the only experiment, and the only failure connected with 
the whole subject. | 

The only real obstacle in the way of a High School 
for girls, at the time of its first establishment, was, as 
has been before observed, the same, as at the present 
time, the expense. 

When the High School for girls was established in 
1826, provision was made for the accommodation 
therein of one hundred and twenty pupils only. Ac- 
cording to the standard of qualification for admission 
then fixed upon, out of two hundred and eighty-six 
girls, who offered themselves for admission to the school, 
one hundred and thirty-five were passed, as qualified 
for such admission. ‘The following year, according to 
the same standard of qualification for admission, the 
number of pupils was greatly increased, and no further 
corresponding accommodation was provided. In this 
dilemma yarious expedients were adopted ; indeed, as it 
would seem, every expedient was adopted but the true 
one; which was, manifestly, to raise the standard of 
qualification for admission. Had this been done ina 
reasonable degree, and had reasonable corresponding 
appropriations been made at the same time, the City of 
Boston, in the judgment of your Committee, would not, 
at the present day, be subjected to the imputation of 
having no High School for girls. 

From Mr. Quincy’s Report, which has been before 
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alluded to, your Committee beg leave to make the fol- 
lowing extracts. “That the qualification should be 
raised, while the course of three years should be con- 
tinued.. This last was the favorite remedy with those 
most desirous for the continuance of the institution on 
this principle of time.” But, to clog the course of this 
remedy, he proceeds to say: “ A single objection seems 
however conclusive on this point. In proportion as 
the qualifications for admission are raised, the school 
becomes exclusive. ‘Though nominally open to all, it 
will be in fact open only to the few, and shut to the 
many. Now, if the objects to be acquired in a school 
of this kind are important to the whole community, 
nothing can be more obvious, than that the advantages 
of a school, provided for out of the funds of the whole 
community, should be received by the whole commu- 
nity.” 

This, for so profound a logician as Mr. Quincy, your 
Committee would submit, is most singular reasoning. 
The standard of qualification for admission from one 
school to that of another of higher grade should not 
be adopted, because it would make such school of 
higher grade ewclusive ; and, being sustained at the 
public charge, such higher school should be open and 
free to all alike. Upon this principle, the English 
High School for boys should be open to all, who may 
present themselves, without regard to qualifications, and 
without reference to the question, whether they can 
read or write at all; because the same is supported at 
the public charge, and should not.be made “ exclusive.” 
Your Committee need hardly justify themselves for not 
adopting this reasoning. 

Some years subsequent to the Report of Mr. Quincy, 
another Report was made on the same subject, by B. A. 
Gould, Esq., in behalf of the standing Committee on 
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Public Instruction of the City Council. Mr. Gould’s 
Report was also adverse to establishing a High School 
for girls, for reasons, in most respects similar, if not in- 
deed identical with those contained in Mr. Quincy’s 
Report. 

Among the most prominent objections in Mr. Gould’s 
Report are the two following, viz: that the institution 
of a higher school or order of schools for girls would 
be, to strike a fatal blow at the prosperity and useful- 
ness of the Grammar Schools, by reducing them to 
schools of a secondary grade; and that the tendency 
of such higher school would be, to remove from the 
Grammar Schools, the brightest and most forward 
scholars, who are not only the life of the same, but 
the pride and ornament of their teachers. 

These objections have been well met and answered in 
the already cited letter from the Teacher of the Han- 
cock School, in reply to the questions submitted by 
Mr. Quincy to him, as one of the teachers of the 
Grammar Schools. 

It is undoubtedly true, that, by establishing an instt- 
tution for the instruction of females in the higher 
branches of literature and science, such institution 
would rank above the Grammar Schools; and thus 
those schools would become nominally schools of a sec- 
ondary grade. But this concerns the name only; for, 
according to the principle on which your Committee 
would recommend the establishment of the institution 
proposed, the grade of the Grammar Schools would not, 
in point of fact, be lowered thereby from what it now 
1S. 

Besides, if the effect of establishing a High School 
for girls would, for the reasons assigned, be so disas- 
trous to the Grammar Schools, why, it would seem just 
to inquire, does not the same reasoning apply to the 
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Grammar Schools, in their effect upon the Primary 
Schools? And, were such reasoning fully carried out, 
why would it not lead to occupying with our Primary 
Schools the same ground now occupied by the Gram- 
mar Schools? On this principle, what need would 
there be for continuing our Grammar Schools at all, as 
they are at present constituted? They are schools of 
a higher order, and therefore necessarily render the 
Primary Schools of a lower or secondary grade; and 
they take away the brightest and most forward of the 
scholars, who are the pride and ornament of the Pri- 
mary School teachers. If such reasoning is to be 
adopted and applied, as it may be, with equal sense and 
propriety to all of our schools, the conclusion would 
be inevitable, that there should be but one class of 
schools established at the public charge; this class to 
begin where the Primary Schools now begin, and end 
where the highest schools now end. , 

Your Committee have never seen any indication, 
that the character of the Primary Schools has suffered, 
in consequence of the existence of the Grammar Schools, 
or, that the Grammar Schools have suffered, from the 
existence of the English High School for boys, more 
than the Latin School has suffered, from the fact, that 
its pupils, when at a proper age and properly qualified, 
leave it, for the purpose of entering Harvard College. 

It is further objected in Mr. Gould’s Report, that, if 
a High School for girls be necessary, we must estab- 
lish not only one, but an indefinite number ; and again, 
that, consequent upon the establishment thereof (said 
High School), it would call from private seminaries 
those girls, whose parents are “un bie and willing to edu- 
cate them there. 

Your Committee are unable to discover any reasons 
for the conclusion, that, if we establish one, we must 
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establish an indefinite number of High Schools for girls ; 
unless it be, that the applicants for admission to the same 
would be so many, that an indefinite number of schools 
would be necessary for their accommodation ; or that, 
were there only one school for all, its location would of 
necessity be such, as to render the attendance of young 
Misses from all parts of the City impracticable, if not 
wholly impossible. 

In regard to the first of these reasons, your Commit- 
tee believe, as has been before observed, that the ques- 
tion, as to how many shall be admitted to the proposed 
High School, can easily be: settled, by the standard of 
qualification fixed upon for admission thereto; and they 
do not deem it necessary to make any further observa- 
tion on this point, excepting to add, that, in their judg- 
ment, difficulties of this character would be but little if 
any more likely to present themselves in case of a High 
School for girls, than in case.of the High School for boys ; 
and, in case of this latter school, no difficulties of the 
kind in question, so far as your Committee are aware, 
have yet made their appearance. 

In regard to the matter of location, your Committee 
consider any objection on that score as of but little 
weight. Considering the circumscribed limits of our 
City, those, who should be deterred from attending the 
school by reason of distance, would thereby discover such 
manifest lack of energy, such want of disposition, on 
their part, to improve the advantages of a school of the 
character proposed, as to render any farther encourage- _ 
ment, by locating the school nearer their SS ae alto- 
gether unadvisable. 

That the establishment. of a High Setiel for girls 
would call from private seminaries those, whose parents 
are able and willing to educate them there, is, in the 


Opinion of your Committee, no reason against such es- 
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tablishment. For, those, who are now able and willing to 
send their daughters to a private school, while they are 
themselves contributing largely towards the support of 
the public Grammar Schools, undoubtedly expect to se- 
cure some additional advantages thereby. If indeed the 
advantages of the Grammar Schools are equal to those 
of the private schools, to which they now send their 
daughters, why, it seems proper to ask, would they be 
more likely to send them to a public High School, than: 
to the public Grammar School. But, supposing the 
Grammar Schools not to afford all the advantages they 
desire, and the contemplated High School for girls to af- 
ford them; what objection can there be to such persons 
availing themselves of the benefits of a public High 
School, when they are so willingly and so freely contrib- 
uting to thé support of all the public schools. 

Two further objections, urged in Mr. Gould’s Report 
against establishing a High School for girls, may be found 
in the following extract. “The increased advantages 
enjoyed by girls in these schools, (meaning the Grammar 
Schools) in being allowed to remain two years longer 
than boys, and to devote this time to the higher depart- 
ments of learning, may be considered a fair offset against 
the Latin School and the High School for boys. Besides 
this, the reasoning for these schools does not apply to 
similar ones for girls. The future destination of boys, as 
to their pursuits and professions, among which may be 
reckoned services to the community in public stations, 
requires a difference in their preparation. And the es- 
sential reason for supporting these schools at the public 
' expense is, that they enable every individual in the com- 
munity, however poor, to have his son educated for the 
particular profession or pursuit in life, for which his tal- 
ents destine him.” 

Your Committee would submit, that, if the increased 
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advantages enjoyed by girls, in being permitted to re- 
main tio years longer than boys in the Grammar Schools, 
are equivalent to a High School for girls, they can see 
no reason, why the same increased advantages should not 
be extended to boys in the same manner, instead of sup- 
porting, as we now do, the High School for boys. 

But, says Mr. Gould, the essential reason for main- 
taining the High School for boys at the public expense 
is, to enable every individual in the community, how- 
ever poor, to have his son educated for the particular 
profession or pursuit in life, for which his talents des- 
tine him. If professions were taught inthe High 
School for boys, there might be some reasons for the 
distinction made; but, as they are not, no reason can 
be seen for the distinction. Your Committee believe it 
to be essenfial, that as ample provisions should be made 
for the general mental culture of females, as for that of 
males; and that every one, however poor, should have 
the same facilities extended to him for the education of 
his daughters, as his sons. To females belong the most 
fearfully responsible duties, that can be assigned to hu- 
man beings—duties connected with the early education 
of their offspring. At a period, when the materials are 
all yielding and impressible, upon them it devolves to 
form and give direction to human character. How im- 
portant then, that every reasonable provision should be , 
made, to render them. competent, and efficient mothers 
and teachers. 

Besides, no pains should be spared, in the culture of 
the female mind and character, and no reasonable pro- 
vision therefor should be withheld, that woman may 
become, within her sphere, what she seems designed of 
Heaven to be, the fit companion of high minded and 
intelligent man. Between man and woman there should. 
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be no disparity in mental and moral culture, whatever 
may be the disparity in age, birth or fortune. — 

Recurring again to Mr. Stevenson’s Report in the 
year 1853, to which allusion has already been made, 
your Committee beg leave to observe, that, after pretty 
diligent search through all the documents within their 
reach, for objections urged in 1828 against a High 
School for girls, they are not aware of having encoun- 
tered any, which would, in the language of Mr. Steven- 
son, “‘ now operate with increased force.” 

The objections urged against such an institution in 
Mr. Stevenson’s Report are mainly identical with those 
urged in the Report of Mr. Quincy, and in the subse- 
quent reports against the project. Indeed Mr. Steven- 
son’s objections, on careful examination, will be found 
to be quite the same with some of those already con- 
sidered in the Report of Mr. Gould; as, for instance, 
that girls are permitted to attend the Grammar Schools 
two years longer than boys, and that they are there per- 
mitted to pursue the study of the higher branches, &c. 
In the language of the Report (reference being had to 
the Grammar Schools) “the present establishments, al- 
though they are called Grammar Schools, offer larger 
opportunities to those, who may improve them, than 
are provided for in the Grammar Schools for boys. 
Pupils are admitted at the same age, and are allowed to 
remain in them two years longer, and they, receive in- 
struction in several branches, which are extended to 
boys only after their admission into the English High 
School.” 

In reference to the same subject, viz: instruction for 
girls, the Report further states, “ Provision is now made 
in twelve schools for instruction in the following 
branches ;—Reading, Spelling, Writing, Arithmetic, 
Geography, First Lessons in History, Map Drawing,

Grammar, Composition, Book Keeping, Morals, Gener- 
al History, the Rudiments of Natural Philosophy in- 
cluding Mechanics, Hydrostatics, Hydraulics, Pneumat- 
ics, Electricity, Optics, Magnetism, and Astronomy, and 
in Physiology, the Philosophy of Natural History, Al- 
gebra and Geometry; the four last named, with the 
single limitation, that they are not to be pursued by 
any pupil, to the neglect of the previously enumerated 
studiés.” 

In reference to the provision already made for the 
education of girls at the public charge, your Committee 
would make one more, as a concluding extract from 
Mr. Stevenson’s Report. “If it should appear not to 
be ample, and that the means of a more complete edu- 
cation ought to be put within the reach of the female 
pupils, who now compose our public schools, still the 
inquiry suggests itself as to the best mode of supplying 
these measures. 

And, believing that it is a fit subject for further in- 
quiry, whether more provision than is now. accorded 
ought not to be made for the education of girls in the 
existing schools, they ask that the petition, with which 
they have been charged, may be referred to the next 
School Committee.” 

It would seem therefore from the foregoing extract, 
if your Committee have formed any just appreciation 
of its spirit and intent, that additional provision for the 
instruction of females at the public charge is called for. 
Your Committee will then assume this corollary; and 
the question now arises, how shall this additional pro- 
vision be made ? 

The plan suggested by Mr. Stevenson would be, to 
provide studies additional to those already provided in 
the Grammar Schools, ‘This is no new plan; it is the 
same recommended by Mr. Quincy in his Report of 
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1828. But,in the opinion of your Committee, such 
plan is open to serious objections. Young Misses are 
now permitted to attend the Grammar Schools, from 
the ages of eight to sixteen, and to pursue a certain 
course of studies already prescribed, with the single lim- 
ttation, as Mr. Stevenson states, that some of the higher 
branches are not to be pursued, to the neglect of other 
minor branches. Now, while your Committee agree 
with the sentiment expressed, as to the utility of a more 
extended course of study than that already prescribed. 
for females, they would not have the advantages, at- 
tendant upon such extended course, depend on, among 
other contingencies, the qualifications of the pupils be- 
tween the ages of eight and sixteen, the only period, 
within which they can now attend the Grammar Schools. 
The accomplishment of any and every thing requires 
its proportionate amount of time; and, if additional 
branches are necessary beyond the regular course now 
prescribed, it is quite as irrational, in. the judgment of 
your Committee, to suppose, that they can be adequate- 
ly and properly attended to within the limits of time 
now fixed, as it would be, to suppose the course of 
study, prescribed for a collegiate term of four years, 
could be accomplished in two. 

To obviate all difficulties therefore in the way of a 
more extended course of study being prescribed for fe- 
males, it seems to your Committee necessary, to adopt 
one of two expedients ; either, to lengthen, to a reasona- 
ble extent, beyond what it now is, the period of attend- 
ance prescribed for girls in the Grammar Schools; or to 
establish, with such restrictions and limitations as may 
be deemed proper, a separate and distinct school for them, 
to be denominated a High School for Girls; in which 
young Misses, who have graduated at the Grammar 
Schools, may pursue such a course of study, as shall be 
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deemed a natural and proper continuation of the studies 
now pursued in such Grammar Schools. 

Of these two expedients, your Committee are clearly 
of opinion, that the latter should be adopted. Tor, while, 
as has been before remarked, the present character and 
standing of the Grammar Schools would thus in no wise 
be affected, the important stimulus to the scholar of the 
change from a lower toa higher school would be secured, 
the character of the instruction in both classes of schools 
would be rendered more homogeneous and complete, the — 
attention of its teachers could be concentrated on the 
more advanced stages and higher objects of instruction 
belonging to the higher school, and indeed such higher 
school would thereby possess all the obvious advantages 
of a distinctive character of its own. . 

While your Committee thus recommend the establish- 
ment of another Public Institution, in addition to those 
already established, they are not unmindful of the addi- 
tional expense such a project contemplates. The expense, 
as has been stated, is the only real objection to establish- 
ing the institution proposed. But this objection, consid- 
ering the abundant means and general prosperity, which 
it has pleased Heaven to bestow upon the inhabitants of 
Boston, your Committee cannot believe, will for a moment 
stand in the way of this crowning act of the hitherto 
munificent provisions for public instruction. In 1828 the 
number of pupils attending our public schools was a little 
above six thousand. ‘There are now nearly twenty-three 
thousand. In 1828, as has been stated, the annual ex- 
pense for the support of schools was less than $60,000 ; 
it is now more than $330,000. Are the citizens of Bos- 
ton any poorer, for this great. increase of expenditure for 
educational purposes? Compare the present aggregate 
wealth of this City, in proportion to her population, with 
that of any other city in Christendom; and, when the 
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vast superiority of Boston in this respect has been, as ‘it. 
must certainly be, undeniably established, let us remem- 
ber, what indeed is generally conceded, not only by her 
own honest and intelligent citizens, but by the honest and 
intelligent stranger also, what indeed, your Committee 
submit, not an individual, whose opinion on the subject is: 
of any weight, ventures to deny, that the system of Pub- 
lic Instruction hitherto pursued in Boston, with ‘all the: 
increased and increasing expenditures therefor, forms an. 
essential and enduring portion of the basis of her pros- 
perity. | 7 

Believing then, as do your Committee, that the pros- 
perity of Boston is owing, in a large degree, to the past 
and present liberality of her citizens in the cause of edu- 
cation, they confidently trust, that the yecommendations 
in the above Report may be adopted; and that the pres- 
ent system of Public Instruction in this City may be ren- 
dered symmetrical and complete in all its proportions, by 
the establishment of a High School for Girls. 

Your Committee therefore recommend the passage of 
the appended Resolve.

REPORT. 


The expediency of providing a good course of High 
School instruction for Girls in Boston, has for several 
years past been so generally conceded, that it is not at 
present worth while to spend any time in assigning 
reasons in favor of the measure. | 

Taking it for granted that the citizens are in favor 
of having ample provisions made for giving an exten- 
sive and thorough course of High School instruction to 
all the Girls in the City, who are qualified to enter 
upon the study of the higher branches of Education, 
we proceed to consider the main question in this in- 
quiry, viz: How, or on what plan, can this object be 
accomplished in the best manner ? 

That plan must be the wisest and the best which 
will render the most efficient aid in promoting a sound 
physical health among the pupils,—in giving to them a 
thorough intellectual discipline, well adapted to their 
age and sex,—in cultivating agreeable and lady-like 
manners, and in forming that high and pure moral 
character, which always constitutes the chief ornament 
and attraction of a well educated woman. 

The subject of providing High School instruction 
for Girls in this City has often been discussed, and 
always found to be surrounded with some embarrass- 
ments. It has received more or less attention from 
almost every successive School Committee and City 
Government for the last twenty years. ‘The gentlemen 
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who have represented the people during this long pe- 
riod have delayed, year after year, making provision for 
High School instruction for Girls either because they 
undervalued the importance of a high standard of fe- 


male education in the community, or because they en- 


tertained such short-sighted notions of economy as to 
allow the necessary expense of such instruction to have 
an undue influence on their decisions. 

In all the Reports of the School Committee on this 
subject for several years past, the main question dis- 
cussed has not been, whether good High School in- 
struction ought to be furnished for Girls; but how or 
on what plan it could be furnished in such a way as to 
give to the Girls living in the different parts of the 
City, equal, or something like equal advantages for 
education. 

Two very different plans have been proposed for fur- 
nishing High School instruction for Girls. 

One is, to have a large central school in a suitable 
building, capable of accommodating all the Girls in the 
City who may be in all respects qualified to enter such 
a school. 

The other plan proposes to have four High Schools 
established,—one at South End, one at North or West 
End, one at South Boston, and one at East Boston. 
On both plans the range of studies is to be the same, 
and the qualifications of the Teachers of the highest 
order. As gentlemen, who are equally interested in the 
general measure, do not fully agree as to the. best mode 
of accomplishing the object, it may be well to look at 
these two general plans in detail, for the purpose of 
seeing their comparative advantages. 

The existence of a central High School for Boys, has 
very naturally suggested a similar school for Girls, but 
strong objections have always been made, against this 
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plan, urging that although boys, of a suitable age to at- 
tend the High School, can walk a mile, or even two 
miles, in almost any weather, without much inconve- 
nience, or exposure of health, girls cannot walk such 
distances to school without suffering great inconveni- 
ence in stormy weather, and also exposing themselves 
to such varieties of wet and cold, heat and storm, as 
must be injurious to the health of many who attend 
school, and at ‘the same time deter many others from 
attempting to go to the High School at all, on account 
of this necessary exposure in going long distances. 

To say that girls can ride in the omnibuses in bad 
weather does not remove this objection in the smallest 
degree; for it is well known that the coaches are so 
crowded in bad weather that those who depend upon 
this mode of conveyance are often obliged to walk in 
the very worst weather, and even if they were not, the 
very class, whom we most wish’ to benefit, by such an 
establishment as a High School, are those who would 
be making a great sacrifice to keep their daughters at 
school, and who consequently could not support the 
additional expense of some thirty to forty dollars a year 
for the conveyance of their daughters to and from such 
a school. 

But without stating other objections to this plan, let 
us view it in its practical details. 

A building suitable for such a school, must be situ- 
ated in some central position in the City, and should 
be large enough to accommodate at least four hundred 
pupils. The building for the Latin and English High 
Schools, which has accommodations for only about four 
hundred scholars, cost over $80,000, when land, build- 
ing materials and labor, were much cheaper than at 
present. It would be unreasonable to suppose that an 
estate fit for a Central High School for Girls, can now 
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be purchased and a suitable building erected on it, all 
furnished ready for use, for less than $120,000. 

The salaries of the corps of teachers necessary for 
such a school, must be nearly as follows :— 


Master, - - - - - - $2,400 
Sub-master, - - : - - 1,800 
Four First Class Female T eachers, a $600, 2,400 
Six Additional Female Teachers, a $500, 3,000 
Music, Drawing, &c., (say) - - 1,400 
To this add the cost of fuel, care of 
building, and the ordinary repairs on such 


an estate, = - - - - - - 2,000 
and we have the current expenses of such — 
aschool, about -  - - - - $13,000 per 


annum, besides the investment in the establishment. 


The other plan may be carried into effect in the fol- 
lowing manner. Let one school be located as already 
suggested, in the northern part of the City, one at the 
southern, one in South Boston, and one in East Boston. 
To explain this plan, we will present the details of one 
school, and then suggest such modifications as may be 
needed for the others. 

We will take, for example, the school for South Bos- 
ton. Here there is in the Bigelow School House, a 
large Hall, eighty feet by sixty, which is about twice 
as lapse as can be used to advantage by the Grammar 
School. ‘To show that this statement is entirely relia- 
ble, it is only necessary to mention that the Master of 
the Quincy School, where the Hall is also 80 feet by 
60, has petitioned the School Committee to have his 
Hall divided, saying that a little more than half of the 
present Hall will meet all the wants of that large 
school. He wishes to have a partition made in such a 
place as to leave a Hall capable of seating about five 
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hundred pupils in a comfortable manner; and to have 
the remainder divided into two good-sized rooms for 
' separate classes. 

_ It is proposed to divide the Hall in the Bigelow 
School House in the manner above described, thus 
leaving a Hall large enough to seat five hundred per- 
sons comfortably, and have the remainder divided into 
two good rooms for a High School for Girls. These 
rooms, situated in the central part of South Boston, 
would afford ample accommodation for a Girls’ High 
School in that section of the City for many years. 

The course of studies in any High School for Girls 
in this City should begin where the present course in 
the Grammar Schools ends; so that those who com- 
plete the first course, can enter immediately upon the 
next higher if they please, and continue two years 
longer. ‘This arrangement will allow the Girls one 
year more than the Boys now have, who go through the 
regular course in the English High School. 

As these schools are not to be in any way connected 
with the Grammar Schools, but, in all respects, well 
“organized High Schools, it is proposed to place at the 
head of each, as Principal, an accomplished lady, whose 
education, manners, tastes, and habits would be suita- 
ble models for young ladies. Another lady, of scarcely 
inferior qualifications, should be assdciated with the 
Principal, and additional teachers of equally high at- 
tainments should be employed whenever necessary, and 
thus the girls, while growing into womanhood, would be 
under the daily influence of highly cultivated ladies— 
the only way in which the best and truly womanly 
qualities of their character can be most happily devel- 
oped. It is true, male teachers may instruct young 
ladies, and discipline their intellects, but they cannot 
bring out that natural beauty and loveliness of charac- 
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ter, those excellencies which so eminently fit them for 
the social position of the sex, any better than ladies 
can direct the minds of young men, in cultivating their 
intellects, in forming those manly habits and _ tastes, 
which will enable them to sustain successfully the tri- 
als, and perform the duties, that may fall to the lot of 
men. mic 

The cost of altering the Bigelow School House in 
the manner here proposed, would not probably exceed 
$1,000, including all the necessary furniture for a 
school of seventy-five young ladies. This arrangement 
would afford ample accommodation for all the girls in 
South Boston who would be likely to attend any High 
School for several years. 

The general expenses of such a school would be 
nearly as follows, two teachers only being requisite for 
from sixty to seventy-five pupils. 


Salary of Principal, - - - - $500 
“ of First Assistant, - - - 600 
Music and Drawing, (say) - . - 300 

Extra cost for fuel, care of House, &c., 
cannot be much, (say) - - ” 100 
$1,800 


The above is a liberal estimate of the necessary 
current expenses of a Girls’ High School for South 
Boston. 

A similar school can be established in East Boston 
for the same current expenses. And the cost of pro- 
viding suitable rooms in that part of the City, for such 
a school, need not be any greater. ‘The Lyman School 
House is centrally located between the northern and 
southern parts of the Island, | 
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This house is at present divided in such an inconve- 
nient manner that but little more than half the space 
within its walls can be used to advantage. The house 
should be altered for the sake of giving the Grammar 
School such conveniences as are really needed for its 
prosperity ; and when this alteration is made, it would 
not add more than $1,000 to the expense, to make pro- 
vision for a Girls’ High School in that building, in the 
same way as already explained in regard to the Bigelow 
School House. ‘his arrangement would afford abun- 
dant accommodations for such a school for many years. 

The Hancock School House, at the North End, has 
a large Hall, a little more than 80 feet by 60, and can 
be put in order for a Girls’ High School, in the same 
way, and at the same expense as that in the Bigelow 
School House. C 

At the South End, the case is very similar to that at 
East Boston, already referred to. The Franklin School 
House is divided into rooms of various sizes, adapted 
to the old plan of having two head masters, placed over 
one school, but is very inconvenient on the present 
plan of having one head master to each school. When 
this School house is altered in such a way as to make 
it as convenient for use as those houses are, which have 
been erected within the last ten years, rooms for a 
High School can be provided in the same manner as in 
the other buildings already mentioned. 


We have thus pointed out where the four Schools 
should be located, and how the necessary rooms can be 
obtained. On the supposition that the Lyman and the 
Franklin School Houses will be altered at any rate, for 
the benefit of the Grammar Schools, the extra cost of * 
providing rooms for a Girls’ High School in each of 


these buildings, cannot exceed $1,000 to a House, as 
Q 
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there is nothing to do, but to put up the partitions in 
the Hall. 

In presenting a general summary of the outlay in 
providing rooms for the four Schools, we estimate the 
extra expense in addition to what the Grammar Schools 
now need, at a sum not exceeding $5,000. 

The current expenses of the Schools in South, and 
East Boston, cannot exceed $2,000 each per annum. 
The School at the North End, and that at the South 
End also, will be larger than the others, and must have 
at least two more teachers a-piece, thus making their 
current expenses about $3,000 per annum. ‘The aggre- 
gate expense of these schools would be about $10,000 
-per annum,—some $3,000 cheaper per annum than the 
other plan, and it is confidently believed to be much 
better adapted to the improvement of the girls, to whom 
the instruction is to be given. 


In conclusion, your Committee would recommend 
the passage of the following Resolves.

REPORT, 


To the Honorable the Mayor, Aldermen and Common 
Council of the City of Boston. 


The Directors of the Houses of Industry and Refor- 
mation, herewith respectfully present their Report of the 
Expenditures and Receipts, and of the number, condition, 
and employment of the Inmates, for the year ending 31st 
March, 1854. 

Referring to the accompanying Tables for more specific 
details, it will appear that the whole Expenditure at South 
Boston (including that for the House of Reformation)

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The Treasurer has in addition, received from the Com- 
monwealth, on account of the support of State paupers, 
$16,626 72, which, deducted from the foregoing amount, 
shows the actual net cost to the City, of all the Institu- 
tions under our charge, to have been $73,624 44. There 
is beside, a claim of $1,413 29 against the State for Ship 
Fever patients; which, though as yet unsettled, we have 
been given to understand will be allowed, with some 
shght abatement. , 

If the amount of $90,251 26 be divided by the aver- 
age number of Inmates, which (including the 77 Refor- 
mation boys) is 1,393, it will appear that $64 79 has 
been the annual expense of each, or $1 24% per week; 
tending to show, that although the Expenditures have 
exceeded the Estimates of this Board at the commence- 
ment of the year, from causes beyond their control, and 
yet readily appreciated, that the closest economy has 
been aimed at, consistent with a due regard to the comfort 
of those committed to our charge; and it may be further 
remarked in this connexion, that the amount includes not 
only the subsistence of the pauper inmates, but covers 
all expenses incident to the Establishments ; among which 
will be found many items for improvements of a perma- 
nent character, and indispensable repairs, not embraced 
in the Estimates. 

This statement is made, with a view to remove miSap- 
prehensions which to some extent have prevailed, that 
expenditure on too lavish a scale was allowed in this De- 
partment, which it is believed a better knowledge of the 
facts will remove. ‘The subject may assume perhaps, a 
yet more acceptable shape, when it is considered, that the 
actual cost (to the City) of supporting these humble de- 
pendents, is in fact reduced by the State allowance, to a 
sum which gives as the charge per capita $52 85, 
per annum, or a fraction over one dollar a week. The 
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Council have recently had the opportunity of personal 
observation of the degree of comfort which for this small 
outlay has been secured to the objects for whom it is in- 
tended ; and while we are satisfied, that more cannot be 
afforded, with the means at our disposal, this Board will 
not believe that any thing less would be sanctioned by 
the most strenuous advocates of economy. 

It will be observed by the tabular statement, that the 
account of the number of Inmates at South Boston is 
made up to 2d November, 1853, soon after which, the 
transfer to Deer Island, directed by the City Government, 
was commenced and continued till its completion early 
in December; leaving on the 31st March, only the Refor- 
mation and’ Boylston School boys, and the few assistants 
needed for the domestic service of the establishment ; 
this.will in part explain the increased expense at Deer 
Island, and the relative diminution of that at South Bos- 
ton. 

It became necessary in consequence of this change, to 
make arrangements for performing the work which had 
before been done at the old House; and this was effected 
by converting the old workshop of the Boylston boys 
into a washing and ironing room; and removing the old 
barn, (now become useless) and fitting it for a workshop, 
where the boys are now profitably employed, (their labor 
yielding an income of a thousand dollars) and acquiring 
habits of vastly greater value, in their moral aspect and 
influence. 

In reference to this branch of the Institution, we can- 
not suppress the earnest hope, that in the contemplated 
changes growing out of the action of the Commonwealth 
on this subject, this school may be continued under the 
fostering wing of the City Government; and its pupils 
not suffered to be dispersed to the four winds; the 
grounds and the reasons for this hope were so forcibly 
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presented by .our late respected Chairman, in the last 
year’s Report, that we need only refer to it to enlist the 
sympathy and favorable consideration of the Council. 

It may be remembered that this school is, to a consid- 
erable extent, self-supporting, the Teachers being paid 
from a fund given for that object, while the productive 
labor of the boys, is an item worthy of estimation. 

The tables furnished by Mr. Lincoln will exhibit the 
number and condition of the Boys in the House of Re- 
formation: a more extended report, or remarks at this 
time, are deemed unnecessary, as the semi-annual report 
required by the Inspectors of Prisons, will supply all 
needed information; it is proper to state, and certainly 
it must, be satisfactory to know, that the number at pres- 
ent remaining is much below that of the last year’s 
report; and that the average of the year is notably less. 

Religious service is regularly observed at the House of 
Reformation, conducted by the Chaplain, Rev. Mr. Lovell, 
at which the boys of both wings, are assembled in the 
common chapel, and we have reason to believe that good 
impressions are made on the minds and hearts of all. 

The Sunday school is continued by the faithful corps 
who have labored so long and so cheerfully in this mission 
of charity, and who deserve the acknowledgment of the 
Directors, while they have the warm gratitude of the ob- 
jects of their benevolent regard. 

At Deer Island religious service is held on alternate 
Sundays by our Chaplain, (Mr. Lovell,) the intervening 
Sabbaths being assigned to the Catholic service, for those 
of that faith who may desire to attend, perfect liberty 
being allowed on this point to the inmates ; visitations by 
our chaplain during the week for private conference with 
such as may desire it, are also regularly made; and the 
same service is rendered occasionally by the Catholic 
priest. 
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- The Schools at Deer Island are in a flourishing condi- 

tion, consisting of some 140 boys, and 70 girls, of ages 
varying from Primary School children up to the age of 
14 or 15 years; both branches being under competent 
teachers. 

Several tables are submitted herewith, not heretofore 
usually presented, which may, it is believed, be interest- 
ing ; one showing the result of labor performed at Deer 
Island, an item not presentable in figures, but proving 
that the residents there are not a community of idlers ; 
the same table exhibits the stock of animals on hand; 
also an estimate of the value of stock in the store, &c., 
amounting to $2,956 95; another states the number of 
cases treated in the Hospital, showing that it may be re- 
garded as much a General Hospital or Infirmary, as an 
Alms House; this table shows a result highly creditable 
to the professional skill of the medical officers as well as 
to the sanitary regulations of the Establishment. The 
past year has been marked by the prevalence of several 
classes of disease especially afflictive to the children. 
Ophthalmia, the scourge of all similar institutions, has 
given us a severe trial, but is yielding to the judicious 
treatment and unremitted attentions of the physicians 
and nurses. The number of cases of genuine Ophthalmia 
has not exceeded about 60 to 65; the number stated in 
the Table (244) includes all diseases of the eyes. It has 
been thought well to accompany this Report with a copy 
of the ordinary bill of fare of the inmates of the House 
at Deer Island, for the information of some who may take 
interest in the question. 

The number of patients landed from shipboard this 
year has been remarkably few, attributable to the im-- 
proved condition of the passenger vessels, and the great- 
er care bestowed on their comfort on the passage, 

In closing their Report, the Directors would not omit 
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to acknowledge the efficiency of the several officers hay- 
ing more immediate supervision of the different Houses, 
to whose judicious exercise of the powers and duties. as- 
signed them is to be attributed the satisfactory condition 
of the Institutions,

ively, may, by vote of the major part thereof, determine 
as to so much of said track as is located within the.

in conformity with such vote or order of said Mayor 
and Aldermen ; provided that such taking up and re- 
moval shall be at the expense of said Railroad Com- 
pany.

Sec. 4. Either of the cities of Boston and Cam- 
bridge, if it so elect, may purchase on the same terms 
and conditions as are mentioned in the seventh section 
of the Act to which this is in addition, that part of the 
corporate property of this Company which relates or 
lies within its own limits, paying therefor a proportional 
sum, to be ascertained by commissioners to be ap- 
pointed by the Supreme Judicial Court. 

Sec. 5. This Act shall be void and of no effect, 
unless the same shall be accepted by the City Council 
of the cities of Boston and Cambridge respectively, 
within one year from the date hereof. 

Sec. 6. This Act shall take effect from and after its 
passage.

The majority of the Joint Standing Committee on 
Claims, to whom was referred the claim of Benson 
Leavitt, for services rendered as Chairman of the Board 
of Aldermen in the year 1845, together with the draft of 
an order respecting the same, respectfully report, that 
they have carefully considered the subject, and have ex- 
amined the records of the City relating thereto, and are 
decidedly of the opinion that Mr. Leavitt is not entitled 
to compensation for the services in question. 

It appears that Thomas A. Davis received his salary as 
Mayor, in the year 1845, from February 27,-to October 
1. Before Mr. Davis was chosen and qualified, there 
being no Mayor, William Parker served as Chairman of 
the Board of Aldermen, and received pay therefor, from 
January 6, to February 27. Mr. Davis, before the ex- 
piration of his term of office, became unable to perform 
the duties, by reason of sickness, and Mr. Leavitt acted 
as Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, from October 1 
to December 11. Afterwards, Josiah Quincy, Jr., having 
been chosen Mayor, entered upon the duties of the office 
and received pay as Mayor, from December 11 to the end 
of the year. 

The reason, why we think Mr. Leavitt is not entitled 
to compensation, 18 this. It was the wish of a majority 
of the City Government, as expressed by their votes, 
and undoubtedly the wish of a majority of the citizens of 
Boston, upon the disability of the Mayor, Mr. Davis, that 
a new Mayor should be chosen in the manner provided 
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by the City Charter, by a Convention of the two branches 
of the City Council, and such was evidently the only 
proper course to be pursued. It was the opposition of 
Mr. Leavitt alone, together with his vote, which pre= - 
vented any such choice of Mayor, and thereby kept him- 
self in office as Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. If 
he had voted in favor of going into convention for the 
choice of Mayor, or if he had not voted at all upon that 
question, the measure would have prevailed, and a choice 
would undoubtedly have been effected. 

This appears clearly from an examination of the Rec- 
ords. A vote declaring that there was a vacancy in the 
office of Mayor, by- reason of the inability of Mr. Davis 
to discharge the duties, and that it was expedient that a 
convention be held for the choice of a Mayor pro tem- 
pore, and fixing the 16th of Ootober for that purpose, 
was passed in the Common Council, and came up for con- 
currence in the Board of Aldermen, on the 18th of Oc- 
tober. There were eight members of the Board. ‘The 
yeas and nays were required upon the question of con- 
currence. The yeas were Aldermen Pope, Hathaway, 
Reed and Savave, 4. The nays were Aldermen Leavitt, 
Shipley, Perkins and Ayer, 4. So the Resolve was not 
concurred in; and on three subsequent times that the 
game question came up, Mr. Leavitt’s vote was’ con- 
stantly given in the negative. 

In consequence of this non-concurrence, no choice of 
Mayor could be had under the Charter; the City re- 
mained without any Mayor capable of performing the 
duties of the office, until after the death of Mr. Davis, 
and Mr. Leavitt remained the Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen. It is for his services as such, that a claim is 
now made on his behalf for compensation. The Commit- 
tee think that such a claim cannot be supported with a 
very good grace, when the City did not wish for his ser- 
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vices; when a majority of the City Governmeut was 
doing all in its power to render his services unneces- 
sary, by proceeding to the choice of a Mayor~ pro tem- 
pore; and when, had it not been for his own vote, pre- 
venting the choice of a Mayor, the City would have had 
a chief executive magistrate, legally chosen, to perform 
the duties of the office. 

The Committee cannot see the propriety ina City of: 
ficer, a member of the Board of Aldermen, chosen as 
Chairman to fill a temporary vacancy, of voting himself, 
to continue that vacancy, and keep himself in office, in 
opposition to the wishes of the City Government and of 
_ the citizens, and in contravention of the true intent of. 

the City Charter, and then claiming: compensation for so 
doing. Nor can they see how the present City Council 
can with propriety, sanction such a course, by paying a 
claim which is presented upon such a state of facts. 

The Committee are supported in these views by the 
action of the City Government immediately succeeding 
that of 1845. In 1846, an order to pay Mr. Leavitt for 
his services as Chairman in 1845, was referred to a Joint 
Committee, who, after a consideration of the subject, re- 
ported that the order ought not to pass, and the report. 
was accepted. tigi 

The Committee would therefore respectfully report, 
that in their opinion, Mr. Leavitt is not entitled to com- 
pensation for his services as Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen in 1845,

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MINORITY REPORT. 


The undersigned, a minority of the Joint Standing 
Committee on Claims, to whom were referred the claim 
of Benson Leavitt for services rendered as Chairman of 
the Board of Aldermen, in the year 1845, and the draft 
of an order respecting the same, respectfully report: 

That it appears by the City Records, that Benson 
Leavitt served as Chairman of the Board of Aldermen 
in the year 1845, from October 1, to December 11 inclu- 
sive, performing the duties of Mayor. It also appears 
that during that time no salary as Mayor was paid to any 
one; that the salary of Mayor Davis was paid up to Oc- 
~ tober 1; and that Josiah Quincy, Jr., having been elected 
Mayor, served from December 11 to the end of the year. 
It also appears that William Parker, who also acted as 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, from January 6, to 
February 27, of the same year, received the sum of 
$3 75in therefor, by virtue of an order passed March 10, 
1845. The undersigned think that Mr. Leavitt should 
also be paid in the same proportion, during the time he 
performed the duties of Mayor, and while no other officer 
was receiving compensation therefor. Mr. Leavitt also 
served as Chairman of the Board previous to October Ist; 
but as Mr. Davis was paid for that space of time, we 
think that Mr. Leavitt cannot claim for anything more 
than the two months and eleven days above mentioned, 
as per Auditor’s statement annexed. 

The undersigned therefore respectfully submits the ac- 
companying order.

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OPINION, 


Court Street, May 3d, 1854. 


Sir,—By a vote of the Common Council, of April 
27, 1854, the City Solicitor was directed to furnish the 
Common Council, on or before Thursday next, with 
his written legal opinion on the following questions: 


“ First,—whether or not, one branch of the City 
Council, can, directly or indirectly, annul or abolish 
any Act of the Legislature of Massachusetts, after such 
Act has been accepted by the City Council ?” 


*“ Second,—whether or not the union of the Police 
and Watch departments, by vote of one branch of the 
City Council, is not an assumption of power granted 
only to the City Council? And whether such union 
would not be without legal authority?” 


“ Third,—whether or not, if the committee on Po- 
lice and Watch, to be appointed under the act of the 
Board of Aldermen, should exceed the amount of ap- 
propriation for those departments, would not the mem- 
bers of such committee be personally liable for such 
excess of appropriations ? ” 


To the first question, as broadly stated in its terms, 
the answer is obvious. An Act of the Legislature is an 
expression of the will of the sovereign power of the 
State, and cannot, after acceptance by the City Coun- 
cil be annulled or abolished by one branch of the City 
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government, or by both branches, or. by any body, or 
association of men whatever, within the legitimate 
sphere of its influence. 


In answer to the second question I have to state, 
that by an Act of the Legislature of the Commonwealth 
1838, chap. 123, the Mayor and Aldermen are author- 
ized to appoint such police officers for the City, as they 
may judge expedient, with all the powers of constables, 
except that of serving processes. 

By an act of the Legislature of 1801, chap. 26, the 
Selectmen of the Town of Boston, whose powers are 
transferred to the Mayor and Aldermen, are authorized 
to appoint as many watchmen as they may deem expe- 
dient, and also to appoint a head constable, to superin- 
tend the said watch, and a constable for each divi- 
sion. 

Under the above statutes, the Mayor and Aldermen 
have the exclusive power of appointing the watch and 
the police; and the whole care, control, and responsi- 
bility of managing each of the departments, seems also 
to be devolved upon that branch of the City govern- 
ment. 3 | 

By the thirteenth section of the City Charter, the 
administration of police, and the executive powers of 
the Corporation, generally, are vested in the Mayor and 
Aldermen. 

By an Act of the Legislature of 1853, approved May 
21st, and accepted by the City Council June 2d, of the 
same year, the City Council of the City of Boston, were 
authorized and empowered to unite, by ordinance, the 
watch and police department of the said City, into one 
department, and to organize the same, and from time to 
time to establish regulations therefor, not repugnant to 
the laws of the Commonwealth. 
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Under this Act no ordinance has been passed by the 
City Council. 

Iam of the opinion, that until an ordinance shall 
have been passed by the City Council, by virtue of the 
said Act, the Mayor and Aldermen have all the pow- 
ers, in regard to the police and watch, which they 
previously had, by virtue of the statutes of the Com- 
monwealth. 

The question then is, whether the Mayor and Al- 
dermen, under the powers they had before the passing 
of the above act, and now hold, have the power to 
effect a union of the Watch and Police Departments. 

This question is not without difficulty. ‘The line of 
division between the powers of the Mayor and Alder- 
men, and the powers of the City Council is not very 
distinctly drawn; and it is doubtless true that in some 
instances, powers have been exercised: by the City Coun- 
cil, which might lawfully have been exercised by the 
Mayor and Aldermen alone. But no argument against 
the existence of a legal right can be drawn from the 
fact, that on this or that particular occasion it has not 
been put in force. It may also be assumed, that the 
Mayor and Aldermen of last year had doubts as to 
their power to effect a legal union of the watch and 
police, for otherwise, the -Act of 1853, which I have 
before cited, would seem to have been superfluous and 
uncalled for. 3 

The Mayor and Aldermen have the power to appoint 
the watchmen and the policemen; and this power, it 
seems to me, carries with it the further power to make 
such rules and regulations as may be necessary to give 
entire efficacy to such appointment. But when I am 
asked, whether they have the power to make “a union” 
of the two departments I am somewhat embarrassed by 
the latitude of definition which may be given to the 
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word, union. I do not think that the Mayor and 
Aldermen have the power so to blend the two depart- 
ments as to destroy the identity of each. The intent of 
the Legislature evidently was that there should be one 
body of men called policemen, to protect the rights and 
property of the citizens by day, and another body called 
watchmen, to perform the same functions by night; 
and this distinction leads, naturally, to some difference 
in the rules and regulations by which the two bodies 
are respectively governed. But so long as the identity 
of the two bodies is preserved, I think the Mayor and 
Aldermen would have the power to put both depart- 
ments under the supervision and control of a single 
chief. | | 

I do not know that I can answer the second question 
with any more precision than I have here done. I 
have stated, what seems to me the general powers of 
the Mayor and Aldermen in relation to this subject. 
But when I am asked whether an act of that Board be 
not “a usurpation of powers granted only to the City 
Council,’—a requisition calling for the exercise of a 
high and delicate function on the part of the City 
Solicitor, and claiming a judgment not to be lightly or 
unadvisedly ventured,—I must have the very order 
under which the Mayor and Aldermen have acted, 
before me. 


° 


As to the third question, it is a familiar principle 
of law, that agents acting within the scope of their 
delegated authority, bind their principals; but if they 
exceed their power they become personally responsible. 
But this rule is somewhat modified, in cases where 
municipal corporations are the principals, and their 
officers are the agents; and in the particular instance 
in question, the rule, it seems to me, does not apply.

The Mayor and Aldermen rightfully appoint certain 
officers; but either because they appoint so many or 
vote them such liberal pay, the expenses of the depart- 
ments exceed the amount of ‘appropriation granted by 
the City Council. 

I think that the watchmen and policemen, thus 
rightfully appointed, would have a claim against the 
City for their services, which they might enforce by 
suit, and that the Committee would not be personally - 
liable. |

The Joint Special Committee, to whom was referred so 
much of the Mayor’s Address as relates to Public Lands, 
would respectfully

The Committee are of the opinion, that the matter of 
the South Bay Lands, so called, should be adjusted with- 
out further delay, and the lands filled up, and made ready 
for sale. - In their present condition, the large sums of 
money already expended upon them are entirely unpro- 
ductive. The protracted litigation respecting the con- 
tract for fillmg them is seriously detrimental to the 
city’s interests. Lawsuits and references of a costly and 
lingering character are always to be avoided, if possible. 

The City possesses in the region of the South Bay 
Lands, a large quantity of unimproved wharf property, 
which should be sold or leased, and thus made available 
in defraying the expenses already incurred upon them. 
In order to bring about this result, it is important that 
the Board of Public Land Commissioners, after being 
duly authorized by the City Council, should have the 
livans controversy settled as speedily as possible. 

If a contract can be made with Mr. Evans on terms as 
advantageous as with any other party, to bring in gravel 
and earth, and to fill up and finish the lands, by paying 
him a specified price per square yard, to be delivered at 
different points, and binding him to repair or allow for 
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repairs of the sea-wall, which is now in a poor condition; 
and upon the signing of such a contract, all suits, refer- 
ences, demands and matters of controversy between him 
and the City can be finally settled and ended,—the Com- 
mittee think the interests of the City might thus be 
materially promoted. 

The Committee therefore would recommend that the 
Board of Public Land Commissioners be authorized and 
empowered to adjust and settle all claims and demands 
and matters in controversy between the City and William 
Hivans, by making a new contract with him for gravel 
and earth-filling, to be delivered at certain specified 
points; or, if such a contract can be effected with any 
other party with equal safety, and on terms more satis-— 
factory and advantageous to the City than can be done 
with Mr. Evans, then that the said Board be authorized 
to make such contract with such other party. 

For that purpose, the Committee respectfully submit 
the accompanying order.

sea-wall, and filling and preparing for sale the South Bay 
lands, so called, and for gravel and earth-filling to be 
delivered at certain points, to be specified in such 
contract. | 
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
